This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting 
of  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Cbnrch  in  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  the  Rt  Rev.  the 
Bishop,  with  several  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates, 
assembled  in  Trinity  Church,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Abraham  N.  Lit- 
tlejohn.  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Springfield.     The  Ante- 
Communion  Service  was  read  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Shaw,  Rector  of  St.  Luke's  Church, 
Lancsborough,  who  read  the  Epistle.     The  annual  Con- 
vention Sermon  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Charles  Mason, 
Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Boston,  from  the  text,  2  Corin- 
thians, ii.  chapter,  16, 17,  verses,  "  Who  is  sufficient  for 
these  things  ?    For  we  are  not  as  many,  which  corrupt  the 
word  of  Ood :  but  as  of  sincerity,  but  as  of  God,  in  the 
sight  of  Ood,  speak  we  in  Christ!^    After  which  a  collec- 
tion was  made  at  the  Offertory,  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and   Orphans  of 
deceased  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese.     The   Holy  Com- 
munion was  then  administered  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Shaw,  and  the  Rev.  Lewis  Green.

TheBishop  then  delivered  the  following 

MY  BRETHREN  OP  THE  CLEROT  AND  LAITT : — 

I  proceed,  according  to  canonical  requirement,  to  present  to  you 
the  series  of  my  official  acts  £dnce  we  last  met  together. 

On  Whitsunday,  May  19,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Trinity 
Church,  Boston,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Bev.  E.  F.  Bern, 
ington,  and  the  Bev.  John  W.  Birohmore,  Deacons ;  the  former 
being  Sector  of  Grace  Church,  Chicopeei  and  the  latter  of  St.  John's,

MillTille.     The  Bev.  Messrs.  Woart  and  Wildes  united  with  me  in 
the  imposition  of  hands. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  8  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Jamaica  Plain.  I  have  the  pleasure  of  stating  that,  within 
the  beautiful  enclosure  in  which  this  church  stands,  a  substantial  and 
commodious  parsonage  has  been  built  by  the  parish.  They  have  also 
placed  within  their  sanctuary  a  new  organ  of  excellent  tone,  and  of 
chaste  external  appearance. 

On  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  June  19  and  20, 1  attended,  in 
Hartford,  Connecticut,  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions; 
and  also  delivered  one  of  the  addresses  at  the  missionary  meeting 
held  on  this  occasion,  in  Christ  Church  in  that  city. 

In  the  following  week  I  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  die  General  Theological  Seminary,  held  in  the  City  of  New 
York. 

On  Tuesday,  July  16,  I  laid  the  comeiHstono  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Millyille.  There  were  present,  on  this  interesting  occasion, 
beddes  a  large  number  of  other  persons,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Goodwin,  of  this 
Diocese,  the  Bev.  Dr.  Jarvis,  of  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut,  and  the 
Bev.  Mr.  Talbot,  Hector  of  the  neighboring  parish  of  St.  James's, 
Woonsocket,  in  the  Diocese  of  Bhode  Island. 

On  Wednesday,  July  24,  I  had  the  satisfaction  of  consecratbg 
to  the  service  of  God  St.  Paul's  Church,  in  the  Island  of  Nantucket. 
This  edifice,  designed  by  the  Messrs.  Billings,  of  Boston,  and  built  at 
the  small  cost  of  $1500,  is  at  once  convenient  and  beautiful,  and  is 
placed  in  one  of  the  most  desirable  situations  in  the  town.  To  meet 
the  parishioners  on  this  occasion,  after  the  trials  through  which  they 
had  passed  since  the  devastating  conflagration  which  destroyed  their 
former  sanctuary,  afiBbrded  me  the  sincerest  joy.  I  regret  that  various 
causes  prevented  a  more  numerous  attendance  of  the  clergy  of  the 
Diocese,  none  of  them  being  present  except  the  Bev.  Mr.  Lambert. 
The  church,  however,  was  filled  with  a  congregation  deeply  interested 
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in  tiie  Bervicee.  Coald  thoee  liberal  penons,  boiihin  Boston  and  else- 
where, who  contxibnted  towards  this  object,  hare  been  present  t»  witr 
ness  the  result  of  their  bene&otions,  I  am  persoaded  that  they  would 
not  have  repented  of  the  gifts  thej  have  bestowed. 

In  f^e  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Ber.  Mr. 
Lamb^,  5  persons  were  presented  for  Confirmation  by  the  Beotor^ 
tiie  Bev.  Ethan  Allen,  and  received  that  apostolic  lite. 

On  the  Ninth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  28, 1  preaehed  twice 
in  Christ  Church,  Andoyer.  The  Bector  of  this  parish,  the  Ber.  Dr. 
Fuller,  was  absent  at  this  tame,  and  had  been  so  for  some  weeks  pre- 
viously, on  a  journey  for  the  recovery  of  lus  health.  I  am  happy  to 
say  that  the  fears  that  were  entertained  in  refisresioe  to  his  Ttcayerj 
have  not  been  realized ;  and  that  he  retomed  some  time  since,  in 
an  improved  bodily  condition,  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

On  the  Fourteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  1, 1  visited 
Christ  Church,  Clappville.  Notwithstanding  the  apprehensions  felt, 
a  year  since,  for  the  interests  of  this  parish,  in  consequence  of  the  de- 
afcruotive  fire  in  the  village  menticmed  in  my  last  Address,  it  has  con- 
tinued to  enjoy  Ae  blesdng  of  GKxl,  and  the  uninterrupted  minir 
traiions  of  the  gospel.  In  the  morning  of  this  day  I  preadied,  and, 
in  conjunction  with  the  Bector,  administered  tiie  Holy  Communion ; 
and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  9  persons. 

On  Tuesday,  September  8, 1  confirmed  1  in  the  afternoon  in  St. 
John's,  Wilkinsonville.  The  usual  catechising  of  the  children  was 
prevented  by  the  inclemency  of  iho  weather ;  which  also  rendered 
necessary  the  omission  of  a  second  service  in  the  evening. 

On  the  ovMiing  of  Wednesday,  September  4, 1  confirmed  8  in  All 
Saints',  Worcester. 

On  Friday,  September  6, 1  preached  in  the  morning  and  afternoon 
in  St.  Luke's,  Lanesborough.  I  also  delivered  an  address  to  the 
congregation  immediately  before  die  conclusion  of  the  second  service. 

On  die  Fifteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  8, 1  preadied 
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in  the  morning  in  St.  Stephen's,  Pittsfield ;  in  the  afternoon  confirm- 
ed 15,  and,  after  the  children  of  the  parish  had  been  catechized  by 
the  Rector,  examined  them  myself;  and  in  the  evening  again 
preached. 

On  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  September  10, 1  confirmed  1  in  Trin- 
ity Church,  Lenox.  This  parish  has  been  &vored,  during  the  past 
year,  with  the  ministrations  of  the  Hector  of  St.  Paul's,  Stockbridge, 
on  the  afternoon  of  eveiy  Sunday. 

On  the  following  day,  Wednesday,  September  11,1  preached  in  the 
evening  in  St.  Paul's,  Stockbridge. 

On  Thursday,  September  12,  in  St.  James's,  Great  Barrington,  I 
preached  in  the  afternoon,  and  in  the  evening  confirmed'  5  persons. 

On  Friday,  September  13, 1  preached  in  the  morning  in  Trinity 
Church,  Yandeusenville ;  and  in  the  afternoon,  after  a  sermon  by  the 
Bev.  Mr.  Pynchon,  Sector  of  St.  Paul's,  Stockbridge,  confirmed  2 
persons.  I  also  examined  the  children  of  the  parish  in  the  Catechism. 
I  have  learned,  Tnth  great  satis&ction,  that  this  congregation, 
partly  by  their  own  subscriptions,  and  partly  by  aid  from  others, 
have  raised  an  amount  sufiGicient  for  the  building  of  a  parsonage. 
The  work  will  be  commenced  immediately,  and,  when  completed, 
will  be  a  valuable  addition  to  the  resources  of  the  parish. 

On  the  Sixteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  15, 1  visited 
St.  Paul's,  Otis,  and  St.  Andrew's,  New  Boston ;  in  the  morning 
preaching  in  the  former,  and  in  the  afternoon  congrming  4  persons 
in  the  latter.  Not  long  after  the  resignation  of  the  Bev.  D.  G. 
Wri^t,  these  parishes  obtained  the  services  of  the  Bev.  Heniy 
S.  Attwater ;  and,  having  been  received  into  this  Diocese  with  letters 
dimissory  firom  New  York,  he  is  now  prosecuting  his  labors  in  the 
n^dst  of  them. 

On  Monday,  September  16,  accompanied  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Att- 
water, I  made  a  vimt  to  St.  Mark's,  Blandford.     After  preaching  to 

such  of  the  parishioners  as  had  assembled  together  in  the  church, 
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I  addressed  them  in  reference  to  the  sad  cessation  among  them  of 
the  accustomed  means  of  grace ;  lur^g  them  to  the  duty  of  provid- 
ing once  more,  for  themselves  and  theur  children,  those  ministration£ 
of  the  gospel  which  they  once  enjoyed.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  no 
lesolt  has  followed,  or  seems  likely  to  follow. 

On  Thursday,  September  19, 1  confirmed  3  in  the  evening  in  the 
Congregational  meeting-house  at  Millville,  then  used  as  a  temporary 
place  of  worship  by  the  congregation  of  St.  John's  in  that  village- 

On  the  Seventeenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  22, 1  preach- 
ed in  the  afternoon,  and  catechised  the  ohildren,  in  St.  Matthew's, 
South  Boston. 

On  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  4  in  St.  Paul's, 
Pedham.  I  was  highly  gratified  to  find,  that,  through  the  munifi- 
oent  liberality  of  two  gentlemen  of  the  parish,  a  new  organ  of  suita- 
Ue  sice,  and  of  very  superior  tone,  had  just  been  phiced  in  the 
ohuich.  It  is  the  workmanship  of  Mr.  Hook,  of  this  city ;  and, 
fiir  this  important  aid  to  the  appropriate  worship  of  God,  the  con- 
gregataon  are  indebted  to  Beuben  Richards,  and  J.  W.  Clarke, 
Esqa. 

In  the  month  of  October  I  attended  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Convention  of  our  Church,  held  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Among  the 
results  of  that  meeting  must  be  recorded,  with  gratitude  to  Ood,  the 
nomination  of  the  Rev.  John  Payne,  D.  D.,  by  the  House  of  Bishopa 
to  that  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  and  the  election  of  this  rever* 
end  brother  by  the  latter,  aa  Missionary  Bishop  toit  Afrioa.  His 
return  to  this  country  from  the  distant  field  of  his  labots,  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  consecration,  is  hourly  expected. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Monday,  November  11,  it  was  my  pleas 
ing  duty,  in  presence  of  several  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diooeae,  and 
of  many  others,  to  lay  the  comer-stone  of  St  Jdm's  Ghuieh,  East 
Boaten. 

Oa  Wednesday,  November  18, 1  conflrmed  8  » the  evening  in  Si. 
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James's,  Amesburj ;  and  on  die  following  day,  at  an  Ordination 
held  in  the  same  churoh,  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Bev.  Wil- 
liam Willian,  Deacon,  late  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  who  has 
succeeded  the  Rev.  Mr.  Estes  as  the  Hector  of  this  parish.  On  Uiis 
occasion,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wayland,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Woart,  Estes, 
and  Washburn,  united  with  me  in  the  imposition  of  hands. 

On  the  Twenty-fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  17, 1  con- 
firmed 2  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  Mary's,  Newton,  Lower  Falls,  and 
then  catechised  the  yonng  persons  of  the  parish. 

Daring  this  same  week,  I  had  the  privilege  of  partaoipating  in  the 
pablic  services  of  £lie  Church  Missionary  Association  for  the  Eastern 
District,  which  took  place  in  Christ  Church,  Waltham ;  preaching 
and  administering  the  Holy  Communion  on  the  morning  of  Tuesday, 
November  19,  and  also,  on  the  evening  of  the  following  day,  address- 
ing the  congregation  at  a  missionaiy  meeting,  after  forcible  appeals 
delivered  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Ballard  and  Packard,  and  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Vinton.  The  attendance  on  all  the  appointed  occasions  was 
quite  encouraging ;  and  I  cannot  but  indulge  the  hope,  that  much 
spiritual  edification  will  be  the  result  of  this  meeting  in  the  midst  of 
that  young  and  promising  parish.  May  Ood  graciously  grant  it,  for 
his  dear  Son's  sake ! 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  22, 1  preached  in 
the  morning  in  St.  Anne's,  Lowell,  and  in  the  afternoon  con- 
firmed 22  persons.  After  the  conclusion  of  divine  service  in  the 
afternoon,  the  young  people  of  the  parish,  after  reciting  the  Cate- 
chism to  the  Rector,  were  examined  by  myself. 

On  the  first  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  12,  1851, 1 
confirmed  10  in  the  evening  in  the  Episcopal  Chapel  for  Seamen 
m  Ann  street,  Boston. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  19, 1  confirm- 
ed 6  m  the  evening  in  Christ  Church,  Waltham. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  26, 1  attend- 
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ed,  in  the  afternoon,  the  annual  examination  of  the  children  in  the 
catechism  at  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Boston ;  catechiang  them 
after  the  Rector ;  and  also  delivering  an  address  to  the  teacher^  and 
others  present.  In  the  evening  I  confirmed,  in  the  same  church,  9 
persons. 

On  l^e  Fifth  Sunday  after  the  Ejnphany,  Februaiy  9, 1  confirm- 
ed 2  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  James's,  Boxbury. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  the  temporary  place 
of  worship  occupied  by  the  congregation  of  Grace  Church,  Cambridge. 
The  ministrations  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Patterson  at  this  place  have  re- 
cently been  discontinued ;  the  Commissioners  for  Church  Extension 
having  deemed  it  inexpedient,  for  the  present,  to  encourage  the  build- 
ing of  a  parish  church,  without  the  prospect  of  which  the  congre- 
gation were  unwUling  to  maintain  the  accustomed  services. 

On  the  morning  of  Tuesday,  February  11,1  was  present  at  another 
meeting  of  the  Eastern  District  Church  Missionary  Association,  held 
in  Grace  Church,  Medford.  At  this  time  I  preached,  and  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion ;  and  on  the  evening  of  the  next  day, 
February  12,  after  addresses  on  the  subject  of  Misaons  by  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Packard,  Fales,  and  Washburn,  I  made  a  few  closmg  re- 
marks to  the  congregation  present.  The  interest  taken  by  the  people 
in  the  exercises  was  apparently  great,  and  I  learn  that  happy  results* 
in  the  increase  of  the  missionary  spirit  in  the  parish,  have  followed 
from  the  meeting. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  80, 1  confirmed  18  in  the 
afternoon  in  Christ  Church,  Cambridge. 

On  Wednesday,  April  2, 1  confirmed,  at  her  own  house,  a  par- 
ishioner of  St  Matthew's,  South  Boston,  lying  dangerously  ill. 

On  Thursday,  April  10, 1  confirmed  25  in  the  afternoon  in  St. 
Stephen's  Chapel,  Boston. 

On  the  Sunday  next  before  Easter,  April  18, 1  confirmed  16  in 
the  morning  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston.    To  these  is  to  be  added  1, 
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hereafter  to  be  mentioned,  making  17  as  the  whole  number  for  the 
year. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  14  in  St.  Panl's,  Boa- 
ton.     And 

In  the  evening,  confirmed  6  in  the  temporary  place  of  worship 
occupied  by  the  congregation  of  St.  Paul's,  Brookline. 

On  the  evening  of  Gh>od  Friday,  April  18, 1  confirmed  8  in  Orace 
Church,  Medford. 

Easter  Day,  April  20, 1  confirmed  8  in  the  evening  in  St.  Mary's, 
Dorchester. 

Tuesday  in  Easter  Week,  April  22,  in  the  Town  Hall  at  Paw. 
tucket,  I  confirmed  in  the  evening  8  persons  belonging  to  the  congre* 
gation  of  Trinity  Church  in  that  town ;  and  afterwards  administered 
the  same  rite  to  2  sick  persons  at  their  own  homes.  The  Rev.  James 
C.  lUchmond  has  been  officiating  in  this  parish  during  the  past  year, 
and  the  field  of  usefulness  for  ministerial  labor  is  as  great  as  ever. 
My  prayer  is  that  the  needed  work  of  buildmg  a  parish  church  may, 
ere  long,  be  commenced  in  earnest.  There  is  no  place  where  it  would 
operate  with  more  beneficial  influence  on  the  populiRion. 

On  Wednesday,  April  23, 1  confirmed  6  in  the  evening  in  St.  Ste- 
phen's, Lynn.  The  attempt  is  now  bein^  made,  and  I  hope  will 
prove  successftd,  to  raise  the  needed  funds  for  the  purchase  of  a  par- 
sonage fbr  this  parish. 

On  Thursday,  April  24,  I  confirmed  8  in  the  evening  in  St. 
Peter's,  Salem. 

On  Friday,  April  25,  in  St.  Michael's,  Marblehead,  I  cate- 
chised the  children,  and  addressed  the  congregation,  in  the  after- 
noon ;  and  confirmed  3  in  the  evening. 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  27,  in  Christ  Church, 

Andover,  I  preached  in  the  morning,  and  catechised  the  children ; 

and  in  ike  afternoon  confim^ed  11  persons. 

In  Ae  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  5  in  Grace  Church, 
2* 
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Lawrence.  I  am  rejoiced  to  say,  l^at  the  Vestry  of  this  parish, 
having  procured  the  needed  amount  for  the  building  of  a  large  and 
solid  stone  church,  in  place  of  their  present  edifice,  are  now  making 
preparations  for  the  immediate  commencement  of  the  work. 

On  Tuesday  evening,  April  29, 1  confirmed  9  in  St.  Paul's,  New- 
buryport. 

On  Wednesday,  April  30, 1  confirmed  5  in  the  afternoon  in  St. 
James's,  Amesbury;  making,  with  the  8  previously  mentioned,  18 
as  the  whole  number  for  the  year. 

On  Friday,  May  2,  I  confirmed  3^  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  An- 
drew's, Hanover.  In  the  evening  a  second  service  took  place  in  the 
lecture-room  of  the  parish ;  when,  after  prayers,  and  a  brief  exposi- 
tion of  a  portion  of  Scripture  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Woart,  I  address- 
ed a  few  parting  words  of  exhortation  to  the  persons  assembled. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  sfter  Easter,  May  4, 1  visited  Christ 
Church,  Plymouth ;  in  the  morning  preaching,  and  administering 
the  Holy  Communion ;  in  the  afternoon  again  preaching,  and  cate- 
chising the  children ;  and  in  the  evening,  after  a  third  sermon,  de- 
livering a  closii%  address  to  the  congregation  on  the  subject  of  prayer 
for  the  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  of  the  training  of  the  young 
in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord.  I  think  that  I  can  say 
with  confidence,  that  this  parish  is  steadily  advancing.  May  the 
grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit  abundantly  descend  upon  the  labors  of  its 
pastor ;  and  make  this  church  an  enduring  spot,  firom  which  shall  go 
forth  the  saving  influences  of  the  gospel  of  Christ  through  all  future 
generations  I  Amidst  the  melancholy  defection  of  that  region  from 
the  doctrines  of  Christ,  it  is  cheering  to  think  of  the  &ct  that 
there,  from  week  to  week,  our  Prayer-Book  announces  the  same  faith 
*'  which  was  once  delivered  unto  the  saints." 

On  Tuesday,  May  6,  in  Grace  Church,  New  Bedford,  I  cate- 
chised the  children  of  the  parish  in  the  afternoon ;  and  in  die  eve- 
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ning  confirmed  7  persons.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  services  I 
delivered  a  brief  address  to  the  people. 

On  Wednesday,  May  7,  I  confirmed  2  in  the  afternoon  in  Trinity 
Church,  Bridgewater. 

On  Thursday,  May  8, 1  visited  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Fall 
Biver ;  catechising  the  children  in  the  afternoon,  and  confirming  6  in 
the  evening  in  the  Methodist  meeting-house,  which  was  kindly  offered 
for  the  use  of  the  congregation  on  this  occasion.  You  are  all 
aware  of  the  destruction  by  fire,  in  December  last,  of  the  church  be- 
longing to  this  parish.  This  calamity,  however,  seems  to  have  been 
overruled  by  a  kind  Providence  for  its  permanent  interests.  With 
the  amount  of  the  insurance  on  the  building  the  debt  with  which  it 
was  encumbered  has  been  liquidated ;  and,  with  subscriptions  partly 
made  by  the  congregation,  and  partly  by  others  in  Boston  and  else- 
where, and  which,  originally  given  for  the  removal  of  the  embarrasB* 
ments  of  the  parish,  ^are  now  appropriated,  with  their  consent,  to 
the  building  of  a  church,  the  Yestiy  are  now  enabled  to  rear  a  new 
edifice  of  stone.     This  good  work  has  been  already  commenced. 

On  Friday,  May  9, 1  confirmed  2  in  Christ  Church,  Swansea. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  11,  in  St.  Tbomas'Si 
Taunton,  I  preached  in  the  morning,  and  catechised  the  children ; 
and  confirmed  4  in  the  afternoon.  I  record  vrith  pleasure  that  the 
Yestry  of  this  parish,  with  means  furnished  by  the  congregatioUi 
have  commenced  the  building  of  a  substantial  parsonage. 

On  the  evening  of  Monday,  May  12, 1  had  the  satis&ction  of  offi- 
ciating at  Palmer.  In  this  thriving  town  a  parish  has  been  organized, 
during  the  past  year,  by  the  name  of  St.  Paul's ;  and  the  congrega- 
tion has  been  fiivored  with  frequent  and  cheerfully  rendered  ministra- 
tions by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Littlejohn,  Bector  of  Christ  Church,  Spring- 
field. A  small  but  zealous  band  of  persons  have  procured,  and  fitted 
up,  a  very  convenient  place  of  worship ;  and  in  this  temporary  sanc- 
tuary Confirmation  was  administered,  on  the  evening  of  my  visitatioui 
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and  in  presence  of  a  large  congregation,  to  2  persons.  The  grow- 
ing importance  of  the  town  of  Pahner  renders  the  success  of  this 
in&nt  church  certain,  if  it  can  be  aided  for  a  time  by  our  Diocesan 
Board  of  Missions  in  the  support  of  stated  ministrations.  My  hope 
is  that  this  asfflstance  will  be  aflorded. 

On  Tuesday,  May  18,  I  confirmed  7  in  the  evening  in  Ohrist 
Church,  Springfield,  and  also  a  sick  member  of  the  pariah  in  a  pri- 
yate  house.  It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  state,  that  the  Yestiy 
liaye  just  purchased,  with  the  liberal  oontribuiions  of  the  oongre* 
gation,  a  beautiful  lot  in  the  rear  of  the  church ;  and  intend  com* 
mencing  forthwith,  upon  a  porticm  of  this  ground,  the  erection  of  a 
large  addition  to  the  length  of  the  pres^  edifice.  They  contem- 
plate, at  the  same  time,  a  needed  improvement  of  the  intoior  of 
the  church,  and  also  the  purchase  of  the  beautiful  adjoining  house 
in  which  the  Rector  now  reddes,  with  the  view  of  appropriating  it 
as  a  permanent  parsonage  for  the  parish.  The  resources  now  eiigoy- 
ed  vrill  enable  them  to  effect  these  objecto  with  perfect  safety ;  and  the 
parish  will  then  be  placed  in  a  dtuation  for  meeting  the  increased 
demand  for  accommodation,  created  by  its  growing  importance. 
VLbj  the  Lord  orown  the  congregation  with  all  spiritual  blessingis  in 
Christ  Jesus  I 

On  Wednesday,  May  14, 1  preached  in  the  evening  in  Ghrace 
Church,  Chicopee.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Remington  has  just  resigned 
the  charge  of  this  parish. 

On  Thursday,  May  15,  in  St.  James's,  Greenfield,  I  confirm- 
ed 7  in  the  afternoon,  and  examined  the  children  in  the  Catechism. 

On  Friday,  May  16,  in  St.  John's,  Northampton,  I  catechised  the 
children  in  the  afternoon,  and  confirmed  4  in  the  evening. 

I  was  obliged  to  omit,  at  this  time,  the  visitation  of  St.  John's, 
Afihfield,  and  have  postponed  it  to  the  enduing  autumn.  The  Rev. 
W.  Withington  has  been  officiating  in  this  parish  during  the  past 
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On  Sunday  last,  the  Fourth  after  Easter,  May  18, 1  confirmed 
11  in  the  morning  in  Grrace  Church,  Boston,  including  1  from  Trin- 
ity church.  I  would  here  mention,  that  an  alteration  has  been 
made,  during  the  past  year,  in  the  interior  arrangements  of  this 
church ;  and  it  presents  a  greatly  improved  and  most  appropriate 
appearance. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  St.  Peter's,  Gamr 
bridgeport.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Stickney  has  recently  resigned  the  Heo- 
torship  of  this  parish.  It  is  at  present  supplied  with  the  services 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Woart,  who,  owing  to  a  protracted  illness,  terminating 
in  great  prostration  of  strength,  was  compelled  a  few  months  since  to 
resign  the  Rectorship  of  Christ  Church,  in  this  city.  His  healtii, 
however,  is  now  sufficiently  restored  to  enable  him  to  discharge  with 
comfort  the  duties  of  the  ministry.  Christ  Church  has  been  sup- 
plied, once  the  vacancy,  with^  stated  ministrations  by  tiie  Rev.  Mr. 
Leach. 

On  the  evening  of  the  stole  day,  in  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  Boston, 
I  confirmed  11  parishioners  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent. 

I  have  to  add  to  the  record  thus  presented,  that  I  have  received 
notice  that  a  parish,  by  the  name  of  St.  Mark,  has  been  recently 
organized  in  Boston,  with  the  view  of  extending  the  ministrations  of 
oar  Church  to  the  extreme  southern  portion  of  the  city.  The  Rec- 
tor is  the  Rev.  P.  H.  Greenleaf,  who  has  resigned,  for  this  field  of 
labor,  the  charge  of  St.  John's,  Charlestown.  The  latter  church  is 
at  present  served  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Patterson. 

The  result  of  the  particulars  above  stated  is  as  follows : — ^I  have 
confirmed,  during  the  past  year,  834  persons ;  consecrated  1  church ; 
laid  the  comer  stone  of  2  churches ;  ordained  3  Priests ;  and  2  par- 
ishes have  been  organized. 

In  addition  to  the  record  of  the  consecration  of  St.  Paul's,  Nan- 
tucket, I  had  expected  to  announce,  at  this  Convention,  the  perfi)nn- 
ance  of  the  same  service  for  two  others.    In  reference  to  one  of 
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these,  St.  John's,  East  Boston,  it  has  pleased  Divine  Providence  to 
disappoint  our  wishes  by  a  recent  and  most  unexpected  visitation. 
When  this  ehorch  was  within  a  few  weeks  of  being  readj  for  use,  it 
was  suddenly  destroyed  by  the  violent  gale  of  this  Spring,  which  did 
such  extensive  destruction  to  property  and  human  life.  In  this  car 
lamity,  the  persevering  and  united  band  who  fDrm  the  congregation 
at  East  Boston,  and  also  their  fidthful  and  inde&tigable  B^etor, 
have  met  with  a  severe  trial  of  their  patience  and  confidence  in  God. 
In  the  laborious  toil  of  collecting  contributions  for  the  building  of 
the  edifice,  Mr.  Allen  had  almost  exhausted  his  bodily  strength ; 
and,  after  having,  at  so  great  a  sacrifice  of  personal  comfort,  at  length 
fluoceeded,  he  was  just  within  sight  of  the  completion  of  a  beautiful 
sanctuary  only  to  see  his  hopes  blasted.  I  am  h^py  to  say,  how- 
ever, that  he  is  again  prosecuting,  in  fidth  and  diligence,  the  arduous 
work  of  gathering  offerings  for  the  construction  of  a  new  building. 
Let  us  follow  him  with  our  prayers  and  best  wishes ;  and  indulge  tlie 
confident  trust,  that  an  application  appealing  so  strongly  to  the  sympa- 
thies of  Christian  hearts  will  meet  with  a  prompt  and  generous  re- 
sponse. 

The  other  church  to  which  I  allude  is  St.  John's,  Millville. 
This  beautiful  edifice  of  stone,  built  firom  a  design  given  by  Mr.  Up- 
john, has  been  for  some  time  ready  for  consecration,  and  is  now  oc- 
cupied by  the  congregation.  A  small  indebtedness,  however,  still 
remains,  which  will  be  probably  liquidated  in  the  course  of  a  few 
weeks ;  after  which  this  sanctuary  will  be  solemnly  set  apart  to  tbe 
purposes  for  which  it  was  reared.  I  am  gratfied  to  be  able  to  say, 
that  the  parish,  although  so  short  a  period  has  elapsed  since  its  or- 
ganization, became  self-supporting  immediately  after  the  opening  of 
the  new  church  for  public  worship. 

I  have  to  notice  some  changes  in  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year, 
otiber  than  those  already  recorded.  The  Rev.  Henry  Waterman  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Bhode  Island ;  the  Rev.  William 
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Warland,  formerly  Hicooiiary  at  BridgewHter,  and  ihe  Bev.  SaiDuel 
J).  DeEUBon,  late  Rector  of  St.  James's,  Ghreat  BarringtoDi  have 
removed  with  letters  dimissoiy  to  the  Diocese  of  Comiecticut ;  also 
the  Bey.  Thomas  M.  Clark,  haying  resigned  his  sitoatioB  as  Assist* 
ant  Minister  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  has  been  transferred  to  thai 
Diocese,  and  is  Bector  of  Christ  Church,  Hartford ;  the  Bey.  Orange 
Olark,  D.  D.,  has  resigned  the  Beotorship  of  Christ  Church,  Quiff- 
cy,  and  is  now  on  his  way  to  California,  under  an  appointment  from 
the  United  States  Goyemment ;  the  Bey.  W.  A.  Jenks  has  relin- 
qvi^ied  the  diarge  of  St.  Luke's,  Chelsea,  and  is  the  teacher  oi  a 
school  in  East  Boston ;  the  Bey.  Moses  B.  Chase,  though  still  canon- 
ioaQy  ooimeoted  with  this  Diocese,  has  been  ordered  by  ihe  Ooyem- 
ment  to  the  Navy  Yard  at  Brooklyn,  New  York ;  and  the  Bey.  Oli- 
yer  S.  Presooit  has  ceased  to  be  Assistant  Minister  of  the  Church 
of  the  Adyent,  Boston. 

To  the  changes  which  haye  thus  marked  the  Conyentional  year  just 
closed,  has  to  be  added  the  impressiye  record  of  the  departure  from 
this  life,  anee  we  last  met  together  in  this  place,  of  four  among 
the  number  of  our  Cleigy.  In  August  last^  the  Bey.  Jacob  Pear- 
son finished  his  course,  after  an  illness,  attended  occasionally  by  se-* 
yere  ssfiering,  <^seyeral  years.  In  the  following  month,  the  intelli- 
geooe  reached  this  country  of  the  sudden  death,  at  sea,  of  the  Bey« 
AddiBon  Searle,  Chiqilain  in  the  Nayy^  This  eyent  occurred  on 
board  of  the  ship  to  which  he  was  attached,  while  on  a  yoyage 
from  one  to  another  port  of  the  Mediterranean ;  and  was  occasioned 
by  an  attack  of  the  same  malady  to  which,  as  you  are  aware,  he 
had  been  subject  during  a  great  part  of  his  life.  In  December, 
the  Bey.  Dr.  Boyle,  so  long  known  and  so  highly  yalued  in  the 
Church  at  large  for  his  sound  theological  leaining,  and  his  Ixteiaiy 
attainmentB,  expired  in  this  city  of  a  paralytio  attack.  *  Althof^ 
unable,  firom  the  affliction  of  deafiiess,  to  discharge  ihe  duties  <rfa 
parodnal  cure,  he  was  always  ready  to  pcEfoim  occasi^nl  sBrvJeee 
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for  his  brethren  in  the  ministiy ;  and,  as  Treasorer  of  the  Society  of 
this  Diocese  for  the  relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased 
Clergymen,  was  for  many  years  its  £uthfdl  and  efficient  servant. 
In  March,  the  Bey.  John  T.  Sabine,  a  clergyman  of  sincere  and 
deep  piety,  was  removed  from  the  world  by  a  oonsomption  which  had 
been  preying  upon  him  for  some  years,  and  which  had  deprived  him, 
since  he  came  into  this  Diocese,  of  the  ability  to  undertake  continued 
ministerial  labor.  My  reverend  brethren,  all  these  fellow-workmen 
have  been  taken,  and  we  have  been  left.  Let  us  redeem  the  time, 
seeing  that  we  '  know  neither  the  day  nor  the  hour  wherein  the  Son 
of  man  cometh.' 

The  names  of  the  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  are  as  follows :— - 
Charles  F.  Nourse,  John  P.  Hubbard,  George  A.  Gordon,  Horatao 
Gray,  Alfred  A.  Gilbert,  D.  C.  Maybin,  John  T.  Burrill,  and  Chas. 
W.  Homer — Total,  8.  The  name  of  David  Russell  has  been  erased 
at  his  own  request ;  and  David  F.  Lumsden,  admitted  in  December 
last,  was  soon  afterwards  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut. 

Such  is  the  summary  of  acts  and  events  which  it  is  my  duty  to 
record.    I  pass  to  one  or  two  other  topics  not  without  their  mpor* 

tance. 

United  as  we  are  in  affection  and  in  aims  with  our  beloved  and 
venerated  mother  Church  of  England,  any  transaction  which  serves 
to  mark  the  connexion  between  us  must  possess  for  all  of  us  the 
deepest  interest.  Of  such  a  character  is  the  circular  letter  re- 
ceived, not  long  since,  by  the  Bishops  of  our  Church  from  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbuiy,  and  containing  the  request  for  a  union  with 
our  brethren  in  England  in  celebratmg  the  completion  of  a  hundred 
and  fifty  years,  since  the  foundation  of  the  Venerable  Society  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gt)spel  in  Foreign  Parts.  This  document,  so 
worthy,  by  its  Christian  ^simplicity,  of  the  character  of  him  who  now 
fills  the  Primacy,  you  have  all  of  course  read;  and  I  trust  that  it  will 
have  the  efleot  of  drawing  our  hearts,  more  closely  than  ever,  to 
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ihat  noble  Ghtirch,  as  it  most  certainly  eyinces,  on  her  part,  an 

affectionate  communion  of  spirit  with  onrselyes.    I  am  sore  that  the 

commemoration  will  be  universal  among  ns ;  and  quite  sore  I  am 

likewise,  thait  it  cannot  take  place  without  stirring  up,  both  in  clergy 

and  people,  a  renewed  interest  in  the  cause  of  Missions, — reminding 

U8»  as  it  wlU,  of  the  inestimable  blesongs  our  Church  in  this  country 

has  derived  firom  the  munificence  of  an  ancient  Institution,  to  wlnbb 

we  owe  our  foundation  and  early  establishment.    Let  me  ezpren 

the  hope  thai  the  special  Collection,  to  be  then  made  in  the  variooB 

churches  for  the  cause  of  Diocesan  Misraons,  will  be  worthy  of  the 

ooeasiim.     '  Freely  ye  have  received,  freely  ^ve.' 

I  have  also  received,  in  comm<m  with  tiie  other  Bishops  of  our 

Chaich,  a  communication  from  the  Bishop  of  Oxford,  aocompany- 

ing  a  copy  of  a  Protest  made  by  himself,  and  by  a  numerous  body 

of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  that  Diocese,  against  the  recent  act  of  the 

Bishop  of  Borne  in  dividing  the  territory  of  England  into  new  Dio* 

ceees,  and  placing  Bishops  in  them  appointed  by  himself.     In  reply 

tohisrequest  for  the  approval  of  that  Protest,  I  gave  to  the  substance 

of  it,  of  courae,  my  hearty  support ;  taking  the  opportunity,  at  th^ 

same  time,  to  express  the  satis&otion  felt  by  me,  and  in  whidi  I 

trust  you  will  all  share,  at  the  fervor  and  unaliimity  with  which  Hke 

BngHsh  nation,  on  occasion  of  this  act  of  the  Pope,  have  Bpokett 

out  their  attachment  to  the  £uth  of  Protestants,  and  their  gratitude 

for  the  blessings  transmitted  to  us  by  the  glorious  Beformation. 

And  I  did  not  deem  it  to  be  out  of  phice  to  refer  likewise,  with  joy, 

to  the  equally  unequivocal  voice  with  wUch  the  British  people,  on 

the  same  occasion,  have  expressed  their  sense  of  the  conduct  of 

tiiose  among  their  own  Clergy,  who,  while  bound  by  vows  of  alle^- 

aace  to  the  Beformed  and  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  have  been 

studiously  seeking  to  alienate  their  flocks  from  the  scriptural  purity 

of  her  doctrines  and  worship.    Let  it  be  our  consolation,  my  brethren 

of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  to  know,  that,  amidst  these  trials  to  which 
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our  mother  Church  is  now  exposed,  and  amidst  those  through  which 
we  ourselves  are  passing,  the  Lord  reigns  as  supreme  Shepherd  and 
Head  I  And  let  it  be  our  prayer,  that  these  conflicts  may  act  upon 
us  with  purifying  discipline,^humbling  us  under  the  remembrance 
of  past  sins, — and  leading  us  to  rely,  for  progress,  only  upon  the 
firmness  with  which  we  adhere,  in  fidth  and  ritual,  to  the  rimplicity 
of  God's  holy  word !  Without  this,  great  as  are  the  inherent  capar 
bilities  of  advancement  we  possess,  we  shall  lose  the  blessing  of  Gk)d, 
and  miss  the  precious  opportunity  we  enjoy  for  becoming  '  a  name 
and  a  praise  in  the  earth.' 

And  now,  may  the  Holy  Ghost  preside  in  our  present  council  I 
Hay  He  give  us  to  drink  into  the  spirit  that  was  in  Christ !  a 
spirit  of  ardent  love  for  the  souls  of  men,  and  of  prayer  for  the  uni- 
versal extension  of  Messiah's  Kingdom  I  ''  God  be  merciful  unto 
us,  and  bless  us ;  and  cause  his  &ce  to  shine  upon  us.  That  thy  way 
may  be  known  upon  earth,  thy  saving  health  among  all  nations." 

The  Rev.  A.  N.  Littlejohn  presented  a  petition  from  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Palmer,  and  the  Rev.  P.  H.  Greenleaf 
presented  a  similar  petition  from  St  Mark's  Church,  Bos- 
ton, praying  for  union  with  this  Convention,  which  peti- 
tions, together  with  their  accompanying  certificates,  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  new  parishes.

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Saints'  Church,  Worcester,  is  likewise  omitted,  as  it  has  become 
self-supporting.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Warland,  late  of  Bridgewater, 
resigned  his  post  early  in  the  winter,  and  has  consequently  drawn 
but  a  small  amount  from  our  Treasury.  It  was  a  question  of 
some  difficulty  whether  or  no  we  should  continue  our  appropria- 
tion to  this  Missionary  after  the  action  of  the  last  Convention  upon 
the  subject  of  the  delegation  from  Trinity  Church ;  but  it  was 
decided  to  continue  the  appropriation  of  last  year  till  the  legal 
difficulties  of  the  case  were  settled  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

We  have  so  frequently  and  so  urgently  addressed  the  Conven- 
tion upon  those  points  which  naturally  come  up  in  the  reports  of 
a  Board  like  this,  that  we  will  not  detain  you  by  a  reiteration  of 
them.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  while  we  regret  most  deeply  to 
record  the  sad  misfortune  which  has  overtaken  St  John's,  East 
Boston,  in  the  destruction  of  its  nearly  completed  edifice, — disap- 
pointing, as  it  has,  the  hopes  of  its  friends  and  of  its  indefatigable 
Missionary,  there  are  tokens  of  cheerful  indications  in  other  quar- 
ters which  call  loudly  for  our  gratitude.  The  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  Fall  River,  is  preparing  to  replace  the  old,  unsightly 
and  inconvenient  edifice,  destroyed  last  Christmas  Eve  by  fire, 
with  a  neat,  substantial,  and  commodious  structure  of  stone.  The 
insurance  money  has  paid  the  debt  under  which  the  parish  was 
laboring,  and  left  a  balance,  which,  with  amounts  secured  by  the 
Rector  in  Fall  River  and  elsewhere,  will  be  nearly  sufficient  for 
the  new  enterprise.  Grace  Church,  Lawrence,  will,  in  the  course 
of  the  present  year,  erect  a  stone  church  on  the  lot  occupied  by 
its  present  building,  which  will  be  removed  to  another  locality 
and  used  as  a  lecture  and  Sunday  School  room.  Our  Missionary 
at  Millville  resigns  his  appointment,  to  take  efiect  July  1st,  as  the 
new  stone  church  which  has  been  reared  by  his  exertions  opens 
with  a  sufficient  income  from  pew-rent  to  sustain  the  current 
expenses  of  the  parish  and  give  him  a  liberal  support.  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Nantucket,  has  erected  a  neat  and  convenient  church  of 
a  liltie  more  than  200  sittings, — the  whole,  including  an  eligible 
lot  of  land,  at  a  cost  of  a  littie  more  than  $2200.  For  $900  of 
this  amount,  the  Church  was  indebted  to  the  energy  and  persever- 
ance of  the  ladies.  The  balance  was  raised  by  liberal  donations 
from  abroad    The  pariih  has  raised  this  year,  in  varioiw  ways. 
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a  little  over  $300.  These  cheering  circumstances  lead  us,  amid 
the  discouragements  and  perplexities  of  our  arduous  work,  to  thank 
Grod  and  take  courage.  We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  state,  as  we 
did  the  last  year,  that  our  Treasury  is  unencumbered  with  debt.

In  favor  of  Messrs.  David  F.  Lumsden,  Charles  W.  Homer, 
and  John  T.  Burrill,  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

On  the  17th  day  of  July,  1850,  they  presented,  in  conformity 
with  Canon  1, 1846,  the  Rev.  Oliver  S.  Prescott  to  the  Right  Rev. 
the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  as  having  been  guilty  of  holding  and 
inculcating  certain  doctrines  which  are  not  held,  nor  allowed  to 
be  held  by  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States, 
but  which  are  condemned  by  the  Standards  of  said  Church,  as 
wrong,  unsound,  and  heretical. 

The  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  Rev.  O.  S.  Prescott  having  de- 
cided that  the  presebtment  was  not  sufficiently  specific  in  pdnt 
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of  time,  place,  and  circumstances,  the  Committee  on  the  3d  day 
of  March  1851,  presented  the  Rev.  O.  S.  Prescott  for  inculcating 
unsound  and  heretical  doctrines,  for  violating  his  Ordination 
▼ows,  and  for  having  violated  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese.     For  the  Committee,

The  Rev.  P.  H.  Greenleaf  offered  the  annual  Report  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  to  Seamen,  as  follows : 

Heport  of  tl)e  Boarlr  of  iUisstone  to  fStamtn. 

This  Board  has  held  stated  meetings  throughout  the  past  year, 
for  the  consideration  of  the  interests  of  the  Mission  to  Seamen. 
Their  labors  for  the  year  began  with  an  estimated  expense  of 
about  $1500  to  support  the  Mission,  a  debt  of  about  $500  and  an 
empty  treasury.  By  the  persevering  efforts  of  the  Missionary 
and  the  great  kindness  and  liberality  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Mis- 
non  has  sustained  itself  and  paid  the  greater  part  of  its  indebted- 
ness, and  may  be  said  to  be  free  from  debt ;  the  amount  expected 
from  subscriptions  now  due  being  reported  as  equal  to  the  balance 
due  the  Treasurer. 

The  whole  amount  of  receipts  from  all  sources  for  the  year  has 
been  91880  99,  and  the  whole  amount  of  expenditures  92120  64, 
leaving  a  balance  due  the  Treasurer  of  $239  63. 

The  Board  have  heard  with  satisfaction  the  report  of  their 

Missionary  of  the  continued  usefulness  and  success  of  the  Mission, 

and  so  far  as  their  own  personal  observation  has  enabled  them 

to  judge,  they  concur  in  the  statements  he  has  made  to  the  Bishop 

respecUng  the  same.

A  sermon  before  this  Society  was  delivered  in  Grace  Church, 
Boston,  on  the  second  Sunday  in  Lent,  1851,  by  the  Right  Rev. 
J.  H.  Hopkins,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Vermont ;  and  a  collection  made 
in  aid  of  its  funds.  This  appropriate  and  excellent  sermon  has 
been  printed  and  widely  distributed,  and  we  hope,  from  it,  good 
results  to  the  charity  which  we  administer. 

The  Society  lament  to  record  the  death,  since  the  last  report, 
of  their  late  Treasurer,  Rev.  Isaac  Boyle,  D.  D.  His  disinterested, 
laborious  and  faithful  services  in  the  cause  of  this  Society,  as  its 
Treasurer  from  its  first  organization,  will  ever  be  remembered,  as 
truly  invaluable.  He  was  endeared  to  us  and  to  all  who  knew 
him,  by  his  unostentatious  but  solid  worth ;  and  his  long  life  ex* 
hibited  a  beautiful  and  consistent  illustration  of  the  religion  of 
which  he  was  a  minister. 

No  application  for  relief  has  been  made  during  the  year.  But 
every  year  brings  its  solemn  warning  to  those  of  the  Clergy  who 
are  still  spared  to  work  in  their  Master's  service,  through  the 
broad  field  of  the  world,  that  they,  too,  must  soon  lie  down  in 
the  dust :  and  {he  Society  again  appeal  to  them  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity  given  them,  in  this  Association,  to  pro- 
vide for  the  necessities  of  those  near  and  dear  to  them,  who  must 
soon  be  left  to  care  for  themselves.  The  present  absence  of  any 
claimant  to  the  relief  this  Society  proposes  to  give,  should  supply 
motive  for  activity  in  increasing  its  efficiency,  rather  than  inspire 
negilect  of  its  interests.  And  the  need  which  some  suffering 
child  or  widow  of  a  faithful  minister  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
may  have  of  that  bread  he  is  no  more  able  to  supply  by  his  toil, 
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may  be,  and,  we  think,  should  be  provided  for,  while  yet  there  is 
time. 

The  Society  have  resolved  to  make  an  effort  to  raise  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  in  aid  of  their  funds,  to  enable  them  to  grant  general 
relief,  and  a  committee  has  been  appointed  to  prepare  and  exe- 
cute a  plan  for  this  purpose.  Meanwhile,  they  have  instructed 
their  Secretary  to  ask  c^  this  Convention  to  pass,  in  their  favor, 
the  same  resolutions  which  have  been  passed  by  the  preceding 
Conventions  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese.

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Besides  the  Sunday  School  which,  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev. 
G.  D.  Wildes,  has  more  than  maintained  its  flourishing  condition, 
both  in  numbers  and  in  interest,  there  are  two  Bible  classes  for 
young  women,  and  one  for  young  men,  which,  together,  comprise 
about  30  learners.  There  is  likewise  an  adult  Bible  class  under 
the  instruction  of  the  Rector,  which  has  numbered  during  the  past 
year  about  70  members.  The  increasing  tendency  to  emigration 
from  the  city  to  the  suburbs,  has  not  failed  to  effect  this,  in  com- 
mon  with  other  parishes,  and  during  the  past  year  has  drawn 
away  an  unusually  large  number  of  its  Communicants. 

In  a  Church  however,  so  advantageously  posted  as  St  Paul's, 
the  accessions  will  almost  of  necessity  supply  the  vacancies,  and 
with  this  added  advantage,  that,  while  our  communicants  are 
colonized  into  new  parishes,  their  successors  are  as  so  many  fresh 
subjects  for  religious  influence,  who  not  only  maintain  the  ranks 
of  the  parish,  but  may  by  timely  grace  increase  the  sacramental 
numbers  of  the  Church.

(between  five  and  six  hundred  dollars)  was  defrayed  by  a  very 
few  individuals.  An  association  of  ladies  in  the  parish  has  also 
contributed  about  two  hundred  dollar?  towards  other  needful 
improvements  in  the  interior  of  the  Church.  The  Sunday  School 
has  been  sustained  by  the  co-operation  of  a  devoted  band  of 
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Teachers,  several  of  whom  have  continued  with  great  persever- 
ance, as  in  previous  yean,  to  visit  and  provide  garments  for  the 
children  of  the  poor,  that  they  may  not  be  debarred  by  poverty 
from  enjoying  the  privileges  of  the  Church. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Rev.  John  T.  Sabine,  for  several  years 
a  member  of  this  parish, — who  by  his  assistance  in  the  Services 
of  the  Church,  to  the  utmost  extent  of  his  declining  strength,  and 
by  his  holy  and  consistent  lifb,  had  always  rendered  important 
aid  to  the  Rector, — has  been  taken  to  his  rest  And  very  recent- 
ly we  have  been  called  to  suffer  a  heavy  loss  by  the  death  of  Mr. 
Robert  Appleton,  an  invaluable  member  of  the  Parisbf  Vestry, 
and  Sunday  School.

Tlmfe  are  three  Libraries  connected  with  the  parish ;  a  Sun< 
day  School  library,  containing  490  vols.;  a  Parish  library,  which 
has  been  established  during  the  past  year,  mainly  by  the  eflforts 
of  the  ladies'  circle,  and  which  numbers  about  an  hundred  vol- 
umes ;  and  a  library  for  the  use  of  the  teachers,  consisting  of 
standard  Theological  works.  This  library  is  designed  to  aid  the 
teachers  of  the  Sunday  School,  in  the  discharge  of  their  respon- 
nble  duties.  A  very  acceptable  donation  from  a  friend  of  the 
Sunday  School,  enabled  the  Rector  to  lay  the  foundation  of  what 
be  hopes  will  one  day  become  a  very  valuable  and  highly  useful 
collectioii  of  books. 

One  half  of  the  amount  of  weekly  offerings  has  be«i  appro* 
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priated  to  Diocesan  Missions,  and  the  remainder  to  aid  in  the  build- 
ing of  Churches,  the  relief  of  aged  and  indigent  Clergymen,  the 
American  Sunday  School  Union,  6cc. 
The  congregation  is  steadily  increasing.

Missionary  and 
other  religious  ofierings,  chiefly  anonymous,  $1000. 

This  experiment,  so  called,  of  a  free  Churchy  for  the  daily 
worship  of  God,  entirely  depending  on  the  voluntary  offerings  of 
the  worshippers,  has  been  signally  successful.  The  number  in 
attendance  on  the  services  is  steadily  increasing,  as  well  as  the 
amount  of  consecrated  alms,  that  go  up,  with  our  prayers,  as  a 
memorial  before  God,  ^'  on  the  first  day  of  the  week.'' 

A  Font  and  Altar,  of  beautiful  proportions  and  workmanship, 
after  designs  by  F.  Wills,  Esq.,  have  been  presented  to  the 
Church  since  the  last  report,  from  funds  bequeathed  for  this  pur- 
pose, by  a  communicant  recently  deceased. 

The  Parish  are  again  compelled  to  complain  of  the  continued 
denial  of  their  right  to  Episcopal  Visitation,  as  contemplated  by 
the  canons.  The  list  of  candidates  for  confirmation,  presented 
by  the  Bishop's  direction  at  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  on  Sunday 
evening,  May  18th,  is  smaller,  on  this  account,  than  it  would  have 
otherwise  been.

The  other  services  during  the  year  have  heen  daily  morning 
and  evening  prayer,  and  on  festivals  and  fasts,  the  ante-commu* 
nion  service,  with  a  sermon  or  address  at  12  M.  Sermons  and 
ledures  are  also  delivered  on  Sundays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fri- 
days. The  Holy  Communion  has  heen  celebrated,  besides  the 
monthly  appointments,  on  all  the  occasions,  for  which  **  proper 
prefaces  "  are  specially  appointed. 

#445  have  been  given  for  Domestic  Missions,  for  general  and 
special  objects. 

The  Episcopal  City  Mission  Sewing  Circle  have  raised  9228. 
82,  for  the  relief  of  the  pocv.  This  sum  has  been  increased  to 
#4651.67,  by  vduntary  <kmations  sent  in,  and  has  been  expended 
OS  4418  occasions.  About  two  thurds  of  which  has  been  expend* 
ed  as  follows,  viz :  205  parcels  of  fuel,  2716  days  board,  2800 
lodgings,  3150  meals,  1955  large  loaves  of  bread,  1233  parcels 
of  tea  and  sugar,  and  over  400  pairs  of  shoes,  stockings,  flannels, 
shirts  and  other  articles  of  clothing,  all  new,  besides  a  large 
amount  of  second-hand  articles.  The  remainder  has  been  ex- 
pended chiefly  for  Sickness,  Bent,  Travelling  and  Burials.  These 

have  increased  the  expenses  to  $334,  beyond  what  has  yet  been 
given.

The  sad  calamity  which  befel  this  parish,  by  the  destructive 

gale,  in  the  entire  demolition  of  their  new  and  beautiful  house  of 

worship,  has  once  more  put  their  fkith  to  a  severe  test,  and  almost 

Wingtdriied  their  pious  hopes  of  rearing  t  temple  for  the  wor- 
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ship  of  Almigh^  God,  and  the  preaching  of  the  everiatting 
Grospel. 

But  in  consideration  of  the  great  need  of  Missionary  labor  in 
this  section  of  the  city,  and  its  being  isolated  from  the  city 
proper,  another  effort,  with  the  sanction  and  urgent  request  of  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  will  soon  be  made  to  erect  a  church  to  the 
Triune  Jehovah.  And  may  the  Holy  Spirit  open  the  hearts  of 
those  who  are  blessed  with  this  world's  riches,  to  contribute  liber- 
ally to  this  heavenly  object. 

The  Sector  would  again  bear  testimony  to  the  laudable  zeal  of 
the  parishioners  generally,  in  their  continued  efibrts  for  the  pros- 
perity of  the  parish ;  to  the  Ladies'  Sewing  Circle,  in  their  per- 
severing labors,  by  which  forty-six  doUars  and  four  cents  have 
been  realized  for  parochial  purposes,  and  to  the  constancy  of  all 
his  flock,  as  manifested  by  their  frequent  and  substantial  tokens 
of  affection  and  regard,  and  especially  as  evinced  at  their  late 
yearly  visitation  at  his  residence. 

Sixih  Annual  Report  of  the  Missionary  to  Seamen  in  ike 

Port  of  Boston. 

To  the  Rt.  Rbv.  Manton  Eastbubn,  D.  D., 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts. 

The  close  of  another  Conventional  year  calls  upon  the  Mis- 
sionary to  report  the  condition  of  the  Mission  under  his  care,  and 
again  to  record,  with  feelings  of  devout  gratitude,  the  continued 
evidences  of  Divine  favor  and  goodness,  which  have  so  far  fol- 
lowed and  blessed  the  humble  instrumentalities  which  have  been 
employed  for  the  spiritual  and  temporal  good  of  those  '^  who  go 
down  to  the  sea  in  ships,  and  that  do  business  in  great  waters.'* 

The  Mission  to  Seamen  in  the  port  of  Boston,  may  now  be 
considered  no  longer  in  the  light  of  an  experiment,  but  as  a  per^ 
manently  established  institution.  In  the  mind  of  the  Missionary, 
there  has  never  been  any  doubt  of  the  ultimate  success  of  this 
important  work  of  usefulness.  The  wonder  is,  not  that  it  has 
succeeded,  but  that  it  had  not  been  undertaken  by  our  Church  at 
an  earlier  period.    When  it  is  considered  what  numbers  of  Eng* 
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lishmen,  Swedes,  Danes,  and  Norwegians  are  found  in  our  mer- 
cantile marine,  and  who,^  in  their  own  native  lands,  have  been 
accustomed  from  infancy  to  the  use  of  a  Liturgy  very  similar  to 
our  own ;  and  in  addition  to  this,  the  number  of  sailors  from  the 
British  Provinces,  crowding  our  port  during  the  summer  months, 
most  of  them,  more  or  less  acquainted  with  the  services  of  the 
Choicb,  we  cannot  overestimate  the  importance  of  providing  free 
churches  in  our  great  commercial  cities,  in  which  these  men  may 
worship  God  in  the  way  in  which  they  have  been  brought  up. 
At  least  nine-tenths  of  the  foreign  sailors  in  our  ports,  and  a  por- 
tion of  our  American  seamen,  are  nominally  Episcopalians,  or 
Lutherans.  Whatever  religious  training  they  have  enjoyed,  has 
been  imparted  to  them,  through  the  medium  of  a  Liturgy.  As  a 
general  thing,  also,  the  religious  services  held  on  ship-board,  are 
conducted  according  to  some  prescribed  form.  While  there  are 
so  many,  then,  whose  early  prejudices  are  in  favor  of  a  Liturgical 
worship,  we  are  disposed  to  believe  that  hundreds,  if  not  thou- 
sands of  seamen,  since  the  establishment  of  our  Mission,  have 
been  induced  to  attend  our  services,  who  would  have  spent  the 
day  of  rest  in  idleness,  or  in  riot  and  debauch,  had  there  been  no 
Episcopal  Chapel  provided  for  their  accommodation.  The  proba- 
bility is,  that  if  they  cannot  find  ^*  their  own  church,**  or  some- 
thing kindred  to  it,  they  will  attend  no  place  of  worship ;  or  if  ^ 
they  do,  they  will  not  hear  with  so  willing  a  mind  and  so  teacha- 
ble a  heart,  the  pulpit  instructions  uttered  in  connection  with  an 
astemporaneous  worship,  as  those  which  accompany  ^^  the  form 
of  sound  words,**  to  which  they  have  been  accustomed. 

The  services  of  the  Chapel  have  been  held  regularly  every 
Sunday,  and  the  Holy  Communion  administered  on  the  first  Sun- 
day of  the  month. 

The  attendance  on  our  services  has  of  course  varied  with  the 
number  of  seamen  in  port ;  but  our  congregations  have  generally 
been  large,  and  always  most  orderly  and  attentive.  This  fact  has 
been  particularly  noticed  by  some  of  my  clerical  brethren  who 
have  aided  me  in  my  labors.  On  some  occasions  during  the  last 
winter,  sailors  have  left  tlieir  vessels  at  Rozbury,  Dorchester,  and 
Sooth  Boston,  and  have  found  their  way  to  our  evening  service, 
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cheerfully  undertaking  a  long  and  cold  walk  for  this  purpose,  and 
thus  showing  their  appreciation  of  the  privileges  of  the  Sanctnaij. 

The  plan  hitherto  adopted,  is  still  pursued,  of  visiting  the  board- 
ing houses  and  vessels  for  the  purpose  of  conversation  with  the 
seamen.  On  Sunday  morning  before  service,  from  three  to  five 
hundred  cards  are  distributed  in  the  boarding  houses,  on  shipboard, 
and  along  the  wharves,  describing  the  locality  of  the  Chapel,  and 
the  hours  of  service,  also,  the  time  when  the  Missionary  can  be 
found  in  the  Chapel,  by  those  who  desire  a  private  interview  with 
him,  for  religious  counsel  and  advice. 

An  interesting  feature  in  this  Mission,  from  its  commencement, 
is  its  charities. 

By  the  kindness  of  our  many  friends  we  have  been  enabled  to 
supply  the  wants  of  many  shipwrecked  and  destitute  seamen,  by 
furnishing  them  with  necessary  articles  of  clothing,  to  an  extent 
beyond  what  has  been  done  by  any  similar  institution  in  this  city. 
For  the  ability  to  do  this,  so  generously  placed  in  his  hands,  the 
Missionary  feels  truly  grateful ;  and  desires  to  take  this  occanon 
to  express  his  thanks  to  those  who  have,  with  such  kind  hearts 
and  industrious  hands,  enabled  him  to  alleviate  so  much  sufiering. 

The  distribution  of  Bibles,  in  nearly  all  the  European  langua- 
ges, prayer  books,  and  other  religious  books,  tracts,  and  newspa- 
pers, has  still  been  continued,  during  the  week  and  on  each 
Sunday  evening,  through  the  year.  It  is  truly  delightful  to  wit- 
ness the  evident  gratitude  and  pleasure  with  which,  in  most 
instances,  these  books  are  received ;  and  we  cannot  doubt  that  a 
vast  amount  of  good  is  thus  effected. 

In  numerous  cases  we  have  had  actual  evidence  that  Grod's 
Word  has  *'*'  prospered  in  the  thing  whereunto  it  was  sent  ;^'  and 
enough  of  the  bread  of  life,  thus  literally  ^^  cast  upon  the  waters*^ 
has  returned  after  many  days,  to  encourage  our  hearts,  and  to 
animate  us  "  not  to  be  weary  in"  this  mode  of  '*  well  doing.** 

The  hospital  has  been  visited  as  usual. 

The  Missionary  is  rejoiced  in  being  able  to  report,  in  conclu- 
sion, that  during  no  previous  year  of  its  existence  has  the  Mission 
to  Seamen  in  the  port  of  Boston  been  more  evidently  blessed  and 
prospered,  than  during  the  last  twelve  months.    Praise  be  to  God 
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that  He  has  not  rejected  our  humble  efforts,  but  has  condescended 
to  use  them,  and  to  make  them  ayailable,  as  we  trust,  for  the  sal- 
vation of  many  souls ! 

The  number  of  seamen  in  attendance  is  about  the  same  as  last 
year.  The  aggregate  of  seamen  who  have  worshipped  at  our 
Chapel  since  it  was  first  opened  exceeds  thirty  thousand.  Com- 
municants, one  hundred  and  twenty.  Marriages,  8.  Baptisms, 
10.  Confirmed,  10.  Funerals,  17.  Bibles  given  to  seamen : 
English,  675 ;  Swedish,  23  ;  Danish,  9 ;  German,  26 ;  French,  13 ; 
Spanish,  6 ;  Portuguese,  39 ;  Total  of  Bibles,  791.  New  Testa- 
ments :  English,  375 ;  Swedish,  34  ;  Danish,  23 ;  German,  19  ; 
French,]  10 ;  Spanish,  25 ;  Portuguese,  53 ;  Italian,  6 ;  Total 
Testaments,  545.  487  Prayer  Books.  865  Practical  Religious 
books.  Total  of  books,  past  year,  2,678.  Clothing  to  shipwreck- 
ed and  unfortunate  seamen,  273  pieces. 

The  sum  total  of  distribution  among  seamen,  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Mission,  is  the  following:  Bibles,  5,656. 
Testaments,  3,361.  Prayer  books,  4,645.  Religious  booksf 
7,622.  Gross  amount,  21,284.  Clothing,  <Ssc.,  1,838.  During 
the  inclement  weather  of  last  winter,  the  Missionary  had  a  soup- 
room,  where  a  large  number  of  our  most  deserving  poor  received, 
eveiy  other  day,  a  sufficient  amount  of  food  for  their  necessities. 

The  Missionary  is  unwilling  to  close  this  report  without  referring 
to  the  efficient  aid  which  the  Mission  has  received  from  its  able 
and  excellent  Treasurer,  B.  C.  Clark,  Esq.,  who  has  always  taken 
the  greatest  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Chapel,  has  been  a  con- 
stant attendant  at  the  services  during  a  portion  of  every  day,  and 
has  rendered  important  assistance  to  the  Missionary,  in  the  dis* 
tribution  of  Bibles,  &c.  His  indefatigable  kindness  and  care 
have  thus  been  of  the  greatest  aid  to  us,  and  have  set  a  noble 
example  to  other  influential  laymen,  to  encourage  them  to  ^'  go 

and  do  likewise."

The  Chaplain  of  the  House  of  Correction,  in  South  Boston, 
would  respectAiIIy  submit  the  following  summary  of  his  labors 
for  our  last  Conventional  year. 

Baptisms,  infants,  5.    Marriages,  4.    Burials,  12. 

In  the  Sunday  School,  which  numbers  148  scholars,  I  have 
offered  prayers  104  times,  and  have  given  addresses  52. 

Have  read  prayers  in  public  Service  110  times,  and  preached 
108  times. 

Have  visited  the  House  303  times,  and  have  had  brief  private 
conversations  with  the  prisoners  in  the  work  shops,  in  their  va* 
rious  places  of  employment,  and  in  the  cells,  1966$. 

Have  had  particular  conversations  with  the  prisoners  on  their 
being  discharged,  giving  them  good  advice  respecting  their  future 
conduct :  Men  369,  Women  253,  making  622. 

Of  these  the  following  numbers  have  taken  the  total  abstinence 
pledge  ;  Men  126,  Women  82,  making  208. 

Have  had  conversations  and  prayers  with  the  sick  in  the  Hos- 
pitals, as  follows  :  In  the  men's  hospital,  conversations  1075,  and 
prayers  183.  In  the  women's  hospital,  conversations  1428,  and 
prayers  211,  making  conversations  with  the  sick  2503,  and  pray- 
ers with  the  same  394. 

Have  given  addresses  in  the  women's  work-shop  240,  and  have 
had  prayers  with  them  240  times. 

In  the  men's  department,  at  the  work-shop,  have  given  addres- 
ses 240,  and  have  had  prayers  with  them  240  times. 

At  the  founderies,  have  given  addresses  117,  and  have  had 
prayers  with  them  117  times ;  making  the  number  of  addresses 
in  the  several  shops  471,  and  the  number  of  prayers  471. 

In  addition  to  the  labors  included  in  the  above  schedule,  there 
have  been  some  others  of  an  incidental  kind,  which  could  not 
properly  be  included  in  either  of  the  above  divisions. 

As  my  former  communications  have  been  so  full  and  particular, 
it  will  be  unnecessary  for  me  to  add  anything  further  at  present

It  will  be  remembered  that,  at  the  last  annual  report,  this  pa* 
rish  was  involved  in  a  very  unpleasant  controversy,  which  grew 
out  of  certain  contested  claims  to  the  Church  property.  At  that 
time  the  Rev.  Wm.  Alfred  Jenks  was  Rector  of  the  parish,  but 
the  year  for  which  he  was  engaged  having  transpired  in  Decern* 
ber  last,  he  resigned  his  charge,  and  the  public  services  of  the 
Sanctuary  have  been  since  suspended,  while  the  parish  has  been 
waiting  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  regard  to 
the  ownership  of  the  church  property. 

Afler  a  full  hearing  of  the  subject  of  controversy,  the  Court 
decided  that  the  property  was  owned  by  the  incorporated  parish, 
and  not  by  a  Private  Joint  Stock  Company,  as  was  alleged  by 
the  respondents  in  this  case. 

The  church  was  re-opened  for  Divine  Worship  on  the  first 
Sunday  aAer  Easter,  and  from  present  appearances  and  the  very 
large  attendance  under  existing  circumstances,  there  is  every  in- 
dication that  by  judicious  management  and  the  co-operation  of 
friends  of  the  church,  this  parish  will  soon  regain  its  wonted 
proi^erity,  and  take  its  stand  among  the  other  favored  churches 
of  the  Diocese. 

While  it  is  a  source  of  congratulation  that  our  heavenly  Fa- 
ther has  not  forgotten  this  feeble  branch  of  the  Holy  Catholic 
Church  during  the  darkest  hours  of  its  afflictions  and  trials,  yet 
the  expenses  of  so  long  and  intricate  a  lawsuit,  have  incurred  a 
debt  which  must  in  some  measure  tend  to  retard  its  progress,  un- 
less it  has  Uie  countenance  and  support  of  all  faithful  and  devoted 
members  of  our  beloved  Church.

The  condition  of  the  parish,  both  temporal  and  spiritual,  has 
not  changed  materially  since  the  last  annual  report  The  want 
of  a  second  parish,  is  becoming  more  and  more  pressing.  St. 
Peter's  Church  cannot  be  further  enlarged ;  families  for  many 
years  worshipping  in  it,  and  renting  pews,  have  been  shut  out 
from  the  Church,  by  new  families  buying  the  pews,  which  the 
former  occupants  had  rented.  Other  new  families  wishing  to 
rent  pews,  are  unable  to  obtun  them.  The  difficulty  of  secur- 
ing a  suitable  lot  is  believed  to  be  the  chief  obstacle  at  present, 
in  the  way  of  the  erection  of  a  new  church  and  the  formation  of 
a  new  parish,  and  that  obstacle,  it  is  earnestly  hoped,  will  not  exist 
much  longer.

The  parish  was  determined  to  sub- 
mit to  their  present  inconveniences  for  a  longer  time,  than  to 
have  upon  them  the  incubus  of  debt,  and  resolved  to  make  no 
serious  movements  towards  building,  till  the  amount  needed  was 
secured.    To  the  object,  they  have  subscribed  among  themselves 
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93955,  ($500  being  subscribed  by  the  ladies'  sewing  circle)  which 
is  remarkably  well,  considering  that  it  is  **  to  their  power  (J  bear 
record)^  yea  and  beyond  their  power  ;'* — that  the  population  of 
manufacturing  towns  is  particularly  changeable,  and  that  what  is 
done  is  upon  the  donation  principle.  For  the  remainder,  we  are 
to  be  indebted  to  the  generous  friends  of  the  Church  in  Boston, 
Andover,  Lowell  and  Salem,  and  some  few  others  who  are  inter- 
ested in  the  prosperity  of  the  town.  The  greater  part  is  already 
pledged.

Having  now  entered  upon  the  thirtieth  year  of  my  Ministry  ia 
this  parish,  no  trivial  matter  could  induce  me,  even  to  think 
seriously  of  relinquishing  my  station,  and  of  resigning  my  cure. 

Acting  under  the  advice  of  eminent  occultists  and  others,  whose 
opinion  is,  in  my  estimation,  entitled  to  respectful  consideration ; 
after  due  deliberation  and  earnest  prayer  to  God  for  guidance  and 
direction,  I  notified  the  parish  of  St.  Mary^s  Church,  on  Easter- 
Monday  last  past,  of  my  wish  to  retire,  as  soon  as  practiGable, 
firom  my  position  as  their  Rector. 

An  answer  to  my  communication  to  them  upon  tUs  subject 
has  since  been  received,  in  which  they  yield  their  assent,  to  whni 
appears  to  me  my  duty  in  this  matter,  and  in  language  f^Tpress 
if  e  of  the  sympathy,  respect,  and  afiection,  which  should  ever 
nnimate  the  hearts  of  minister  and  people, 

Measuresof  coarse  are,  or  will  soon  be,  in  train  towards  suf^

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of  the  Church  send  them  a  pious,  able  and  zealous  Pastor ;  whose 
labors  shall  be  abundantly  blessed  in  the  salvation  of  the  flock 
committed  to  his  charge ! 

It  may  not  be  foreign  to  the  object  of  this  report  to  subjoin  the 
following  statement  Since  my  settlement  in  Newton,  Lower 
Fblls,  I  have  been  accustomed  to  perform,  voluntarily,  Missionary 
services  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  as  opportunity  offered,  and 
eireumstanoes  seemed  to  favor. 

Smce  the  last  annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  I  have  officia- 
ted on  several  di^rent  occasions  in  the  vacant  parish  of  St 
PlELurs,  Hopkinton,  as  will  appear  on  inspecting  the  parochial 
report  f^om  that  Church,  for  the  present  year.  More  recently  I 
have  held  Sunday  evening  Service  at  Newtonville,  three  miles 
fistant  from  St  Mary's ;  and  where  there  is  some  prospect  of 
establishing  a  second  congregation  in  this  ancient  town. 

There  are  several  localities  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  where 
it  18  believed  the  services  of  our  Church,  if  once  introduced,  would 
be  well  received,  and  prove  eminently  useful.  Such  is  especially 
die  case  with  respect  to  that  part  of  the  town  of  Framingham, 
caHed  Saxonville.  Here,  we  find,  there  are  more  than  twenty 
Atmilies  of  operatives,  connected  with  an  extensive  manufacturing 
Mablishnient  in  that  village,  who  were  nurtured  in  the  bosom  of 
the  Church  of  England ;  and  continue  to  evince  a  most  commend- 
able attachment  to  the  principles  in  which  they  have  been  educated. 
Having  recently  administered  the  Holy  Sacrament  of  baptism  to 
thiee  infants  who  were  presented  at  the  font  of  St.  Mary^s  Church, 
iiom  that  place,  (nine  miles  distant,)  I  have  promised  (D.  V. )  to 
vimt  these  people,  to  celebrate  Divine  Service,  and  preach  in  their 
neighborhood,  during  the  present  season.

The  undersigned,  on  Sunday  following  the  Sessbn  of  the  last 
Convention  of  the  Church  in  Massachusetts,  fulfilled  an  appoints 
ment  of  some  months  standings  to  officiate  in  this  vacant  parish. 
As  was  anticipated,  the  attendance  was  small,  and  the  prospects 
sf  the  Parish  appeared  to  be  dark  and  distant  A  second  ap- 
pointmant,  howevoTi  was  made  for  the  last  Sunday  in  June.    Ob 
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that  occasion  there  was  a  small  increase  in  the  congregation  who 
attended  Church,  and  some  interest  evinced  on  the  part  of  a  few 
individuals  to  ^* strengthen  the  things  which  remain.''  The 
undersigned  was  in  consequence  induced  to  officiate  on  the  last 
Sunday  of  each  month,  till  October  27th,  when  his  visits  to  this 
little  flock  were  concluded  for  the  season,  by  holding  a  third  ser> 
vice  in  the  evening ;  on  that  occasion  the  church  was  well  fllled 
with  people.  He  has  baptized  in  this  Parish,  three  infants,  and 
administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Iiord's  Supper  to  eight  appa- 
rently very  devout  recipients.  On  the  23d  day  of  December,  last 
year,  he  was  again  induced  to  visit  Hopkinton,  for  the  purpose  of 
officiating  at  the  funeral  of  a  most  estimable  communicant  of  St. 
Paul's.  The  burial  service  was  performed  in  the  Church,  and  a 
sermon,  adapted  to  that  solemn  occasion,  was  preached  to  a  larga 
and  attentive  auditory. 

The  population  of  Hopkinton  is  now  about  three  thousand,  and 
contains  but  two  places  of  public  worship,  exclusive  of  the 
Church.  The  Congregational  Meeting  House  is  said  to  be  full, 
so  that  sittings  are  with  difficulty  obtained.  The  Papists  have 
recently  erected  a  spacious  house,  which  is  crowded  with  Irish 
operatives,  employed  in  several  small  manufacturing  establish- 
ments  in  that  place,  and  the  neighboring  towns.  It  would  seem 
therefore,  that  there  is  at  least  a  sufficient  population  in  this  town 
unprovided  for,  to  justify  the  belief  that  a  congregation  might 
here  be  gathered  into  the  fold  of  Christ's  Church.  Though  the 
efforts  heretofore  made  to  establish  the  Parish  of  St.  Paul's, 
Hopkinton,  have  proved  it  would  seem  unsuccessful ;  yet  we  feel 
confident,  that  a  judicious  Clergyman  located  in  this  place,  whose 
services  should  prove  acceptable  to  the  people,  ^^  by  patient  con- 
tinuance in  well  doing,"  would  find  that  he  neither  labored  among 
them  ^^  in  vain,  nor  spent  his  strength  for  nought." 

The  glebe  lands  belonging  to  this  Parish  are  comparatively 
valuable,  and  have  this  spring  been  disposed  of  in  a  manner 
which  it  is  thought  will  ultimately  render  them  increasingly  so. 
Besides  furnishing  a  resident  minister  with  fuel  for  the  consump- 
tion of  a  family,  there  will  be  realized  a  rental  from  the  estate 
this  year  of  fifty  dollars,  exclusive  of  taxes  and  all  other  ex- 
penses.

Additional  to  the  sums  above  reported,  a  handsome  sum  has 
been  paid  for  an  organ,  valued  at  1200  or  1500  dollars,  presented 
by  two  gentlemen,  who  have  for  many  years  been  the  stedfast 
friends  of  this  parish.  The  instrument  speaks  for  itself,  and  its 
manufacturers,  as  well  as  for  the  donors  and  congregation ;  id 
beautiful  in  finish,  and  in  design  and  painting  harmonizes  with 
the  architecture  of  the  church. 

We  have  the  pleasure  of  seeing  increasing  congregations,  and 
our  clerical  friends  report  us  as  an  orderly  and  attentive  people, 
well  and  truly  observing  all  proprieties  of  worship. 

But  man  looketh  on  the  outward  appearance.  We  trust  that 
the  Discemer  of  hearts  witnesses  that  actual  humility  and  cheer- 
ful piety,  which  truly  designate  a  child  of  God  and  heir  of 
Heaven. 

The  review  of  the  past  year  is,  at  least  to  the  writer,  gratify- 
ing ;  and  he  prays  for  the  continued  blessings  of  God  on  the 
people  of  his  charge,  and  that,  at  the  last,  one  and  all  may  be 
*^  accepted  in  the  Beloved.''

This  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  expense  with  usy  iu  the 
altering  oC  the  fumace«  in  the  purchase  and  hanging  of  the  b^ll, 
and  in  the  repairing  of  the  fallen  plaster.  The  expense  thus  ip/* 
curred  has  been  ^ly  and  honorably  met,  although  it  has  &llei| 
upon  a  very  few,  and  those  not  of  the  richer  class  in  the  cool* 
munity.  We  have  however  to  lament  the  fact,  that  many,  who 
come  in  among  us  to  the  worship  of  the  sanctuary,  show  th^ 
ibey  are  not  of  us,  by  utterly  refusing  to  bear  any  part  in  the 
support  of  the  parish,  and  sometimes  they  deny  what  is  justly 
due  us,  in  the  rent  of  pews* 

Senrioes  have  been  maintained  on  Sunday  throughout  the  year, 
with  one  or  two  unavoidable  exceptions.  By  counting  eveiy 
Sunday,  the  average  attendance  appears  to  have  been,  in  the 
morning  55,  in  the  afternoon  96.  On  the  more  important  festi* 
vbIs,  and  fasts,  when  the  church  has  been  opened,  the  attendance 
has  given  signs  of  an  increasing  interest  in  the  Church,  as  W^ 
as  the  decreasing  opposition  of  her  enemies. 

Since  the  visit  of  the  Bishop,  there  has  been  formed  a  Iisdies' 
Missionary  Society,  which  promises  great  good  to  the  parish*  In 
the  preliminary  measures  for  organisation  thus  far,  remarkable 
unanimity  of  feeling  and  purpose  have  appeared^  Could  wis  be 
only  seconded  by  the  patronage  of  Christians  elsewhere,  our  WC* 
cess  would  be  certain. 

Among  the  objects  for  which  this  society  has  been  formed,  i| 
thai  of  increasing  the  Sabbath  SchooL  Many  hundreds  of  chil« 
dren  are  growing  up  all  around  us,  without  Christian  disciplin^i 
or  Christian  education.  Had  we  the  means,  we  might  establish  a 
Sunday  school  here  in  the  midst  of  as  needy  a  population,  as  9ye^ 
crowded  the  streets  of  the  city.  Will  not  our  more  favor^ 
brethren  sometimes  think  of  Plymouth,  iu  their  donations  ? 

Comparing  the  present  condition  of  tho  parish,  wUh  its  pa^ 
history,  we  find  much  to  encourage,  though  our  progress  }m  9lPt 
quailed  our  expectations^     Our  list  pf  conupnnioants  m  MW 

larfsx  than  ever  b9f(Krp«  Tbo}^^mjie9mhB»^m»bom^^lib9 
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gathering  in  of  thofle  who  have  come  to  us  from  other  churches 
of  our  own  communion,  and  chiefly  from  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land, and  so  the  Church  in  general  has  not  been  enlarged ;  yet 
our  parish  has  been  strengthened,  and  many  a  Christian  soul 
saved  from  the  enemy. 

Our  attendance  has  nearly  doubled,  according  to  the  general 
average  of  all  the  Sundays  in  the  year ;  while  on  all  the  pleasant 
Sundays  it  has  more  than  doubled,  and  often  the  seats  have  been 
almost  entirely  filled.  The  business  of  the  place  is  increasing ; 
and  many  young  men,  engaged  in  active  business,  come  in  to  the 
worship  of  the  Lord  with  us. 

Too  sadly  true  it  is,  that  more  has  not  been  done ;  we  have  to 
lament  that  none  have  come  out  from  among  us,  to  take  upon 
themselves  the  vows  of  the  Lord.  Our  own  selves,  it  is  to  be 
feared,  have  not  had  faith  enough  nor  energy  enough  in  the  work. 
Our  enemies  have  shifled  their  groimd,  and  treat  us  with  silent 
contempt,  instead  of  open  denunciation,  as  formerly ;  while  the 
power  of  religion  itself,  in  this  the  fountain-source  of  New  Eng- 
land theology,  seems  to  have  been  almost  entirely  overthrown,  in 
the  deluge  of  rationalism  and  infidelity  which  rolls  over  the 
minds  of  the  people. 

While  the  simple  statements  above  given,  are  sufficient  to  show 
the  reason  why  no  farther  advance  has  been  made,  there  yet  ap- 
pears to  the  minds  of  the  faithful  here,  much  to  encourage. 

Every  step  forward  has  been  a  real  progress  towards  final, 
complete  success.  We  have  a  bell,  we  have  every  attraction 
that  can  arrest  the  attention  of  the  man  of  taste,  in  our  church. 
Our  church  is  being  surrounded  with  new  streets,  and  people  are 
building  near  it ;  while  none  dare  any  longer  openly  to  speak 
evil  of  us. 

Our  Church  here  is,'in  every  sense  of  the  word,  a  Missionary 
station,  and  should  be  supported  as  such,  for  some  time  to  come ; 
and  though  we  may  make  no  more  progress  this  year,  than  the 
last,  yet  we  should  not  then  give  up  in  despair.  If  supported, 
this  station  will,  in  the  end,  prove  the  centre  of  a  powerful  moral 
influence,  and  may  be  made  the  basis  of  a  series  of  valuable 
operations  for  the  extension  of  the  Church.  Let  me  therefore 
QMure  those  who  have  hitherto  supported  us,  and  encouraged  us 
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by  their  prayers,  and  their  contributions,  that  their  labor  has  not 

been  thrown  away,  that  they  ought  to  take  courage,  and  have 
faith  in  our  final  success.

The  above  statistics  indicate,  we  think,  a  vigorous  and  health- 
ful prosperity.  It  is  pleasant  to  place  on  record  the  appropriation 
of  such  a  liberal  sum  as  $3000,  for  the  building  of  a  Rectory, 
amongst  the  many  generous  acts  which  have  marked  the  history 
of  this  parish.  For  $300  of  the  amount  we  must  thank  the 
Young  Ladies^  Sewing  Circle,  the  efibrts  of  which  for  this  object, 
as  well  as  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  have  been  highly  gratifying. 
The  Sunday  School  has  never  been  so  large,  and  never  more  in- 
teresting, than  during  the  past  year.  It  has  raised  $111.45  of  the 
amount  above  reported,  and  under  the  efiicient  superintendence 
and  instruction  with  which  it  is  favored,  is  fulfilling  our  warmest 
hopes.  A  new  plan  is  under  consideration  for  increasing  the 
sittings  in  the  church.  The  desirableness  of  doing  this  in  some 
way  has  been  felt  ever  since  we  abandoned  the  idea  of  enlarging 
the  building,  by  inserting  a  second  section,  as  inexpedient  We 
now  think  of  puttbg  up  a  projection  from  the  south  or  west  wall, 
level  with  the  fioor  of  the  church,. and  capable  of  containing  the 
organ.  This  will  give  us  about  twelve  pews  in  the  present  loft 
Should  this  plan  prove  feasible,  it  will  add  much  to  our  comfort 
and  cooyenience.

Of  the  amount  contributed  to  the  building  of  the  church,  as 
stated  above,  8175  were  paid  by  the  Ladies^  Sewing  Circle,  who 
continue  their  zealous,  and  in  the  circumstances  of  the  parish, 
almost  necessary  labors. 

Since  the  last  report,  a  great  change  has,  providentially,  come 
over  the  prospects  of  the  parish,  in  the  loss  of  their  church  by 
fire.  Whether  this  disaster  will  prove  a  serious  one  to  the  inter- 
ests of  the  people,  remains  yet  to  be  seen.  It  is  hoped,  however, 
that  a  blessing  will  arise  to  them  out  of  the  ashes  of  this  afiliction. 
Active  measures  have  been  taken  to  obtain  subscriptions  at  home 
and  abroad,  for  the  erection  of  another  edifice.  Success,  through 
God^s  blessing,  has  so  far  attended  the  efforts.  A  plan  has  been 
procured,  the  contract  for  building  is  about  being  made,  and  it  is 
expected  that  soon  the  walls  will  begin  to  arise,  to  the  joy  of 
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every  heart  among  us.  Sums  obtained  abroad,  chiefly  in  the 
wealthier  parishes  of  the  Diocese,  in  aid  of  the  object,  amount  to 
about  $3000.  The  services  of  the  Church  are  still  kept  up, 
though  at  a  considerable  inconvenience  ;  while  an  unusual  depres- 
sion in  the  business  of  the  place,  has  affected  the  attendance,  by 
removals  and  otherwise. 

It  needs  to  be  added,  that  contributions  towards  the  building  of 
the  church  are  yet  wanted  ;  also  (it  is  hoped  the  hint  will  not  be 
useless)  books  for  the  pulpit  and  the  reading  desk,  a  Font,  and 
an  Organ,  are  desiderata  for  the  requisite  order  of  public  worship. 
Who  will  practically  think  of  us  in  these  our  needs  ?

From  the  above  statistics  it  is  apparent,  that  while  this  parish 
the  past  year  has  not  made  much  increase  as  to  numbers,  yet  by 
the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  preached  Word,  and  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Holy  Ordinances  of  his  Church,  that  it  has  main- 
tained its  ground ;  and  as  we  have  every  reason  to  hope  and 
believe,  is  spiritually  progressing.  A  beautiful  Font  of  Pictou 
stone,  which  cost  about  thirty  dollars,  has  been  presented  to  the 
parish  by  the  Ladies  of  St.  MichaePs  Church,  Bristol,  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  Mrs.  Lucretia  S.  Bradford,  a  communicant  in  that 
parish ;  thus  showing  how  much  may  be  accomplished  in  a  small 
way,  when  the  heart  is  engaged  in  the  cause  of  Christ  and  his 
Church.  The  Ladies  of  our  Sewing  Circle,  though  few  in  num- 
ber, have  by  commendable  zeal  and  diligence  in  their  labor  of 
love  the  past  year,  insured  the  church  at  one  of  the  best  offices 
in  the  state,  for  seven  years,  and  have  placed  the  balance  of  funds 
on  hand,  at  interest,  to  be  appropriated  to  whatever  object  they 
shall  deem  most  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  parish.

Other 
services  than  those  of  Sunday  appear  not  to  be  called  for.  Of 
parochial  service  a  large  part  is  performed  in  families,  in  no  way 
connected  with  this  congregation.

The  regular  and  appointed  services  of  the  Church  for  the 
Lord^s  day,  together  with  all  the  leading  Festivals  and  Fasts, 
have  been  performed  throughout  the  last  Conventional  year, 
strictly  in  conformity  with  the  Rubrics,  with  but  one  single  inter- 
ruption, which  was  occasioned  by  the  extreme  inclemency  of  the 
weather.  And  though  we  are  not  permitted  to  rejoice  in  any 
marked  or  striking  indications  of  religious  interest  at  present, 
still  the  general  prospects  of  the  parish,  in  every  point  of  view, 
are,  I  think,  decidedly  encouraging ;  indeed,  it  is  thought  by  the 
friends  of  the  Church  in  this  community,  more  encouraging  than 
at  any  former  period.  And  yet  it  is  impossible  to  know  what 
may  be  in  store  for  us  in  time  to  come,  whether  prosperity  or 
adversity.

this  Diocese,  in  Rhode  Island,  in  Connecticut  and  in  New  York, 
we  have  erected  and  nearly  paid  for,  a  neat,  substantial  church, 
built  of  stone,  having  350  sittings.  The  amount  lacking  we  are 
now  endeavoring  to  raise,  in  order  to  have  the  church  consecra- 
ted. Nearly  all  the  pews  are  rented,  and  they  are  occupied  by  a 
congregation  most  respectable  in  numbers  and  appearance  ;  the 
propriety  of  whose  conduct  is  remarked  by  all. 

While  this  success  is  a  matter  of  honest  congratulation  to  the 
Church,  it  may  serve  to  encourage  those  brethren  who  have  be« 
stowed  their  alms  on  this  parish,  to  give  yet  more  freely  to  plant 
the  gospel  in  the  waste  places  of  our  land,  for  that  they  shall 
receive  a  rich  reward  in  the  gratitude  of  those  whom  they  have 
benefited,  and  shall  ^^  lay  up  in  store  a  good  foundation  against 
the  time  to  come."    Tim.  vi.  17 — 19. 

Finally,  we  praise  God  that  he  hath  caused  to  prosper  the  plans 
Ifidd  two  years  ago,  by  **  two  or  three  gathered  together  in  his  * 
name,^'  and  thus  that  we  have  advanced  from  the  position  of  a 
missionary  station,  to  the  rank  of  a  self-supporting  parish.

The  temporalities  of  this  parish  are  admirably  managed.  The

It  is  believed  that  it  will  be  completed  in  six  months.  The  out- 
lay, including  the  purchase  of  additional  ground  room,  will  be  at 
least  four  thousand  dollars.

The  concerns  and  prospects  of  this  parish  are  more  than  ordi* 
narily  encouraging.  The  demand  for  seats  in  the  church,  is 
greater  than  the  supply ;  and  there  is  evidently  an  increasing 
interest  in  the  services  of  the  sanctuary.  During  the  past  year, 
the  health  of  the  Rector  has  been  such  as  to  interrupt,  in  some 
measure,  the  regular  and  usual  discharge  of  his  duties  ;  and  for 
more  than  three  months  he  was  furnished  with  ministerial  aid 
from  other  Dioceses.  What  may  be  the  condition  of  himself  or 
his  parish  for  the  coming  year,  is  known  only  to  Him  who  ^^  does 
all  things  well."  To  his  disposal  we  commit,  in  faith  and  trust, 
all  our  hopes  and  all  our  cares.

The  number  of  communicants  reported,  is  seven  less  than  by 
the  last  report ;  it  is  believed  however,  that  the  diminution  is  more 
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nominal  than  real.  The  rule  followed  has  heen,  to  set  down 
only  such  as,  living  in  this  or  an  adjoining  town,  are  known  (so 
far  as  recollection  serves)  to  have  been  to  the  communion  during 
the  year,  adding  one  veteran  member  kept  at  home  by  bodily  in- 
firmity. Several,  who  would  come  under  the  general  rule, 
have  been  omitted,  their  ecclesiastical  tendencies  being  doubtful. 

The  '^  Spirit  of  Missions^'  is  not  sent  to  us.  Being  uncertified, 
whether  the  General  Board  were  in  lack  or  in  superfluity,  we 
have  made  no  contributions  to  its  funds. 

I  regret  to  say,  the  Sunday  School  has  not  been  re-assembled 
this  spring.  My  health  has  been  such,  as  with  great  difficulty  to 
go  through  the  usual  Sunday  exercises.  Frequently  the  alterna- 
tive has  been,  to  omit  considerable  portions,  or  to  omit  altogether. 
I  have  failed  to  enlist  such  interest  and  assistance  in  the  school,  as 
would  relieve  me  from  the  weight  of  superintendence.  So  I 
have,  reluctantly,  thus  far  abstained  from  attempting  to  re- 
organize. 

The  same  cause  may  forbid  me  to  resume,  or  to  long  continue, 
the  duties  I  have  thus  imperfectly  discharged  during  the  past 
eleven  months. 

It  is  believed  that  few  of  our  Churches  would  stand  better 
than  this,  if  the  several  congregations  should  be  compared  with 
the  whole  neighboring  population.  This  does  not  imply  a  large 
congregation  here,  nor  can  a  large  increase  be  speedily  expected. 
This  town,  like  the  grazing  region  of  New  England  generally, 
has  been  steadily  losing  population  the  last  twenty  years.  So- 
ciety is  in  a  transition  state, — mind  has  reached  the  pass  where 
it  proves  all  things,  without  security  for  holding  fast  what  is  good; 
so  good  and  bad  are  ofl  confounded,  and  thrown  away  together. 
The  ancient  Massachusetts  go-to-meeting  habit  is  broken  up, 
while  yet  is  wanting  an  intelligent  discernment  of  the  profit  of 
sustaining  the  word  preached,  as  an  instrument  of  civilization  and 
of  moral  culture.  To  hope,  the  apparent  considerations  are,  that 
our  fine  water  powers  may  be  improved  to  the  introduction  of 
manufactures,  that  science  will  teach  us  a  juster  appreciation  of 
the  capabilities  of  the  soil,  that  a  fuller  consideration  of  the  sev- 
eral elements  of  earthly  happiness  will  set  higher  the  healthful- 
ness  and  beauty  of  this  region  of  hill  and  dale,  of  plenteous 
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springs  and  clear  flowing  streams,  as  offsets  to  the  advantages  of 
the  western  prairies ;  and  that  the  search  for  liberty  will  not  al- 
wa3rs  run  aAer  the  shadow,  but  find  at  last,  that  where  the  Spirit 
of  the  Lord  is,  there  is  the  reality. 

What  tDos  the  church  organized  in  Conway,  is  included  in  this 
report.  Very  few,  it  is  believed,  of  those  taking  part  in  that  or- 
ganization regarded  the  measure  as  mature  ;  of  which  few,  not 
one  remains  in  the  diocese.  A  distinct  organization  will  probably 
not  be  kept  up. 

During  the  year,  I  have  executed  the  purpose  intimated  in  the 
conclusion  of  my  last  report.

The  changes  which  aflect  the  condition  and  prospects  of  a  pa- 
rish, are  so  uniform  in  agricultural  districts,  that  the  report  of  one 
year,  with  some  slight  alterations,  is  frequently  appropriate  to  a 
long  series  of  years. 

Such  especially  is  the  case  with  the  ancient  church  which  it 
has  been  my  privilege  so  long  to  serve. 

The  materials  fpr  its  increase  are  few  and  scattered,  and 
the  influences  brought  to  bear  against  its  prosperity,  ever  opera- 
tive and  powerful,  and  her  advancement  from  year  to  year 
scarcely  perceptible ;  nevertheless,  her  position  is  vastly  better 
in  most  respects,  than  it  was  twenty  years  ago,  and  encourages 
the  heart,  oAen  desponding,  to  hope  for  still  better  days,  and  the 
hands  of  the  faithful  to  continue  their  eflbrts.  The  death  and  re- 
moval of  an  unusual  number  of  communicants  is  severely  felt 
and  deplored.  We  trust,  however,  that  their  places  will  soon  be 
filled  by  **  such  as  shall  be  saved.**

The  strength  of  this  Parish  has  been  much  increased  during 
the  past  year,  by  the  removal  of  several  Episcopal  families  to 
Stockbridge.  A  Airther  increase  may  be  looked  for  from  the 
same  source. 

The  present  number  of  families  connected  with  the  Parish  is 
35.  In  the  number  of  Communicants,  besides  those  living  in  the 
town  of  Stockbridge,  are  included  several  persons,  communicants^ 
residing  in  the  adjoining  towns  of  Lee  and  West  Stockbridge, 
who  are  in  the  habit  of  attending  at  this  Church  when  it  is  practi* 
c|ible,  and  always  at  Easter  and  Christmas.  Indeed,  throughout 
the  whole  of  this  part  of  the  State,  families  of  Episcopalians  are 
constantly  coming  to  light,  many  of  them  of  English  descent ; 
but  more  frequently  emigrants,  many  years  since,  from  Connec* 
ticut,  who  have  settled  in  remote  places.  There  is  no  questioni 
also,  that  the  ^*  Church  is  generally  growing  in  favor  as  she  bQ« 
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comes  more  known,  and  at  no  distant  day  we  shall  feel  the  efi^ts 
of  it  in  the  increase  of  our  congregations.  In  the  town  of  Lee 
there  are  several  Episcopal  families,  and  in  West  Stockbridge, 
quite  a  number  of  Communicants.  Services  have  been  held 
there  from  time  to  time  for  their  benefit.  They  have  now  made 
an  arrangement  to  have,  aAer  this,  regular  services  on  the  after- 
noon of  every  Sunday,  and  hope  to  be  so  blessed  as  to  be  able  in 
due  time  to  organize  a  parish  and  build  a  church.  During  the 
last  year,  this  Parish  and  Trinity  Church,  Lenox,  have  been 
united  into  one  cure — Morning  Service  at  Stockbridge,  Evening 
at  Lenox.  This  arrangement,  though  inconvenient  in  some  re- 
spects, to  all  parties,  yet  on  the  whole  appears  to  be  for  the 
present  advantage  of  both  Parishes.  It  is  hoped  and  expected 
that  before  long  each  will  have  its  own  Rector.

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These  contributions,  together  with  the  generous  aid  of  our  Bishq>, 
and  another  gentleman  not  a  resident  of  the  Diocese,  and  smaller 
sums  collected  in  Boston  and  Lowell,  have  nearly  supplied  us 
with  the  means  of  erecting  a  neat  and  convenient  house,  very 
greatly  for  the  good  of  the  parish,  as  it  is  hoped  and  believed. 
We  cheerfully  render  our  thanks  to  all  who  have  aided  us  in  this 
enterprise,  and  especially  to  God  for  His  blessing  upon  us. 

Arrangements  are  in  progress  whereby  a  service  by  the  Bector 
of  this  parish  is  to  be  held  at  West  Stockbridge  once  in  two  weeks, 
or  oftener. 

There  are  upwards  of  15  communicants  in  that  village  and 
vicinity,  who  are  very  desirous  of  having  the  services  of  the 
Church  there,  and  are  sanguine  of  success,  if  they  may  enjoy  the 
regular  ministrations  of  a  clergyman.  Services  have  been  held 
there  several  times  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pynchon,  and  once  by  the 
Rector  of  this  Parish,  all  of  which  were  well  attended.

When  the  present  incumbent  entered  on  the  charge  of  these 
Parishes  last  July,  he  found  the  parishioners  greatly  depressed 
and  discouraged  from  the  unexpected  resignation  of  their  former 
efficient  and  beloved  Rector,  the  Rev.  D.  G.  Wright,  and  this 
discouragement  much  enhanced  by  pecuniary  embarrassments. 
The  congregations,  which  the  personal  influence  and  active  exer* 
tions  of  the  former  Rector  had  collected,  were  scattered,  and  the 
habit  of  attending  public  worship  on  the  Lord's  Day  was,  in  some 
families,  entirely  given  up — in  all  greatly  weakened.  Confi* 
dence,  however,  appears  to  be  reviving,  and  the  Rector  humbly 
trusts  that  by  assiduity  in  parochial  visiting,  and  by  such  other 
auxiliary  means  of  grace  as  circumstances  may  permit  him  to 
put  in  operation,  the  congreg^ons  may  again  be  filled  upi  end 
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the  Word  of  Life  be  again  dispensed  to  great  numbers  in  this 
region,  who  are  living  without  God  and  without  hope  in  the 
world.  A  more  intimate  survey  of  the  extensive  field  in  which 
the  Providence  of  Grod  has  called  him  to  labor,  evinces  an  indif- 
ference, which  is  marvellous  in  the  land  of  the  Puritans,  and 
which  emphatically  marks  this  region  as  missionary  ground. 

The  Bector^s  services  are  divided  equally  between  Otis  and 
New  Boston,  preaching  at  each  alternate  Sundays,  and  at  Cold 
Spring  (an  intermediate  place)  every  Sunday  evening.  He  has 
also  preached  in  remote  parts  of  both  parishes,  whenever  and 
wherever  it  was  thought  his  services  would  be  for  edification. 
But  few  of  the  canonical  collections  have  been  made,  partly 
through  ignorance  that  they  were  required,  and  partly  through 
peculiar  ciroumstances,  which  it  was  thought  fully  justified  their 
omission.

There  have  been  no  contributions 
the  present  year  for  objects  out  of  the  parish. 

Tliis  parish  owes  its  origin  to  the  labors  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Bottwick,  a  missionary  under  the  patronage  of  the  Venerable 
Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,  who 
oflfeiated  for  many  years  in  all  the  towns  in  this  part  of  the  Hou- 
satonic  Valley,  both  in  Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  and  Vermont 
So  abundant  and  soccesBfol  were  his  laborsi  aa  to  have  given  rise 
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to  the  saying,  that  wherever  he  hitched  hb  hoFse,  there  a 
church  sprang  up.  He  planted  the  seeds  of  manj  of  the 
churches  in  this  vicinity,  and,  among  others,  of  thb  parish,  wheve 
he  was  in  the  habit  of  holding  occasional  services,  on  his  way  to 
and  from  the  northern  part  of  the  country.  The  parish  was  first 
organized  in  1793,  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  of  the 
towns  of  Lenox,  Lee,  Stockbridge  and  Pittsfield ;  and  the  &ev. 
Daniel  Burhans,  a  venerable  Presbyter  of  the  Church,  still  living, 
then  in  Deacon's  ordera,  and  residing  at  Lanesborough,  was  cboa^ 
its  minister.  In  1797,  the  parish  accepted  and  adopted  the  Con* 
stitution  of  the  Episcopal  Church  of  this  Diocese,  as  ealablishedl 
in  1790,  at  Salem,  and  appointed  a  delegate,  who  appeared  aad 
took  his  seat  in  the  Convention  of  that  year.  In  1818,  it  repoitsd 
80  families,  14  communicants.  In  1816,  50  fiimilies,  15  cooh 
municants.  In  1823,  50  families,  51  communicants.  In  1898| 
37  families,  45  communicants.  Since  that  time  it  has  been  grad- 
dually  weakened,  by  a  variety  of  causes.  The  building  of 
churches  at  Pittsfield  and  Stockbridge,  was  a  great  injury  to  it, 
by  withdrawing  from  it  some  of  its  moot  wealthy  and  valuable 
members,  residents  of  these  towns.  And  by  the  death  of  the 
agqd,  and  the  removal  to  other  places  of  the  young,  it  has  be^n 
gradually  so  far  crippled  as  to  have  had  for  the  last  four  pr  fivf 
years  only  occasional  and  irregular  services.  Shortly  after  thf 
sitting  of  the  last  Convention,  the  two  parishes  of  Lenox  and  Stock- 
bridge  agreed  to  unite  into  one  cure  under  the  same  clergyman, 
with  the  morning  service  at  Stockbridge,  the  evening  at  Lenox. 
This  arrangement  has  succeded  beyond  expectation,  and  if  stead- 
ily adhered  to,  there  is  good  reason  to  hope  that  this  parish  may 
be  again  in  tinoe  built  up.  l^enox  is  the  shm  town  of  tb^  OQUUfy, 
inh^ited  by  an  intelligent  population,  much  visited  by  strangle*, 
a  greater  resort  in  summer  than  any  other  plape  iq  this  paft  ^ 
MAssaQhusetts,  and  of  course  furnishes  an  adpiirable  poii^^  fsa 
diffusing  a  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  the  Episcopal  Ciiiwli 
aiQong  persons  of  education  aQd  influence*  Great  gDQ4  hM 
resulted  from  the  ^orts  of  past  y^ars,  Sevang  of  cm  foqni 
valued  clergymen  have  goxie  from  this  church,  or  hftv^  dari?^ 
tbsif  fimt  impi999ion»  pf  Gpisoopscy  ftsm  iU  Mi4  w^  to?9  «?iQ^ .

Christ  Churchj  Boston. 

This  Pafbh  is  at  present  without  a  Rector.  I  resigned  the 
charge  last  Fall,  having  been  kept  from  my  duties  by  sickness 
for  several  months  previous.  As  I  cannot  now  give,  with  ac* 
curacy,  the  statistics  of  the  year,  they  will  be  lefl  till  the  next 
Convention. 

The  number  of  Communicants  must  have  considerably  dimin- 
islied  by  removals  within  the  year.  There  is  scarce  a  parish  in 
the  vicinity  of  Boston  in  which  I  do  not  meet  zealous  persons 
who  were  at  first  connected  with  Christ  Church.  It  is  gratifying 
to  know  that  tfaey  are  faithful  in  other  places,  though  it  has  been 
trying,  every  year,  to  lose  some  of  the  most  useful  members  of 
the  congregation,  especially  from  amongst  the  yonnger  portion, 
whoee  continuance  would  have  done  so  much  for  the  strength  and 
uaefulness  of  the  parish.  My  successor  will  probably  not  find 
more  Communicants  at  Christ  Church  than  he  will  find  reported 
as  added  within  a  few  years,  or,  than  came  forward,  at  one  time, 
daring  a  winter  of  unusual  religious  interest,  not  ten  years  since. 

The  state  of  my  health  compelled  me  to  relinquish  this  parish. 

The  inability  of  the  people  to  provide  a  large  support  for  a 

minister  had  operated  as  one  inducement  to  me  to  remain  so 

kmg,  and  it  considerably  increased  the  pain  of  leaving.     This  is 

an  extensive  field  of  labor.     The  position  is  a  very  important 

one.     Would  that  I  could  induce  some  one   or  more  persons, 

whom  God  has  blessed  with  the  ability,  to  provide  this  Church 

with  a  partial,  permanent  endowment.     I  do  not  know  of  a  more 

important  object  of  Christian  munificence  in  any  of  our  New 

England  Dioceses.    I  would  most  earnestly  appeal  to  those  whose 

parents,  if  not  themselves,  have  derived  spiritual  benefit  from 

Christ  Church,  to  manifest  now  some  decided,  substantial  interest 

in  its  prosperity.  There  is  a  large  population  in  this  section  of  the 

city  to  be  attended  to,  or  neglected,  in  proportion  to  the  provision 

made  for  them  at  this  Church.  John  Woabt.

ARTICLE  I. 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  General 
CoQstltution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

ABTICLB   JI. 

There  shall  he  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  M^  Com* 
roonwealth,  at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in 
every  year,  unless  a  different  time  and  place  he  fixed  on  hy  a 
preceding  Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  hy  the  Bishop,  ^hen,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention. 
Provided,  always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special 
Convention,  other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such 
Convention. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men. 

The  Bishop  and  the  assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention.    Every  other  clergy- 
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man  of  the  Church  of  whatever  order,  being  a  settled  minister, 
or  regularly  officiating  in  some  parish  within  this  Commonwealth; 
or  being  a  President,  Professor,  Tutor  or  Instructor  in  some  Col- 
lege or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions; 
or  being  a  missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  a  chaplain  in  the  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public 
institution,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention, 
if  he  have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within 
this  State,  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been 
canonically  instituted.  Provided,  however,  that  no  clergyman 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall,  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Every  parish  in  this  Commonwealth,  in  union  with  this  Con- 
vention, shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment, signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro- 
vided, that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  dele- 
gate unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  which  hd 
represents.  The  delegation  from  each  parish  shall  be  entitled  on 
a  division,  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention, 
on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have  laid 
before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the  War- 
dens and  Vestry,  that  they  are  duly  organized,  and  accede  to  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church. 

ARTICLE    V. 

The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convention. 
But  in  case  of  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall 
elect  a  president  from  among  the  clergy. 
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ARTICLE   VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  An- 
nual Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

ARTICS   VII. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  present  on  due  notification, 
and  duly  organized,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the 
ordinary  business  of  the  Convention.  The  clergy  and  lay  dele- 
gates shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except 
when  a  division  is  called  for  by  three  clerical  members,  or  by  the 
lay  delegations  from  three  parishes  represented  in  the  Conven- 
tion ;  in  which  case  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers; three  clergymen  and  three  laymen.  They  shall  keep 
regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.    A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  article 
except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention ;  nor  unless  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  least  one  annual  meeting 
previous  to  its  adoption.

AMENDED   IN   THE   CONVENTION   OF    1849. 

Respecting^  Contingent  Expenses. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in 
this  State,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as  one 
per  centum  on  the  salary  of  its  minister ;  and  those  parishes  which 
are  destitute  of  a  clergyman,  and  which  are  represented  by  lay  del* 
egates  in  the  Convention,  shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annually, 
or  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the 
same ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  certify  in  his  ^ 
annual  report  what  parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the 
requisitions  of  this  canon.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into- 
the  treasury  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriation 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  such 
committee  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention ;  and  the 
following  appropriations  shall  always  be  deemed  proper,  namely  : 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Convention; 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  such  clerical  members  of  the 
Convention  as  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  same,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  one  year ;  to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Triennial 
Convention,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  clerical 
delegate  ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the  Church  in  this  State  to 
the  General  Convention,  such  sums  as  shall  enable  them  to  pay 
the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  Churches  in  this  State  by  each 
General  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof ;  and  to 
pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  this  Convention,  and  such  other 
publications  as  shall  be  published  by  order  of  this  Convention  ; 
and  every  parish  shall  be  entitled  to  five  copies,  at  least,  of  every 
publication  printed  by  order  of  the  Convention. 

But  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from 
the  Contingent  Fund,  unless  the  parish  of  which  he  is  the  minis- 
er  shall  have  paid  its  annual  quota  of  one  per  centum^  or  send  a 
certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  it  is  unable  to  pay  the  same.  Neither 
shall  any  parish,  thus  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  Canon,  receive  more  than  five  copies  of  the  Journal* 
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Respecting  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

In  every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  a  collection  shall  be  annually 
made  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  Donations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
Commonwealth,  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  ;  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
report  annually  to  this  Convention,  the  amount  by  him  received 
from  each  parish.

I. 

Of  proceedings  in  the  case  oj  a  Minister^  not  being  a  Bishop^ 
accused  hy  public  rumor  or  otherwise  of  offences  for  which  he 
may  be  tried. 

Sect.  1.  The  mode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  Minister,  for 
any  offence  for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  General  Convention  or 
of  this  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable  to  be  tried,  shall  be  as 
follows : 

Information  of  his  offence  shall  first  be  given  in  writing  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  which  information,  any  member  of  this 
Church  is  hereby  declared  competent  to  give.  The  Standing 
Committee  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  a  preliminary  consideration 
of  the  case ;  and  in  their  discretion,  if  they  see  fit,  may  make  a 
formal  presentment  of  the  offence  to  the  Bishop. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the 
Bishop,  specifying  the  offences  of  which  the  accused  is  charged, 
with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  circumstances ; 
and  in  case  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  or  in  case  the  Bishop  shall 
be  implicated  in  the  offence,  or  shall  be  related  to  the  accused  by 
consanguinity  or  affinity,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  then 
request  the  Bishop  of  some  other  Diocese  to  receive  the  present- 
ment, who,  upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may 
proceed  in  the  case,  and  exercise  the  same  powers  as  belong,  or 
are  granted,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 
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Sect.  2.  Any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop, 
accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  of  any  offence  or  offences 
for  which  he  may  be  tried  as  aforesaid,  may,  for  himself,  request 
the  Standing  Committee  to  institute  such  examination  and  inquiry 
respecting  the  truth  of  the  charges  against  him ;  and,  in  such 
case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  institute 
such  examination  and  inquiry,  and  to  proceed  in  like  manner^  as 
is  provided  in  section  first  of  the  Canon. 

n. 

Of  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman^  not  hting  a  Bishop. 

• 

Sect.  1.  Upon  such  presentment  being  made  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  as  is  provided  in  the  foregoing  Canon,  the  Bishop 
shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  cause  a  copy  of  such  presentment  to 
be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  nine  Presbyters 
of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being 
parties  to  the  presentment,  nor  witnesses  in  the  case,  and  shall 
cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall^ 
within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop ;  and  if  he  shall  not 
give  such  notification  lo  the  Bishop  within  said  thirty  days,  the 
Bishop  shall  then  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  sfaall 
form  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sect.  2.  The  Court,  thus  constituted,  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  within  the  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall 
have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place, 
within  the  Diocese,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  ;  and  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
time  of  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sect.  3.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
said  Court,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  those  who 
do  attend,  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  or  being  not  less  than 
three  in  number,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed,  in  caee 
they  shall  see  fit,  to  a  hearing  and  trial  of  the  case  ;  and  their  de« 
cision,  if  unanimous,  shall  be  as  binding  as  if  the  whole  Court  bad 
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been  present ;  but  in  case  their  decision  shall  not  be  unanimous, 
the  Bishop  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  accused,  or  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  order  a  new  trial. 

Sbct.  4.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  shall,  in  writing, 
certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  and  state  their  opinion  as  to  the 
sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence,  in  the  manner  hereinaAer 
provided.  And  if  a  clergyman  presented  as  aforesaid,  after 
having  had  due  notice,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the 
Court  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  unless  prevented  by 
sickoess  or  other  sufficient  cause,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the 
ezerciBe  of  his  clerical  functions  for  the  term  of  six  months  ;  and 
if  during  that  period,  he  shall  not  apply  for  a  trial,  he  shall  then 
be  degraded  from  the  ministry. 

SscT.  5.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respec- 
tively ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths, 
may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses.  If,  on  or  during  the  trial,  the 
accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the 
presentment,  the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evi- 
dence, and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the 
Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

Sect.  6.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop, 
and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  mate- 
rial witnesses  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may 
appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witnesses. 
Such  Commissary  may  be  either  a  clergyman  or  a  layman,  and 
the  party  so  applying,  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six  days* 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the 
person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  reside  more 
than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day*s 
notice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said 
distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness, 
ind  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and

signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissaxyi 
and  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and 
shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined 
before  such  Commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

Sect.  7.  The  Court,  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi* 
dence,  shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment, 
distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of 
such  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  whicb, 
in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced ;  and  a  copy  of  such 
decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused  s 
and  the  original  decision,  together  with  ^  evidence,  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical 
sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the 
Court ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any 
sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  and  any  three  or 
more  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may 
in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated 
by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all 
persons  who  may  choose  to  attend ;  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop, 
if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new 
trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  of  Presbytera 
shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  con- 
ducted as  before  mentioned. 

SxcT.  8.  All  citations  and  notices  contemplated  in  this  Caooa 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Bishop,  and  may  be  served  by  a  summoner 
or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  ibr  the  purpose  by  the  Biabopi 
and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  theioo£i 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person^  the  fact  shall  be  proved 
by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  citation  or  notice  da* 
livered  to  a  paxty,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shf U  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  citation  or  notice. 

Sbct.  9.  Advoeatea  or  Proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both 
sides,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  parties,  provided  they  are  ckigjri 
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canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  or  la3rmen  who  have  been 
eommonicants  of  some  parish  of  the  same,  at  least  two  years  be- 
fore the  time  of  trial.

Whenever  the  Bishop  shall  institute  an  inquiry  on  the  subject 
of  repelling  a  person  from  the  Holy  Communion,  according  to 
the  rubrics  and  the  canons  of  the  General  Convention,  he  shall 
fommon  a  council  of  two  presbyters  and  two  laymen,  of  which 
he  shall  be  president,  to  decide  upon  the  case.

AS  AMBNDXD  VK  THB  OONTBKTION  OF  1848. 

Of  Elections. 

The  deputies  to  the  Greneral  Convention  from  this  Diocese  shall 
be  chosen  at  the  meeting  of  this  Convention  holden  in  each  year 
of  the  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention ;  who  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  meeting  of  this  Convention,  next  preceding 
the  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  on  the  third  year 
next  after  their  election,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their 
place. 

Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  delegation  shall  be  filled  at  the 
next  ensuing  meeting  of  this  Convention ;  and  appointments  for 
the  interval  may  be  made  by  the  Standing  Committee,  at  a  meet- 
ing specially  convened  for  that  purpose. 

Canon  oi  t^t  QRtnttul  ftonbention  of  1835. 

Oft  the  mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 

Churchy  from  time  to  time. 

SicTioN  I.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,  from  time  to  time,  is  highly  usefal  and  necessary,  it  is 
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hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  present, 
or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  an- 
nual Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is 
no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and  funetals,  and 
of  the  number  of  communicants  in  his  parish  or  Church,  and  of 
all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  same ; 
and  these  parochial  reports,  oc  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop 
shall  think  fit,  shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  journals  of  the. 
Convention.  And  every  other  clergyman  not  regularly  settled 
in  any  parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  to  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  his  Diocese,  the  occasional  services  he  may  have 
performed ;  and,  if  he  have  performed  no  such  services,  the 
causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same. 

XHtlns  of  etitt. 

Rule  I.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address 
the  Chair. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  Pres- 
ident, confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  others  de- 
siring to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house,  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall  vote,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  ques* 
tion,  or  shall  be  excused  by  the  Convention  for  reasons  assigned. 

Rule  II.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
vention, unless  seconded  by  a  member  not  belonging  to  the  same 
parish  with  the  mover ;  and  every  motion,  when  required  by  any 
member,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing* 
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RiTLB  III.  When  the  report  of  a  committee  is  presented,  it 
shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  deter- 
mined by  the  house ;  and,  if  accompanied  by  resolutions,  the 
question  shall  be  on  adopting  them. 

RuImE  IV.    When  a  question  is  before  the  Convention,  it  shall 
be  in  order- 
ly To  lay  on  the  table  ; 
2.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain ; 
8.  To  commit ; 

4.  To  amend ; 

5.  To  postpone  indefinitely  ; 

and  a  motiojn  for  any  one  of  these  proceedings  may  be  considered 
as  having  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  here  named ; 
and  a  question  on  any  of  these  proceedings  shall  be  decided  be- 
fore the  original  motion. 

Rule  V.  An  address  or  communication  from  the  Bishop  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  time. 

RaLB  VI.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  qaes- 
tion,  when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

RuImE  VII.  The  question  of  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
order ;  and  that,  together  with  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate.

AN  ACT 

To  Incorporate  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hoase  of  Representatives, 

In  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  aathority  of  the 

same,  as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  Benjamin  Howard,  Thomas  M.  Clark,  Jr.,  and 
Ebenezer  Rhoades,  their  associates  and  saccessors,  are 
hereby  made  a  Corporation,  by  the  name  of  the  "  Society 
for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  De- 
ceased Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church ;" 
with  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the 
duties,  and  liabilities,  and  restrictions  set  forth  in  the  forty- 
fourth  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  Corporation  may  take  and  hold  real 
and  personal  estate,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars.

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CHAPTER   I. 

MEMBERS  AND  BfEETIKGS. 

Sec.  1.  Persons  paying  one  dollar  annually,  shall  be 
members  entitled  to  vote  during  the  year  after  such 
payment ;  persons  paying  twenty  dollars  at  any  one  time, 
shall  be  members  for  life ;  persons  chosen  Trustees  shall 
be  members  for  the  term  of  their  office ;  and  Clergymen 
subscribing  to  the  fund  shall  continue  members  one  year 
for  each  dollar  subscribed. 

Sec  2.  Each  member  shall  have  one  vote ;  and  all 
but  the  Trustees  may  vote  by  proxy. 

Sec.  3.  Five  persons  present  at  any  duly  notified 
meeting  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec  4.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  day 
preceding  the  Annual  (Diocesan)  Convention,  at  such 
place  and  hour  as  shall  be  duly  notified.  All  meetings 
advertised  in  the  newspaper  which  may  be  selected  by  the 
Bishop  for  the  publication  of  his  Episcopal  acts,  specifying 
time  and  place,  and  purporting  to  be  called  by  the  Secre- 
tary, or  by  any  two  Trustees,  or  any  five  members,  in  case 
of  the  Secretary's  absence,  inability  or  neglect,  shall,  if 
published  four  days  previous  to  the  time  of  meeting,  be 
held  duly  notified. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Sec.  1.  The  Society  shall  be  under  the  management 
of  a  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Treas- 
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nrer,  and  five  Trastees,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at 
the  Annual  Meeting,  or  may  hold  their  offices  until  others 
be  chosen  in  their  places ;  they  may  call  and  regulate  their 
own  meetings,  at  which  a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quo* 
rum,  and  may  fill  vacancies.  The  Treasurer  shall  give 
such  bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  as 
shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Tmsteea. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be,  ez  officio^ 
President ;  and  all  deeds  of  the  Society  shall  be  sealed^ 
executed  and  acknowledged  by  him,  or,  in  case  of  his  ab- 
sence or  inability,  by  some  person  specially  appointed  by 
the  Corporation  for  that  purpose,  and  countersigned  by  the 
TVeasurer. 

Sec  3.  No  portion  of  the  fund  shall  be  invested  with- 
out a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Officers  and  Trustees ;  and 
all  uninvested  collections  shall  be  deposited  in  the  name 
of  the  Corporation,  subject  to  the  Treasurer's  draft 

Sec.  4.  Report  of  the  Investments,  Receipts,  Expend- 
itures, &&,  shall  be  made  annually,  by  the  Treasurer,  to 
the  Society ;  which  Report,  when  approved,  together  with 
a  statement  of  the  doings  of  the  Society,  shall  annually  be 
presented  to  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

CHAPTER   III. 

OHABITT  fUVD. 

Sec.  1.  This  charity  shall  be  confined  to  the  widows 
and  children  of  those  Clergymen,  who  have  continued 
members  of  this  Society  to  the  time  of  their  decease,  and 
who  have  died  in  the  communion  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church. 

Sec.  2.  The  widows  and  children  of  deceased  Clergy- 
men, who  shall  have  paid  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  or  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars,  or  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars,  or  the  sum 
of  twenty  doUuv,  or  the  sum  of  twenty^five  dollars,  anna- 
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ally,  shall  be  entitled  to  an  annuity  of  five  times  the 
amount  of  such  annual  subscription,  for  twice  the  number 
of  years  during  which  it  has  been  paid. 

S£c.  3.  In  order  to  have  a  certainty,  both  as  to  the 
quantum,  as  well  as  the  payment  of  the  annual  rates,  each 
contributor  shall  abide  by  that  rate  or  class,  which  be  first 
chooses,  unless  he  shall  change  into  another  class  on  such 
terms  as  to  the  Society  shall  seem  reasonable. 

Sec.  4.  Any  present  member,  or  other  Clergyman 
wishing  to  become  a  member,  and  wishing  to  rank  as 
such  from  the  beginning,  or  for  any  shorter  number  of 
years,  may  be  admitted  to  do  so,  having  first  obtained  the 
sanction  of  the  Trustees,  and  having  paid  into  the  IVeas- 
nry  a  sum  equal  to  the  gross  amount  of  annual  payments 
from  the  time  to  which  his  payments  would  date  back, 
together  with  compound  interest  on  the  same,  at  the  rate 
of  six  per  cent  per  annum,  to  the  date  of  his  payments. 
Provided,  always,  that  no  person  shall  be  allowed  thus  to 
date  his  payments  back  to  a  time  prior  to  that  at  which  he 
was  admitted  to  Orders.  The  widow  and  children  of  any 
such  member  afterwards  deceased,  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive their  annuity  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent,  as  if  the  deceased  had  been  a  member  from  the 
time  to  which  his  payments  shall  thus  have  reference. 

Sec  5.  In  case  any  Clergyman,  after  having  been  a 
contributor  to  the  funds  of  this  Society,  and  also  a  resident 
in  the  Diocese,  shall  hereafter  remove  from  said  Diocese, 
his  widow  and  children  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  ben- 
efits as  if  he  had  not  so  removed.  Provided,  always,  that 
such  Clergyman  shall  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  laws 
and  regulations  of  this  Society.  And  provided,  also,  that 
such  removal  shall  not  be  to  any  place  without  the  juris- 
diction of  the  United  States  of  America.  If  any  Clergy- 
man, who  shall  have  been  such  contributor  as  aforesaid, 
shall  hereafter  remove  from  this  Diocese,  he  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  receive  from  this  Society  the  amount  of  the  contri* 
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butions  which  he  may  have  made,  without  interest,  and 
his  widow  and  children  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  other 
benefit  from  the  funds  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  6.  The  Trustees  shall  have  power,  upon  the  ap* 
plication  of  any  person  or  persons  interested,  as  the  widow 
or  children  of  a  deceased  member,  to  cancel  the  contract 
for  relief  upon  the  surrender  of  his  deposit  book,  together 
with  the  written  consent  of  all  persons  interested  under 
the  same,  upon  such  terms  as  they  shall  think  just  and 
equitable.  Provided,  always,  that  this  shall  not  be  done 
in  any  case,  where  the  deceased  member,  through  whom 
such  persons  claim,  shall  in  his  last  will  have  forbidden  iU 

Sec  7.  Evidence  of  title  to  the  benefits  of  this  charity 
shall  be  perpetuated  by  the  Treasurer's  entry  on  the  So- 
ciet3r's  account  books ;  and  he  shall  furnish  each  depositor 
with  a  small  deposit  book,  certifying  the  amounts  from 
time  to  time  paid  in  by  him,  which  shall  be  produced  by 
the  widows  and  children  of  such  depositor  demanding 
relief. 

Sec.  8.  The  contract-annuity  shall  be  payable  as  fol- 
lows : — Firstj  If  there  be  a  widow  and  no  child,  then  the 
whole  sum  shall  be  paid  to  her.  Second^  If  there  be  but 
one  child  and  no  widow,  such  child  or  its  guardian,  if  a 
minor,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  whole  sum.  TAtr^  If  there 
be  one  child  only,  and  a  widow,  the  annuity  shall  be  paid 
as  follows :  one-half  to  the  widow,  and  one-half  to  the 
child,  or  to  its  legal  gbardian,  if  a  minor.  Fourth j  If  there 
be  a  widow  and  more  than  one  child,  one-third  of  the 
whole  sum  shall  be  paid  to  the  widow,  and  the  remaining 
two-thirds  shall  be  equally  divided  among  the  children, 
and  their  several  proportions  paid  to  them,  or  their  several 
guardians  for  them  during  minority.  Fifths  If  there  be 
more  than  one  child  but  no  widow,  the  whole  sum  shall 
be  divided  equally  among  the  children,  and  their  several 
proportions  paid  to  them,  or  to  their  several  guardians  for 
them  during  minority.

The  Society,  in  whose  behalf  this  statement  is  submit- 
ted, was  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  as  a  Charitable 
Institution,  having  for  its  object  the  relief  of  the  widow 
and  the  orphan. 

It  proposes  the  relief  of  a  class  of  persons,  who  deserve 
the  sympathy  and  kindness  of  every  Christian  community ; 
and  selects  from  that  class  those  who  have  the  highest 
claims  upon  the  charities  of  the  Church, — ^the  widows  and 
the  orphans  of  its  Clergymen. 

By  permission  of  the  late  Diocesan  Convention,  they 
have  printed  for  circulation  through  the  Diocese,  the  fore- 
going copies  of  their  laws,  from  whence  the  members  of 
our  Communion  may  derive  definite  knowledge  of  the 
mode  in  which  they  administer  its  charities.  This  mode, 
it  will  be  seen,  is  two-fold:  1.  A  contract-reliefj  in  the 
nature  of  a  life-insurance ;  and  2.  A  gratuitous  relief. 

I.  lAfe'Insurance.  It  appears  from  the  <<  tables  of 
rates"  adopted  by  Life-insurance  companies,  generally, 
that  a  person  of  the  age  of  32  years,  in  order  to  insure 
$1,000  on  his  life,  must  pay  $25,  yearly.  If  he  die  after 
having  made  ten  such  payments,  their  aggregate  will  be 
$250,  and  his  legal  representatives  will  receive  $1,000, 
yielding  them,  at  the  usual  rates,  $60  per  annum.  But  if 
be  pay  the  same  sum  for  the  same  time  to  this  Society, 
and  die,  his  family  receive  an  annuity  of  $125  for  twenty 
years. '  Or  should  they  wish  to  commute  this  income  for 
a  certain  amount  in  hand,  its  cash  value,  according  to 
competent  authority,*  would  be  $1,432  50.  Thus  it  will 
at  once  be  seen  that  this  Society  offers  a  far  more  libera] 
return  for  monies  invested  than  the  usual  Life- Insurance 
companies. 

It  should  be  observed,  also,  that  this  mode  of  invest-

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ment,  being  a  legal  liability,  is  nnclianged  by  any  subse- 
quent act  of  the  Society. 

2.  GhratuiUms  relief.  The  Society  at  its  late  annual 
meeting,  passed  the  following  resolutions  in  relation  to 
this  department  of  its  charity. 

Whereas,  no  means  have  been  provided  by  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese,  for  the  relief  of  the  families  of  Clergymen 
dying  in  its  service,  and  leaving  no  property ;  and  appeals 
for  aid  from  families  so  situated,  to  this  Society,  have  not 
been  answered,  and  future  appeals  cannot  be  responded 
to,  owing  to  the  smallness  of  its  funds :  and 

Whereas,  careful  investigations  into  the  subject  have 
shown  that  the  funded  capital  of  this  Society  must  amount 
to  at  least  Ten  Thousand  dollars,  before  any  thing  more 
than  mere  contract  relief  can  be  dispensed :  and 

Whereas,  the  sum  of  about  $5600,  is  now  needed  to  in* 
crease  our  funds  to  the  minimum  amount  above  specified, 
when  one  agency  at  least  for  the  relief  of  meritorious  casesi 
of  anffering  may  be  established  in  this  Diocese  : 

Therefore,  Resolved^  that  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  and  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Bartlet, 
be  a  Committee  to  apply  to  Episcopalians  in  behalf  of 
this  meritorious  object,  and  to  endeavor  to  secure  from 
them  such  an  amount  as,  when  added  to  the  present  capital 
of  this  Society,  may  increase  said  capital  to  the  sum  of  Ten 
Thousand  dollars.

Proposed  Amendment  of  Article  V.  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Froieatant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  U.  S,  A.^  as  agreed  vpo% 
in  General  Convention^  1850. 

( See  Journal,  pp.  72,  88,  8&) 

Resolved^  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  that  it  is  expe- 
dient to  amend  the  Constitution,  by  substituting  for  the  Fifth 
Article  of  the  Constitution,  the  following  Article  : 

ARTICLX  V. 

A  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  any  of  the  United  States,  or 
any  Territory  thereof,  not  now  represented,  may,  at  any  time 
hereafter,  be  admitted  on  acceding  to  this  Constitution ;  and  a 
new  Diocese  to  be  formed  from  one  or  more  existing  Dioeess% 
may  be  admitted  under  the  following  restrictions : 
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No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  limits 
of  any  other  Diocese,  nor  shall  any  Diocese  be  formed  by  the 
junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses,  or  parts  of  Dioceses,  unless 
with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  each  Diocese 
concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  General  Convention. 

In  case  one  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  Dioceses,  the 
Diocesan  of  the  Diocese  divided  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he 
will  be  attached,  and  shall  thereupon  become  the  Diocesan 
thereof*  And  the  assistant  Bishop,  if  there  be  ooe,  may  elect 
the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached  ;  and  if  it  be  not  the  one 
elected  by  the  Bishop,  he  shall  be  the  Diocesan  thereof. 

Whenever  the  division  of  the  Diocese  into  two  Dioceses  shall 
be  ratified  by  the  General  Convention,  each  of  the  two  Dioceses 
shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  so 
divided,  except  as  local  circumstances  may  prevent,  until  the 
same  may  be  altered  in  either  Diocese  by  the  Convention 
thereof.  And  whenever  a  Diocese  shall  be  formed  out  of  two  or 
more  existing  Dioceses,  the  new  Diocese  shall  be  subject  to  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  one  of  the  said  existing  Dioceses 
to  which  the  greater  number  of  Clergymen  shall  have  belonged 
prior  to  the  erection  of  such  new  Diocese,  until  the  same  may  be 
altered  by  the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese.

On  Monday  in  Whitsun-Week,  June  9,  at  an  Ordination  held  in 
St.  Matthew's  Church,  South  Boston,  I  admitted  to  Deacon's  Or- 
ders Mr.  John  T.  Burrill,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of  this  Diocese, 
and  late  an  ordained  Minister  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
The  Sermon  on  this  occasion  was  preached  by  the  Bav.  Shipley  W. 
Willson,  Chaplain  of  the  House  of  Correction,  South  Boston. 
'  On  the  evening  of  St.  Barnabas  the  Apostle,  Wednesday,  June 
11,  I  attended,  in- St.  Michael's,  Marblehead,  the  concluding  servi- 
oes  of  a  meeting  of  ^he  Eastem  District  Church  Missionary  Associ- 
ation ;  and,  after  addresses  on  the  subject  of  Missions  by  the  Bev. 
Dr.  Yinton,  and  the  Bev.  Messrs.  Fales  and  Packard,  spoke  to  the 
congregation  on  the  same  subject.

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On  Friday,  Jaly  11,1  bad  the  pleasure  of  nniting  with  the  Bish- 
op and  Assistant  Bishop  of  Virginia,  and  the  Bishop  of  Delaware, 
in  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  John  Payne,  D.  D.,  as  Missionary 
Bishop  for  Africa ;  and  also  preached  the  Sermon.  This  interesting 
solemnity  took  place  in  St  Paulas  Church,  Alexandria,  in  presence 
of  a  large  congregation,  clerical  and  lay,  from  yarious  dioceses,  who 
had  oome  together  to  wish  prosperity  to  this  long-tried  laborer 
among  the  heltthen  of  that  benighted  land.  May  the  oontinned 
goidance  and  fiivor  of  the  Lord  of  hosts  be  with  him  ! 

On  tiie  day  preceding,  the  Bbhop  of  Virginia,  acting  by  my  re- 
quest, admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  Mr.  John  P.  Hubbard,  a  Candi- 
date toir  Orders  of  this  Diocese,  and  a  student  of  the  Theological 
Bemiiiary  of  Virginia.  Mr.  Hubbard,  since  his  ordination,  has 
been  aoooeasfiilly  engaged  in  exciting  an  interest,  throughout  several 
of  Ae  Dioceses,  in  the  mission  of  our  Church  established  at  Shang* 
has,  in  Chma ;  and  it  is  understood  that  he  will  shortly  proceed 
ifaidiflr,  under  an  appointment  as  Missionary  from  the  Foreign  Com- 
mittee €t  the  Board  of  Missions. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  20, 1  confirmed  4  in  the 
aftenoon  in  St.  John's,  Jamuca  Plain.  These,  added  to  2  here* 
after  to  be  mentioned,  make  6  as  the  whole  number  for  the  year. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  11  in  St.  Paul's, 
Dedham. 

On  Tuesday,  July  22, 1  proceeded  to  the  Island  of  Nantucket; 
and,  on  the  morning  of  the  following  day,  preached  at  St.  Paul's, 
and,  aflsisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Goodwin,  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Wit 
kinaonYille,  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon, 
after  a  sermon  by  the  Bey.  Mr.  Lambert,  I  confirmed  2  persons. 

On  ihib  afternoon  of  Tuesday,  July  29,  it  was  my  pleasing  duty, 

m  presence  of  several  of  the  clergy,  and  a  numerous  assembly  of 

other  persons,  to  lay  the  comer  stone  of  the  parish  church  of  St 

Paul's,  BrookHne.    The  beautiftil  structure  then  commenced  has 
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onco  advanced  very  hi  towards  completion,  and  will  probably  be 
ready  for  consecration  in  the  ensuing  September.  Tbe  building  is  of 
stone,  and  its  architect  is  Mr.  IJpjohn.  When  finished,  it  will  be 
a  distinguished  ornament  of  the  beautiful  region  in  which  it  stands ; 
and  we  may  justly  rejoice  in  the  spiritual  benefits  which  it  will  be 
the  means  of  affording,  through  the  ordinances  of  our  Church,  to  the 
inhabitants  of  that  populous  neighborhood. 

On  the  Seventh  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  3, 1  confirmed  2 
in  the  afternoon  in  St.  Mary's,  Dorchester. 

On  the  Eighth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  10, 1  confirmed  in 
the  afternoon  an  officer  of  the  U.  S.  Navy,  in  the  Chapel  of  the 
Navy  Yard  at  Charlestown. 

On  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  September  9, 1  preached  in  Christ 
Church,  Plymouth.  On  the  following  day,  at  an  Ordination  held 
in  the  same  church,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev.  Ben- 
jamin B.  Babbitt,  Deacon,  Rector  of  the  parish.  The  Sennon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Rev.  T.  W.  Snow,  Rector  of  St.  Thom- 
as's, Taunton ;  who  also,  in  company  with  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Lam- 
bert, Cutler,  and  Fales,  united  with  me  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 
In  the  evening  a  missionary  meeting  was  held  in  the  church,  on  oceft- 
sion  of  the  assembling  of  the  Southern  District  Church  Miasionaiy 
Association ;  and,  on  this  occasion,  after  addresses  by  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  S.  B.  Babcock,  Snow,  and  Burrill,  I  made  a  few  conda- 
ding  observations. 

On  the  Fifteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  28, 1  con- 
firmed 8  in  the  evening  in  the  temporaiy  place  of  worship  used  by 
the  parish  of  St.  John's,  East  Boston.  In  my  Address  of  last 
year,  I  mentioned  that  this  congregation  were  endeavoring,  through 
the  agency  of  their  Rector,  the  Rev.  N.  G.  Allen,  to  collect  funds 
fi)r  the  building  of  a  new  church,  in  place  of  that  which  had  been 
destroyed  by  a  violent  storm  just  before  its  completion.  I  am  happy 
to  state  that  these  eflEbrts  have  been  so  tax  successful,  that  anothw 
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building  has  been  reared,  and  covered  in.  It  cannot  howeyer,  with- 
out farther  and  generous  aid,  be  rapidly  finished.  This  object,  so 
desirable  in  that  populous  locality,  which  presents  so  inviting  a 
field  for  missionary  labor,  I  trust  will  be  duly  appreciated  by  those 
who  have  hearts  to  feel,  and  substance  to  bestow. 

On  Tuesday,  September  30,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Grace 
Church,  Boston;  I  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  Mr.  Charles  W. 
Homer,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of  this  Diocese.  The  Sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  P.  H.  Greenleaf.  Mr.  Homer,  during  the 
greater  pert  of  the  time  since  his  ordination,  has  been  officiating  in 
St  Paul's,  Newburyport,  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Washburn.  The  latter  lefb  this  country  not  long  since  for  China, 
and  will  probably  spend  several  years  abroad. 

On  Wednesday,  October  1, 1  confirmed  3  in  the  evening  in  St. 
John's,  Millville.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that,  the  debt  contracted  in 
the  erection  of  this  beautiful  church  not  having  ye^  been  removed, 
its  consecration  has  not  taken  place.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Birchmore, 
the  Rector,  has,  since  the  time  of  my  visit,  resigned  the  charge 
ci  the  parish,  and  is  now  officiating  in  Grace  Church,  Medfbrd, 
vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  D.  G.  Haskins.  Millville 
oflbrs  a  very  encouraging  field  of  labor,  and  the  parish  is  self- 
supporting.     I  trust  it  may  soon  be  supplied  with  a  devoted  pastor. 

On  Thursday,  October  2,  I  confirmed  2  in  the  afternoon,  and 
catechized  the  children,  in  St.  John's,  Wilkinsonville. 

On  Friday,  October  3,  I  confirmed  2  in  the  afternoon  in  Christ 
Church,  Clappville. 

On  the  Sixteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  5,  in  All 
Saints',  Worcester,  I  preached  in  the  morning,  and  administer- 
ed the  Holy  Communion  in  conjunction  with  the  Rector;  and  in 
the  afternoon  confirmed  3  persons. 

On  Wednesday,  October  8, 1  preached  in  the  morning  in  St. 
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Paul's,  Otis;  and  io  the  afternoon  preached,  and  oateohiaed  the 
children,  in  St.  Andrew's,  New  Boston. 

On  Thursday,  October  9,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon  in  Si. 
James's,  Cbeat  Barrington ;  and  in  the  evening,  in  the  same  chnieh, 
confirmed  4  persons.  Since  the  last  Convention,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Field 
has  been  succeeded  in  the  charge  of  this  parish  by  the  Bev.  Mr. 
Woart,  formerly  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Boston.  I  have  r&- 
cently  learned  with  great  pleasure,  that  measures  have  been  taken 
by  the  congregation  for  building  a  new  church,  whose  dimenaons 
shall  be  more  suited  than  those  of  the  present  edifice  to  the  wants 
of  the  parish. 

On  Friday,  October  10, 1  confirmed  2  in  the  morning  in  Trinity 
Church,  Yandeusenville ;  and  in  the  afternoon,  after  a  sermon  in  the 
same  church  by  the  Rev.  S.  D.  Denison,  of  the  Diocese  of  Con- 
necticut, and  formerly  Rector  of  St.  James's,  Great  Barrington, 
confirmed  a  parishioner  who  was  too  late  for  the  morning  Confir- 
mation ;  making  the  whole  number  of  persons  confirmed  3.  I  also 
examined  the  children  of  the  parish  in  the  Catechism.  It  was  a  great 
pleasure  to  me  to  find,  on  my  present  visitation  of  this  parish,  that 
the  parsonage,  of  which  I  spoke  in  my  Address  of  last  year,  had 
been  completed.  I  anticipate  great  benefit  to  the  interests  of  the 
oongregiation  from  this  undertaking,  thus  successfully  carried  through. 

On  the  Seventeenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  12, 1  confirm- 
ed 6  in  the  morning  in  St.  Paul's,  Stockbridge ;  and 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  confirmed  1  in  Trinity  Church, 
Lenox. 

On  Tuesday,  October  14, 1  preached  in  the  morning  in  St.  Luke's, 
Lanesborough,  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  6  persons.- 

On  Wednesday,  October  15,  I  preached  in  St.  John's,  Ashfield, 
and  afterwards  delivered  a  brief  address  to  the  congregation. 

On  Wednesday,  October  29,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Hartford,  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  uniting  with  several  of  my   Right  Reverend 
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brethren  in  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  John  Williams,  D.  D.,  to 

the  office  of  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut.    God 

grant  an  abundant  blessing  on  his  labors,  and  render  them  conducive 

to  die  extension,  in  these  evil  days,  of  Bis  own  saving  truth  ! 

On  the   Twenty-Second  Sunday  after  Trinity,   November  16, 

I  confirmed  6  in  the  evening  in  Grace  Church,  Medford;    and 
afterwards  administered  that  rite  to  a  sick  person  in  a  private 

house. 

On  Thursday,  November  20,  in  St.  George's  Church,  New  York, 
I. was  present  and  assisting  at  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Henry  J. 
Whitehouse,  D.  D.,  as  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Illinois. 
This  solemnity  was  witnessed  by  a  large  assemblage  of  Laity  and 
Cleigy.  Long  may  the  life  be  spared  of  that  aged,  and  highly  hon- 
ored servant  of  God,  to  whose  labors  in  the  extended  West  our  Church 
IB,  under  Providence,  so  deeply  indebted ;  and  may  his  active 
eoadjutor  and  himself,  in  their  united  work  of  patience,  and  labor 
of  love,  be  gladdened  with  the  evident  presence  of  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest! 

On  Saturday,  December  13,  I  confirmed,  at  her  own  residence, 
a  aiok  parishioner  of  St.  Matthew's,  South  Boston. 

On  the  evening  of  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  2.1, 
I  confirmed  12,  (including  1  from  St.  John's,  Jamaica  Plain,)  in 
the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Boston. 

On  the  Sunday  after  Christmas- Day,  December  28,  in  Grace 
Church,  Boston,  I  confirmed  in  the  evening  12  parishioners  of  the 
Church  of  the  Advent. 

On   the   Epiphany,  Tuesday,  January  6,  1852,  I  instituted  the 

Bev.    William   T.  Smithett  into  the  Rectorship  of  Christ  Church, 

Boston,  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.    Mr.  Woart.     The 

Sermon  on  this  interesting  occasion  was  preached  by  Mr.  Woart,  in 

presence  of  many  of  the  clergy  and  others.     Mr.  Smithett  is  from 

the  Diocese  of  New  York ;  and  will,  I  am  sure,  have  the  prayers 

2* 
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of  his  brethren  for  the  success  ofv  his  kbors  in  that  ancient  parish, 
to  the  oversight  of  which  he  has,  \nth  such  entire  unanimity,  been 
called.  «     ^    .        . 

On  Wednesday,  January  7,  at  an  Ordinatipn  held  in  Christ 
Church,  Cambridge,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders,  at  the  request 
of  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Austin,  Deacon,  of  that 
Diocese.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smithett, 
who,  together  with  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Baury,  Hoppin,  Bartlet,  and 
Lambert,  united  with  me  in  the  laying  on  of  hands.  Mr.  Austin 
was  immediately  afterwards  received  by  letters  dimissory  into  this 
Diocese,  and  has  become  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Swansea ;  the 
Rev.  John  B.  Richmond,  formerly  in  charge  of  that  parish,  having 
resigned  it  for  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Michael's,  Marblehead,  vacant 
by  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ballard  to  the  Diocese  of  Connec- 
ticut. It  is  a  gratification  to  the  numerous  friends  of  Mr.  Ballaid 
among  us,  to  know  that  he  is  discharging  with  great  suooeas  his 
duties  as  Principal  of  the  Episcopal  Academy  at  Cheshire. 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  11, 1  attended 
in  the  evening,  in  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Boston,  the  annual 
examination  of  the  Sunday  Scholars  of  that  parish;  and,  after 
addresses  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dyer,  of  Pennsylvania,  the  Rev.  George 
H.  Clark,  of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia,  and  the  Rev.  S.  B.  Baboock, 
Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Dedham,  delivered  a  brief  concluding  address 
to  the  congregation. 

On  Wednesday,  January  14,  I  instituted  the  Rev.  William  S. 
Child,  from  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island,  into  the  Rectorship  of 
Christ  Church,  Springfield,  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Littlejohn,  who  during  the  last  summer  removed  to  the  Diocese 
of  Connecticut,  and  is  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  New  Haven.  The 
interest  of  the  services  was  much  increased  by  the  presence  of  the 
Rev.  Henry  W.  Lee,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Luke's,  Rochester,  who, 
at  my  request,  occupied  on  this  occasion  the  pulpit  of  this  his  former 
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paridi  by  delivering  the  Sermon.  I  was  highly  gratified  by  witness- 
mg,  at  this  time,  the  completion  of  the  intention  mentioned  in  my 
last  annual  Address  as  having  been  formed  by  the  Vestry,  of  enlarg- 
ing the  dimensions  of  this  church.  The  design  has  been  executed 
with  great  success ;  and  this  sanctuary^  by  its  increased  size,  and 
by  the  taste  and  beauty  with  which  the  interior  arrangements  have 
been  oarried  out,  is  now  one  of  the  most  capacious  and  impressive 
dmrohee  of  the  Diocese.  May  the  blessing  of  God  follow  so  zealous 
and  noble  an  eflR^rt,  and  make  this  parish  an  efficient  instrument  for 
the  promotion  of  his  glory  I 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day  the  church  was  again  opened  fi)r 
divine  service,  when  I  preached. 

On  Saturday,  January  17,  I  confirmed,  at  her  own  house,  a  sick 
(arishioner  of  St.  Matthew's,  South  Boston. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  25,  I  conr 
finned  2  in  the  afternoon  in  the  temporary  place  of  worship  occupied 
by  the  congregation  of  St.  Mark's,  Boston ;  and  also  catechized  the 
ehiUien. 

Septuagedma  Sunday,  February  8, 1  confirmed  10  in  the  evening 
in  Christ  Church,  Quincy.  This  Confirmation  was  a  very  gratifying 
token  of  God's  blessing  on  the  labors  of  the  Bev.  Mr.  Burrill,  who, 
ever  since  his  ordination  in  June  last,  as  already  recorded,  bias  been 
officiating  in  this  parish.  Under  his  faithful  ministrations,  the  con* 
gregation  is  slowly,  but  steadily  increasing. 

On  Thursday,  February  12,  the  pleasing  duty  was  performed  by 
me  of  consecrating  the  new  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Fall  Biver, 
erected  by  the  parish  in  place  of  the  old  church  destroyed  by  fire,  in 
the  month  of  December,  1850.  On  this  auspicious  result  of  that 
eonflagration,  both  the  parishioners  themselves,  and  those  in  this  city 
end  elsewhere  who  have  afforded  them  their  aid,  may  well  be  congrat- 
ulated. A  new  building,  free  from  incumbrance,  has  thus  been 
aecored ;  and  the  parish  may  confidently  look  forward,  under  the 
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Divine  blessing,  to  days  of  spiritual  and  temporal  prosperity.  I 
intimated,  in  my  last  Address,  their  intention  of  building  this  new 
church  of  stone.  This  design,  however,  was  found  to  be  beyond  the 
means  in  possession  of  the  parishioners,  and  was  therefore  very  judi- 
ciously abandoned.  The  present  edifice  of  wood,  nevertheless,  com- 
pleted at  a  cost  of  about  85000,  and  after  a  plan  furnished  by  Mr. 
Billings  of  this  city,  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  architect  by  its 
simple  beauty,  and  impressive  effect.  The  building  was  fiUed»  on 
the  occasion  of  the  consecration,  with  an  attentive* and  interested 
congregation,  including  several  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese,  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Millett,  of  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island.  Released  as 
Rector  and  people  now  are  from  the  depressing  circumstances  of  a 
parish  debt,  and  of  an  inconvenient  and  unsightly  edifice,  may  they 
enjoy  to  the  full  the  comfort  and  satisfaction  of  their  changed  sitoar 
tion,  and  find  the  work  of  the  Lord  prospering  in  the  midst  of  them 
more  and  more  ! 

On  Soxagesima  Sunday,  February  15,  I  visited  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  Pittsficld  ;  this  parish  having  been  omitted  in  the  previous 
autumn,  on  account  of  improvements  which  were  then  in  progress  in 
the  parish  church.  On  the  present  occasion,  I  had  the  gratification 
of  entering  the  renovated  and  enlarged  building.  Its  length  has 
been  increased  so  as  to  add  greatly  to  the  number  of  sittings ;  and 
the  whole  interior  is  truly  church-like  in  appearance.  An  organ  rf 
fine  tone,  and  associated  with  interesting  recollections  as  having  been, 
in  former  days,  in  old  Trinity,  Boston,  has  been  purchased  and  im- 
proved, at  a  cost  of  SHOO  ;  and  now  stands  in  St.  Stephen's. as  the 
munificent  gift  of  Miss  Lucrotia  Newton.  The  arrangements  of  this 
new  church  are  appropriate,  convenient,  and  in  excellent  taste  ;  and 
I  cannot  forbear  mentioning,  as  particularly  beautiful,  the  chancel 
window  of  stained  glass,  which,  at  the  cost  of  8300,  was  presented 
by  the  ladies  of  the  parish.  The  whole  sum  expended  upon  the 
enlargement  and  decorations  amounts  to  about  88000,  contributed 
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\ij  the  parishioners  themselves.    The  undertaking  was  a  noble  one, 
and  has  been  most  saccessfuUj  accomplished. 

On  my  present  visit  to  the  above  parish,  I  preached  in  the  morn- 
ing and  evening  of  Sunday,  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  10  per- 
sons. On  the  following  day,  February  16,  the  church  was  opened 
tinoe  for  Divine  service.  In  the  afternoon  a  sei^non  was  preached 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Shaw  of  Lanesborough ;  and  in  the  evening,  after 
a  sermon  on  the  subject  of  Missions  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pynchon,  of 
Stoekbridge,  and  a  short  Address  on.  the  same  topic  by  myself,  a 
eollectioa  was  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Mis* 
oons. 

On  Toesday,  March  9, 1  confirmed  5  in  the  afternoon  in  Christ 
Ohuich,  Waltham ;  which,  added  to  the  6  previously  mentioned, 
mke  11  as  the  whole  number  for  the  year.  On  the  evening  of  the 
next  day,  I  delivered  an  address  in  the  same  church  at  the  mission- 
aij  meeting  of  the  Eastern  District  Church  Missionary  Association, 
after  addresses  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton  and  the  Rev.  W.  R.  Babcock. 

On  Thursday,  March  18,  I  instituted  the  Rev.  William  Flint, 
&om  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  into  the  Rectorship  of  St.  John's, 
Charlestown,  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  P.  H.  Greenleaf. 
By  this  event  the  anxieties  of  an  important  parish,  which  had  been 
destitute  of  the  services  of  a  resident  pastor  for  the  greater  part  of 
a  year,  have  been  most  satisfactorily  put  to  rest ;  and  we  may 
now  look  forward,  under  the  blessing  of  that  Holy  Spirit  without 
whom  nothing  is  strong,  and  nothing  is  holy,  to  its  growth  and  sta- 
bi%. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  21, 1  confirmed  9  in  the 
morning  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  including  one  person  from  St. 
John's,  Jamaica  Plain. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  8  in  Grace  Church, 
Boston ;  and  afterwards  catechized  the  children  of  the  parish. 

On  Thursday,  April  1,  I  confirmed  21  in  the  afternoon  in  St. 
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Stephen's  Chapel,  Boston.  To  these  are  to  be  added  6  hereafter  to 
be  mentioned,  making  27  as  the  whole  number  confirmed  daring  the 
year. 

On  the  Sunday  next  before  Easter,  April  4, 1  confirmed  5  in  the 
afternoon  in  Christ  Church,  Cambridge. 

On  Good  Friday,  April  9,  I  confirmed  16  in  the  morning  in  St 
Paul's,  Boston  To  these  b  to  be  added  1  hereafter  to  be  mentioor 
ed,  making  17  as  the  whole  number  for  the  year. 

On  Easter  Day,  April  11,  in  Christ  Church,  Boston,  I  confirmed 
15  in  the  evening,  of  whom  6  were  from  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  Boe- 
ton. 

On  Thursday,  April  15,  I  confirmed  13  in  the  evening  in  St 
John's,  Charlestown. 

On  Friday,  April  16,  I  confirmed  4  in  the  evening  in  St.  Thom- 
as's, Taunton.  The  parsonage  of  this  parish,  the  commencement  of 
which  r  noticed  in  my  Address  of  last  year,  is  now  completed,  and 
is  occupied  by  the  Rector.  It  is  a  substantial  and  commodious  build- 
ing. 

On  the  following  day,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  the  same  churc1i« 
I  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  Mr.  Horatio  Gray,  a  Candidate  for 
Orders  of  this  Diocese,  and  late  a  student  of  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary of  Virginia.  The  Sermon  on  this  occasion  was  preached  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Way  land.  Mr.  Gray  is  now  officiating  as  an  Assistant  to 
the  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's,  Philadelphia. 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  Easter,* April  18,  I  preached  in  the 
morning  and  afternoon,  and  also  catechized  the  children,  in  Grace 
Church,  Now  Bedford.  The  Rev.  Sanford  J.  Horton  has  resigned 
the  Rectorship  of  this  parish,  and  is  now  officiating  in  the  Diocese 
of  Connecticut.  He  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  N.  T.  Bent, 
formerly  llector  of  All  Saints',  Worcester. 

On  Tuesday,  April  20,  I  confirmed  2  in  the  afternoon  in  Christ 
Church,  Swansea. 
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On  Wednesday,  April  21,  I  confirmed  2  in  the  afternoon  in  the 
Chnucb  of  the  Ascenaion,  Fall  River. 

On  Friday,  April  23,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon  in  Trinity 
Church,  Bridgewater. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  25, 1  preached  in  the 
morning  in  St.  Andrew*s,  Hanover,  and  addressed  the  children 
of  the  Sunday  School ;  and  confirmed  2  in  the  afternoon.  In  the 
evening  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Marshfield. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  2, 1  preached  in  the 
morning,  and  administered  the  Communion,  in  St.  Paul's,  Newbury- 
port ;  and  in  the  afternoon,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Baury, 
oonfirmed  3  persons. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  8  in  St.  Jaiyes's, 
Amesbuiy. 

On  Tuesday  evening,  May  4, 1  oonfirmed  9  in  Christ  Church, 
Andoyer. 

On  Wednesday,  May  5,  in  presence  of  a  large  congregation,  and 
of  a  numerous  body  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese,  I  performed  the 
gratifying  duty  of  consecrating  the  new  and  substantial  stone  edi- 
fiee,  erected  by  the  congregation  of  Grace  Church,  Lawrence.  It 
is  not  often  that,  in  the  history  of  our  recently  formed  parishes, 
there  is  so  much  to  awaken  feelings  of  reasonable  joy  as  in  the  pres- 
ent instance.  Not  more  than  five  years  and  a  half  have  passed,  sinoe 
the  first  parish  church,  a  small,  though  very  beautiful  place  of  wor- 
ship, built  at  the  expense  of  one  individual,  was  set  apart  to  the  ser- 
vice of  God.  During  the  interval  between  that  period  and  the 
piesent,  the  congregation,  through  the  Spirit's  blessmg  upon  the  la- 
bors ci  the  e£Gicient  pastor,  has  increased  with  a  healthy  and  vigorous 
growth ;  and  now,  it  is  the  pleasure  of  the  firiends  of  our  Church 
to  behold,  upon  the  same  site  where  the  old  wooden  building  stood, 
the  commodious,  massive,  and  durable  structure,  which  it  was  my 
privilege  on  the  above  day  to  consecimte.    It  was  ereeted  after  a  de- 
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agn  by  Mr.  Billings,  and  contains  between  600  and  700  sittings. 
The  cost  was  99000,  and  eveiy  liability  created  by  this  {nous  work 
was  discharged  before  the  day  of  consecration. 

On  the  evening  of  this  same  day,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Ser. 
Charles  Mason,  7  persons  ratified  their  vows,  within  the  walls  of  this 
new  sanctuary,  in  the  rite  of  Confirmation. 

On  Thursday,  May  6, 1  confirmed  8  in  the  afternoon  in  St 
Peter's,  Salem ;  and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  8  in  St  Steph«i's» 
Lynn. 

On  Friday,  May  7;  I  confirmed  40  in  the  evening  in  St  Anne's^ 
Lowell. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  aft;cr  Easter,  May  9, 1  confirmed  8  in  the 
afternoon  in  St.  Mary's,  Dorchester ;  which,  with  the  2  already 
mentioned,  make  5  as  the  whole  number  for  the  year. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  6  in  the  tempoiaiy 
place  of  worship  used  by  the  congregation  of  St.  Paul's,  BiooUine. 

On  Tuesday,  May  11,  I  confirmed  8  in  the  afternoon  in  St 
James's,  Greenfield. 

On  Wednesday,  May  12, 1  catechized  the  children  in  the  aft»* 
noon,  and  preached  in  the  evening,  in  St.  John's,  Northampton. 

On  Thursday,  May  13, 1  confirmed  18  in  the  evening  in  ChxHl 
Church,  Springfield.  I  also  administered  this  rite  in  the  afternoon  to 
a  fflck  parishioner,  at  her  own  residence. 

On  Friday,  May  14,  I  preached  in  the  evening  in  Orace  Chixrbh, 
Chicopee. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  16, 1  confirmed  8  in  thi 
afternoon  in  St.  Mary's,  Newton,  Lower  Falls.  Since  the  last  Ccm- 
vention,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bauiy,  for  nearly  thirty  years  the  Beietor  of 
this  parish,  has  been  compelled  by  considerations  of  health  to  m- 
sign  the  charge  of  it;  although,  ance  the  discontinuance  of  his  oon- 
nezion  with  this  parochial  cure,  he  has  constantly  and  oheerfbDj 
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rendered  assistance  to  his  brethren  in  the  ministry,  by  officiating  for 
dbm  in  their  churches.  Mr.  Baury  has  been  succeeded  at  Newton, 
Lower  Falls,  by  the  Rev.  Henry  W.  Woods,  firom  the  Diocese  of 
Haryhmd,  who  was  chosen  with  great  unanimity. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  13  in  the  Church  of 
the  Messiah,  Boston,  including  1  from  St.  Paul's  Church,  Bos- 
ton. During  the  past'year,  the  rite  of  Confirmation  has  been  adnub* 
istered  on  three  successive  occasions  in  this  parish ;  and  29  persons 
have  in  this  ordinance  renewed  their  baptismal  vows. 

From  the  facts  thus  laid  before  the  Convention  the  following  result 

is  gathered : — ^I  have  confirmed,  during  .the  year,  348  persons ;  con- 
secrated 2  churches ;  laid  the  comer  stone  of  1  church ;  and  ordain- 
ed 4  Deacons,  and  2  Priests. 

Besides  the  changes  already  mentioned  as  having  occurred  once 
ws  last  met,  the  following  are  to  be  recorded.  The  Bev.  Albert  G. 
Patterson,  and  the  Bev.  B.  0.  Page,  Deacon,  have  removed  with 
l^ten  dimissoiy  to  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York ;  the  Bev. 
K.  F.  Bemington  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  New  York ; 
the  Bev.  Moses  P.  SUokney  to  New  Jersey ;  and  the  Bev.  D.  6. 
Eatea  to  Missouri.  The  Bev.  Heniy  Edwards  has  been  received  from 
the  Diocese  of  Connecticut,  and  is  the  Bector  of  St  Paul's,  Pat 
Ber.  The  Bev.  John  P.  Bobinson  has  ceased  to  be  the  Missionary 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  Seamen,  officiating  at  the  Chapel  in 
Ann  Street,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Bev.  Christian  Wilt- 
borger,  from  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.  The  Bev.  Dr.  Chapman 
has  relinquished  the  Bectorship  of  St.  Stephen's,  Pittsfield ;  the 
Bev.  Shipley  W.  WiUson,  who,  for  several  years,  has  labored 
with  so  much  fidelity  as  the  Chaplain  of  the  House  of  Correction^ 
South  Boston,  has  been  obliged  by  ill  health  to  resign  his  situation ; 
and  the  Bev.  W.  S.  Bartlet  has  ag^  become  the  Bector  of  St. 
Luke's,  Chelsea. 

The  Bev.  Silas  BLusdale^  a  well  known  and  highly  esteemed 
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Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  waff  in  June  last,  at  his  own  earnest  re* 
quest,  displaced  by  me  from  the  ministry,  under  the  provisions 
of  Canon  Y  of  1850.  I  availed  myself,  as  &r  as  possible,  of  the 
liberty  given  me  by  the  Canon,  in  endeavoring  to  dissuade  Mr. 
Blaisdale  from  his^purpose ;  but,  as  he  constantly  urged  action  on  the 
ground  of  a  conscientious  sense  of  duty,  no  alternative  was  left  but . 
that  of  performing  the  act  above  recorded. 

It  has  pleased  Almighty  Ood  to  speak  to  us  of  the  Clergy,  since 
we  last  met  together,  a  solemn  admonition  in  reference  to  the  un- 
certainty of  this  our  life,  and  the  duty  of  being  ready  to  give  an 
account  of  our  stewardship.  On  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  the  9th 
ofNovember  last,  the  Rev.  W.  Croswell,  D.D.,  Rector  of  the  Church 
of  the  Advent  in  this  city,  was  attacked  with  apoplexy  while 
engaged  in  the  performance  of  his  ministerial  duties ;  and,  shorUy 
after  being  removed  to  his  home,  was  taken  from  the  world.  My 
reverend  brethren,  we  know  not  when  the 'summons  may  come  to 
ourselves.  Let  us  so  preach  and  live,  as  those  who,  at  the  next  mo- 
ment, may  be  called  to  put  off  this  tabernacle.  "  Blessed  is  that 
servant,  whom  his  Lord,  when  he  cometh,  shall  find  so  doing." 

Dr.  Croswell  has  been  succeeded  in  the  Church  of  the  Advent 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  H.  Southgate,  D.  D. 

The  following  are  the  names  of  the  Candidates  for  Orders : — 
Alfred  A.  Gilbert,  D.  C.  Maybin,  W.  Stevens  Parker,  W.  B.  Col- 
bum,  and  B.  H.  Chase — Total,  5.  The  names  of  Charles  F.  Nonrsey 
and  Oeorge  A.  Oordon,  have  been  taken  from  the  list  of  Candi- 
dates at  their  own  request. 

It  becomes  my  duty  to  record,  that  a  Court  of  Presbyters,  duly 
c%>nstituted  according  to  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  for  the  trial  of 
the  Rev.  Oliver  S.  Prescott,  on  certain  charges  contained  in  a 
Presentment  made  by  the  Standing.  Committee,  assembled  in  this 
city  on  the  tenth  day  of  February  last.  In  regard  to  the  Third 
of  the  sud  Charges,  which  was  as  follows,  "  The  said  Bev.  Oliver 
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S.  Prescott  has  taught  and  inculcated  the  doctrine  that  Priestly 
Absolution  in  connexion  with  and  upon  auricular  confession  is 
profitable  and  desirable  to  the  individuals  and  allowable  by  the 
Church,"  the  Court  found  that  this  Charge  was  sustained  as  to  the 
&ct  of  the  respondent's  having  taught  what  is  not  allowed  by  the 
Church ;  and  found  further,  that  the  practice  of  private  absolution 
\a  not  sanctioned  by  our  Church,  and  that  in  teaching  it  to  be  allow- 
ed by  the  said  Church  the  respondent  had  gone  contrary  to  her  mind 
and  practice.  Whereupon  the  Court  stated  the  sentence  which  in 
their  opinion  should  be  pronounced ;  namely,  **  That  the  Respondent 
Ve  required,  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  this  instrument,  to  fur- 
nish to  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  a  written  certificate  in  the  form 
appended  of  his  readiness  to  renounce  the  claim  and  the  practice  of 
private  absolution  except  in  conformity  with  the  Order  in  our  Prayer 
Book  for  the  Visitation  of  Prisoners,  or  in  the  contingency  that  might 
arise  in  the  administration  of  the  Communion  to  one  sick  with  a 
eoatagioos  disease,  and  on  his  refusing  to  comply  with  this  requisition 
that  be  be  suspended  until  such  certificate  be  furnished,  and  that 
Uie  act  itself  of  giving  said  certificate  to  said  Bishop  shall  terminate 
the  suspension."  In  pursuance  of  this  sentence,  Mr.  Prescott,  hav- 
ing refused  to  furnish  the  required  certificate,  was  on  the  15th  day  of 
Ifarch  last  pronounced  by  me  to  be  suspended  from  the  exercise  of 
his  clerical  functions,  until  such  certificate  is  furnished. 

I  have  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity, 
Ibr  the  readiness  with  which,  on  the  22d  of  June  last,  they  respond- 
ed to  the  invitation  addressed  to  them,  to  unite  in  the  celebration  of 
the  Third  Jubilee  of  the  Venerable  Society  for  the  Propagation  of 
the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts.  The  collections  which  were  then 
made,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  in  the  churches  of  this  Diocese, 
were  of  great  service  to  the  treasury  of  our  Board  of  Missions ;  and 
the  sermons  preached  have,  without  doubt,  been  extensively  useful, 
in  bringing  to  the  knowledge  of  our  people  the  operations  of  that 
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noble  Institation»  and  thereby  setting  before  them  a  salutary  exampk 
of  Christian  philanthropy.  May  the  Lord  awaken  among  ns,  by  his 
Holy  Spirit,  a  more  enlarged  desire  after  the  extension  of  the  Be* 
deemer's  kingdom  t  Blessed  are  they  who,  living  above  the  frivoli- 
ties and  oovetonsness  of  a  worldly  and  sordid  age»  are  oonseorating 
themselves  to  the  work  of  saving  themselves  and  others  I 

I  am  reminded,  by  the  subject  to  which  I  have  just  alluded,  of 
another  kindred  topic ;  namely,  the  Protestant  E^nscopal  Historical 
Society,  with  the  &ct  of  whose  formation  a  few  years  since  many 
of  the  attendants  at  this  Convention  must  be  acquainted.  Among  its 
members  are  included  all  the  Bishops  of  our  Church,  and  about  400 
of  the  other  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity.  The  object  of  the  Institution 
is  that  of  collecting  and  preserving  documents,  throwing  ligjht  upon 
the  past  history,  and  present  condition,  of  our  Church  in  these  Uni- 
ted States ;  and  one  important  part  of  its  plan  is  that  of  publishing 
annually  one  volume,  or  more,  illustrative  of  the  annals  of  our  Com- 
munion.  It  is  obvious  that  the  usefulness  of  such  a  Society  musi 
depend  very  much  upon  the  number  of  its  supporters.  I  beg  pemds- 
sion  to  commend  it,  therefore,  to  the  attention  of  my  brethren,  not 
only  of  the  Clergy,  but  of  the  Laity.  Those  who  shall  become  sub- 
scribers will  afford  aid,  thereby,  to  the  work  of  publication,  and,  by 
the  returns  of  printed  volumes  which  they  will  receive,  will  be  pot 
in  possession  of  highly  interesting  records  of  our  early  ecelesiastaoal 
history,  and  of  past  times.  I  would  embrace  this  opportunity  of 
saying,  that  any  who  desire  to  add  their  names  to  the  list  of  memberSy 
can  do  so  on  application  to  either  of  the  two  Corresponding  Members

fortius  Diocese,  the  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Baboock,  andtheBev.  William  ' 
S.  Bartlet. 

Before  concluding  this  Address,  I  avail  myself  of  the  fovorabb 
opportunity  afforded  by  the  presence  of  so  many  of  the  Clergy  and 
Luty  from  various  parts  of  this  State,  for  bespeaking  their  interest 
in  a  valuable  Institution  recently  formed  in  this  dty.     I  refer  to  the 
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Boston  Youftg  Men's  Christian  Association ;  whose  godlike  object  it 
is  to  provide,  for  the  yonths  who  are  constantly  coming  to  this  metrop- 
olifly  the  benefits  of  religious  intercourse,  and  wholesome  reading. 
Who  can  tell  how  many  thousands,  by  the  instrumentality  of  such  a 
Society,  may  be  preserved  from  the  contamination  of  infidelity, — of 
fidde  doctrine, — and  of  licentiousness, — all  ready  to  lead  astray  the 
young  stranger  when  he  first  enters  upon  his  career  in  this  crowded 
iMort  ?  There  is  one  feature  in  this  Association  which  will  surely 
oommend  it  your  afifection,  and  lead  you  to  point  the  young  within 
the  sphere  of  your  influence  to  its  means  of  blessing.  It  is  composed 
of  those  only^  among  the  various  bodies  of  professed  Christians,  who 
hold  those  great  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  gospel  which  it  is  the 
g|lory  of  our  Church  to  maintain  and  to  preserve.  In  consideration 
of  this  fact,  I  have  felt  it  a  duty,  on  various  public  occasions  within 
the  walls  of  our  own  churches,  to  excite  attention  to  this  Institu- 
tion ;  and  likewise,  at  the  opening  of  its  Rooms  not  long  since, 
gladly  consented  to  deliver,  at  the  request  of  its  Managers,  a  short 
Address  to  a  noble  band  of  young  men  then  gathered  together.  I 
have  said  thus  much,  with  the  view  of  interesting  you  all  in  the 
Association  thus  set  on  foot,  and  reminding  you  of  the  service  you 
may  render  in  guiding  the  young  to  its  walls. 

May  Ood  now  be  with  us  in  our  deliberations,  and  pour  out  upon 
OS  the  spirit  of  wisdom,  and  love,  and  of  a  sound  mind,  for  the  sake 
of  His  only  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord  and  Saviour ! 

The  Rev.  Theodore  W.  Snow,  from  the  Committee  on 
Qnalifications,  made  the  following  report,  in  part : 

This  Committee  would  report  that  all  the  Clergymen, 
whose  names  were  read  by  the  Secretary,  are  entitled  to 
seats.

If  those  who  advocate 
the  legality  of  the  appointment  of  these  delegates,  are 
desirous  of  a  hearing,  the  Committee  are  prepared  to  hear 
them. 

A  few  of  the  certificates  do  not  mention,  that  the  dele* 
gates  chosen  are  ''  stated  worshippers "  in  the  parishes 
which  they  represent,  as  provided  in  the  form  of  certi* 
ficate,  authorized  by  the  vote  of  the  Convention  of  1849.

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Isaac  W.  Hal- 
lam,  Rector  of  the  8t.

In  addition  to  the  names  of  the  clergy  already  reported 
as  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention,  your  Committee 
would  report  the  name  of  the  Rev.  John  P.  Robinson. 
Article  III.  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese  recognised 
every  clergyman  of  the  Church  "  regularly  officiating  in 
some  parish  within  the  Commonwealth,"  if  he  have  been 
actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within  the  State, 
for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention,  .  .  .  and  has  for  the  same  period 
been  employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station. 

Irrespective,  therefore,  of  the  question  of  the  union  of 
St.  Mary's  Church  with  this  Convention,  the  present  Rec- 
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tor  of  that  Church  is  entitled  to  a  seat,  that  Church  having 
been  duly  organized  according  to  the  statutes  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  he  having  regularly  officiated  in  connec- 
tion with  that  Church,  since  his  separation  from  the  Chapel 
of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Missions  for  Seamen.

The  Standing  Committee,  in  conformity  with  Article  VIII.  of 
the  Constitution,  make  the  following  report  of  their  doings  during 
the  past  year. 

The  Committee  organized  on  Monday,  June  2,  1851,  by  the 
choice  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  H.  Vinton,  D.  D.,  as  President,  and 
W.  Raymond  Lee,  as  Secretary. 

The  Committee  have  held  sixteen  meetings  during  the  year, 
and  have  signed  canonical  certificates  in  favor  of  the  following 
penons,  viz. : 

Rev.  John  Williams,  D.  D.,  as  Assistant  Bishop  elect  of  the 
Diocese  of  Connecticut,  the  Rev.  Henry  J.  Whitehouse,  D.  D.,  as 
Assistant  Bishop  elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Illinois,  and  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Creighton,  D.  D.,  as  Provisional  Bishop  elect  of  the  Diocese 
of  New  York. 

Rev.  John  T.  Burrill  and  Rev.  B.  B.  Babbit  for  the  Order  of 
Priest 
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John  P.  Hubbard,  John  T.  Burrill,  Horatio  Gray,  D.  C.  Maybin, 
and  Charles  W.  Homer,  for  the  Order  of  Deacon. 

W.  Stevens  Parker,  William  B.  Colburn,  and  B.  H.  Chase,  as 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders.

the  resources  in  possession  of  the  applicants,  whereon  may 
be  founded  a  reasonable  expectation,  that  they  now  are,  or 
are  likely  to  become,  within  a  reasonable  time,  a  self-sap- 
porting  Parish  ;  and  that  they  make  report  of  the  same  to 
the  next  Convention,  with  their  opinion  thereon. 
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The  hour  for  the  order  of  the  day  having  arrived,  the 
Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Rev.  Geo.  D.  Wildes  and  Mr. 
Charles  P.  Gordon,  tellers  to  collect  and  count  the  votes 
for  Standing  Committee. 

J.  S.  Copley  Greene,  from  the  Tract  Committee,  pre-

They  have  the  plates  of  two  new  tracts,  viz. :  No.  37,  enti- 
tled, **  Count  up  your  Mercies,"  and  No.  38,  entitled,  "  Beware  ; 
or  a  Caution  against  Covetousness." 

And  there  is  a  balance  in  the  Treasury,  after  paying  for  these 
and  for  the  insurance  on  all  the  stereotyped  plates,  of  $10.28. 

A  vacancy  having  been  caused  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Fuller,  it  was  filled  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  William  B. 
Babcock. 

The  Convention  of  last  year  reappointed  the  Committee,  con- 
trary to  the  judgment  of  the  former  members,  and  it  appears 
doubtful  to  the  present  board  whether,  in  view  of  the  indifference 
shown  both  to  its  publications  and  to  its  Treasury,  it  be  expedient 
that  it  should  be  again  appointed.

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The  Rev.  W.  S.  Bartlet,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
subject  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Historical  Society, 
made  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop^s 
Address  as  relates  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Historical  Society, 
heg  leave  respectfully  to  report :  That  the  value  of  historical 
studies  is  too  generally  admitted  to  *need  any  argument  in  dieir 
favor.  For  the  collection  of  the  material  that  constitutes  history. 
Historical  Societies  have  been  deemed  among  the  most  valuable 
agencies,  and  have  been  established  in  various  parts  of  Europe 
and  in  many  of  the  States  of  this  Union. 

Such  Societies  have,  however,  done  so  little  towards  illustrating 
the  history  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  that 
the  need  of  a  Society  for  this  special  object  is  apparent.  To 
meet  this  need,  the  Society  before  named  was  formed,  and  now 
appeals  to  the  Church  at  large  for  aid.  It  now  numbers  about 
four  hundred  members,  and  includes  among  them  all  the  Bishops, 
with  some  of  the  most  respectable  of  the  clergy  and  laity.  The 
condition  of  membership  is  the  payment  of  two  dollars  annually, 
for  which  each  member  will  be  entitled  to  one  copy  of  all  the 
publications  of  the  Society  for  the  year  covered  by  his  subscription. 

In  1851,  a  volume  of  Collections  of  230  pages  was  issued  by 
this  Society.  This  was  done  on  an  income  that  year  of  about 
•450. 

Should  this  matter  excite  that  interest  in  our  Church  which  it 
ought,  two  or  more  volumes  might  be  issued  yearly,  thus  move 
than  remunerating  members  for  the  small  amount  of  their  sub* 
scriptions. 

If  any  body  of  Christians  is  interested  in  preserving  their  early 
memorials,  it  is  surely  American  Episcopalians.  Members  of 
their  mother  church  visited  this  country  nearly  half  a  century 
before  any  other  Protestant  Christians,  and  established  two  colo- 
nies thirteen  years  before  Massachusetts  Bay  was  settled.  Gler* 
gymen  of  the  Church  of  England  accompanied  those  colonies, 
and  the  names  of  these  clergymen  have  been  preserved. 

The  first  religious  services  by  Protestants  in  the  whole  of  this 
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▼ast  country  north  of  Virginia  were  conducted  for  some  months 
\f  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England,  in  a  territory  which, 
for  more  than  a  century,  was  politically  and  ecclesiastically  con- 
nected with  Massachusetts.  Many  documents  which  would  have 
illustrated  the  history  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  are  known  to 
be  lost.  It  is  therefore  of  the  more  consequence  to  preserve 
those  that  remain.  But  they  must  share  the  fate  of  others,  if 
some  public  agency  do  not  ct)llect  them,  publishing  some  of  them 
and  reserving  others  for  future  use.  The  Protestant  Episcopal 
Historical  Society  is  such  an  agency,  and  it  would  be  wise  for 
Episcopalians  in  Massachusetts  to  aid  it  by  becoming  members, 
and  also  to  transmit  to  either  of  the  corresponding  members  in 
this  Diocese,  books  or  papers  of  historical  value. 

Tour  Committee  would  trust  that  many,  especially  of  the  laity, 
will  do  so,  and  they  would  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Uesolvedj  That  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  merits  the 
gBoeral  support  of  the  members  of  our  communion  in  this  coun- 
tiy^  and  that  Episcopalians  in  this  Diocese  are  requested  to  pro* 
mote  its  interests  by  becoming  members  of  it,  and  by  transmitting 
Id  either  of  its  corresponding  members  in  Massachusetts  any 
books  or  papers  they  may  have  which  are  suited  to  the  purposes 
of  this  Society. 

Resolved^  That  it  would  greatly  subserve  the  interests  of  the 
Institution  in  general,  and  be  practidally  valuable  for  this  Diocese, 
if  some  one  gentleman,  clerical  or  lay,  in  each  parish,  would  take 
pains  to  collect  the  statistics  of  the  Church  in  such  parish. 

And  your  Committee  suggest  the  following  questions  :  Name 
of  Church  and  place  ?  When  founded  ?  How  (if  at  all)  en- 
dowed ?  Names  of  Clergymen  ?  When  settled,  and  when  and 
how  their  connection  with  the  parish  ceased  ?  Any  interesting 
iDcidentB  connected  with  the  parish  ?

The  Committee  on  New  Parishes  would  report,  that 
they  have  had  under  consideration  the  application  from 
the  "  Free  Church  of  St.  Mary  for  Sailors,"  in  the  city 
of  Boston,  for  admission  into  union  with  this  ConventioUi 
and  find  that  they  have  complied  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  10th  article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese. 

The  Committee  think  it  proper  to  state  that  a  paper  has 
been  presented  to  them,  intended  as  a  protest  against  the 
admission  of  this  Parish  into  union  with  the  Convention, 
on  the  ground  of  a  withdrawal  of  the  consent  of  the 
Rector  of  Christ  Church,  in  this  city,  to  the  officiating  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Robinson,  as  contemplated,  and  the  conse- 
quent want  of  the  required  majority  of  Rectors  consent- 
ing. But  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  this  does 
not  affect  the  canonical  organization  of  the  Parish. 

The  title  of  the  Parish^  however,  indicates  that  it  is 
intended  for  a  class  of  persons  for  whom  the  Convention 
has  made  special  provision  in  the  appointment  of  a  Board 
of  Missions  and  the  establishment  of  a  Chapel  for  Sea- 
men, and  that  Board,  in  their  report  to  the  present  Con- 
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Tention,  has  represented  this  organization  as  conflicting 
with  their  operations. 

Whether  the  two  organizations  do  thus  conflict,  whether 
l)0th  are  needed,  and  both  can  be  sustained,  are  grave 
questions,  affecting  the  expediency  of  the  admission  of  the 
"  Free  Church  of  St.  Mary  for  Sailors,"  which  the  Com- 
mittee submit  to  the  decision  of  the  Convention.

In  addition  to  the  above  appropriations,  the  sum  of  825  was 
YDted  to  the  Rev.  John  W.  Birchmore,  as  also  to  the  Rev.  John 
H.  Rouse,  although  they  have  not  be^n  missionaries  of  the 
Board  during  the  past  year,  they  having  been  under  the  impres- 
sion that  our  tinancial  year  closed  on  the  1st  of  July,  instead  of 
the  1st  of  April.  The  same  sum  was  also  voted  to  the  Rev. 
William  Withington,  for  services  in  Ashfield  the  last  year,  and 
114  to  the  Rev.  B.  Austin,  for  services  this  year  at  the  same  sta- 
tion. $60  were  voted  to  the  Rev.  John  West,  for  services  in 
Newtonville,  and  there  were  strong  hopes  that  the  enterprise  at 
this  point  would  prove  eminently  successful.  Pledges,  satisfac- 
tory to  two  lay  members  of  the  Board,  who  were  appointed  a 
committee  of  investigation,  and  who  visited  the  village,  were 
secured  by  the  missionary  to  considerable  amount  from  resident 
attendants  on  our  services,  and  there  was  every  appearance  of 
the  speedy  erection  of  a  church ;  but  during  the  autumn,  these 
pledges  were  withdrawn,  and  the  visits  of  the  missionary  were 
discontinued. 

With  regard  to  the  minute  details  connected  with  the  several 
posts  at  which  our  laborers  have  been  at  work,  we  would  refer 
you  to  their  special  reports,  to  be  published  in  the  Journal.  Their 
general  aspect  is,  to  say  the  least,  as  satisfactory  as  usual.  It  is 
not  our  privilege,  from  time  to  time,  to  place  on  record  the 
4* 
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marked  and  strong  success  which  would  cheer  our  anxious  task, 
and  encourage  to  aninnated  and  earnest  cooperation  with  us,  hot 
hardly  a  year  passes  in  which  we  cannot  see  that  something  is 
done  to  convince  us  that  our  labors  are  not  altqgether  **  in  vain 
in  the  Lord.'^  On  the  present  occasion,  we  are  happy  to  state 
that  Christ  Church,  Clappville,  by  its  own  voluntary. act,  aAer  an 
appropriation  had  been  made  to  it,  has  become  self-supporting ; 
St.  John^s  Church,  East  Boston,  has  risen  from  its  ruins,  and, 
although  not  fully  completed,  is  occupied  by  the  congregation, 
and,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  ready  for  consecration  in  a  few  months ; 
the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Fall  River,  has  been  rebuilt  from 
designs  by  Billings,  presenting  a  neat,  convenient,  and  beautifully 
fiirnished  structure  ;  and  Grace  Church,  Lawrence,  is  in  posses- 
sion of  a  thoroughly  built  stone  edifice,  adapted,  in  its  large 
increase  of  sittings,  to  the  rapidly  growing  town  in  which  it  is 
planted.  These  circumstances  are  a  guaranty  for  the  wisdom 
and  patience  of  those  who  have  brought  their  work  to  such  good 
issues,  and  an  evidence  of  the  smiles  of  a  kind  Providence. 

We  are  once  more  able  to  state  that  our  Treasury  is  unencum* 
bered  with  debt.  The  collections  taken  at  the  Jubilee  celebration 
through  the  Diocese  came  in  very  liberally,  opening  our  year 
under  most  favorable  circumstances.

The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
deceased  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  present 
the  following  statement  of  their  investments,  expenditures,  and 
proceedings  for  the  year  past,  to  the  Convention  in  this  Diocese.

A  sermon  before  this  Society  was  delivered  in  Grace  Church, 
Boston,  on  Sunday  evening,  January  18, 1852,  second  Sunday 
after  the  Epiphany,  by  the  Right  Rev.  Manton  Eastbum,  D.D.,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  a  collection  made  in  aid  of  its  funds. 
The  Society  applied  to  the  Bishop  for  leave  to  print  and  distribute 
bis  excellent  sermon,  which  he  declined  to  grant ;  and  a  rule  was 
thereupon  adopted  that  no  future  sermon  before  this  Society 
should  be  printed. 

The  Society  lament  to  record  the  death,  since  the  last  Report, 
of  their  friend  and  fellow-laborer,  the  Rev.  William  Croswell, 
D.  D.  He  was  endeared  to  us  no  less  by  the  moral '  beauty  and 
excellence  of  his  life,  than  by  his  faithful  and  disinterested  labors 
in  the  Society,  from  the  first,  day  of  its  organization  ;  and  in  the 
unexpected  manner  in  which  he  was  called  from  among  us,  we 
receive  the  admonition  to  be  diligent  in  that  our  hands  find  to  do 
for  the  widow  and  orphan,  and  to  follow  him  in  his  labors  of  love, 
ts  he  followed  Christ. 

The  Society  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  report,  that  the  amount 
of  contract-relief,  contemplated  by  its  laws,  which  our  brother 
secured  for  his  family,  has  been  paid  to  the  legal  representative 
of  his  widow  and  child.  We  have  reason  to  repeat  the  admoni- 
tion given  in  the  last  yearns  report,  that  every  year  brings  its 
solemn  warning  to  those  of  the  clergy  who  are  still  spared  to 
work  in  their  Master^s  service  through  the  broad  field  of  the  world, 
that  they,  too,  must  lie  down  in  the  dust ;  and  again  appeal  to 
them  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  given  them,  in  this 
Association,  to  provide  for  the  necessities  of  those  near  and  dear 
to  them,  who  must  soon  be  left  to  care  for  themselves. 

The  resolution  of  the  Society,  to  make  an  efibrt  to  raise 
tlO,000  in  aid  of  its  funds,  is  still  in  the  hands  of  a  Commhtee, 
and,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  fully  executed  before  another  year  shall 
have  passed.  Meanwhile,  they  have  instructed  their  Secretary 
to  ask  this  Convention  to  pass  in  their  favor  the  same  resolution, 
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as  to  the  Lenten  Collection,  which  was  passed  by  the  last  Annual 

Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese.

The  condition 
of  the  Parish,  for  the  past  two  years,  owing  to  the  failing  health 
and  resignation  of  th^  late  esteemed  Rector,  being  well  known. 
The  Wardens'  Annual  Report  of  the  Parish,  terminating  with 
Easter  last,  presents  a  most  encouraging  aspect,  when  compared 
with  those  of  several  years  previous.    The  proprietors  therefore 
thank  God  and  take  courage.     With  the  advice  of  the  Bishop, 
steps  have  been  taken  and  a  subscription  list  opened,'  to  enable 
this  ancient  Church  to  maintain  herself  free  of  incumbrance, 
while  her  property,  now  leased,  shall  revert,  and  form  the  basis 
of  a  permanent  endowment.  For  the  interest  manifested,  and  the 
material  aid  rendered,  the  Corporation  has  to  acknowledge  the 
liberality  of  the  Rectors  and  certain  members  of  the  parishes  of 
Trinity,  St.  Paulas,  and  Grace  Church,  Boston ;  which  will  be  long 
and  gratefully  remembered  by  the  Proprietors  of  Christ  Church. 
The  Sunday  School  promises  extensive  usefulness,  could  an 
effective  staff  of  Teachers  be  found  of  almost  double  the  present 
number,  to  engage  in  the  interesting  work,  which  this  parish  so 
pre-eminently  offers.    The  Rector  has  also  found  important  aux- 
iliaries in  the  Fragment  Society  —  the  Young  Ladies  Missionary 
Society,  and  the   Missionary  Society   of  Christ  Church ;  these

Baptisms,  infants,  6.  Communicants  :  added,  9 ;  died  or  re« 
moved,  8;  present  number,  40.  Confirmed,  8.  Marriages  7. 
Burials,  5.  Sunday  Scholars,  70.  Missionary  contributions 
taken  up  at  the  Ofiertory,  and  other  occasions :  Massachusetts 
Board  of  Missions,  915.11;  Seamen^s  Mission,  $5.00 ;  fund  for 
infirm  and  indigent  Clergymen,  81.00  ;  fund  for  relief  of  widows 
and  orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen,  95.00  ;  other  contributions 
for  religious  and  charitable  purposes,  929.56.     Total,  950.67. 

Since  the  last  Conventional  year,  the  Rector  has  devoted  his 
whole  time  to  the  collection  of  funds  for  a  new  Church.  And 
he  desires  to  record  the  goodness  of  God,  in  giving  him  strength, 
both  to  sufler  his  will,  in  the  repeated  calamities  of  the  parish, 
and  in  inspiring  so  many  members  of  the  Church  to  give  of  their 
means  to  this  great  and  holy  cause,  so  dear  to  his  own  heart.  By 
persevering  efibrt,  he  has  been  enabled  to  liquidate  a  debt  upon 
the  land,  of  one  thoumnd  dollars.  For  which,  however,  he  is  in* 
debted  chiefly  to  the  noble  munificence  of  G.  B.  Jones,  Esq., — • 
who,  in  addition  to  former  benefits,  deducted  three  hundred  doU 
larsy  on  the  consideration  of  a  cash  payment,  due  by  agreement 
in  1860. 

A  church  has  been  erected  by  Mr.  Edwin  Bailey,  (builder,) 
from  plans  furnished  by  Muzzey  6i  Stevens.  It  is  of  the  pointed 
style — ^70  feet  in  length,  by  42  feet  wide — having  a  tower  at  the 
right  corner,  surmounted  by  a  graceful  spire.  The  windows, 
glazed  by  Mr.  Cook,  Atkinson  Street,  are  of  brown  enameled 
glass,  with  stained  borders.  The  chancel  window,  with  appro* 
priate  ecclesiastical  emblems,  cost  $40.00, — the  workmen,  how- 
ever, gave  their  own  labor  so  as  to  reduce  the  expenses  to  925.00 — 
by  which  it  becomes  a  pleasing  memento  and  monument  to  the 
late  J.  n.  Collins,  Esq.,  South  Boston ;  who  previous  to  his  ilU 
fated  voyage,  in  which  he  met  with  a  watery  grave,  in  the 
very  same  gale  which  demolished  our  first  Church,  left  a  dona* 
tion  to  that  amount  for  this  sacred  olgect* 
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The  young  ladies  of  the  parish  have  collected  funds  to  the 
amount  of  946.35 — and  purchased  therewith  two  elegantly  carved 
hlack  walnut  chairs  for  the  Chancel — manufactured  in  Montreal, 
U.  C. ;  these  have  heen  cushioned  with  very  rich  satin  damask 
covers,  by  B.  B.  Woodward,  Esq.,  at  an  expense  of  $20.00, 
which  he  has  generously  contributed  as  a  free  will  ofiering  to  the 
Church. 

A  class  of  little  girls  in  the  Sunday  School,  have  collectedi 
with  the  aid  of  their  teacher,  moneys  for  an  Italian  Baptismal 
Font,  valued  at  925.00.  And  they  are  now  raising  funds  for  the 
purchase  of  a  Silver  Communion  Service.  An  excellent  Prayer 
Book  for  the  desk  has  been  presented  by  Isaac  F.  Shepard,  Esq., 
while  J.  Woolsey  Borland  has  the  most  hearty  thanks  of  the  Rec- 
tor and  parish,  for  the  donation  of  an  elegantly  bound  and  bean- 
tiful  copy  of  the  Bible,  Oxford  edition. 

In  conclusion,  the  Rector  would  say  for  the  encouragement  of 
the  friends  of  the  Church,  that  thus  far,  every  thing  of  a  pecu- 
niary nature  is  on  a  perfectly  safe  footing.  The  land  is  free  of 
any  incumbrance.  And  the  present  subscriptions  for  the  Church, 
will,  when  collected,  pay  all  the  instalments,  thus  far  due,  while 
the  basement,  (adapted  for  a  lecture  and  Sunday  School  room,) 
is  ready  for  occupancy.  Ye,  then,  who  continually  enjoy  the 
blessed  privilege  of  worshipping  God,  and  listening  to  a  preached 
Gospel,  in  churches  of  your  own,  will  you  not  bear  with  us  one 
more  year,  while  we  make  a  final  appeal  for  your  co-operation, 
in  this  heavenly  work,  that  it  may  be  our  happiness  to  report  at 
the  next  Convention,  that  our  Church  is  completed,  paid  for,  and 
consecrated  to  Jehovah ;  that  the  most  High  may  there  record 
His  Holy  Name,  and  make  it  none  other  than  the  Temple  of  the 
Lord,  the  very  gate  of  Heaven ! 

St.  MarKs  Churchy  Boston. 

The  Rev.  P.  H.  Grbenleaf,  Rector. 

Baptisms,  12.  Communicants,  25.  Confirmed  2,  and  in  other 
parishes  3,  total  5.  Marriages,  6.  Burials,  8.  Sunday  Schol- 
ars, 67  ;  Teachers,  11 ;  total,  76. 
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On  the  4th  day  of  April,  1851,  soveral  gentlemen  met  at  the 
bouse  of  Charles  H.  Parker,  Esq.,  to  organize  a  new  Parish  in 
the  south  part  of  this  city.  The  present  Rector  was  elected  its 
Pastor,  and  notice  thereof  given  to  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese.  The  chief  difficulty  in  the  com* 
nieneement  of  this  enterprise  was  the  want  of  a  suitable  place 
of  worship,  within  the  bounds  of  Ward  11,  the  field  of  the  work, 
and  not  too  near  any  other  church  of  our  communion.  An  edi* 
fice  built  for,  and  occupied  by,  a  Congregational  Parish  at  the 
South  End,  being  about  to  be  sold  and  removed,  was  purchased 
for  the  use  of  this  Parish  by  a  few  of  its  friends,  and  a  suitable 
site  on  Concord  Street  obtained  for  it.  Meanwhile,  that  the  en« 
terprise  might  not  be  delayed,  the  use  of  the  Ward  Room  of  this 
ward  was  obtained  from  the  city  ;  and  on  Trinity  Sunday,  June 
15,  services  were  commenced,  and  held  regularly  until  the  injury 
of  the  building  by  fire,  in  August,  compelled  the  discontinuance  of 
worship.  The  edifice  thus  purchased  was  removed  to  its  present 
site,  thoroughly  repaired  and  fitted  for  our  worship,  and  on  the 
28th  of  September,  1851,  was  opened  for  divine  service.  A 
stone  Font,  the  gift  of  R.  Barry,  Esq.,  was  placed  in  the  church ; 
and  a  few  kind  friends  having  presented  the  Parish  with  a  new 
Communion  Service,  the  Holy  Communion  was  administered  for 
the  first  time,  November  2,  1851.  The  organ  used  in  this 
church  is  of  the  kind  known  in  France  as  the  Orgue  Melodium^ 
and  is  of  great  sweetness  and  power,  materially  assisting  the 
devout  and  decent  performance  of  the  music  in  the  service.  In 
the  same  month,  a  Sunday  School  was  commenced  with  29 
pupils,  and  under  the  kind  superintendence  of  Henry  Burroughs, 
Esq.,  has  steadily  increased  and  prospered. 

The  ward  of  the  city  within  whose  bounds  this  Parish  is  located 
contained,  in  May,  1850,  10,480  souls ;  is  largely  increasing ; 
and  will  always  be  a  place  of  residence  for  those  whose  business 
lies  elsewhere.  The  essentially  Protestant  character  of  its  popu« 
lation,  the  number  and  extent  of  its  public  squares,  fountains,  &c., 
and  the  efforts  made  by  the  city  government  to  favor  its  increase, 
combined  with  the  fact  that  there  is  no  place  of  worship  of  our 
Communion  within  its  bounds,  must  point  out  this  as  a  promising 
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field  of  usefulness.  And  if  it  can  be  sustained  for  a  while  in  its 
present  position,  it  is  believed  that  one  of  the  largest  and  best 
congregations  in  this  city  may  be  ultimately  gathered.  The  fom* 
ilies  wholly  or  in  part  connected  with  this  Parish  are  54 ;  and  the 
sum  of  the  attendance  at  Church,  for  the  six  months  before  Eas* 
ter,  was  over  Jive  thousand  souls,  which  gives  a  fair  average  for 
a  new  congregation. 

It  has  not  been  thought  expedient  to  make  any  other  public 
collections  than  the  usual  Communion  Oflertory ;  although  it 
should  be  recorded  that  Jifty  dollars  in  gold,  addressed  to  the 
Rector,  from  '^  the  Ladies  of  the  Parish,''  was  found  upon  the 
Altar  on  Easter-Sunday.  ^ 

The  Rector  has  officiated  throughout  the  year  upon  the  Sun- 
days and  the  principal  holy  days ;  has  taught  weekly  a  Bible 
Class  of  young  ladies,  and  the  pupils  of  the  Sunday  School ;  and 
has  met  with  the  teachers  of  the  Sunday  School  on  every  Friday 
evening  for  the  purposes  of  instruction ;  and,  whatever  may  be 
the  result  of  this  enterprise,  he  is  glad  to  be  able  to  say,  that  he 
neither  regrets  its  undertaking,  nor  feels  that  he  has  labored  in 
vain. 

To  the  RL  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Masscukusetts. 

In  presenting  to  you  a  part  of  the  Seventh  Annual  Report  of 
the  Mission  for  Seamen,  allow  me  to  observe,  that,  having  so 
recently  taken  charge  of  the  Mission,  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that 
I  should  have  any  thing  of  very  special  interest  to  communicate. 
During  the  interval  between  the  time  of  the  late  Missionary  leav- 
ing the  Mission  in  November  last,  and  my  entering  on  its  duties, 
it  was  sustained  by  the  kindness  of  several  of  the  Clergy  and 
some  of  the  Laity. 

It  was  not  without  many  misgivings  that  I  consented  to  enter 
on  my  duties.  One  question  which  weighed  on  my  mind  was, 
whether  I  possessed  the  qualifications  which  fitted  me  for  the 
station.  Preaching  to  seamen  was  to  me  a  new  field  of  labor ; 
one  in  which  I  had  no  experience,  and  one  which,  it  was  sup- 
posed, required  peculiar  endowments ;  but  from  the  limited 
experience  already  had,  I  find  that  seamen,  like  all  other  sinners, 
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need  the  plain,  simple  Grospel,  exhibited  in  a  plain,  simple  man- 
ner. I  have  also  learned  that  seamen,  like  other  men,  have 
hearts,  and  feelings,  and  susceptibilities,  and  that  the  Gospel,  by 
the  blessing  of  God,  can  find  its  way  to  their  consciences. 

I  commenced  my  labors  at  the  Seamen's  Chapel  in  Ann  Street, 
the  14th  of  March  last,  since  which  I  have  held  two  services  on 
each  Sunday.  The  congregations  in  the  morning  have  been 
small,  though  larger,  on  some  occasions,  I  have  been  informed, 
than  formerly.  In  the  evening,  they  have  been  very  encouraging, 
averaging  from  40  to  100  seamen,  and,  with  others  who  have  at« 
tended,  from  80  to  150.  More  attentive  congregations  are  not* 
found  any  where,  and  much  interest  has  been  manifested  in  the 
■enricea. 

The  seamen  present  on  each  Sunday  evening  have  been  in* 
formed  that  those  expecting  to  leave  port  the  following  week,  by 
remaining  after  the  services,  could  obtain  books,  tracts,  and  pa- 
peia.    In  answer  to  this  invitation,  167  have  remained ;  and  it 
was  pleasant  and  interesting  to  see  them  pressing  forward  for  the 
attainment  of  reading  matter  calculated  to  make  them  wise  unto 
salvation.    Those  have  also  been  informed  that  any  such,  wishing 
BiUes  or  Prayer  Books,  could  obtain  them  by  calling  on  the 
Missionary,  at  hia  room  in  the  Chapel,  during  the  week.    This 
has  been  done,  in  order  to  give  the  Missionary  an  opportunity  of 
seeing  and  conversing  with  them  personally  on  the  great  concerns 
of  the  soul ;  and  it  is  with  much  pleasure  I  am  able  to  state,  that 
thb  has  proved  one  of  the  noost  interesting  features  of  the  Mis- 
ison.    29  seamen  have  visited  me  at  my  room,  some  of  them 
BMinifesting  much  interest  in  relation  to  spiritual  matters.     One 
young  sailor,  after  conversation  had  with  me,  and  prayer  offered 
np  to  the  Friend  of  sinners  in  his  behalf,  showed  by  his  solemn 
countenance  and  his  tears  that  he  was  not  indifferent  to  the  inter- 
ests of  his  soul.    Before  leaving,  he  expressed  his  determination 
to  devote  the  rest  of  his  days  to  the  service  of  God.     A  few  days 
after,  a  younger  brother  called,  who  said  he  had  been  reading  the 
book  I  had  given  him  on  Sunday  evening,  (Baxter^s  Call,)  and 
from  what  the  book  said,  he  felt  he  had  been  very  wicked,  and 
wished  to  be  better.    With  what  pleasure  was  hepointed  to  ^*  the 
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Lamb  of  God,  who  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world  1  ^'  He 
¥ra8  asked  how  his  brother  was  getting  on.  His  reply  was,  ^  I 
believe,  very  well ;  all  the  spare  moments  he  can  get,  he  is  read* 
ing  his  Bible  and  the  books  you  gave  him.'^  Similar  cases  have 
occured,  greatly  encouraging  the  heart  of  the  Missionary,  and 
causing  him  to  look  forward  with  much  solicitude  to  the  time 
when  these  seamen  will  return,  and  report  what  the  Lord  has 
done  for  their  souls. 

The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  has  been  administered 
on  two  occasions  to  6  different  persons. 

Besides  my  labors  at  the  Chapel,  I  have  officiated  on  5  diflhr- 
ent  occasions  in  other  churches. 

Seamen  have  been  visited  at  their  boarding  houses,  and  on 
board  vessels,  tracts  given  to  those  going  to  sea,  and  others  in- 
yited  to  attend  the  Chapel. 

Besides  my  labors  among  seamen,  I  have  visited  many  fimii* 
lies  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Chapel,  conversed  and  prayed 
with  them,  and  invited  them  to  attend  on  Sunday.

In  closing  this  my  first  report,  I  cannot  but  express  the  conTie- 
tion  that  I  am  engaged  in  a  most  important  and  interesting  work) 
and  by  the  blessing  of  Him,  without  whom  nothing  is  strong, 
nothing  is  mighty,  I  look  forward  to  the  accomplishment  of  mncl^

Rt.  Rev.  Sir,  —  Through  the  indulgence  of  o  kind  Providence, 
I  have  been  spared  to  complete  another  year's  labor  in  the  Vine* 
yard  of  the  Lord,  and  regret  that  I  have  been  able  to  do  so  little, 
and  that  so  imperfectly.  The  following  summary  will  give  you 
a  brief  view  of  my  ministerial  labors  for  our  last  conventional 
year. 
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Baptisms,  iorants,  7.     Marriages,  2.     Burials,  16. 
In  the  Sunday  School,  which  numbers  about  100  scholars,  I 
have  offered  prayers  78  times,  and  have  given  adresses,  39. 

Have  read  prayers  in  public  service  84  times,  and  have 
preached  80  times. 

Have  visited  the  House  of  Correction  150  times,  and  have 
spoken  personally  with  the  prisoners  in  the  work  shops,  in  their 
various  places  of  employment,  and  in  the  cells,  14,200. 

Have  had  particular  conversations  with  the  prisoners  on  their 
being  discharged,  giving  them  such  advice  respecting  their  future 
conduct  as  I  deemed  appropriate  to  their  several  cases :  Men,  152, 
Women  132,  making  284. 

Of  these  the  following  numbers  have  taken  the  total  abstinence 
pledge :  Men  53,  Women  50,  making  103. 

Have  had  conversations  and  prayers  with  the  sick  in  the  Hos- 
pitals, as  follows  :  In  the  Men's  Hospital,  conversations  703,  and 
prayers  93.  In  the  Women^s  Hospital,  conversations  635,  and 
prayers  99,  making  conversations  with  the  sick  1338,  and  prayers 
with  the  same  192. 

Have  given  addresses  in  the  women^s  work  shop  100,  and 
have  had  prayers  with  them  100  times. 

In  the  men's  department  of  labor,  at  the  founderies,  have  given 
addresses  50,  and  had  prayers  with  them  50  times. 

In  the  men's  work  shop,  I  have  given  addresses  49,  and  have 
bad  prayers  with  them  49  times,  making  the  number  of  addresses 
10  the  several  work  shops  199,  and  the  number  of  prayers,  199. 
In  addition  to  the  several  items  of  labor  included  in  the  above 
schedule,  there  have  been  some  others  of  an  accidental  kind, 
which  are  not  properly  reducible  to  either  of  the  above  divisions, 
and  are  therefore  not  included  in  the  above  aggregate. 

I  have  now  been  connected  with  this  Institution  as  its  Chaplain 
for  the  last  five  years,  and  through  the  long  continued  daily 
labors  which  I  have  performed,  my  physical  energies  have  grad- 
ually failed,  and  my  general  health  has  been  much  enfeebled ; 
consequently,  I  have  failed  to  accomplish  the  amount  of  labor  the 
last  year,  which  I  was  enabled  to  perform  in  each  of  the  pre- 
ceding years.    As  the  continuous  labors  of  my  chaplaincy  would 
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not  allow  me  to  rest  the  requisite  length  of  time  for  the  recovery 
and  establishment  of  my  health,  my  medical  advisers,  family, 
and  particular  friends,  requested  me  to  give  in  my  resignation, 
which  I  have  done,  and  which  took  efiect  on  the  first  day  of  the 
present  month,  at  which  time  my  regular  year  of  service  expired. 

The  last  year  has  been  one  of  the  most  painful  and  deeply 
sorrowful  of  my  whole  life,  for  in  addition  to  my  personal  afflic* 
tions,  I  have  been  bereft  of  my  dear  and  only  daughter,  who  was 
not  only  tenderly  endeared  to  me  by  the  ties  of  natural  afiection, 
but  more  so  by  her  amiable  disposition,  by  her  intellectual  ac- 
complishments, and  more  than  all,  by  her  sincere,  pious,  and 
devoted  attachment  to  the  liturgy,  usages,  and  interests  'of  the 
Church.  These  afHictions  combined  have  called  into  requisition 
all  the  graces  of  the  Christian,  and  though  I  have  not  possessed 
these  in  the  eminent  degree  which  has  been  my  privilege,  yet 
what  I  have  been  called  to  sufier,  being  overruled  and  sanctified 
by  Divine  Providence,  I  trust  will  be  promotive  of  my  better  and 
higher  interests.  My  only  prevailing  wish  is  to  bow  with  patient 
submission  to  the  Divine  will  and  pleasure,  so  that  my  present 
'^  light  affliction,  which  is  but  for  a  moment,^'  may  ^'  work  for  me 
a  far  more  exceeding  and  eternal  weight  of  glory.*' 

My  hope  is,  that  a  short  season  of  rest  may,  with  the  Divine 
blessing,  recruit  my  present  feeble  energies,  and  that  I  may  soon 
be  able  to  resume  my  labors  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord ;  how- 
ever, I  leave  all  at  the  Divine  disposal.

Burials,  10.  Sunday  School  Scholars,  52.  Missionary  contribu- 
tions :  Massachusetts  Board,  $13.99.  Other  contributions  for 
religious  purposes  :    $4.35  for  Society  for  relief  of  widows  and 
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orphans  of  deceased   clergymen ;    $9.33   by  Sunday  School 
Scholars  for  Library  for  themselves. 

The  undersigned  was  unanimously  invited  in  May  last  to  be* 
come  Rector  of  this  Parish,  in  which  he  had  before  labored  for 
seven  years.  At  the  time  of  receiving  this  invitation,  he  was 
Rector  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Providence,  R.  I.,  in  which  sit- 
uation he  found  much  that  was  pleasant  and  encouraging.  As 
St  Luke^s  Church  had  passed  through  so  much  trial,  and  was 
greatly  depressed,  it  was  to  his  mind  a  question  whether  it  could 
be  rerived  and  placed  upon  ar  permanent  footing.  He  however 
decided  to  make  the  experiment,  trusting  in  the  blessing  of  that 
Being,  without  which  all  labor  must  prove  fruitless.  The  under- 
signed entered  upon  his  duties  as  Rector  in  July  last.  It  is  with 
much  satisfaction  that  he  is  able  to  state  that  thus  far  every  thing 
has  been  prosperous.  Our  average  attendance  is  as  large  as  at 
any  former  time.  The  number  of  pews  let  is  almost  as  many  as 
in  previous,  years.  Our  Communion  alms  for  the  last  ten  months 
have  been  larger  than  they  ever  were  before  during  a  similar 
period.  During  six  months  there  has  been  a  service  in  this 
church  every  Sunday  evening,  with  only  four  exceptions.  I  ani 
indebted  to  the  kindness  of  my  brethren  in  Boston  and  vicinity 
for  assistance  in  these  services.  The  liberality  of  a  gentleman  in 
New  York  in  contributing  fifty  dollars  towards  the  Rector's  sal- 
ary should  also  be  acknowledged  here.  Some  candidates  are 
now  awaiting  Confirmation.  The  town  of  Chelsea  is  increasing 
with  great  rapidity.  St.  Luke's  is  in  a  better  condition  to  profit 
by  this  circumstance  than  it  was  formerly.  And  though  we  are 
burdened  with  a  debt,  two  thirds  of  which  were  incurred  within 
the  two  years  previous  to  my  return  to  this  Church,  yet  it  is 
hoped  that  this  may  not  seriously  retard  the  progress  of  the 
Parish.

The  past  year  has  brought  us  some  cheering  tokens  of  GodV 
presence  and  blessing ;  and  we  look  forward  in  faith  and  hope,  tc 
the  future. 

Though  the  recent  effort  to  establish  a  second  Episcopal  Parisl 
in  Salem  —  generously  made  and  sustained  by  St.  Peter^s— 
has  failed  of  present  success,  we  by  no  means  regard  it  ai 
labor  lost.  The  efficient  exertions  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  West,  undei

Among  many  encouraging  circumstances  connected  with  the 
history  of  this  Parish  during  the  last  year,  the  most  worthy  of 
remark  is  the  steady  and  uninterrupted  increase  in  the  number 
of  its  stated  worshippers ;  an  increase  unparalleled  in  its  previous 
annals,  and  of  a  character  apparently  insuring  stability  and  per- 
manence. Situated  in  the  midst  of  influences  by  no  means 
favorable  to  its  growth,  and  composed,  with  scarcely  an  excep- 
tion, of  persons  who  are  obliged  to  labor  early  and  late  for  their 
daily  bread,  it  has  risen,  in  a  comparatively  short  space  of  time, 
from  a  mere  handful  of  devoted  communicants,  to  the  position 
which  it  now  occupies,  of  a  respectable  congregation,  whose  in- 
terest in  religious  matters  and  uniform  propriety  of  conduct  are 
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especially  worthy  of  observation,  and  afford  a  gratifying  indica* 
lion  that  the  blessing  of  God  has,  in  some  measure,  accompanied 
the  labors  which  have  been  bestowed  in  their  behalf.  In  addition 
to  the  Sunday  School,  which  has  never  been  in  a  more  flourishing 
condition,  both  in  numbers  and  interest,  there  is  a  Bible  and 
Catechetical  Class,  numbering  25,  under  the  instruction  of  the 
Bector. 

Owing  to  the  requisite  repairs  of  the  church,  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  year  have  been  unusually  large  ;  yet  for  a  Parish 
so  limited  in  its  means,  the  exertions  which  have  been  made  to 
meet  them,  plainly  denote  a  healthy  condition  of  zeal  and  activity. 
Nor  can  I,  in  this  connection,  without  manifest  injustice,  fail  to 
mention,  in  terms  of  highest  commendation,  the  devoted  efforts 
qf  ladies  composing  the  Sewing  Circle,  who  have  contributed  so 
materially  to  lighten  the  burden  of  necessary  expense.  To  their 
persevering  labors  and  generous  spirit,  the  Church  has,  in  years 
past,  been  largely  indebted  for  pecuniary  assistance.  It  b  be* 
lieved  that  during  the  ensuing  year,  still  brighter  prospects  will 
open  gpon  us.

On 
die  first  Sunday  in  Licnt,  the  Rev.  William  Flint,  of  Erie,  Penn- 
sylvania, took  charge  of  the  Church  as  its  Rector ;  and  under  his 
ministrations,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  the  members  of  the  Parish 
confidently  look  forward  to  a  realization  of  that  prosperity  and 
active  usefulness,  which  through  adverse  circumstances  have 
heretofore  been  denied  to  this  branch  of  the  Church. 

The  undersigned  are  happy  in  being  able  to  report,  that^  though 
itiU  laboring  under  heavy  embarrassment,  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Church  is  steadily  improving,  and  that  at  the  present  time, 
it  presents  a  more  favorable  and  encouraging  aspect  than  at  any 
former  period  since  the  erection  of  our  church. 

Notwithstanding  the  statement  in  the  report  of  1844,  that  there 
was  not  at  that  time  "  a  dollar  of  encumbrance  on  the  church 
property,''  and  the  further  representation  of  the  report  of  1851, 
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that  cfuring  the  ministrations  and  through  **  the  personal  instni- 
mentality,"  of  the  late  Rector,  *^  nearly  ten  thousand  dollars  had 
heen  collected  for  parochial  henefit,*'  the  undersigned  find  from 
an  examination  of  the  fiscal  afiairs  of  the  church  in  1847,  that, 
on  the  first  of  October  in  that  year,  the  actual  pecuniary  liabil* 
ities  of  the  Parish  amounted  to  $9000.  For  the  greater  conyen* 
ience  and  better  security  of  all  parties,  these  liabilities,  including 
a  considerable  lien  on  the  pews,  were  in  that  year  consolidated 
in  a  mortgage  on  the  building. 

In  April,  1850,  through  the  personal  exertions  of  the  gentlemen 
of  the  Vestry,  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  $4500,  pajrable 
prospectively  and  at  fixed  periods,  were  obtained  towards  the 
liquidation  of  the  mortgage.  Four  thousand  dollars  of  this  sum 
were  generously  contributed  within  the  Parish.  Three  thousand 
dollars  of  the  amount  have  been  collected,  and  endorsed  on  tho 
mortgage  note;  the  balance  of  $1500  will  be  paid  at  the  stipu- 
lated periods.  There  will  then  remain,  as  a  debt  on  the  churcb, 
unprovided  for,  the  sum  of  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.

In  addition  to  the  above  report  of  moneys,  a  lai^  amount  hM 
been  contributed  by  several  gentlemen  of  the  Parish,  for  chuidi 
purposes,  justly  representing  the  liberality  of  the  Parish,  bat 
which  cannot  be  embodied  in  the  list  of  contributions.  They  are 
known  to  reach  hundreds.

There  have  been  the  regular  public  services  throughout  the 
year  on  Sundays,  and  also  those  which  are  customary  during 
Lent.  Had  circumstances  permitted,  the  Rector  would  have 
wished  to  increase  the  number  of  the  latter  services,  and  also  to 
have  a  regular  weekly  lecture,  at  least,  during  a  part  of  the  year, 
and  in  addition,  one  monthly,  preparatory  to  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion. Such  services  he  deems  highly  desirable  in  promoting  the 
spiritual  interests  of  a  church  and  congregation.  The  Sunday 
School  has  been  maintained  with  commendable  zeal.  A  Bible 
clasB  has  been  regularly  held,  and  well  attended  by  the  teachers, 
to  wliom  the  Bector  desires  to  express  his  thanks  for  their  fidelity 
and  devotion  to  one  of  the  best  of  causes.  A  large  part  of  the 
debt  of  the  Church  has  been  paid  off  this  year.  To  further  this 
obfect,  the  ladies  of  this  Parish  held  a  fair  last  winter,  which  gave 
■obstantial  aid.  The  spirit  and  energy  manifested  by  them,  on 
that  and  other  occasions,  their  forwardness  to  promote  every  good 
object,  and  their  readiness,  ^'according  to  their  measure,  and  be- 
yond their  measure,''  to  cooperate  on  any  plan  for  the  interests 
of  the  Parish,  call  for  the  gratitude  of  the  Bector,  which  he  de- 
Kghts  to  render.  A  like  spirit  has  been  shown- on  the  part  of  the

There  is  but  little  to  report  to  the  Convention  respecting  this 
parish.  So  far  as  we  can  judge,  there  is  but  little  prospect,  of 
the  services  of  the  Church  being  sustained.  In  the  town  of 
Marshfield,  containing  a  population  of  about  sixteen  hundred, 
there  are  eight  houses  of  worship ;  four  of  which  are  in  the  small 
village  where  Trinity  Church  is  situated.*  The  congregations 
are  all  small.     It  is  a  question  with  the  proprietors  of  Trinity 

Church,  whether  it  is  not  best  to  dispose  of  the  building.    When

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occasional  services  are  held,  on  Sunday  afternoon,  there  are  ful 
congregations,  although  principally  composed  of  those  who  an 
not  connected  with  our  Church.

The  Bishop  having  been  prevented  from  making  his  osnal 
visitation  at  Plymouth,  this  spring,  there  have  been  none  confinn* 
ed.  One,  at  least,  will,  however,  be  presented,  it  is  hoped,  when 
the  Bishop  visits  us,  during  the  summer,  as  he  proposes  to  da 

The  few  and  feeble  results  of  this  yearns  labor  greatly  disap- 
point both  minister  and  people.  We  trust  we  feel  this  reproof 
for  our  want  of  faith.  It  is  true  we  have  faith  in  the  future; 
but  we  have  not  the  faith  which  supports  present  exertion.  May 
this,  our  great  failing,  be  corrected  the  coming  year. 

Services  have  been  maintained  regularly  throughout  the  year, 
since  the  ordination  of  the  Rector  to  the  Priesthood,  in  September 
last.  The  Communion  has  been  regularly  administered  every 
month.  This  has  greatly  improved  the  strength  of  the  Parish. 
The  general  attendance  has  rather  fallen  off  during  the  year,  but 
the  strength  of  the  Parish  has,  nevertheless,  increased.  Some, 
who  have  attended  church,  for  the  want  of  what  they  liked  better, 
have  found  their  wants  satisfied  by  the  reorganization  of  the  Flee 
Will  Baptist,  and  of  the  Methodist  societies.  Moreover  certain 
persons  of  skeptical  views,  styling  themselves  Christians,  hold 
meetings  every  Sunday,  which  collect  many  who  might  go  else- 
where. 
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We  are  sadly  hindered  in  our  wcnrk  for  the  want  of  a  place  where 
we  may  call  together  those  careless  ones,  who  hare  no  fixed  faith, 
and  those  who  oppose  us  through  ignorance.  Could  a  chapel  with 
a  rectory  attached,  be  erected  at  some  central  point,  this  parish 
would  be  soon  fully  established. 

The  Ladies*  Society  has  now,  it  is  hoped,  ibeen  formed,  on  a 
permanent  basis.  It  is  truly  the  day  of  small  things,  but  yet  some- 
thing has  been  done ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  something  will  con- 
tinue  to  be  done,  systematically. 

The  increase  of  the  strength  of  the  Parish  may  be  seen  in  the 
increased  amount  of  the  contributions.  Quarterly  collections  have 
been  taken  for  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions ;  and  some,  who 
before  had  neglected  to  pay  what  was  justly  due  us,  in  the  rent  of 
pews,  or  to  unite,  in  the  contributions,  have  this  year  performed 
their  duty,  to  some  degree.  It  is,  however,  hoped  that  they  are  not 
satisfied  with  what  they  have  done. 

The  general  state  of  religion  in  Plymouth  is,  perhaps,  worse 
than  in  any  town  in  New  England,  of  the  same  size  and  advantages. 
This  is  said,  not  only  upon  the  personal  knowledge  of  the  Rector, 
but  also  upon  assurances  given  him  by  capable  and  uninterested 
persons,  or  by  persons  who  vrould  be  likely  to  speak  more  favor- 
ably of  the  land  of  their  forefathers,  if  they  could. 

The  plastering  of  the  church  is  in  rather  an  unfortunate  con- 
dition, and  general  repairs  will  soon  be  absolutely  necessary.  Our 
church,  too,  has  sufiered,  in  common  with  some  other  church 
buildings,  in  neighboring  towns,  from  the  depredations  of  sacrile- 
gious thieves.  During  the  night  of  the  6th  of  April,  the  church 
was  entered  and  robbed  of  a  beautiful  silk  damask  Altar  cloth,  a 
present  from  the  parish  of  St  Paul's,  Dedham,  and  formerly  the 
property  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston.  It  was  a  relic  of  the  old 
Colonial  Church,  valuable  for  its  associations,  as  well  as  for  its  in- 
trinsic worth.  The  robber  made  his  exit  through  one  of  the 
large  windows  of  the  church,  cutting  himself  badly  with  the  glass 
and  the  metallic  sash.  No  clue  to  the  perpetrator  of  this  sacri- 
]q^,  has  yet  been  found ;  and  the  expense  of  repairing  the  dam- 
age falls  upon  the  parish  at  rather  an  unfortunate  point  in  its 
progress* 
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The  opinion  which  was  expressed,  in  our  last  year's  report,  is 
only  strengthened  by  another  yearns  experience.  This  station 
must  be  maintained  for  some  years  to  come,  upon  the  same 
ground  with  our  missionary  stations  in  foreign  lands.  The  time 
will  come,  when  God  will  bless  his  Zion  here ;  and,  when  it 
comes,  there  will  be  made  a  full  return  of  all  that  has  been  done 
for  us.  The  Church  has  taken  deep,  and  firm  root,  in  Plymouth, 
and  is  destined  to  attain  a  wide-spreading  growth  in  time  to  come. 
But,  as  the  motto  is  ^'  slow  but  sure,^'  so  there  is  required  a  gpod 
degree  of  that  patience  which  can  *^  ivailJ**

There  has  been  no  material  change  in  the  condition  of  this 
parish  since  the  last  annual  Convention.  The  Kev.  Mr.  Hudson 
continued  to  officiate  till  the  month  of  September ;  since  which 
the  service  has  for  the  most  part  been  conducted  by  a  layman. 
The  Wardens  and  Vestry  are  endeavoring  to  obtain  the  services 
of  a  resident  Rector,  who,  it  is  hoped,  may  be  enabled,  by  the 
divine  blessing,  to  strengthen  the  things  that  remain  and  are

In  addition 
to  our  Parish  Sunday  School,  there  is  a  missionary  Sunday 
School  still  kept  up,  at  "  Oakland,'*  a  village  three  miles  from 
the  chuieh,  numbering  about  60  scholars. 

I  would  take  this  occasion  to  thank  the  Parish  most  sincerely 
finr  the  comfortable  and  convenient  home  which  has  been  pro- 
vided for  me,  and  for  those  who  shaU  come  after  me.

On  the  fir^t  of  April  last,  I  assumed  the  Rectorship  of  this  Par- 
ish, to  which,  in  a  former  connection,  the  first  five  years  of  my 
Biinistry  were  devoted. 

I  am  unable  to  give  the  statistics  of  the  last  year  accurately, 
and  therefore  omit  them  altogether.  T^e  Parish  has  had  many 
ehanges,  and  its  full  share  of  discouragements,  and  has  met  its 
own  demands  with  a  most  liberal  hand.

In  addition  to  the  above,  a  balance  of  about  9150.00  has  been 
raised  to  make  up  a  deficiency  foi^  an  organ  ;  also,  9S07.00,  \ff 
the  Ladies^  Sewing  Circle,  for  furnishing  the  church,— whick 
makes  the  whole  sum  raised  by  this  Parish  the  past  year,  (over 
and  above  the  ordinary  expenses,)  8498.68. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  new  church,  (in  February  last,  when 
it  was  consecrated),  the  attendance  has  much  increased  ;  the  Sun* 
day  School  is  larger,  and  the  teachers,  it  is  believed,  never  labor* 
ed  more  faithfully  in  their  work ;  and  the  whole  prospect,  as  it 
regards  this  church,  is  greatly  encotiraging.  We  now,  through 
the  Divine  blessing,  have  an  edifice  every  way  suited  to  the  pur> 
poses  of  an  Episcopal  congregation,— not  only  of  sufficient  siase, 
but  chaste  and  church-like.  The  lecture-room,  however,  in  the 
basement  is  not  finished  off.  For  the  many  liberal  benefactions, 
bestowed  for  this  church,  both  within  and  out  of  our  own  Com* 
munion,  the  Rector  heartily  unites  with  his  people  in  thanksgiviogi 
to  God.  Among  the  donations  abroad,  we  have  had  presented  an 
elegant  surplice  by  two  ladies  of  St.  Michaers  Church,  Bristol,  R.I., 
many  years  well  known  in  this  region  for  numerous  like  favors ; 
a  Bible  for  the  pulpit,  by  a  lady  ^*  who  followeth  not  with  us  ;**  a 
richly  bound  Bible  and  Prayer  Books  for  the  desk  and  chancel, 
by  a  Clergyman  of  our  Church  in  Boston.

Our  num- 
ber of  Communicants  is  less  than  has  been  before  reported,  but 
still,  if  the  Missionary  assistance  which  we  still  need,  be  continued, 
encouraging  indications  are  not  wanting. 

The  Ladies^  Sewing  Circle  have,  during  the  past  year,  continued 
their  commendable  work,  and  have  recently  voted  to  appropriate 
the  funds  in  their  treasury  to  the  painting  of  the  church.

From  the  resignation  of  the  former  Rector,  in  October,  1849, 
to  August  1850)  services  were  entirely  discontinued  in  this  parish, 
and  the  Sunday  School  and  congregation,  then  large  and  flourish- 
ing, were  scattered — a  blow  from  which  the  Parish  has  not  yet 
recovered. 

At  the  last  named  date,  in  accordance  with  the  general  desire, 
services  were  resumed  ;  the  Parish  depending  upon  lay-reading 
and  such  occasional  aid  from  Clergymen  as  they  were  able  to 
procure. 

In  July  1851,  the  present  incumbent  took  charge  of  the  Parish 
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and  a  renewed  effort  was  made  to  erect  a  church.  Arailable 
subscriptions  to  the  amonnt  of  #4100  were  obtained  within  the 
Parish. 

Hitherto  difficulties,  seemingly  insurmountable  and  which  only 
those  can  appreciate  who  have  been  obliged  to  encounter  them, 
have  prevented  the  obtaining  of  an  eligible  location.  It  is  only 
within  the- present  week  that  we  have  been  able  to  see  the  way 
clear,  and  to  contract  for  a  lot  in  every  respect  desirable,  in  the 
very  heart  of  the  town. 

The  contracts  for  the  erection  of  the  church  are  now  being 
made,  and  by  the  next  Convention  we  hope  to  report  the  church 
completed  and  consecrated. 

The  Liadies*  Sewing  Circle  deserve  great  credit  for  their  untir- 
ing zeal,  having  raised  during  the  year  upwards  of  two  hundred 
dollars  towards  furnishbg  the  church  and  other  purposes. 

The  state  of  the  Parish  is  as  favorable  as  we  ean  expect,  see- 
ing we  have  no  resting  place  for  the  ark  of  God.

This  little  band  of  Christian  women  have  pursued,  during  the 
past  year,  the  even  tenor  of  their  way  with  much  zeal  and  with 
great  unanimity  of  feeling  and  exertion.  They  have  set  an 
example  most  worthy  to  be  followed  by  all  who  would  quietly  and 
unobtrusively  glorify  God  in  all  they  do.  The  Lord  reward 
them  for  all  their  work  and  labor  of  love. 

The  Sunday  School  has  suffered  froin  removals,  and  during 
the  winter  was  oAen  small  from  prevailing  sickAess  or  bad 
weather.    Usual  attendance  from  25  to  80. 
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Looking  back  upon  the  past  history  of  this  Parish  and  compar- 
ing it  with  our  present  condition  and  prospects,  we  have  reason 
to  be  encouraged.  Our  progress,  indeed,  has  not  been  equal  to 
oar  anticipations ;  still  progress  has  been  made,  and  the  Parish 
is  growing  in  numbers  and  stability.  Holding,  as  we  believe,  an 
even  and  onwearied  course,  between  opposite  and  dangerous  ex- 
tietfies — we  cannot  but  think  that  the  day  will  come,  when  the 
daiiiis  of  our  Church  shall  be  more  extensively  regarded  by  the 
influential  and  the  wealthy  of  our  community.

It  is  with  heartfelt  emotions  of  gratitude  to  the  Giver  of  ^*  eveiy 
good  and  every  perfect  gift  '*  that  we  record  tokens  of  the  libera 
aiity  of  friends  of  the  Parish  from  abroad : — $500  from  otir  be- 
loved Diocesan  towards  the  enlargment ;  and  from  A-  Buody« 
Esq.,  of  Rochester,  W.  N.  T.,  9390  towards  enabling  us  to 
secure  in  exchange  for  our  old  organ  a  larger  and  finer  inatia- 
ment,  better  adapted  to  the  increased  capacity  of  the  building. 

It  may  be  proper  to  state,  that  the  diminished  total  of  o<MB-

A  yearns  experience  enables  me  to  speak  more  advisedly  and 
diseriminateiy  of  the  field  of  labor  in  which  the  Providence  of 
(jod  has  placed  me. 

To  ^  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church ''  in 
this  cure,  as  required  by  the  canons,  it  is  essential,  correctly 
ftrst  to  understand  the  moral  and  physical  features  which  charac- 
terize this  region  and  population.  This  is  grazing  country,  inhabited 
chiefly  by  farmers ;  its  rugged  and  broken  surface  more  favorable 
to  health  than  the  accumulation  of  wealth.  Hence  the  enter- 
prrising  emigrate, — and  those  who  remain,  by  rigid  economy  and 
hard  labor,  can  obtain  from  their  farms  scarcely  more  than 
sufficient  for  the  support  of  their  families,  and  if  any  finally 
become  rich,  it  is  generaUy  by  parsimony  and  self-denial,  or  by 
engaging  in  some  speculation  foreign  to  their  regular  bosiness. 
We  feel  less  surprise  therefore  in  finding  the  amount  which  even 
those  who  love  the  gospel  and  desire  its  privileges,  think  them- 
•elves  abfo  to  oontrilrate  for  Its  support,  exoeedingly  small, — ^far 
leas  than  the  *^  widowV  mite.'* 

Moreover,  emigration  and  death  are  constantly  diminishing  the 
strength  of  the  small  band  which  still  rally  around  the  standard 
of  Christianity.  During  the  past  year,  from  these  and  other 
causes,  nine  have  been  taken  from  the  number  of  communicants 
in  these  two  Parishes.  Nor  do  these  adverse  causes  operate  less 
un&vorably  upon  other  Christian  bodies,  than  upon  our  own. 
Several  sects,  once  zealous  and  prosperous,  have  abandoned  the 
field.  Their  meeing  houses,  scattered  over  the  country,  stand 
unoccupied,  except  by  occasional  serviced.  And  as  they  had  no 
written  Liturgy  to  fix  any  certain  faith  upon  the  mefnory  and  the 
Aeorf,  so  they  \e[i  their  descendants  to  be  blown  about  by  every 
wind  of  doctrine  and  cunning  craf\iness  of  the  adversary. 

But  there  are  other  circumstances  which  operate  with  still 
greater  and  more  alarming  influence ;  circumstances  which  appeal 
strongly  to  Christian  sympathy,  and  emphatically  stamp  this  field 
as  missionary  ground. 

Great  as  is  the  reputation  of  the  Puritan  forefathers  for  piety 
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and  exemplary  morals,  among  this  portion  of  their  descendants 
we  behold  a  woful  reaction.  Few  heads  of  families  are  profes* 
sors  of  religion  of  any  denominatloa ;— ^few  families  are  regular 
attendants  on  Public  Worship  on  the. Lord's  Day,  px  manifest  any 
strong  interest  in  sustaining  the  institutions  of  religion.  *Heiice 
the  Sabbath  is  openly  desecrated,— -the  youth  are  not  xestrained 
and  instructed  *^  in  the  way  they  sljiould  go,''  and  sceptical  senti* 
nients,  if  not  open  infidelity,  may  often  be  detected*  In  such  a 
state  of  society,  it  is  manifest,  that  if  the  gospel  be  proclaimed 
and  its  soul-redeeming  truths  be  applied  to  the  salvation  of  these 
travellers  to  eternity,  it  must  be  sustained  chiefly  from  abroad. 
And  now  comes  the  question^  Shall  it  be  so  sustained  ?  Will  the 
Church  of  the  Blessed  Bedeeroer,  whose  conuni^sion,  la  ^^  Preach 
the  gospel  to  every  creature,"  plant  her  standard  among  these 
hills,  i^d  strive  to  lead  "the  blind  by  the.  way  they  know  not,"  to 
the  feet  of  their  Saviour  and  the  waters  of  eternal  life  ;^-or  will 
she  forget  her  high  commission  ^nd  leave  these  sheep  to  wander 
in  the  mountains,  destitute  of  wholesome  gospel  food  and  a  ^^,  form 
of  sound  words,"  and  finally  to  booomo  a  prey  to  him,  "  who  as 
a  roaring  lion  walketh  there^  seeking  whom  he  may  devour."

The  undersigned,  late  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Med  ford,  re- 
spectfully reports,. that  during  the  last  summer,  the  Parish  with 
which  he  was  connected,  lost  more  than  half  of  its  available  re- 
sources and  strength  by  the  pecuniary  losses,  removal  or  death 
of  its  supporters.  In  its  weakened  state,  difficulties  occurred 
which  led  to  the  resignation  of  the  Rector.  This  took  place 
Feb.  18,  1852.  The  regular  annua!  report  of  Grace  Church  will 
be  rendered  by  the  present  officiating  minister. 

Subjoined  is  a  comparative  view  of  the  statistics  of  the  Parish 
during  the  three  years  of  its  existence,  which  have  been  reported. 

The  Journal  of  1849  reports  59  parishes  in  the  Diocese  ;  of 
which  18  have  more  baptised,  7  more  confirmed,  and  32  have 
larger  contributions  for  religious  purposes,  than  Grace  Church. 

The  Journal  of  1850  reports  62  parishes,  of  which  7  have 
more  baptised ;  16  more  confirmed  and  33  larger  contributioDS. 

The  Journal  of  1851  reports  62  parishes  ;  of  which  23  hare 
more  baptised,  7  more  confirmed  and  21  larger  contributions. 

In  this  account  is  reckoned  the  Confirmation  of  last  November, 
not  reported  in  the  Journal,  though  belonging  to  that  year ;  another 
class  for  Confirmation  being  in  a  state  of  preparation,  at  the  time  of 
the  late  Rector's  resignation,  for  the  spring  visitation  of  the 
Bishop.  It  may  be  added,  that  notwithstanding  the  losses  of  the 
Parish,  there  has  been  a  small  but  steady  accession  to  the  con- 
gregation ;  amounting  during  the  year  1851  to  more  than  25 
persons ;  and  that  not  a  single  instance  of  voluntary  secession 
from  the  Parish  is  known  to  have  occurred,  from  its  establish- 
ment. 

Since  resigning  the  rectorship  of  Grace  Church,  the  under- 
signed has  been  almost  constantly  occupied,  in  supplying  the 
pulpits  of  vacant  parishes.    He  has  baptised  3  infants,  buried  1, 
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and  solemnized   one  marriage ;    all  of  which  are  noted  in  the 
records  of  Grace  Church.

ABTICLX  I. 


This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  Greneral 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

ARTICLE   II. 

There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in 
every  year,  unless  a  difierent  time  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a 
preceding  Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it.  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Stand* 
ing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention. 
Provided,  always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special 
Convention,  other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such 
Convention. 

ABTICLE   III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay* 
men. 

The  Bishop  and  the  assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention.     Every  other  clergy- 
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man  of  the  Church  of  whatever  order,  being  a  settled  minister, 
or  regularly  officiating  in  some  parish  within  this  Commonwealth ; 
or  being  a  President,  Professor,  Tutor  or  Instructor  in  some  Col- 
lege or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions ; 
or  beiag  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
autbority  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public 
iastitution,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention, 
if  he  have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within 
this  State,  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been 
canonically  instituted.     Provided,  however,  that  no  clergyman 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall,  by 
reaaon  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Every  parish  in  this  Commonwealth,  in  union  with  this  Con* 
irention,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment; signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Pbrish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
Or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro- 
vided, that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  dele- 
gUte  unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  which  he 
represents.  The  delegation  from  each  parish  shall  be  entitled  on 
a  division,  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention, 
OQ  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have  laid 
before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the  War- 
dens and  Vestry,  that  they  have  been  duly  organized  for  the 
Space  of  one  year,  and  during  that  time  have  held  regular  public 
services,  and  accede  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Church. 

ARTICLE    V. 

The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convention. 

•10 
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But  in  case  of  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall 
elect  a  president  from  among  the  clergy. 

ARTICLE  vi. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  An- 
nual Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

ARTICE   VIl. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  present  on  due  notification, 
and  duly  organized,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the 
ordinary  business  of  the  Convention.  The  clergy  and  lay  dele-' 
gates  shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vole  as  such,  except 
when  a  division  is  called  for  by  three  clerical  members,  or  by  the 
lay  delegations  from  three  parishes  represented  in  the  Conven- 
tion ;  in  which  case  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers; three  clergymen  and  three  laymen.  They  shall  keep 
regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.     A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  article, 
except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention ;  nor  unless  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  least  one  annual  meeting 
previous  to  its  adoption. 
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Sanon  of  1828, 

AMENDED  IN  THE  CONVENTION  OF  1849. 

Respecting  Contingent  Expenses. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in 
this  State,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as  one 
per  centum  on  the  salary  of  its  minister ;  and  those  parishes  which 
are  destitute  of  a  clergyman,  and  which  are  represented' by  lay  del- 
egates in  the  Convention,  shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annually, 
or  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the 
same ;   and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  certify  in  his 
annual  report  what  parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the 
requisitions  of  this  canon.     The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriation 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Standing^Committee,  or  of  such 
committee  as  shall  be  appointed   by  the  Convention;  and  the 
Ibllowing  appropriations  shall  always  be  deemed  proper,  namely  : 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Convention ; 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  such  clerical  members  of  the 
Convention  as  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  same,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  one  year ;   to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  clerical    delegates  to  the  General    .Triennial 
Convention,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  clerical 
delegate  ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the  Church  in  this  State  to 
the  General  Convention,  such  sums  as  shall  enable  them  to  pay 
the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  Churches  in  this  State  by  each 
Qeneral  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof;  and  to 
pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  this  Convention,  and  such  other 
publications  as  shall  be  published  by  order  of  this  Convention  ; 
and  every  parish  shall  be  entitled  to  five  copies,  at  least,  of  every 
publication  printed  by  order  of  the  Convention. 

But  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from 
the  Contingent  Fund,  unless  the  parish  of  which  he  is  the  minis- 
ter shall  have  paid  its  annual  quota  of  one  per  centum^  or  send  a 
certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  it  is  unable  to  pay  the  same.  Neither 
shall  any  parish,  thus  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  Canon,  reeeive  more  than  five  copies  of  the  Journal. 
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<Kanon  of  i844. 

Respecting  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  FkuuL 

In  every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  a  collection  shall  be  annually 
made  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasorer  of  the 
Trustees  of  Donations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
Commonwealth,  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese ;  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
report  annually  to  this  Convention,  the  amount  by  him  received 
from  each  parish. 

Satuintt  of  1846, 

AMENDED   IN   THE   CONVENTION   OF    1852. 

I. 

Of  proceedings  in  the  case  oj  a  Minister^  not  being  a  Bishop^ 
accused  hy  public  rumor  or  otherwise  of  offences  for  which  he 
may  be  tried. 

Sect.  1.  The  tnode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  Minister,  for 
any  offence  for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  Greneral  Convention  or 
of  this  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable  to  be  tried,  shall  be  at 
follows : 

Information  of  his  offence  shall  first  be  given  in  writing  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  which  information,  any  member  of  this 
Church  is  hereby  declared  competent  to  give.  The  Standing 
Committee  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  a  preliminary  consideration 
of  the  case ;  and  in  their  discretion,  if  they  see  fit,  may  make  a 
formal  presentment  of  the  ofience  to  the  Bishop. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the 
Bishop,  stating  the  charges  made  against  the  accused,  with  [^>eei- 
fications  as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances ;  and  any  of  the 
specifications  in  said  presentment  may  be  amended  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Judge  Advocate,  as  the  Court  may  order ;  and 
in  case  there  shall  ,be  no  Bishop,  or  in  case  the  Bishop  shall  be 
implicated  in  the  ofience,  or  shall  be  related  to  the  accused  by 
consanguinity  or  affinity,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  tbeii 
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request  the  Bishop  of  some  other  Diocese  to  receive  the  present- 
ment, who,  upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee,  ma^r 
proceed  in  the  case,  and  exercise  the  same  powers  as  belong,  or 
are  granted,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Sect.  2.  Any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop, 
accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  of  any  offence  or  offences 
for  which  he  may  be  tried  as  aforesaid,  may,  for  himself,  request 
the  Standing  Committee  to  institute  such  examination  and  inquiry 
respecting  the  truth  of  the  charges  against  him ;  and,  in  such 
case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  institute 
such  examination  and  inquiry,  and  to  proceed  in  like  manner,  as 
18  provided  in  section  first  of  the  Canon. 

II. 
Of  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman^  not  being  a  Bishop. 

Sect.  1.     Upon  such  presentment  being  made  by  the  Standing 

Committee,  as  is  provided  in  the  foregoing  Canon,  the  Bishop 

ahall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  cause  a  copy  of  such  presentment  to 

be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  nine  Presbyters 

of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being 

parties  to  the  presentment,  nor  witnesses  in  the  case,. and  shall 

oause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall, 

within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of  them,  and 

notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop  ;  and  if  he  shall  not 

give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  said  thirty  days,  the 

Bishop  shall  then  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall 

fbrnn  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sect.  2.  The  Court,  thus  constituted,  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  within  the  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall 
have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place, 
within  the  Diocese,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  ;  and  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
time  of  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sect.  3.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
aiud  Court,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  those  who 
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do  atteadi  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  or  being  not  leu  than 
three  lo  number,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed,  in  cate 
they  shall  see  fit,  to  a  hearing  and  trial  of  the  case  ;  and  their  de- 
cision, if  unanimous,  shall  be  as  binding  as  if  the  whole  Court  had 
been  present ;  but  in  case  their  decision  shall  not  be  unanimoui, 
the  Bishop  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  accused,  or  c^  the  Scandiag 
Committee,  order  a  new  trial. 

Sjbct.  4.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  troth  of 
the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  shall,  in  writing, 
certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  and  state  their  opinion  as  to  the 
sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence,  in  the  manner  hereinaAar 
provided.  And  if  a  clergyman  presented  as  aforesaid,  aAsr 
having  had  due  notice,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the 
Court  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  unless  prevented  by 
sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the 
exercise  of  his  clerical  functions  for  the  term  of  six  months ;  and 
if  during  that  period,  he  shall  not  apply  for  a  trial,  he  shall  then 
be  degraded  from  the  ministry. 

Sbgt.  5.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respec* 
lively  ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oatht, 
may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses.  If,  on  or  during  the  trial,  the 
accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the 
presentment,  the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evi* 
dence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the 
Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

Sect.  6.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishopi 
and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  mate* 
rial  witnesses  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may 
appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witnesses* 
Such  Commissary  may  be  either  a  clergyman  or  a  layman,  and 
the  party  so  applying,  shall  giye  to  the  other  at  least  »is  days* 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the 
person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  reside  mat% 
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than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  daj^s 
notice  shall  be  given  for  every  addrtional  twenty  miles  of  the  said 
distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness, 
«nd  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissary, 
mnd  enclosed  nnder  his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  0>urt,  and 
shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined 
before  such  Commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

Sect.  7.     The  Court,  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
€lie«i,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment, 
distiiietly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  gnihy  of 
sock  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which, 
in  their  opinion,  shonld  be  pronounced ;    and  a  copy  of  such 
^iecision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused ; 
mnd  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be 
delivered  to  the   Bishop,  who  shall   pronounce  such  canonical 
sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  i*  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the 
Court ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.     Before  pronouncing  any 
sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  and  any  three  or 
SM>fe  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may 
in  his  opinion  be  most  conveuient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated 
by  hiai,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all 
persona  who  may  choose  to  attend ;  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
^nd  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.    But  the  Bishop, 
if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new 
trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  of  Presbyters 
mba\\  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  con- 
ducted as  before  mentioned. 

Sect.  8.  All  citations  and  notices  contemplated  in  this  Canon 
Bhall  be  signed  by  the  Bishop,  and  may  be  served  by  a  summoner 
or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop, 
Und  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof. 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved 
by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.    A  written  citation  or  notice  de- 
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livered  to  a  party,  or  lefk  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  citation  or  notice. 

Sect.  9.  Advocates  or  Proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both 
sides,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  parties,  provided  they  are  clergymen 
canonical ly  resident  in  the  Diocese,  or  laymen  who  have  been 
communicants  of  some  parish  of  the  same,  at  least  two  years  be- 
fore the  time  of  trial.

Of  Communicants. 

Whenever  the  Bishop  shall  institute  an  inquiry  on  the  subject 
of  repelling  a  person  from  the  Holy  Communion,  according  to 
the  rubrics  and  the  canons  of  the  Greneral  Convention,  he  shall 
summon  a  council  of  two  presbyters  and  two  laymen,  of  which 
he  shall  be  president,  to  decide  upon  the  case.

AS  AHBNDED  IN  THE  CONTENTION  OF  1848. 

Of  Elections. 

The  deputies  to  the  General  Convention  from  this  Diocese  shall 
be  chosen  at  the  meeting  of  this  Convention  holden  in  each  year 
of  the  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  ;  who  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  meeting  of  this  Convention,  next  preceding 
the  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  on  the  third  year 
next  ader  their  election,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their 
place. 

Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  delegation  shall  be  filled  at  the 
next  ensuing  meeting  of  this  Convention ;  and  appointments  for 
the  interval  may  be  made  by  the  Standing  Committee,  at  a  meet- 
ing specially  convened  for  that  purpose.

Cf  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  into  union  xoith  the  Con» 

vention. 

All  applications  for  the  admission  of  new  parishes  into  union 
with  this  Convention  shall  be  received  and  referred  to  the  Stand* 
ing  Committee.  And  the  said  Committee  shall  examine  into  the 
circumstances  of  the  party  making  the  application,  to  ascertain 
the  number  of  Episcopalians  resident  in  the  place  where  it  is 
proposed  to  establish  a  new  parbh ;  what  resources  they  have 
from  the  establishment  of  a  neighboring  parish  already  in  exis- 
tence ;  what  the  population  of  the  town  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  establish  such  parish  may  amount  to ;  what  may  be  expected 
to  be  its  probable  increase  ;  what  is  the  number,  character,  and 
influence  of  other  Christian  denominations  in  the  a^me  place ; 
and  what  are  the  resources  in  possession  of  the  applicanli, 
whereon  may  be  founded  a  reasonable  expectation  that  they  now 
ure,  or  are  likely  to  become,  within  a  reasonable  time,  a  self- 
supporting  parish ;  and  they  shall  make  report  of  the  same  to  the 
next  Convention,  with  their  opinion  thereon. 

Canon  of  Qe  <Blfeneral  eonbentfon  of  i835. 

On  the  mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  the  stats  of  l&s 

Churchy  from  time  to  time. 

Section  I.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,  from  tim6  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is 
hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  present, 
or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  an- 
nual Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is 
no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and  funerals,  and 
of  the  number  of  communicants  in  his  parish  or  Church,  and  of 
all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  slate  of  the  same; 
and  these  parochial  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop 
shall  think  fit,  shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  journals  of  the 
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CoQventioD.  And  every  other  clergyman  not  regularly  settled 
in  any  parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  to  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  his  Diocese,  the  occasional  services  he  may  have 
performed ;  and,  if  he  have  performed  no  such  services,  the 
causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same. 

HuLE  I.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  af\erwards  stand  up,  except  to  address 
the  Chair. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  Pres- 
ident, confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  others  de* 
siring  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house,  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall  vote,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  ques- 
tion,  or  shall  be  excused  by  the  Convention  for  reasons  assigned. 

Rule  II.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con* 
vention,  unless  seconded  by  a  noember  not  belonging  to  the  same 
parish  with  the  mover ;  and  every  motion,  when  required  by  any 
member,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  III.  When  the  report  of  a  committee  is  presented,  it 
shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  deter- 
mined by  the  house ;  and,  if  accompanied  by  resolutions,  the 
question  shall  be  on  adopting  them. 

Rule  IV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Convention,  it  shall 
be  in  order — 

1.  To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

2.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain  ; 

3.  To  commit ; 
.  4.  To  amend  ; 

5.  To  postpone  indefinitely  ; 
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and  a  motion  for  any  one  of  these  proceedings  may  be  considered 
as  having  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  here  named  ; 
and  a  question  on  any  of  these  proceedings  shall  be  decided  be- 
fore the  original  motion. 

HuLE  V.  An  address  or  communication  from  the  Bishop  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  time. 

Rule  VI.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  ques- 
tion, when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  VII.  The  question  of  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
order ;  and  that,  together  with  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  VIII.  When  votes  by  orders  are  taken,  they  shall  be 
entered  on  the  minutes. 

Rule  IX.  On  all  questions  of  order,  the  President  shall  de- 
cide, subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house. 

Rule  X.  A  question,  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered 
during  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  nor  unless  the  motion  to  reconsider  be  made 
and  seconded  by  members  who  voted  in  the  majority  on  the  ori- 
ginal decision.

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting 
of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  the  Bt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop,  with  several  of  the  Clergy,  and  Lay  Delegates, 
assembled  in  Trinity  Church,  at  10  o^clock,  A,  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Titus  Strong, 
D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  James's  Church,  Greenfield.  The 
Ante-Communion  Service  was  read  by  the  Bishop,  as- 
sisted in  the  Epistle  by  the  Rev.  E.  M.  P.  Wells,  D.  D., 
Minister  of  St.  Stephen's  chapel,  Boston. 

The  annual  Convention  Sermon  was  delivered  by  the 
Rev.  George  Packard,  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Law- 
rence, from  the  text,  1  Cor.  ii.  2.  "  For  I  determined  not 
to  know  any  thing  among  you,  save  Jesus  Christ  and  Him 
CrudfledJ^  After  which,  a  collection  was  made  at  the 
Offertory,  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Society  for  the  Re- 
lief of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  clergymen 
of  the  Diocese.  The  Holy  Communion  was  then  admin- 
istered to  the  Clergy,  and  to  a  large  number  of  the  Laity, 
by  the  Bishop,  assisted  in  the  distribution  of  the  elements 
by  the  Rev.  E.  M.  Porter,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  Fall  River.

Mt  bbethrkn  of  thb  Clxrgt  akd  Laitt:  — 

Let  us  thank  our  Heayenlj  Father  that,  amidst  the  ohanges 
and  chances  of  this  mortal  life,  we  have  been  permitted  onoe  more 
to  meet  together,  and  to  consult  upon  the  interests  of  that  por- 
tion of  the  Church  of  Christ  with  which  it  is  our  privilege  to  be 
connected. 

On  Thursday,  the  Sd  day  of  the  June  succeeding  oar  last  Annual 
Convention,  in  pursuance  of  the  sentence  of  an  Ecolesiastioal  Court 
which  had  met  just  before  that  time,  I  administered,  in  Christ  Ghurth 
in  this  city,  an  admonition  to  the  Kev.  Oliver  S.  Prescott,  convicted 
of  violating  a  sentence  of  suspension  for  the  period  of  six  months, 
which  had  been  pronounced  by  me  in  conformity  with  the  sentence 
of  &  previous  Court.  The  reverend  judges,  in  coming  to  their 
decision  to  recommend  thus  mild  a  penalty,  took  into  conmden- 
tion  certain  extenuating  circumstances,  which  seemed  to  justify  a 
less  severe  punishment  than  that  which  the  grave  character  of  the 
offence  would  otherwise  have  required. 

On  the  evening  of  Trinity  Sunday,  June  6, 1  confirmed  2  in  the 
Sunday  School  Boom  of  St.  John's,  East  Boston.  This  spacious  and 
convenient  room  has  been  used,  during  the  past  year,  as  the  place  of 
worship  of  the  congregation;  and  has  been  found  a  very  gratefhl 
exchange  for  the  disadvantages,  under  which  they  had  previously 
assembled  on  the  Lord's  Day.  In  the  meantime,  the  Sector  bas 
continued  his  laborious  eflforts  in  the  raising  of  funds,  wherewith 
to  complete  the  church  for  consecration;  and,  from  what  I  bate 
learned,  there  is  a  prospect  that  this  desirable  event  is  not  &r 
^Uustant.  Mr.  Allen  has  recently  resigned  the  charge  of  the  parish 
and  is  now  ofihsiating  temporarily  in  the  Diocese  of  Maine, 
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On  the  Krst  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  13, 1  ocmfirmed  11  in 
the  evening  in  St.  Paul's,  Dedham. 

On  Wednesday,  June  16,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  St.  MatthewV, 
South  Boston,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev.  John  T. 
Borrill,  Beaeon,  Reotor  of  Christ  Church,  Quincy.  The  Sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  W.  Flint,  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Charles- 
town  ;  who  also,  with  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Willson,  S.  B.  Babcook, 
Randan,  and  Clinch,  and  the  Rev.  W.  H.  C.  Robertson,  of  ihb 
Biooese  of  Maine,  united  with  me  in  the  imposition  of  hands. 

I  was  present,  in  the  following  week,  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
New  Toric  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  4, 1  confirmed  5  in 
iha  afternoon  in  St.  Luke's,  Chelsea.  To  these  is  to  be  added  one 
hoeafter  to  be  mentioned,  making  6  as  the  whole  number  confirmed 
dsring  the  year. 

On  the  morning  of  Thursday,  July  15, 1  had  the  great  pleasure  of 
laj^iBg  the  corner  stone  of  Trinity  Church,  Pawtucket.  Hiis  inteir* 
estiag  service  was  performed  in  the  presence  of  a  numerous  ass^nUage 
of  people,  and  also  of  several  clergymen  belonging,  with  one  excep- 
tion, to  the  Biocese  of  Rhode  Island.  The  Rev.  George  F.  Curiunan, 
of  the  Biooese  of  Alabama,  has  been  officiating  in  this  field  <3i£  labor 
&r  some  time  past ;  and  his  zealous  exertions  have  contributed  in  no 
small  degree,  by  God's  blessing,  to  that  event  of  commencing  the 
bmlding  of  a  parish  church,  which  gladdened  so  many  hearts  on  this 
day.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Taft,  Rector  of  the  neighboring  parish  of  St. 
Bnd's,  Pawtucket,  Rhode  Island,  kindly  assisted  me  in  the  services 
of  the  occasion.  The  chnrch,  which  is  of  stone,  will  probaUy  bd 
soon  ready  for  consecration. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  in  the  Town  Hall,  I  adminiatexed 
to  7  persons  of  the  congregation  the  rite  of  Confirmation. 

On  Wednesday,  July  28,  I  visited  St.  Paul's,  in  the  Island  of 
Nantoeket.    Jh  the  miming  of  that  day,  a  sertnon  wafl  delivered  hf 
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the  Bey.  Mr.  Clinch,  Eector  of  St.  Matthew's,  Soath  Boston;  and  I 
preached  in  the  afternoon.  I  am  glad  to  say,  that,  at  the  cost  of 
$1000,  of  which  $176  were  received  from  the  Ladies'  Misdonary 
Association  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  and  the  remainder  from 
another  source,  a  very  commodious  house,  immediately  adjoining  the 
church,  has  been  purchased  as  a  parsonage  for  this  parish.  This  gift, 
besides  promoting  greatly  the  comfort  of  the  clergyman,  will  be  a 
material  addition  to  the  resources  of  the  congregation  for  his  main- 
tenance. 

On  the  Thirteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  5, 1  preached 
in  the  morning,  and,  in  conjunction  with  the  Eector,  adminbtered  the 
Holy  Communion,  in  St.  John's,  Millville;  and  in  the  afternoon 
confirmed  11,  and  catechized  the  children  of  the  congregation.  Since 
the  last  Convention,  the  vacancy  in  the  Bectorship  of  this  parish  has 
been  filled  by  the  choice  of  the  Eev.  Spencer  M.  Bice,  from  the 
Diocese  of  Western  New  York.  St.  John's  is  now  attended  by  a  large 
oongr^tion.  A  considerable  reduction  has  been  made,  during  the 
past  year,  of  the  debt  contracted  in  the  erection  of  the  church,  and  I 
trust  that  the  desirable  event  of  its  consecration  will  soon  take  plaoe. 
A  prominent  member  of  the  parish  has  engaged,  upon  conditaon  oT 
the  discharge  of  the  indebtedness  now  existing,  to  expend  a  large  sum 
in  finishing  the  bell  turret,  and  enclosing  the  church  groimds  with  a 
stone  wall. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday,  September  8, 1  preached  in  St 
Michael's,  Marblehead.  I  was  much  gratified  to  perceive,  that,  since 
my  last  i^it  to  this  parish,  their  ancient  and  interesting  church, 
besides  having  undergone  some  needed  repairs,  had  been  newly  paint- 
ed in  the  interior,  and  ftunished  with  carpets  for  the  aisles.  Ihe 
expense  of  these  improvements  amounts  to  upwards  of  $1000,  pro- 
vided by  the  exertions  of  the  parishioners  themselves.  How  edifying 
to  those  who  witness  it  is  such  an  example  of  care  for  the  Lord's 
house;  and  how  striking  the  contrast  it  affords  with  the  apalhy  of 
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iBy  wlio,  wbile  dwelling  in  loxorioas  habitations  of  their  own,  aie 
itent  to  see  the  courts  of  the  King  of  langp  covered  witli  defile* 
nil  and  sinking  into  decay  1  I  would  also  mention,  that  the  tomb 
ihe  Bev.  Mr.  Boors,  who,  90  years  ago,  was  committed  to  his 
kT6  in  tiie  church-yard  surrounding  the  sanctuary  which  had  so 
Ml  ZQBOimded  with  his  vmce,  has  been  decentiy  repaired. 
Ja  Thursday,  September  9, 1  confirmed  2  in  the  erening  in  All 
jiIb',  Worcester.

On  Thursday,  October  7, 1  attended,  in  compliance  with  oaiynical 
notioe,  the  opening  of  the  Court  of  Bishqw  convened  fiur  the  trial  of 
the  Bight  Beverend  George  W.  Doane,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bidiop  of 
New  Jersey,  on  a  Presentment  made  by  the  Bishops  of  Virginia,  Ohio^ 
and  Ifaine.  The  Court  assembled  at  Camden,  and  after  the  first 
day  lenwved  its  sittings,  at  the  request  of  the  aooosed,  to  Burlington. 
The  decision  of  the  Court,  by  a  vote  of  8  to  6,  to  dismiss  the  Preoeat- 
menti  and  its  consequent  adjournment  without  trial  of  the  case,  on 
FEiday,  October  15,  are  fiicts  known  to  you  all ;  and,  as  my  cwft 
laasons  ftr  voting  with  the  minority  against  the  said  diflmiawil  axe 
iprsaicL  upon  the  published  record  of  the  proceedings,  I  need  not, 
CB  the  piesent  occasion,  occupy  you  any  longer  with  the  subject 

All  Saints*  Day,  Monday,  November  1,  at  an  Ordination  held  in 
Itinity  Church,  Boston,  I  admitted  the  Bev.  Charles  W.  Homer, 
Deaooo,  to  Priest's  Orders.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bev. 
Oharles  Mason ;  who  also,  with  the  Bev.  Messrs.  Smithett  and 
Gieeolea£^  united  with  me  in  the  laybg  on  of  hands.  Mr.  Homer 
is  the  successor  of  the  Bev.  Mr.  Bent  as  Bector  of  Grace  Church, 
New  Bedford ;  Mr.  Bent  having  been  compelled  by  ill  health  to 
relinquish  the  charge  of  the  parish.  He  is  now  the  Principal 
of  a  School  for  young  ladies  in  Worcester. 

On  the  Twenty-third  Sunday  after  Trinitj,  November  14,  I 
confirmed  7  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  James's,  Boxbury. 

On  Wednesday  Evening,  I>ecember  8,  in  St.  John's,  Charlestown, 
I  pceaohed  a  sermcm  on  the  subject  of  Missions  at  the  condud* 
ing  meeting  of  the  Eastern  District  Church  Missionary  Assocriatioii. 

On  Monday,  December  13, 1  confirmed  1  in  the  evening  in  the 
^usooiial  Ohi^  for  Seamen  in  Ann  street,  in  this  city. 
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On  the  Fonrdi  Sandaj  in  Advent,  Deoember  19, 1  oonfinned  2  in 
the  afternoon  in  Oraee  Ghorch,  Medford ;  and  preached  a  eeocmd 
time  in  the  same  ohorch  in  the  evening.  The  Eev.  D.  O.  Haakins 
has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  this  pasish,  and  is  now  the  Prinapal 
of  a  Sphool  for  young  ladies  in  this  cit j.  He  has  been  soooeeded  at 
Medford  bj  the  Bev.  Justin  Field. 

On  Thursday,  December  23, 1  had  the  satisfhotion  of  consecrating 
St  Paul's  Church,  Brookline,  to  the  service  and  worship  of  Almighty 
GknL  A  full  congregation,  and  a  large  number  of  the  Clergy,  were 
present  on  this  joyful  occasion.  A  more  complete  and  impreanTe 
dhurch  than  this  is  not  to  be  found  in  our  country;  and,  while  it 
does  honor  to  the  distinguished  architect  who  furnished  the  design, 
it  is  an  ornament  to  the  picturesque  locality  in  which  it  is  situated, 
and  speaks  to  the  hearts  of  all  beholders  by  its  quiet  solemnity.  This 
pious  work  is  a  pleaong  example  of  what  may  be  accomplished,  where 
the  recipients  of  the  gifts  of  Providence  are  prompted,  by  the  Holy 
Spirit,  to  sanctify  them  to  the  glory  of  the  Giver,  and  to  the  eternal 
interests  of  their  fellow-men.  Of  the  sum  of  about  827,000,  whidi 
was  the  cost  of  the  church,  with  the  organ  and  furniture,  nearly  all 
was  contributed  by  two  individuals  of  the  parish ;  one  of  whom  abo 
made  a  firee  gift  of  the  land.  The  beautiful  windows  were  the  gA 
of  various  members  of  the  parish ;  and  for  the  bell,  the  cost  of  whidi 
was  more  than  8600,  we  are  indebted  to  the  munificence  of  Hmothy 
Corey  Leeds,  Esq.,  of  Soston.  May  those  who  have  added  this 
beautiful  sanctuary  to  the  number  of  our  churches  in  this  Diocese 
find  their  reward,  while  they  live,  in  seeing  the  predous  goq>el, 
as  preached  within  its  walls,  made  "  the  power  of  Qod.  unto  salvsp 
tion"  to  many  hearts;  and  in  anticipating  the  benefits  whioh, 
throng  this  church,  shall  be  dispensed  to  ftiture  generations,  when 
tliey  themselves  shall  have  past  from  the  scene !  How  enduring  is 
the  satisfitction,  which  proceeds  from  the  consecration  of  what  we 
possess  to  the  Master's  honor!    Blessed  are  they,  who,duiiDg  tlua 
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Ideting  day  of  life,  are  living  in  ike  sense  of  their  responnbilitj. 
Of  the  nnoertainty  of  the  hoar  when  we  maybe  sommoned  to  lender 
Jsp  oor  acooonty  we  are  impressiYely  reminded  by  the  ocoasion  I  am 
reoording.  Among  those  present  on  the  morning  of  the  conseoration, 
and  taking  a  lively  and  joyoos  interest  in  all  the  services,  was  Mr. 
Chandler  Howard,  one  of  the  Vestry  of  the  parish.  Ton  are  all 
aware  that,  shortly  afterwards,  by  a  deplorable  casoalty,  this  inter- 
esting person,  in  the  morning  of  life,  and  in  the  fulness  of  hope  and 
proBuse,  was  snddenly  removed  from  his  fiunily,  his  friends,  and  the 
servioeB  of  the  Chnroh  below,  to  the  eternal  world.  While,  concern* 
ing  his  departure,  we  are  oalled  to  sorrow  not  as  those  '*  which  have 
no  hope,"  we  are  at  the  same  time  fhmished,  in  the  event,  with  a 
sfankiBg  memento  of  the  vaniiy  of  lifb,  and  of  the  infinite  importance 
of  ^  using,  as  not  abasing,"  a  world,  the  *'  fiishion"  of  which  "  pass- 
eOi  away." 

I  take  tSus  opportunity  of  saying,  that  the  Bev.  William  Horton 
has  reogned  the  charge  of  this  parish,  and  that  the  Bev.  John  S. 
Stone,  D.  D.,lias  been  dioeen  Rector  in  his  place.  Mr.  HortoUi 
daring  the  past  winter,  has  been  officiating  in  St.  Peter's,  Salem ; 
the  Bector  of  which,  the  B«v.  William  B.  Babcock,  has,  I  regret 
deejdy  to  say,  been  constrained  by  the  state  of  his  health  to  tender 
his  resignation,  and  is  now  travelling  in  Europe.  Mr.  Horton  is  at 
present  officiating  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  in  place  of  the  Bev. 
John  Cotton  Smith,  who,  rince  the  last  Convention,  has  entered  upon 
the  office  of  Assistant  Minister  on  the  Oreene  Foundation ;  but  who 
is  temporarily  disabled  by  ill  health. 

On  the  evening  of  the  Sunday  after  Christmas  Day,  December  26, 1 
had  the  pleasure  of  being  present  at  the  Annual  Examination,  in  the 
Church  of  the  Messiah,  Boston,  of  the  Sunday  School  connected  with 
that  parish ;  and,  after  an  address  by  the  Bev.  Dr.  Wells,  made  a 
short  appeal  to  the  large  congregation  assembled,  on  the  importance 
of  the  trainingof  the  young  in  scriptural  knowledge.j 
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On  the  evening  of  the  First  Sondaj  after  the  Epiphany,  Jannaiy 
9, 1853, 1  confinned  17  in  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  Boston.  Of  these, 
4  were  attendants  at  St.  Stephen's,  and  13  at  St.  Mary's  Free  Church 
for  Sailors  in  Bichmond  street.  As  this  latter  parish,  which  was 
organized  before  the  meetmg  of  the  last  Convention,  was  in  posses- 
sion, at  the  time  of  this  Confirmation,  of  a  place  of  worship  of  iti 
own,  it  becomes  necessary  for  me  to  state  the  reason  for  which  I 
dedmed  performing,  within  the  walls  of  that  church,  tlie  service  just 
mentioned.  Under  ordinary  circumstances,  and  where  no  special 
reasons  prevent,  I  feel  it  to  be  my  duty,  on  all  occasions  of  Confir- 
mation for  a  parish  which  has  been  admitted  into  union  with  the 
Convention  of  this  Diocese,  to  administer  the  rite  in  the  place  occupi- 
ed by  them  for  public  worship.  In  regard  to  parishes  which  have 
not  been  so  admitted,  I  consider  myself  at  full  liberty  to  act  accord- 
ing to  the  circumstances  of  the  case.  St.  Mary's  Church  for  Sailors 
was  not  in  union  with  the  Convention ;  and,  entertaining  a  strong 
conviction  of  its  incompatibility  with  the  welfare  of  the  Chapel  for 
Seamen  in  Ann  street, — and  of  its  disorganizing  character,  aa  an 
establishment  conflicting  with  the  operations  of  the  Bbard  of  Mis- 
dons  to  Seamen,  created  by  this  Convention, — ^I  thought  it  right  to 
confirm  the  candidates  presented  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Bobinson,  the 
Bector,  in  some  other  church.  And  my  view  of  the  whole  eubjeet 
remains  unchanged. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  16,  in  the 
Church  of  the  Messiah,  Boston,  I  confirmed  in  the  evening  12 
persons ;  one  of  whom  was  from  Christ  Church,  Cambridge. 

On  Monday,  January  17,  I  confirmed,  at  her  residence,  a  sick 
parishioner  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  in  Lent,  February  20, 1  confirmed  5  in  the 
afternoon  in  St.  John's,  Jamaica  Plain. 

On  Friday,  February  25,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Trinity  Church, 
Boston,  I  admitted  to  Priest^s  Orders  the  Bev.  Messrs.  John  P. 
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Hobbttd,  and  Arohihald  M.  Morrison,  Deacons ;  the  fermer  being 
Hector  of  St.  John's,  Northampton,  in  place  of  the  Bey.  Henry 
Borrongfas,  who  has  resigned  the  charge  of  the  pariah, — and  the 
latter  being  Hector  of  All  Saints',  Worcester,  in  place  of  the  Ber. 
Mr.  Bent  The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bev.  Dr.  Stone,  Beo- 
ior  of  St.  Paul's,  Brookline;  who,  together  with  the  Bey.  Messrs. 
Baniy,  N.  O.  Allen,  Jerome,  and  Smithett,  united  with  me  in  the 
laying  on  of  hands. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  in  Lent,  February  27, 1  confirmed  5  in  the 
morning  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston ;  making,  with  1  preyioudy,  and 
2  hereafter  to  be  mentioned,  8  as  the  whole  number  for  the  year. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  13,  in  Christ  Church, 
WaUham,  I  preached,  and  catechised  the  children,  in  the  afternoon; 
and  confirmed  7  in  the  eyening. 

On  Thursday,  March  17,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Christ  Church, 
Boston,  I  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  Mr.  William  B.  Colbum,  a 
Candidate  for  Orders  of  this  Diocese.  The  Sermon  on  this  occa- 
son  was  preached  by  the  Bey.  Mr.  Wiltberger,  Missionary  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  to  Seamen.  Mr.  Cdbum,  immediately  after  his 
ordination,  took  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Otis ;  and  I  understand  that,  by 
the  blessing  of  Grod  upon  the  ministrations  there,  the  parish,  now  thai 
it  is  no  longer  connected  with  St.  Andrew's,  New  Boston,  and  conse- 
quently enjoys  the  whole  of  its  clergyman's  seryices,  is  in  a  highly 
promising  condition. 

On  the  Sunday  next  before  Easter,  March  20, 1  confirmed  15  in 
the  afternoon  in  St.  Paulas,  Boston ;  and 

In  the  eyening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  16  in  St.  John'Si 
Charlestown. 

On  the  Tuesday  before  Easter,  March  22, 1  confirmed  8  in  the 
afternoon  at  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  Boston;  making,  with  the  4 
already  mentioned,  12  as  the  whole  number  for  the  year. 

On  ikister-Day,  March  27, 1  confirmed  16  in  the  afternoon  in 
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Gkaoe  Chardi,  Bostoo,  inckding  2  fiom  Trinity  Ghudi ;  and  oate- 
duaed  tlie  children. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  oonfinned  7  in  Okriai  Ohnrohi 
Boston,  indading  1  from  St  Lake's,  Chd8ea,and  1  ftom  the  Clmdi 
of  tbe  Advent,  Boston. 

On  Thursday,  March  81,  I  conitnned  9  in  the  ev«ung  in  St 
Jdin^lB,  Millville;  making,  with  the  11  previoosly  mentiinied,  80  as 
the  whole  number  confirmed  here  during  the  year. 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  8,  I  pieached  in  tiie 
morning  in  St  Anne's,  Lowell;  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  88, 
and  oatechiied  the  diildren,  in  the  same  church. 

On  Tuesday,  April  6, 1  oonfirmed  8  in  the  evening  in  Ohrist 
Church,  Quincy.  Since  the  last  Convention,  the  Ber.  John  T» 
Burrrill  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  this  parish,  having  aoeeptsi 
the  i^pointment  of  Chaplain  to  the  House  of  Correction,  South 
Boston,  in  the  room  of  the  Hey.  S.  W.  WiUson,  who  hnd  resigned 
owing  to  iU  health.  He  has  been  succeeded  at  Quincy  by  the  Bev. 
John  A.  Jerome,  from  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  Tork. 

On  Wednesday,  April  6,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon  in  St 
Andrew's,  Hanover;  and  delivered  a  short  address  m  tike  leotuis 
room  in  the  evening. 

On  Thursday,  April  7, 1  confirmed  1  in  the  afternoon  in  Triniij 
Church,  Bridgewater. 

On  Friday,  April  8,  m  Grace  Church,  New  Bedford,  I  oaleoUiel 
the  children  in  the  afternoon,  and  confirmed  10  in  the  evening. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  10,  in  St  Hkmbbs^ 
Taunton,  I  preached,  and  catediized  the  children,  in  the  monmg} 
and  confirmed  7  in  the  afternoon. 

On  Tuesday,  April  12,  in  the  Church  of  the  Aacenaon,  lidl 
Biver,  I  catechized  the  ddldren  in  the  afternoon;  and  oonfirmed  6  ia 
the  evening. 

On  Wednesday,  April  18, 1  preached  m  the  aftanmn  in  Obift

Chnrch,  Sfransea.  The  Be?.  Benjamin  Anstin,  who,  at  the  time  of 
the  last  Convention,  was  the  Rector  of  this  parish,  has  resigned  the 
diarge  of  it,  and  beoome  the  Rector  of  St.  James's,  Amesbory,  in 
place  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Willian,  who  has  removed  to  the  Diocese  of 
Maine.  Mr.  Austin  has  been  succeeded  at  Swansea  by  the  Rev, 
William  Withington. 

On  the  third  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  17,  I  preached  in  the 
morning  in  Christ  Church,  Andover ;  and  confirmed  3  in  the  after- 
noon: and 

On  the  same  day,  in  Oraee  Church,  Lawrence,  examined  the  ohil* 
dren  of  the  parish  in  the  Catechism  in  the  afternoon,  and  confinned 
6  in  the  evening. 

On  Tuesday,  April  19, 1  confirmed  2  in  the  evening  in  St.  James's, 
AiheriHiry. 

On  Wednesday,  April  20, 1  preached  in  the  evening  in  St.  Paulas, 
Newbury  port. 

Od  the  Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  24, 1  confirmed  5  in 
the  morning,  and  catechised  the  children,  in  St  Michael^s,  Marble 
head ;  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  confirmed  10  in  St.  Peter's, 
Sakm ;  and  in  the  evening  confirmed  6  in  St.  Stephen's,  Lynn. 

On  Wednesday,  April  27,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  the  Church  of 
the  Messiah,  Boston,  I  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  Mr.  John  E. 
Johnson,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  who  had  recentiy  been  received  by 
letters  dimisBory  from  the  Diocese  of  Vermont.  The  Sermon  was 
preadied  by  the  Rev.  Henry  W.  Woods.  Mr.  Jdmson,  immediately 
after  bis  ordination,  took  temporary  charge  of  a  parish  at  Wood's 
Hole,  which  has  been  organized  since  the  last  Convention  under  the 
name  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah.  There  bong  no  place  of  wor* 
ship  within  fi)ur  miles  of  this  settiement,  and  Wood's  Hole  being  the 
resort  of  a  conaderable  number  of  visitors  during  the  summer  months, 
several  of  the  inhabitants  have  united  in  the  above  undertaking,  and 
aie  now  engaged  hi  the  building  of  a  ebmdu 
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On  the  Fifth  Sunday  after  Eaater^BIaj  1, 1  preached  m  the  even- 
ing in  St.  Mary's,  Dorchester.  This  parish  is  at  present  without  & 
clergyman ;  die  Ber.  G.  W.  Porter  having  resigned  the  BecUNship, 
owing,  as  he  informed  me,  to  the  need  whidi  he  felt  of  a  temporary 
cessation  of  ministerial  labors. 

On  the  Sonday  after  Ascension  Day,  May  8,  in  St.  James^  Oreeo- 
field,  I  confirmed  2  in  the  morning,  and  also  catechised  the  childzen ; 
and  preached  a  seoond  time  in  the  ^ftemoon. 

On  Tuesday,  May  10,  in  St.  John's,  Northampton,  I  catechised 
the  children  in  the  afternoon,  and  confirmed  1  in  the  evening. 

On  Wednesday,  May  11,  in  Christ  Church,  Springfield,  I  cate- 
chized the  children  in  the  afternoon,  and  confirmed  26  in  the  evernqg. 

On  WMtsunday,  May  15,  I  confirmed  6  in  the  aftemooQ  in 
Christ  Church,  Cambridge ;  making,  with  the  addition  of  1  already 
mentioned,  7  aa  the  number  confirmed  during  the  year. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  12  in  the  Church  of 
the  Messiah,  Boston.  To  these  are  to  be  added  11  confinned,  as 
already  noticed,  in  January  last ;  making  28  as  the  whole  number 
fiir  the  year. 

Of  the  fiicts  thus  laid  before  the  Conyention  the  fi)llowii^  k  the 
result:  —  I  have  confirmed,  eince  we  last  assembled,  847  persons; 
consecrated  1  church ;  laid  the  comer  stone  of  1  church ;  ordained 
4  Priests,  and  2  Deacons;  and  1  parish  has  been  organised. 

In  addition  to  the  changes  already  mentioned  as  having  taken 
place  in  the  Diocese,  have  occurred  the  Mowing: — ^The  Ber.  Fred- 
erick Freeman,  and  the  Bev.  Henry  Edwards,  have  been  trauafefwd 
to  the  Diocese  of  New  York ;  and  the  Bev.  Horatio  G^y,  Deaoon, 
has  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.  The  Ber.  Henry  W. 
Woods  has  rengned  the  Bectordiip  of  St.  Mary's,  Newttm,  Lower 
Ealls,  where  he  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Bev.  Andrew  CrcsweD, 
from  the  Diocese  of  Maine;  and,  after  having  officiated  finr  three 
months  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  in  place  of  the  AaMaat  BCnisler 
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wko  fa  ahmit  owing  to  ill  bealth,  has  gone  to  Washington,  D.  O^  to 
cAriale  in  the  plaoe  of  the  Be?.  Dr.  Batler,  who  is  travelling  in 
Bnope*  The  Bey.  William  P.  Pftge  has  been  reoeiTed  from  the 
Dioeeee  rf  New  Toik,  and  is  the  Bector  of  St.  Peter's,  Cambridge- 
port  ;  the  Bey.  W.  L.  Childs  has  been  receiyed  from  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  is  Assistant  Minister  of  the  Ohnrohof  the  Adyent,  Boston; 
th*  Bey.  Cameron  F.  MoBae  has  been  reoeiyed  fiom  the  Dioeese  of 
North  Carolina;  the  Bey.  Moses  P.  Stiokney  &om  New  Jersey; 
aad  the  Bey.  William  H.  0.  Bobertson  from  Maine. 

The  Bey.  Frederio  W.  Pdlard,  having  declared  to  me  his  remm- 
dation  of  the  ministry  of  our  Church,  has  been  displaced  according 
to  OaiiOQ  y  of  1850 ;  and  is  now  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Bome. 

The  fdlowing  are  the  Candidates  fiur  Orders  of  this  Diocese  :-— 
Alfied  A.  GQbert,  W.  Stevens  Parker,  B.  H.  Chase,  Daniel  Taylor, 
IMerio  0.  Barstow,  and  J.  S.  Copley  Greene — ^Total,  6.  Mr. 
David  C.  Maybin,  formerly  on  the  list  of  Candidates,  and  a  Student 
of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Ohio,  was,  at  my  request,  admitted 
to  Deaoon's  Orders  in  August  last  by  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese. 

AUhoogh,  since  we  last  assemUed  together,  the  hand  of  death  has 
BOl  fidlen  upon  any  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese,  we  have,  neverthe- 
lemt  leceived  a  solemn  admonition  in  the  remarkable  &ct,  that,  during 
ih0  past  Conventional  year,  three  of  the  Bishops  of  our  Church  have 
been  transferred  from  their  labon  on  earth  to  the  eternal  world.  Dr. 
Haashaw,  the  Bishop  of  Bhode  Isknd,  was,  as  you  all  know,  removed 
Hilli  great  suddenness,  while  in  the  midst  of  the  performance  of 
Hpiaoqpal  duty  for  the  Bishop  of  Maryland.  Dr.  Gadsden,  the 
ffisbop  of  South  Carolina,  was  taken  away  after  a  protracted  illness. 
Tin  distinguished  Preriding  Bishop  of  our  Church,  Philander  Chase, 
kal  attained,  at  the  period  when  his  sumnKms  came,  a  venerable  old 
age;  and,  as  his  lab(»s  during  a  long  life  had  been  manifeld,  and  his 
eoastitation,  though  a  most  vigorous  one,  had  been  impaired  by  re- 
peated aooidents  in  the  course  of  his  travels,  the  event  tf  his  depar-

tare  could  not  have  been  to  any  a  sorprise.  This  zemarkaU^  man 
had  so  much  individuality  of  character,  and  has  advanced,  to  so  large 
a  degree,  the  interests  of  oar  Church  in  the  western  re|^ons  of  this 
country,  that  I  may  properly  devote  a  &w  lines  of  this  Address  to 
the  commemoration  of  his  virtues  and  services.  In  the  two  seats  of 
learning  which  he  founded,  Kenyon  and  Jubilee  Gdleges,  his  name 
will  live  while  our  Church  has  an  existence.  And  by  what  means 
were  these  Institutions,  through  the  divine  blessing,  brou^t  into 
being  ?  It  was  by  qualities  in  this  strong-minded  and  earnest  man, 
vdiich  may  well  be  hdd  up  as  an  example  to  his  brethren  in  the 
ministry.  Bishop  Chase  illustrated  in  his  life  one  feature  of  char- 
acter  especiaUy,  without  which  no  mimster  of  Christ  will  ever 
accomplish  much  for  the  cause  of  the  Master  whom  he  serves;  and 
that  was,  a  spirit  of  unwearied  energy  and  perseyerance  in  the 
ftce  of  opposition  and  difficulties.  In  this  respect,  he  is  espedaHy 
to  be  commended  to  the  attention  of  the  younger  dergy.  Hie 
ambassador  of  Christ,  wherever  he  may  be  pkced,  will  have 
trials  with  which  to  contend,  and  which  will  put  patience  and  self- 
demal  severely  to  the  test ;  and  tliese,  instead  of  leading  him  to  bbA 
&r  an  escape  from  the  conflict  with  them  by  flying  to  some  other 
field,  should  steadily,  and  with  the  manly  spirit  of  a  soldier  who  is 
willing  to  "  endure  hardness,"  be  encountered  until  they  are  ove^ 
come.  Let  the  venerated  man  whom  we  have  lost  be  studied  in  this 
aspect.  What  he  achieved  in  England  for  the  establishment  of  the 
collegiate  and  theological  Institution  in  Ohio,  against  disoourage^ 
ments  the  most  appalling,  does  lasting  honor  to  his  memory,  and 
speaks  an  instructive  lesson  to  all.  Like  him,  let  us,  the  heralds  of 
the  gospel,  go  forth  to  our  work  under  the  prompting  of  strong  prin" 
ciple.  This  will  be  armor  against  every  temptation  to  fickleness  and 
pusillanimity.  It  will  be  the  forerunner  of  great  and  certain  results* 
It  wiU  be  blest  of  God;  and  the  absence  of  it  will  bring  His  cmcso 
and  His  frown. 
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While  these  prelates  have  departed  from  the  vineyards  respectively 
allotted  to  them  to  the  unseen  world,  another  of  onr  Bishops  has 
left  his  post  for  the  darkness  and  idolatry  of  the  Church  of  Eome. 
IHiat,  so  &r  as  he  himself  is  concerned,  the  course  of  Dr.  Ives,  the 
Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  is  a  just  subject  for  our  sorrow,  cannot  be 
qoestioned.  For  who  can  but  lament  for  a  man,  who,  from  a  Church 
blest  with  the  possession  of  the  pure  gospel,  and  pointing  lost  men  to 
to  the  precious  word  of  God  as  the  only  lamp  to  their  feet,  and  light 
to  their  path, — and  from  a  station,  also,  in  that  Church,  where  his 
opportonities  of  diffimng  these  blessings  were  so  various  and  many, — 
turns  to  corruptions  and  &bles  ?  But,  so  &r  as  our  beloved  Commu- 
nion is  considered,  this  event  can  only  be  matter  of  congratulation. 
When  men  are  shepherds  of  a  scriptural  and  Protestant  Church,  and 
lie  meanwhile  imbued  with  tendencies  which  that  Church  renounces 
and  disallows,  the  sooner  they  depart,  the  better  for  those  whom  they 
leave. 

My  brethren  of  the  Clergy, — Let  us,  in  our  several  spheres  of 
aetion,  be  constantly  praying  not  only  for  stead&st  adherence  to 
soond  doctrine,  but  for  a  more  entire  consecration  of  our  hearts  and 
Uves  to  the  work  of  extending  the  Lord's  spiritual  kingdom.  We 
are  solemnly  called,  in  these  days,  to  stem  resolutely  the  tide  of 
worldliness,  which  is  carrying  away  so  many  of  our  professedly  chris- 
tian people  from  simplicity  and  sobriety  of  life.  How  many  of  those  who 
eonfesB  Christ  in  the  rite  of  Confirmation,  and  make  a  solemn  coven- 
ant with  Him  in  that  ordinance,  are  in  all  respects  undistinguishaUe 
ftom  the  world,  none  among  you  require  to  be  informed.  Let  me 
exhort  you  to  be  fiuthftd,  as  those  who  must  one  day  give  an  aocoont 
of  their  stewardship.  Hold  up  to  view  that  lofly  standard  of  Chrb- 
tian  living  which  the  Bible  has  set  forth,  and  which  our  Prayer 
Book  inculcates  through  all  its  pages.  And,  as  the  efficient  means  of 
leading  the  people  to  Mow  this  standard,  let  Christ  be  made  the 
prominent  theme  of  all  your  mimstrations.    A  religion  of  forms  is 
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entirely  powerless  to  overcome  the  love  of  the  world ;  and,  accordingly, 
the  two  are  constantly  found  to  exist  together.  Bat  if,  by  the  bless- 
ing of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  the  faithful  preaching  of  a  crucified 
Saviour,  we  can  implant  in  the  hearts  of  our  hearers  the  exalted  mo- 
tive of  love  to  the  Bedeemer,  that  motive  will  be  effectual  to  "  crucify 
the  world  unto  them,  and  them  unto  the  world." 

Mr.  J.  S.  Copley  Greene,  Secretary  of  the  Tract  Com- 
mittee, read  the  Annual  Report  of  that  body,  as  follows : 

Heport  of  ti)e  STract  Committtt. 

The  Tract  Committee  beg  leave  to  Report : — ^That,  during  the 
past  year  they  have  received  no  donations,  and  have  put  forth  no 
tracts,  and  that  the  circulation  of  tracts  has  been  very  limited. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  last  month,  it  was  intimated  to  the  Secre- 
tary that  the  Society  entitled  *'  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Society 
for  the  Promotion  of  Evangelical  Knowledge  ^'  might  be  willing 
to  take  the  plates,  either  by  purchase  or  on  loan,  subject  to  recall 
by  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  and  to  purchase  the  stock  of 
Tracts  now  on  hand. 

A  negotiation  has  been  entered  into  with  that  Society  by  your 
Committee,  and  they  respectfully  suggest,  that  the  Committee 
which  shall  be  appointed  for  the  ensuing  year  be  authorized 
to  conclude  such  arrangement,  for  the  following  considerations : 

Istly.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  sufficient  interest  in  this 
work  in  the  Diocese  to  encourage  its  continuance  on  its  present 
footing. 

2ndly.  The  Society,  before  mentioned,  has  great  facilities  for 
promoting  the  circulation  of  the  Tracts  already  put  forth,  gene- 
rally throughout  the  country,  and  also  in  our  own  Diocese.  If,  then, 
they  will  use  our  plates,  for  the  circulation  of  the  Tracts  hereto- 
fore published,  one  of  the  objects  contemplated  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  your  Committee  can  be  better  effected  by  them  than  by 
us.  And  the  plates  can  be  recalled  if,  at  any  time,  more 
encouraging  prospects  should  open. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Mr.  George  M.  Browne,  presented  the  following 
Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  Beamen : 

Boarlr  of  ini00ion0  to  Btamtn. 

This  Mission  is  the  creature  of  the  Convention.  The  Board  is 
mppoiated  by  the  Convention,  as  its  representative,  to  superintend 
and  look  after  the  interests  of  the  Mission,  having  only  a  dele- 
gated authority,  and  required  to  report  to  the  Convention  its 
general  course  and  proceedings. 

The  Board  understand  it  to  be  their  duty  in  their  Annual 
Reports  to  make  known  to  the  Convention  the  progress  of  the 
llission,  its  present  state  and  condition  as  a  means  of  usefulness, 
and  its  prospects  for  the  future.  If  dangers  threaten  it,  which  the 
Convention,  being  apprized  of,  may  have  power  to  avert ;  if  the 
noble  ends  of  its  existence  are  liable  to  be  thwarted  by  hurtful  in- 
fluences from  without,  or  from  within,  it  is  fit  the  Convention 
should  be  made  aware  of  the  impending  evils. 

Acting  on  this  view  of  duty,  the  Board,  referring  to  their  last 
Annual  Report  for  more  full  details  of  their  proceedings,  and 
of  the  dangers  which  surround  the  Mission — proceed  to  present 
this  their  Eighth  Annual  Report. 

The  Mission  during  the  past  year  has  pursued  its  accustomed 
quiet  way,  through  much  of  discouragement  indeed,  but  still  con- 
stantly cheered  by  friendly  voices  from  the  Church  and  the  world. 
It  has  sought  faithfully  to  apply  to  the  spiritual  and  temporal  wel- 
flire  of  seamen  all  the  means  which  have  been  entrusted  to  it  by 
a  benevolent  Christian  community. 

Though  thus  quietly  proceeding,  the  Mission,  it  is  true,  has 
been  assailed — virulently  assailed,  and  in  a  wanton  manner.  But 
this  has  been  the  common  fortune  of  Christian  institutions  for  now 
eighteen  centuries  and  upwards. 

The  Board  have  not  thought  it  necessary  to  turn  aside  at  all 
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from  their  ordinary  line  of  duty  by  reason  of  such  opposition,  or 
any  opposition. 

Divine  service  has  been  held  at  the  Mission  Chapel  every  Sun- 
day morning  and  evening  throughout  the  year,  and  it  appears  from 
the  report  of  the  Missionary  that  the  attendance  has  on  the  whole 
increased,  and  on  some  occasions,  in  the  evening,  the  chapel  has 
been  well  filled.  It  is  not  to  be  disguised  however  that  the  atten- 
dance has  been  materially  affected  by  the  setting  up,  in  the 
immediate  neighborhood  of  the  chapel,  of  another  place  of  wor- 
ship for  seamen,  the  direct  tendency  and  effect  of  which  is,  and 
must  be,  to  impair,  and,  if  sanctioned  by  the  Convention,  ulti- 
mately to  destroy  the  Mission  established  under  its  auspices. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  distributed  among  seamen 
from  the  chapel,  87  Bibles  in  the  English,  French,  Spanish,  and 
Portuguese  languages ;  130  Testaments  in  the  same  languages 
and  also  in  the  German,  Danish,  Swedish,  and  Italian,  besides 
many  religious  pamphlets,  tracts,  and  newspapers  ;  also,  112 
pieces  of  clothing  to  destitute  seamen. 

The  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Christian  Wiltberger,  has  labored 
faithfully.  He  has  devoted  himself,  as  the  Board  have  every 
reason  to  believe,  with  sincerity  and  singleness  of  purpose,  to  the 
interests  of  the  Mission  and  to  the  great  work  of  redemption 
among  sailors.  It  is  hoped  he  may  be  sustained  in  his  position, 
and  furnished  with  increased  means  of  usefulness.  The  Board 
have  entire  confidence  that  all  sums  of  money  or  other  things 
entrusted  to  the  Missionary  for  the  objects  of  the  Mission,  will  be 
fully  accounted  for  and  faithfully  applied.

The  Board  are  satisfied  that  at  no  period  since  the  establish- 
ment  of  the  Mission  has  it  given  fairer  promise  of  extensive  use- 
fulness than  now ;  nor  has  it  at  any  moment  exercised  a  more 
salutary  influence  than  it  is  now  exerting.  With  these  convic- 
tions the  Board  would  fail  in  an  important  duty,  if  they  did  not 
earnestly  commend  both  the  Mission  and  the  Missionary  to  the 
continued  regard,  the  fullest  confidence,  and  the  most  affectionate 
care  and  protection  of  the  Convention. 

Mr.  Browne,  also  presented  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  Seamen.     {See  Appendix.) 

The  Rev.  Theodore  W.  Snow,  Chairman  of  Committee 
on  Qualifications,  reported,

Information  having  been  received  from  the  Bishop  of  this  Dio- 
cese, that  the  trial  of  the  Rev.  Henry  W.  Adams  was  appointed  to 
take  place  September  Yth,  1852,  at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.,  at  the  Vestry 
Room  of  Christ  Church,  Boston,  George  M.  Browne,  Esq.,  was 
engaged  by  the  Committee  to  conduct  the  trial  on  their  behalf. 

The  Convention  having  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  the

plated attempt  to  obtain  lay  members  of  the  Society  for 
the  relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  the  deceased 
Clergy  of  our  Church,  to  be  carried  out  in  their  respective 
Ptoishes,  and  subsequently  to  return  the  documents  to  the 
Secretary  of  that  Society. 

Mr.  B.  P.  Richardson^  from  the  Conunittee  to  collect 
the  votes  for  a  Standing  Committee,  reported  that  no 
choice  had  been  made  by  the  Convention  to  fill  the 
vacancy  in  that  body ;  thereupon, 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Francis  Hilliard,  having  had  the 
highest  number  of  votes,  be  declared  elected  as  a  lay 
member  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Mr.  Hilliard  from  the  Committee  to  collect  and  count 
the  votes  for  deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  reported 
that  the  Convention  had  made  choice  of  the  following 
gentlemen : —

and  that  there  are  two  clerical  and  two  lay  vacancies. 
On  motion. 
Resolved^  That  the  Rev.  John  Wayland,  D.  D.|  and 
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the  Rev.  Theodore  W.  Snow,  having  had  the  largest 
nnmber  of  votes,  be  declared  elected  to  fill  the  Clerical 
vacancies  in  the  deputation  to  the  General  Convention* 

On  motion, 

Resolvedy  That  Messrs.  Robert  C.  Winthrop  and 
Marcus  Morton,  having  had  the  largest  number  of 
votes,  be  declared  elected  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the 
Lay  deputation. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  several  Parishes  of  this  Diocese  be 
requested  to  make  a  collection  in  behalf  of  the  Society  for 
the  relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased 
Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  at  some 
period  during  the  next  Lenten  season;  and  that  the 
amount  so  collected  shall  be  applied,  so  far  as  may  be,  to 
constitute  the  Pastor  of  the  Church,  for  the  time  being,  a 
member  and  contributor  of  the  Society. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Mason,  from  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, made  the  following  communication  from  that  body,  in 
reference  to  the  admission  of  the  Free  Church  of  St. 
Mary  for  Sailors,  into  union  with  this  Convention. 

The  Standing  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  application 
of  the  "  Free  Church  of  St.  Mary  for  Sailors,"  to  be  admitted 
into  union  with  this  Convention,  beg  leave  to  present  the  following 
report : 

This  application  came  before  the  Committee  under  peculiar 
circumstances.  It  had  already  been  made  to  the  Convention,  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  new  parishes,  before  the  Canon  of 
1852,  under  which  it  was  af\erwards  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  had  been  enacted. 

The  Committee  on  new  parishes  reported,  that  the  **  Free 
Church  of  St.  Mary"  had  complied  with  the  requisitions  of  the 
Constitution,  in  regard  to  new  parishes,  but  that  a  protest  had  been 
received  against  their  admission  into  union  with  the  Convention* 
on  grounds,  which,  in  their  opinion,  did  not  affect  the  canonical 
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organization  of  the  parish.  And  then  they  added,  "  The  title  of 
the  pariah,  however,  indicates  that  it  is  intended  for  a  class  of 
persons,  for  whom  the  Convention  has  made  special  provision  in 
the  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Missions,  and  the  establishment  of 
a  Chapel  for  Seamen,  and  that  Board,  in  their  report  to  the  pres- 
ent Convention,  has  represented  this  organization  as  conflicting 
with  their  operations.  Whether  the  two  organizations  do  thus 
conflict,  whether  both  are  needed,  and  both  can  be  sustained,  are 
grave  questions,  affecting  the  expediency  of  the  admission  of  the 
•  Free  Church  of  St.  Mary  for  Sailors,'  which  the  Committee 
submit  for  the  decision  of  the  Convention." 

Before  this  report  was  made,  the  Canon  on  new  parishes  was 
passed,  and  the  whole  subject  was  ultimately  referred  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Diocese,  to  be  examined  and  reported 
upon,  in  accordance  with  the  requisitions  of  the  new  Canon. 

The  Standing  Committee,  in  their  inquiries  upon  the  subject, 
have  been  guided  by  the  provisions  of  that  Canon,  in  all  respects 
in  which  they  are  applicable  to  the  particular  case  before  them. 
Tbey  have  sought  to  divest  their  minds  of  all  influences  and  con- 
siderations  of  a  personal  nature,  connected  with  the  past  history 
of  this  case,  and  to  consider  it  as  if  it  were  a  new  application. 
They  have  not  regarded  themselves,  in  any  sense  or  degree,  a 
Committee  of  inquiry,  in  regard  to  the  course  taken  by  the  Board 
of  Missions  for  Seamen,  or  by  its  former  Missionary.  And  for 
such  an  inquiry  they  had  no  powers,  which  would  have  enabled 
them  to  ascertain  the  whole  facts  and  merits  of  the  case. 

Their  object  has  been,  simply  to  consider  the  application  of  the 
Free  Church  of  St.  Mary  for  admission  into  the  Convention  as 
a  parish  of  the  Diocese,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  spirit 
of  the  Canon  of  1852,  and  to  report  the  result,  with  their  opinion 
thereon. 

It  is  obvious  that  some  parts  of  the  Canon  are  inapplicable  to 
the  case  before  the  Committee.  The  Church  of  St.  Mary  is 
designed  for  *^  Seamen,  and  such  mechanics  and  laborers  as  are 
employed  in  building  and  working  about  ships,  and  ibeir  families 
and  children."  Those  parts  of  the  Canon  which  relate  to  the 
p^pubtion  of  the  town  where  a  parish  is  to  be  established ;  the 
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number  of  Episcopalians  in  it ;  the  number  and  influence  of  other 
Christian  denominations,  have  no  bearing,  or  at  least  only  a  very 
remote  bearing,  upon  this  case. 

The  points  of  inquiry  which  apply  to  it,  are  embraced  in  the 
following  clauses  of  the  Canon.  ''  What  resources  they  (the  pro- 
posed parish),  have  from  the  establishment  of  a  neighboring  parish 
already  in  existence ; — what  are  the  resources  in  possession  of  the 
applicants,  whereon  may  be  founded  a  reasonable  expectation 
that  they  now  are,  or  are  likely  to  become,  within  a  i^asonable 
time,  a  self-supporting  parish." 

In  considering  the  first  of  these  questions,  the  Committee  find 
that  Christ  Church  on  one  side,  and  the  Chapel  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  for  Seamen,  on  another  side,  are  within  a  fifth  of  a  mile  of 
the  place  of  worship  of  the  Church  of  St.  Mary,  and  that  all  are 
in  close  proximity  to  the  streets  most  frequented  by  Seamen.  The 
inquiry  most  pertinent  to  the  case,  relates  to  the  resources  which 
exist  in  the  same  district  for  the  particular  class  of  persons,  for 
whom  the  Church  of  St.  Mary  is  proposed  to  be  established. 

And  in  regard  to  this  inquiry  the  Committee  have  to  say,  that 
this  Convention  have  made  express  and  full  arrangements  for  pre- 
cisely the  same  class  of  persons,  by  the  appointment  of  a  Board 
of  Missions  for  Seamen,  which  has  been  elected  annually,  since  the 
Convention  of  1845,  and  intrusted  with  this  duty.  In  the  Con- 
vention of  that  year,  the  subject  of  Missions  to  Seamen  was  intro- 
duced by  a  resolution  in  these  words.  ^'  Resolved,  that  the  sub- 
ject of  Missions  to  Seamen  in  this  diocese  be  committed  to  a 
Board,  to  be  elected  annually  by  this  Convention,  the  Bishop  to  be 
ex  officio  President  of  the  Board."  This  resolution  was  referred  to 
a  special  committee  of  five,  appointed  by  the  chair,  viz.,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Vinton,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Randall  and  Croswell,  and 
Messrs.  S.  Greenleaf  and  R.  H.  Dana,  Jr.  Mr.  Greenleaf  having 
declined  serving,  Mr.  William  F.  Otis  was  appointed  in  his  place. 
For  that  Committee,  Mr.  R.  H.  Dana,  Jr.  presented  the  following 
report.  *'  The  Committee  believe  it  to  be  generally  felt,  that  the 
Church  ought  to  see  that  something  is  done  for  the  benefit  of 
seamen.  They  are  of  opinion  that  whatever  is  done,  should  be 
done,  in  some  measure,  by  the  sanction  and  under  the  direction 
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of  the  Church  itself.  The  only  question  is,  in  what  manner  this 
diall  be  effected.  Afler  considering  several  propositions  which 
were  before  them,  they  respectfully  recommend  to  the  Conven- 
tion to  appoint  a  Board  to  which  shall  be  committed  the  entire 
subject  of  extending  the  Church  among  seamen,  and  ask  leave  to 
sabmit  the  following  resolution  : 

Jtesohed,  That  this  Convention  appoint  a  Board,  to  which 
shall  be  committed  the  subject  of  Missions  to  Seamen  in  this  dio- 
cese, to  consist  of  twenty  persons,  to  be  elected  annually,  the 
Bishop  to  be  M  officio  its  President,  and  that  the  Board  have 
authority  to  fill  vacancies.^' 

The  resolution  was  adopted,  and  the  Board  was  constituted  in 
aooordance  with  it,  and  it  has  since  been  annually  elected  for  the 
same  purpose.  It  now  exists  by  the  appointment  and  under  the 
authority  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  and  is  fulfilling  its  appro- 
priate duties.  Its  annual  reports,  on  record,  indicate  considerable 
aucceas  in  its  work. 

In  carrying  out  the  trust  committed  to  them,  the  Board  pro- 
Tided  and  fitted  out  an  appropriate  Chapel  in  Ann  street,  conve- 
mently  situated  in  regard  to  the  dwelling  places  of  seamen.  It 
will  accommodate  about  three  hundred  persons. 

The  Board  was  pursuing  its  work  with  as  much  success  as 
usual,  when  the  circumstances  occurred  which  led  to  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Church  of  St.  Mary,  which,  at  the  Convention  next 
following,  applied  for  admission,  as  a  parish  organized  for  the 
special  purpose  of  providing  a  free  church  for  sailors  in  the  port 
of  Boston. 

Now  the  question,  raised  by  the  Canon,  is  whether  the  existence 
of  the  Mission  Chapel  of  the  Board,  established  under  authority 
of  the  Convention,  precludes  the  necessity  of  a  parish  for  Seamen 
in  the  same  district. 

Independent  of  any  antagonism  or  rivalry  with  the  Board, 
which  might  seem  to  be  implied  by  the  establishment  of  such 
a  parish  in  such  a  place,  there  are  facts  relating  to  the  attendance 
at  these  two  places  of  worship  for  seamen,  which  bear  directly 
upon  the  inquiry  suggested  by  the  Canon.  Our  knowledge  of 
these  facts  is  derived  from  statements  made  to  members  of  the 
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Committee,  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Missionary  and  memben 
of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  with  the  Rector  and  Yeetiy  of  the 
Church  of  St.  Mary. 

From  these  statements  we  learn,  that  the  attendance  of  teamei 
during  the  past  year  at  the  Chapel  of  the  Board,  in  the  eyeningiv 
— much  the  most  favorable  time  for  service, — has  ranged  from 
twelve  to  one  hundred,  and  at  the  Church  of  St.  Mary,  fnm 
twenty-five  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-five,  except  oa  ooo 
special  occasion,  when  two  hundred  and  fifty  were  preaeot 
Of  others  than  seamen  there  has  been  an  average  attendance  at 
the  Mission,  of  between  forty  and  fifly,  and  at  the  Church  <tf  St 
Mary,  of  fi%r  many  of  whom  in  both  places  were  from  other 
parishes.  The  entire  attendance  of  seamen  at  both  places  of  wo^ 
ship  seems  to  have  varied  from  thirty-seven  to  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five. 

These  statements  will  enable  the  Convention  to  form  their 
judgment  upon  the  practical  question,  whether  a  new  place  of 
worship  for  seamen  is  needed  in  that  district  of  the  city.  The 
Chapel  provided  by  the  Board  of  Missions  will  accommodate,  not 
only  all  who  have  attended  it,  but  all  who  have  attended  both 
places  of  worship. 

Let  the  subject  also  be  considered  in  view  of  the  charitable 
contributions,  required  to  carry  on  this  work. 

There  can  be  no  question,  that  in  a  community,  in  which  so 
large  an  amount  of  wealth  is  employed  in  commerce,  which  is 
distinguished  alike  by  an  enterprising  and  a  generous  spirit,  a 
misssion  for  seamen  ought  to  be  sustained  by  our  Church  on  a 
liberal  scale.    It  is  well  known,  that  many  seamen  who  enter  our 
ports  are  natives  of  countries,  in  which  they  have  been  familiar 
from  childhood  with  Church  services  and  order  essentially  the 
same  as  our  own,  and  the  number  of  such  seamen  is  increasingt 
Christians  have  also  been  awaking  of  late  years  to  a  sense  of  iheir 
duty  towards  this  class  of  men,  so  long  neglected,  and  they  have 
begun  to  look  to  them,  as  one  of  the  great  instruments  for  the  ex* 
tension  of  the  Gospel  and  Church  of  Christ.    And  it  is  believed  by 
this  Committee,  that  if  this  subject  were  presented  to  the  memben 
of  oar  Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  command 
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confidence,  rather  than  to  raise  doubt,  there  would  be  a  response 
worthy  of  so  great  a  cause. 

But  if  the  present  state  of  things  should  continue,  there  can  be 
no  hope  of  any  united  or  vigorous  plan  of  action.  There  will  be, 
as  at  present,  a  general  conviciion  that  the  resources  and  efibrts 
applied  to  the  object,  would  be  wasted  in  continuing  worse  than 
useless  divisions.  The  members  of  our  Church  will  not,  and 
ought  not,  to  regard  it  their  duty  permanently  to  support  two 
places  of  worship  for  seamen,  at  an  expense,  little,  if  any,  less 
than  three  thousand  dollars  annually,  and  in  both  of  which,  there 
has  not  been  an  average  attendance  of  more  than  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  seamen,  at  the  most  favorable  hour  for  service. 
No  one  can  fail  to  perceive,  that  there  is  no  reasonable  ground  of 
appeal  to  charity,  to  maintain  such  a  state  of  things.  Two  churches 
for  seamen  in  the  same  district,  under  such  circumstances,  only 
cripple  and  weaken  each  other.  They  both  address  the  same 
class  of  persons,  whose  minds  will  of  necessity  be  imbued  with 
prejudices  and  a  spirit  of  rivalry. 

And  in  this  connection  it  should  be  observed,  that  both  of  these 
places  of  worship  are  in  effect  mission  stations,  dependent  upon 
the  charitable  ofierings  of  other  churches  for  their  support.  One 
is  the  mission  of  a  Board,  appointed  and  authorized  by  the  Dio- 
cese ;  the  other  takes  the  title  of  a  parish,  but  is  to  all  intents 
and  purposes  a  mission.  Appeal  is  made  for  its  support  to  the 
members  of  other  churches,  and  upon  their  aid  it  depends  for  its 
existence.  The  practical  question,  then,  really  before  the  Conven- 
tion is,  whether  an  additional  mission  station  for  seamen,  to  be 
supported  by  the  charitable  contributions  of  our  churches,  ought 
to  be  established  in  this  city,  and  in  the  d^me  district  with  the 
mission  of  the  Board.  Does  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  provide 
for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  seamen  demand  this  ?  Are  the 
resources  already  in  existence  in  the  Mission  of  the  Board  suffi- 
cient ?  Or,  if  more  extensive  arrangements  are  desirable,  is  this 
the  proper  or  most  useful  way  of  making  them  ?  It  would  seem 
to  be  the  dictate  of  a  wise  policy  to  combine,  rather  than  to  divide 
our  resources,  if  we  would  consult  for  the  highest  good  of  seamen. 

And  the  Committee  are  convinced,  that  if  there  should  be  a  dis- 
4* 
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position  in  all  concerned,  to  unite  upon  some  ground,  with  the  sole 
object  of  advancing  the  spiritual  and  eternal  interests  of  seamen, 
such  a  union  might  be  ejected,  and  would  greatly  conduce  to  the 
honor  and  strength  of  our  Church,  and  to  the  salvation  of  this 
class  of  men. 

As  the  Free  Church  of  St  Mary  is  within  a  short  distance  from 
Christ  Church,  whose  interests  have  been  represented  as  injurious* 
]y  affected  by  the  opening  of  a  new  Church  in  that  part  of  the 
city,  it  is  proper  to  state,  that  there  are  in  Christ  Church  three 
hundred  free  seats,  which  furnish  abundant  accommodation  for 
many  more  than  those  who  attend  St.  Mary^s,  other  than  seamen. 
Christ  Church  has  been  making  great  exertions  to  maintain  its 
ground,  and  if  there  is  no  demand  for  a  new  church  expressly  for 
seamen,  there  certainly  would  seem  to  be  none,  in  that  vicinity, 
for  any  other  class  of  persons. 

The  Committee  would  now  refer  directly  to  the  question, 
suggested  by  the  Canon,  in  regard  to  the  *'  resources  in  posses- 
sion  of  the  applicants,  whereon  may  be  founded  a  reasonable 
expectation  that  they  now  are,  or  are  likely  to  become,  within  a 
reasonable  time,  a  self-supporting  parish.*^  At  presenttlie  Free 
Church  of  St.  Mary  *'  cannot  be  said  to  be,  in  any  sense,  self* 
supporting.  It  is  supported, — as  the  mission  of  the  Board  is  sup* 
ported, — by  the  aid  of  its  friends,  who  worship  in  other  churches. 
It  relies  mainly  upon  the  contributions  of  the  members  of  other 
parishes,  and  has  received  these  from  various  other  parishes  indis- 
criminately. It  does  not  aim  to  be  self-supporting  in  any  proper 
sense  of  the  expression,  but  is  rather  a  voluntary  mission,  con- 
ducted and  sustained  by  individuals,  nearly  all  of  whom  continue 
regular  worshippers  and  communicants  in  other  churches. 

The  attention  of  the  Convention  will  now  be  directed  to  another 
point,  of  great  importance,  involved  in  this  case.  It  relates  to  the 
organization  of  parishes. 

No  application  like  that  of  St.  Mary^s  Church  has  ever  before 
been  made  to  this  Convention,  and  before  a  decision  is  taken 
upon  it,  the  subject  should  be  fully  considered  in  all  its  bearings. 

The  mode  of  forming  new  parishes,  and  theur  dua  organiasation, 
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leem  lo  be  unsettled  in  this  Diocese.  This,  however,  is  clear, 
tkst  BO  persons,  united  together  for  parochial  purposes,  are  to  be 
preaomed  to  be  a  parish,  a  constituent  part  of  the  Diocese,  until 
their  organization  has  been  examined,  and  accepted  as  sufficient, 
by  the  Convention.  The  sole  power  and  authority  to  divide 
parishes,  and  establish  new  ones,  rest  finally  with  the  Diocesan 
CoBveation.  Until  a  proposed  parish  has  been  received  by  the 
Dioceee,  it  is  not  a  part  of  it,  and  has  no  authority  to  exercise  the 
rights  of  a  parish  in  connection  with  it. 

And  it  is  a  question  of  fundamental  importance,  what  principle 
shall  govern  the  admission  of  parishes  into  union  with  the  Diocese, 
through  its  Convention.  Upon  parishes,  united  in  Diocesan  Con* 
TentioDs,  rests  the  entire  practical  government  of  the  Church. 
They  choose  our  Bishops.  They  make  our  Diocesan  Constitu- 
tions and  CaaoDS.  They  choose  our  General  Convention,  in  one 
of  its  bmnches,  and  indirectly  in  both,  and  thus  affect  the  Consti- 
taliett  and  Canons,  the  discipline  and  worship  of  the  whole  Church 
IB  die  country.  The  admission  of  a  parish  into  union  with  the 
Ooovention,  involves,  therefore,  not  merely  the  rights  and  inter- 
etti  ef  the  parish  proposed,  but  of  the  whole  Diocese,  of  the  gene- 
lal  Church,  and  its  entire  administration. 

While  there  should  be  no  check  upon  the  increase  of  parishes, 
(psoperiy  constituted,)  where  a  real  extension  of  the  Church  calls 
for  their  formation,  needless  divisions  of  existing  parishes,  origin- 
Klnig  in  transient  and  excited  feelings,  should  not  be  encouraged. 
It  is  easy  by  a  vote  to  admit  a  new  parish,  but,  once  received, 
k  Mmains,  and  may  exercise  all  the  powers  of  a  parish,  though  it 
wuf  retain  a  merely  nominal  existence  as  regards  the  principal 
oligeets  lor  which  parishes  should  be  formed. 

There  are  peculiarities  in  the  organisation  of  the  proposed  par* 
kh  of  St  Mary  which  make  it  an  anomalous  case,  and  to  which 
the  close  attention  of  the  Convention  should  be  directed,  before 
they  give  to  them  their  sanction,  espectally  as  the  present  decision 
must  stand  as  a  precedent  for  the  future. 

In  this  case,  there  seems  to  have  been  formed  a  Corporation, 
with  the  title  of  "  The  free  Church  of  St.  Mary  for  Sailors."  It 
is  made  up  of  the  Rector  and  assistant  Rector,  if  any,  ex  afidot 
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and  several  laymen,  who  must  be  not  less  than  twelve,  nor  more 
than  twenty  in  number,  who  shall  be  stated  worshippers  in  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  shall  reside  at,  or  transact  busi- 
ness in,  the  Port  of  Boston.  These  corporators  choose  a  Vestry 
and  Treasurer,  who  have  the  whole  charge  and  responsibility  of 
the  temporal  affairs  of  the  parish.  Neither  the  Corporation  nor 
the  Vestry  need  be  worshippers  in  the  parish  Church,  nor  even 
residents  in  the  city.  In  fact,  hardly  any,  if  any  of  them,  are 
stated  worshippers  in  the  Church  of  St.  Mary,  butlall,  or  nearly 
all,  are  regular  worshippers  and  communicants  in  other  churches, 
in  and  out  of  the  city  of  Boston.  A  church  and  parish  thus  or* 
ganized,  with  a  Corporation  and  Vestry  non  worshippers  in  it, 
still  continuing  members  and  communicants  of  other  churches,  is 
an  entire  anomaly  in  this  Diocese. 

There  would  seem  to  be  no  occasion  for  such  an  association  for 
a  charitable  purpose,  to  taket  he  title  and  nominal  form  of  a  parish, 
and  it  is  very  questionable  whether  it  comes  within  the  meaning 
and  design  of  the  term  parish  in  the  Constitution,  or  whether  it  is 
duly  organized.  Not  united  in  any  place  for  public  worship,  not 
members  of  the  particular  Church  which  they  represent,  except  in 
a  nominal  sense,  it  is  evident  that  this  association  is  simply  a  self 
constituted  Board  of  Missions  for  seamen,  and,  if  admitted  to  a 
share  in  the  deliberations  and  votes  of  this  Convention,  there  would 
seem  to  be  equal  reason  for  extending  the  same  privilege  to  the 
other  Boards  of  Missions,  which  might  easily,  at  any  meeting, 
constitute  themselves  parishes  of  a  similar  kind. 

It  is  obvious  too  that  if  a  parish,  thus  formed,  may  be  admitted 
into  the  Convention,  with  equal  rights  with  any  other,  such  parishes 
may  be  multiplied ;  and  a  few  persons,  resident  in  one  or  more 
places,  may  form  several  parishes,  within  which  they  do  not  wor- 
ship, and  control  the  whole  action  of  a  Diocese.  They  would 
have  the  full  influence  and  representation  of  distinct  parishes 
regularly  constituted,  the  same  individuals  being  represented  two, 
or  more  times,  without  limit.  A  principle  of  representation  would 
thus  be  established,  at  variance  with  the  spirit  of  our  Constitution ; 
which  would  change  the  essential  idea  of  our  Convention,  as  de- 
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aigned  to  be  a  fair  representation  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese* 
and  which  would  admit  of  other  great  practical  evils. 

In  view  of  the  entire  subject,  the  Committee  feel  constrained  to 
decUre  their  opinion  to  be,  that  the  application  of  the  '^  Free 
Church  of  St.  Mary  for  Sailors  ^'  to  be  admitted  into  union  with 
this  Convention,  should  not  be  complied  with.

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Comparing  this  list  of  appropriations  with  that  of  the  last  year 
we  shall  find  that,  since  the  last  Convention,  Grace  Church,  Law- 
rence, has  hecome  self-supporting,  and  that  the  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  Fall  River,  has  dispensed  with  an  important  fraction 
of  previous  appropriations.  For  several  years  both  of  these 
churches  have  been  sustained  from  our  Treasury,  and  it  is  a  most 
encouraging  fact  that  both  are  now  in  possession  of  a  commodi- 
ous and  substantial  building  for  sacred  purposes. 

We  have  also  the  pleasure  of  being  able  to  record  that  our 
Missionary  in  Pawtucket  has  succeeded  in  raising  very  nearly,  if 
not  all,  the  amount  necessary  for  the  completion  of  a  church,  and 
that  he  will  apply  for  its  consecration  in  the  course  of  the  sum- 
mer; aAcr  which  time  it  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  do 
application  for  further  aid. 

At  Wood's  Hole,  within  the  ancient  township  of  Falmouth,  a 
church  is  under  contract,  which  will  be  completed  in  two  or 
three  months.  Occasional  services  have  been  held  there  by 
clergymen  spending  a  few  weeks  of  the  summer  season  there, 
and  likewise  during  the  last  winter,  by  two  or  three  of  our 
brethren  who  have  been  invited  to  visit  the  place  with  reference 
to  taking  charge  of  the  recently  organized  parish.  We  have 
been  requested  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  to  send  a  Missionary, 
but  no  one  has  been  yet  appointed. 

With  regard  to  other  stations  on  our  list,  we  have  only  to  say 
that  in  some  instances  all  we  can  do  is  to  '^  strengthen  the  things 
which  remain,  and  that  are  ready  to  die,"  while  in  others  we 
must  wait  as  patiently,  and  give  as  liberally  as  possible,  in  order 
to  ultimate  success.  What  we  most  stand  in  need  of,  now  as 
always,  is  the  judicious  and  devoted  Missionary.  To  supply  this 
want  is,  indeed,  a  difficult  and  discouraging  task.  We  must  have 
more  men,  and  men  of  the  right  kind.  Could  we  command  these, 
we  could  easily  command  funds  for  their  liberal  support,  and 
point  them  to  openings  which  would  well  reward  their  labors  and 
our  care.  It  is  in  vain  to  think  of  occupying  strong  points,  unless 
we  have  those  coming  into  our  employ  who  are  fitted  for  occupy- 
ing them.  The  great  feature  in  our  policy,  as  a  church-exten- 
sion  organization,  ought  to  be  that  of  a  temperate,  but  at  the 
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e,  a  vigorous  aggressiveness  upon  townships  where  there 
y  a  large  or  a  rapidly  increasing  population.  With 
men,  devoting  themselves  to,  and  persevering  in,  this 
I  could  adopt  and  carry  out  this  policy.  Such  towns  as 
I,  and  many  others  which  will  at  once  occur  to  any  one 
irith  our  State,  could  be  assumed  at  once  as  stations,  and 
laltiply  our  churches.  In  this  Diocesan  department  of  Mis- 
well  as  in  that  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign,  the  faithful 
nay  well  pray  the  "  Lord  of  the  harvest "  that  he  would

The  parish  are  on  the  eve  of  commencing  the  erection,  in  the 
rear  of  the  church,  of  a  new  and  substantial  Sunday  School 
Eoom  of  stone,  with  a  commodious  Vestry  Room  under  the  same 
roof.  It  is  expected  that  the  work,  which  is  to  cost  about  95000, 
will  be  completed  in  the  ensuing  autumn. 

The  following  have  been  the  contributions,  as  far  as  ascertain- 
ed, during  the  past  year: — Communion  Offerings,  9575.92|;

The  parish  has  been  peculiarly 
unfortunate  during  the  past  year  in  the  number  of  deaths  and  re- 
movals, with  but  a  very  small  accession  to  its  population. 

The  temporary  endowment,  referred  to  in  the  last  Report,  from 
churchmen  beyond  the  limits  of  the  parish,  remains  in  about  the 
same  condition.  New  subscribers  having  been  found  to  supply 
the  place  of  a  few  who  have  since  either  deceased  or  with- 
drawn. The  following  is  the  acknowledgment  of  this  timely  aid 
by  the  Vestry  and  Proprietors  : 

Voted^  That  the  names  of  the  persons  who  have  contributed  to 
the  support  of  this  Parish  during  the  past  year,  (1852,)  be  placed 
on  the  records  of  the  church,  and  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  hereby 
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tendered  them  for  the  substantial  interest  they  have  manifested  in 
behalf  of  this  ancient  parish. 

The  church  property,  by  the  judicious  and  faithful  administra- 
tion  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry,  has  been  placed  in  good  condi- 
tion and  upon  a  permanent  basis.  Land  and  buildbgs,  hitherto 
yielding  but  a  trifling  revenue,  and  at  times  almost  absorbed  by 
taxes  and  repairs,  have  been  leased  for  a  term  of  years,  upon  the 
expiration  of  which,  (about  1862,)  an  income  of  probably  about 
$1500  per  annum  will  revert  to  the  corporation. 

During  the  past  year,  the  church  has  been  twice  threatened  with 
destruction  by  fire,  and  the  last  visitation  of  this  character,  but 
for  the  timely  aid  and  vigorous  exertions  of  the  neighbors,  would 
have  become  a  serious  conflagration.  The  flames  were  arrested, 
with  only  a  partial  destruction  of  the  roof,  which,  however, 
renders  it  imperative  upon  the  parish  to  cover  the  same  over 
with  slate.  We  trust,  therefore,  that  means  will  be  provided  to 
enable  us  to  accomplish  this  desirable  object — not  only  for  the 
safety  of  the  neighborhood  and  the  preservation  of  an  ancient 
landmark  and  civic  memorial  of  the  past — but  also  to  save  a  time- 
honored  and  venerable  temple  of  the  Most  High  God  from  ruin 
and  overthrow.

Notwithstanding  the  difficulty  under  which  this  parish  still 
hbors  from  the  want  of  a  new  church,  it  has  never  been  in  a 
more  healthy  condition  than  at  present.  The  above  statistics  ex- 
hibit the  amount  of  parochial  duty  performed  during  the  past  year, 
in  which  it  is  exceeded  by  not  more  than  two  or  three  parishes  in 
the  Diocese.  The  Sunday  School  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condi- 
tion, and  a  Bible  Class,  well  attended,  has  been  in  operation  for 
the  last  seven  months.  In  addition  to  the  sums  above  reported, 
between  two  and  three  hundred  dollars  have  been  raised  and 
expended  for  repairs,  and  an  effort  is  now  being  made  to  procure 
funds  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  organ — a  matter  of  absolute 
necessity.

The  temporal  condition  of  this  parish  has  not  materially 
changed  during  the  year  past.  In  a  spiritual  respect  the  Rector 
has  felt  more  than  usual  encouragement  in  his  labors. 

The  Sunday  School  continues  to  flourish,  through  the  aid  of 
persevering  and  devoted  teachers,  and  the  attention  given,  especi- 
ally  to  the  children  of  the  poor,  has  not  been  remitted,  but  rather 
increased  under  the  cheering  evidence  of  the  Divine  blessing.

The  increase  of  the  Parish,  during  the  past  year,  has  been 
marked  and  decided.  This  is  sufficiently  indicated  by  the 
increase  of  communicants,  which  forms  but  a  small  portion  of  the 
addition  to  the  congregation. 

1  have  received,  during  the  year,  the  names  of  more  than  two 
hundred  parishioners,  old  and  young ;  and  the  present  congrega- 
tion, if  gathered  all  on  one  occasion,  is  larger  than  our  present 
church  building  can  contain. 

I  have  admitted  thirty-one  persons  to  the  Boly  Communion,  as 
being  ready  and  desirous  to  be  confirmed.  If,  however.  Confir- 
mation had  been  administered  in  the  church,  the  number  who 
would  have  presented  themselves  for  the  reception  of  that  holy 
ordinance  would  have  been  much  larger.  Some  have  been  un- 
willing to  come  to  Holy  Communion  without  being  first  confirmed ; 
while  others,  formerly  admitted  to  Communion,  still  wait  for 
Confirmation.  Including  all  these,  I  suppose  that  there  are  not 
far  from  one  hundred  in  the  parish  who  are  ready  and  desirous 
for  Confirmation.  The  increase  of  the  Parish  is  further  indicated 
by  the  increase  of  the  offertory.  The  Offerings  for  the  past  year 
have  amounted  to  a  little  more  than  eight  thousand  three  hundred 
dollars,  including  a  few  private  donations  which  did  not  pass 
through  the  offertory.  These  offerings,  being  a  hundred  per  cent, 
advance  upon  the  Offerings  of  the  preceding  year,  have  been  ap- 
plied to  the  support  of  the  Clergy  and  other  parochial  expenses, 
the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  the  aged  and  the  orphans,  and  to 
the  aid  of  poor  churches  in  different  parts  of  the  country. 
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For  the  poor  alone,  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  have  been 
expended.  An  exploration  has  been  made  by  the  Deacon  Asso- 
ciate, under  the  direction  of  the  Rector,  which  has  resulted  in  the 
discovery  of  one  hundred  and  seven  families  belonging  to  the 
Church,  (most  of  them  originally  of  the  Church  of  England  and 
Ireland,)  who  are  either  living  in  utter  destitution  of  the  means  of 
grace,  or  are  connected  with  some  of  our  Parishes. 

The  investigation  was  confined  to  the  district  of  the  city  adja- 
cent to  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  extending  from  Charlestovm 
street  to  Cambridge  street.  Besides  these  hundred  and  seven 
Church  families,  there  were  found  ninety«two  families,  uncon- 
nected with  any  Parish  or  religious  denomination,  who  declared 
their  willingness  to  attend  Church, — making  in  all  one  hundred 
and  ninety-nine  families,  containing  probably  not  far  from  one 
thousand  souls,  in  this  district  alone,  unprovided  for,  for  whom 
the  Church  may  be  regarded  as  responsible.  What  results  might 
a  similar  exploration  of  the  whole  city  reveal  ?  In  these  hundred 
and  ninety-nine  families,  were  found  eighty-one  unbaptized  chil- 
dren, and  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  children  without  religious 
instruction,  whose  parents  were  willing  that  they  should  attend 
Sunday  School,  and  who  were  of  suitable  age  for  the  purpose. 
Several  of  these  children  have  since  been  baptized,  and  others 
added  to  the  Sunday  School.  The  Sunday  School  itself  has 
doubled  in  the  number  of  scholars  and  in  the  number  of  teachers. 
With  all  this  progress,  there  have  been  some  things  to  be  lamented. 
The  increase  in  the  number  of  those  who  attend  daily  service  has 
not  been  in  proportion  to  the  increase  of  the  congregation.  The 
number  of  Communicants  at  the  Holy  Communion  on  Saints* 
Days,  averages  about  fifty,  at  the  highest.  This  seems  a  small 
number  out  of  more  than  three  hundred  communicants.  But 
there  has  been  some  improvement  even  here ;  and  when  we 
consider  the  disadvantages  under  which  our  Church  system 
operates  in  New  England,  there  is  perhaps  no  ground  for  dis- 
couragement. The  Daily  Service  of  Morning  and  Evening 
Prayer  has  been  offered  throughout  the  year.  The  Holy  Com- 
munion has  been  administered  on  the  first  Sunday  of  every 
month,  on  all  Festivals,  (thrice  at  Easter  and  thrice  in  Whitsun* 
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)  and  on  Maundy-Thursday,  in  the  evening.  On  many  of 
9  occasions,  sermons  have  been  preached,  besides  two  ser- 
8  or  lectures,  weekly,  in  Lent,  and  a  sermon  every  day  in 
ion- Week.  The  children  of  the  Parish  have  been  catechised 
16  first  Sunday  afternoon  of  each  month ;  and  the  Feast  of 
[onocents  was  celebrated  specially  as  their  annual  Festival.

On  Trinity  Sunday,  6th  June,  1852,  it  was  our  delightful  privi- 
lege to  assemble,  for  the  first  time,  in  the  lecture  room,  under  the 
church,  for  public  worship  ;  on  which  occasion,  the  writer  preach- 
ed from  the  words  of  David,  as  recorded  1  Chron.  xxix.  1, 
^^  The  palace  is  not  for  man,  but  for  the  Lord  6od.^* 

On  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  all  hearts  were  encouraged 
and  refreshed  by  a  visitation  from  the  Bishop,  who  preached  and 
administered  confirmation. 

Since  the  last  report  to  the  Convention,  the  following  donations 
have  been  most  gratefully  received,  viz :  from  H.  T.  Parker, 
Esq.,  a  book  of  offices,  called  ^'  Altar  Service  ;^'  from  a  nephew 
and  sister  of  the  late  Rev.  Addison  Searle,  a  communioD  plate ; 
from  H.  W.  Clapp,  Esq.,  of  St.  James's  Church,  Greenfield,  a 
chaste  and  substantial  chandelier. 

The  members  of  the  Sunday  School  have  procured  a  simple 
set  of  Tablets  for  the  Lecture  Room,  at  an  expense  of  seventeen 
dollars  and  ninety-nine  cents. 

A  young  lad  likewise  obtained  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of 
thirty-five  dollars,  and  thereby  added  three  hundred  volumes  to 
the  Sunday  School  library.  One  class  of  the  school  and  their 
teacher,  together  with  a  member  of  another  class,  have  collected, 
in  donations,  and  by  their  own  contributions,  some  zeoemiy'f»t 
doUars  for  a  pulpit  and  reading  desk. 

The  Ladies'  Sewing  Circle  has  been  re-organized,  and  when 
the  services  of  another  Rector  are  secured,  will,  doubtless,  be  an 
efficient  aid  to  the  parish. 

The  whole  amount  of  moneys  collected  for  the  church,  during 
my  Rectorship,  is  five  thousand  four  hundred  and  twelve  doUars 
and  twenty  cents.  Of  this  amount,  thirteen  hundred  twenty- 
seven  dollars  and  twenty-three  cents  were  lost  by  the  deatructioa 
of  the  first  edifice. 

In  addition  to  the  moneys  actually  paid  in,  the  writer  has  like- 
wise obtained  pledges  to  the  amount  of  two  thousand  dollars.  So 
that  a  thousand  dollars  are  still  needed  to  complete  the  interior, 
wi  Jf^Y  all  tbe  instoIn^etxKs  which  may  then  be  due. 
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And  the  writer  cannot  but  make  vl  final  appeal  to  those  church- 
men whom  God  has  blessed  with  this  world^s  goods,  that  they 
may  come  forward  and  aid  this  good  cause. 

In  conclusion,  the  undersigned  would  here  express  his  cordial 
patitude  to  his  former  parishioners  for  their  many  acts  of  kind- 
0688  and  the  purse  of  an  hundred  dollars  sent  him  on  accepting 
[lis  resignation,  '*  as  a  slight  testimonial  of  their  due  appreciation 
of  his  services." 

The  donation,  likewise,  of  several  valuable  standard  works  of 
English  Theologians  from  the  Sunday  School,  has  afforded  him 
additional  gratification  in  the  review  of  his  labors  in  this  interest- 
ing parish. 

May  God  be  merciful  to  them,  and  bless  them,  by  sending  a 
fiuthfttl  pastor,  who  shall  watch  for  their  souls,  as  one  that  must 
give  an  account !

The  growth  and  experience  of  another  year  have  added  to  the 
conviction  expressed  in  the  last  Report,  of  the  great  value  and 
importance  of  this  field  of  usefulness.  A  rapidly  increasing 
population,  and  the  character  and  condition  of  the  ward  in  which 
thb  parish  is  situated,  must  satisfy  any  observer  of  passing  events 
that  there  should  be  established  here,  a  Church  of  our  communion. 
Whether,  however,  the  present  enterprise  is  successful,  or  not, 
most  depend,  to  a  great  extent,  upon  the  present  aid  which  may 
be  given  to  it. 

The  Rector  has  officiated  throughout  the  year  upon  the  Sun- 
days and  principal  Holy  Days,  and  has  taught  weekly  a  Bible 
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class  and  the  pupils  of  the  Sunday  School.  A  class  of  catechu- 
mens has  heen  prepared  for  confirmation,  but  circumstances, 
wholly  beyond  our  control,  have  hitherto  prevented  their  presen- 
tation. No  public  collections  have  been  taken,  except  the  usual 
Communion  Offertory,  but  the  Rector  records  with  gratitude,  the 
assistance  rendered  to  the  parish  from  a  few  kind  friends  beyond 
its  bounds,  and  the  success  which  has  thus  far  attended  the  efforts 
of  its  members.  He  acknowledges  also,  an  "  Easier  Offering* 
of  a  new  Surplice,  and  a  sum  of  money  from  the  *'*  Ladies  of  the 
parish,"  whose  noble  efforts  in  assisting  him  in  his  labors,  deserve 
his  thanks. 

It  has  not  yet  been  deemed  expedient  to  commence  any  sub- 
scriptions for  a  larger  Church  edifice,  but  we  look  forward  with 
hope  to  such  a  consummation  of  our  wishes.  In  July  last  a  taxa- 
tion of  pews  was  established,  for  the  payment  of  current  expen- 
ses, reserving  a  sufficient  number  of  sittings /re^,  to  meet  the  wants 
of  this  part  of  the  city.  And  it  is  believed  that  this  parish  now 
stands  upon  a  basis,  from  which  it  is  not  likely  to  be  removed. 
Mei^while,  in  faith  and  hope  the  Bector  continues  his  humble 
labors,  seeing  in  the  affection  and  confidenoe  of  his  people,  a  pre- 
sent encouragement,  and  in  the  success  which  has  already  attended 
them,  a  reward  which  is  in  itself  a  pledge  of  the  Divine  blessiDg. 

To  the  Board  of  Missions  for  Seamen. 

Gentlemen, — ^The  question  has  sometimes  been  agitated,  why 
God  should  have  covered  three-fourths  of  our  globe  with  water. 
While  neither  reason  nor  revelation  affords  an  answer  to  this 
question,  we  can  readily  perceive  that  great  benefit  has  resulted 
from  it,  in  the  fact  that  mankind  are  made  accessible  to  each 
other.  Europe  and  America  are  thus  laid  side  by  side.  Tlie 
world  is  made  one  great  family  of  nations,  and  the  grand 
ligament  which  binds  it  together  is  seamen — themselves  at  once 
the  channels  and  sources  of  a  mighty  influence.  How  important 
then  their  reformation  and  conversion  to  God.  It  would  be  a 
public  benefit.  Sailors  are  a  peculiar  class — peculiar  in  their 
sentiments,  habits,  occupations  and  mode  of  life.    They  have  a 
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world  of  their  own — they  live  in  a  different  element,  and  on  many 
accounts  are  entitled  to  our  benevolent  regards.  Their  privations 
are  many :  deprived  as  they  are  of  home,  and  separated  from  the 
endearments  of  family  relations,  and  excluded,  by  the  nature  of 
their  employment,  from  the  ordinary  means  of  grace.  That  they 
should  be  led  astray,  under  such  circumstances,  is  not  at  all  sur- 
prising. But  the  life  of  a  sailor  is  not  only  one  of  danger  and 
privation,  but  of  continual  toil  and  suffering.  They  are  also 
peculiarly  exposed  to  temptations.  They  have  claims,  not  only  on 
our  philanthropy,  but  on  our  justice.  We  are  under  great  obli- 
gations to  them  ;  they  contribute  continually  to  our  comfort.  It 
was  to  the  daring  spirit,  sublime  genius,  and  skill  and  science  of 
a  seaman,  that  we  are  indebted  for  discovering  this  mighty  conti- 
nent, which  has  become  an  asylum  of  liberty — for  a  field  on 
which  the  great  experiment  of  self-government  can  be  made. 

The  conversion  of  seamen,  being  intimately  connected  with  the 
conversion  of  others  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  should  be  an  object 
of  great  desire.  Their  condition  has  been  compared  to  that  of  the 
persons  who  are  suspended  by  ropes  from  the  dome  of  St.  Peters' 
Church,  for  the  purpose  of  illuminating  it ;  so  dangerous  is  it  con- 
sidered, that  they  attend  mass  before  ascending  the  dome — such  is 
the  condition  of  the  sailor,  with  but  a  single  plank  between  him 
and  eternity.  Who  that  has  been  to  sea  in  a  storm,  and  seen  the 
sailor  tremulously  ascending  to  the  top  of  the  mast,  has  not  felt 
that  he  ought  to  be  anointed  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  before  he 
engages  in  so  hazardous  an  enterprise. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  remarks,  can^here  be  a  doubt  that  the 
^  Episcopal  Mission  for  Seamen,''  is  engaged  in  a  most  important 
work  ?  Your  Chaplain  has,  on  the  whole,  spent  a  happy  and 
profitable  year.  His  heart  has  been  encouraged  in  his  labors, 
and  he  has  reasons  for  concluding  that  he  has  not  labored  in  vain. 

Since  the  last  annual  report,  divine  service  has  been  held  at  the 
Chapel,  on  every  Sunday  morning  and  evening.  The  number  of 
attendants  has  on  the  whole  increased ;  and  on  some  occasionS| 
in  the  evening,  the  house  has  been  well  filled. 

On  invitation  given  by  the  Chaplain  on  Sunday  evenings,  674 

seamen  have  remained  after  the  services,  to  receive  books,  tracts, 
ft 
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papers,  and  sometimes  bibles  and  Prayer  Books.  Of  these,  67 
have  visited  the  Chaplain  at  his  room,  during  the  week,  lor  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  Bibles  or  Prayer  Books,  or  for  religious  consultation 
and  prayer.     Some  of  these  visits  have  been  highly  encouiaging. 

A  weekly  visit  has  been  made  to  Chelsea  Hospital,  when  from  one 
to  three  hours  have  been  spent  very  profitably,  and  it  is  believed  use- 
fully, in  conversation  with  the  inmates.  These  visits  have  not  been 
made,  merely  to  spend  an  idle  hour,  or  for  matters  with  which  to 
fill  up  a  report ;  but  it  has  been  made  a  matter  of  duty  to  converse 
with  each  sailor — if  not  asleep,  and  circumstances  permitted  it— 
on  the  concerns  of  the  soul ;  inquiring  into  the  state  of  the  mind, 
and  giving  such  advice,  as  the  case  might  demand.  The  ob^ed 
of  these  visits  has  been  the  spiritual  interest  of  the  sailor.  Tracts 
have  been  given  to  each  one,  sometimes  papers,  books,  Testa- 
ments and  Prayer  Books,  when  asked  for.  Some  of  these  visits  bavB 
been  deeply  interesting,  and,  as  a  general  rale,  welcomed,  and  thank- 
fully received.  Some  have  been  found  very  skeptical,  many 
indifferent ;  at  times  a  pious  sailor  has  been  met  with ;  and  soom 
have  been  found  deeply  concerned  for  their  salvation.  One  man  in 
particular  said,  "  I  could  not  get  through  with  the  tract  you  gave  ms 
when  last  here,  it  was  so  solemn  and  aw^.  It  has  taken  a  firm  hoid 
of  my  mind.  I  believe  every  word  I  read,  and  I  have  made  up  my 
mind  to  lead  a  different  life.''  From  subsequent  conversation,  it  is 
believed  that  he  has  found  Him,  of  whom  Moses  in  the  law  and  the 
prophets  did  write. 

From  a  suggestion  made  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bedell,  in  his  sermon  on 
))ehalf  of  the  mission,  last  fidl,  several  ladies  of  St.  Paul's  cem- 
menced  an  effort  for  raising  a  Library  for  seamen,  in  connection  witili 
the  Chapel.  Others  have  sent  in  money  and  books,  and  we  now  have 
a  library  of  240  volumes.  44  of  these  books  are  in  the  hands 
of  seamen  in  various  parts  of  the  world.  This  library  shoold  be 
greatly  increased  by  the  friends  of  this  mission.  It  is  hoped  they 
will  not  forget  it. 

There  are  now  12  communicants  attached  to  the  ChapeL  This 
number  could  be  considerably  increased,  should  all  who  have  com* 
moned  there  be  reported  as  communicant ;  but  as  the  object  is  not 
e&ct,  but  to  state  facts,  it  is  with  pleasure  the  statemfliii  it  Bade, 
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that  by  the  register  it  appears  that  there  are  reallj  12  commumoants. 
One  seaman  has  been  confirmed. 

During  the  year  the  Chapldn  has  baptized  4  infants,  attended  4 
funerals,  and  married  3  couples. 

Besides  his  regular  services  at  the  Chapel,  and  labors  among  sea- 
men, he  has  preached  on  42  occasions  in  other  Churches,  and  spent 
much  time  in  visiting  among  the  poor  and  destitute,  administering  to 
thair  necessities,  and  endeavoring  to  interest  them  on  the  subject  of 
thair  salvation.  An  effort  was  made  last  summer  to  get  into  opera- 
tion a  Sunday  School  in  connection  with  the  Chapel,  but  without 
Buooess,  for  want  of  materiab. 

The  following  statistics  of  distribution  the  past  year  are  furnished. 
Bibles :  English,  68 ;  French,  3 ;  Spanish,  1 ;  Portuguese,  15  ;  total 
of  Bibles:  87.  Testaments:  English,  98;  French,  3;  Spanish,  4; 
German,  1 ;  Portuguese,  19 ;  Danish,  2 ;  Swedish,  2 ;  Italian,  1. 
Total  of  TestamentB,  130.  Prayer  Books,  35 ;  Volumes,  164 ;  total 
of  Books,  416 ;  Pamphlets,  183 ;  Pages  of  Tracts,  English,  11800 ; 
Foreign,  974.  Religious  and  Temperance  papers,  786.  Articles  of 
dothing,  112  pieces. 

The  following  churches  have  contributed  clothing  for  the  needy 
Bailor.  Trinity  and  St.  Paul's,  Boston ;  St.  James's,  Roxbury ;  St. 
Aadiew\  Hanover ;  St.  Peter's,  Salem ;  a  friend  at  Dedham,  and 
ftveral  unknown  friends  in  the  city. 

In  closing  this  eighth  annual  report  of  the  mission,  your  Chaplain 
fMa  that  there  has  not  been  good  done  commensurate  with  the  labor 
expended.  And  yet  it  is  difficult  to  determine  how  much  good  has 
Ipoeii  done.  It  is  not  seen.  It  cannot  be  gathered  up.  The  labor 
baa  been  literally  ^^  bread  cast  upon  the  waters.*'  The  great  day 
#)pae  can  reveal  the  good  accomplished.  Much  more  might  have 
been  done,  but  for  influences  without.  One  thing  is  certain ;  that 
ibe  mission  is  on  a  better  and  more  permanent  footing  than  it  has 
over  been,  and  the  prospect  for  success  is  highly  encouraging.  We 
leave  all  in  the  hands  of  Him  vrithout  whom  nothing  is  strong, 
nothing  is  mighty,  believing  that  futurity  will  develop  the  fact,  that 
the  mission  has  done  its  part  in  fulfilling  the  purposes  of  God.

485  Bibles, 
375  Testaments,  (in  all  languages,)  803  Prayer  Books,  and  715 
volumes  of  religious  reading,  have  been  given  to  seamen  going 
to  sea. 

On  Christmas  day,  35  poor  families  connected  with  the  parish 
received  each  a  turkey,  half  bushel  of  potatoes,  and  a  package  of 
tea  and  sugar. 

$1750  have  passed  through  the  Treasury  for  parochial  and 
charitable  purposes. 

The  church  we  occupy  has  been  purchased  for  our  use  by  a 
member  of  the  Corporation,  and  is  being  put  in  a  state  of  thorou^ 
repair. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  Manton  Eastburn,  D.  D., 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts. 

In  the  regular  performance  of  the  duties  appropriate  to  mj  office, 
the  past  year  has  been  one  of  much  interest  to  me,  particularly 
in  the  new  field  of  labor  which  I  have  entered  since  our  last  Con- 
vention. For  the  first  three  months,  I  ofiliciated  in  ther  parish  of 
Christ  Church,  Quincy.  During  the  remainder  of  the  year  I 
have  performed  the  duties  of  Chaplain  in  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion in  this  city. 

I  have  baptized  13  infants ;  solemnized  5  marriages,  and  offi- 
ciated at  6  funerals. 

I  received  the  appointment  of  Chaplain  to  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection in  August  last,  and  entered  immediately  upon  my  duties 
in  that  Institution.  We  have  the  regular  service  of  the  Church, 
and  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  twice  on  each  Sunday  in  the 
Chapel,  where  we  have  a  congregation  of  from  four  to  five 
hundred  persons.  We  have  also  a  Sunday  School,  in  which  I  am 
assisted  by  a  number  of  excellent  teachers  from  the  city,  whose 
self-denying  labors  are  worthy  of  high  commendations. 
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In  addition  to  these  labors  on  the  Sabbath,  I  visit  the  Institution 
every  day  in  the  week  except  Saturday,  and  hold  religious 
services  in  both  the  male  and  female  departments.  On  these 
days  I  also  visit  the  sick  in  the  Hospitals ;  distribute  books  among 
the  prisoners,  and  in  private,  personal  interviews  with  them,  im- 
part such  counsel  and  advice  as  their  cases  require,  striving  to 
lead  them  to  repentance,  and  to  a  better  course  of  life.  I  feel 
aatbfied  that  by  these  labors  a  good  influence  is  exerted  over  the 
prisoners  in  their  bondage  and  toil ;  and  I  cannot  but  hope  that 
some  are  fully  persuaded  to  turn  from  their  evil  ways. 

The  new  Chapel,  which  has  recently  been  provided  for  this  In- 
stitution, was  opened  with  appropriate  services  on  the  first  Sunday 
of  the  present  month.  It  is  very  commodious,  and  affords  addi- 
tional facilities  for  promoting  the  religious  welfare,  as  well  as  the 
comfort,  of  all  who  worship  there.  May  the  Gospel  which  is 
pfeached  among  them  become  the  power  of  God  unto  their  salva-

$10.37  for  a  local  charitable  Society. 

The  parish  appears  to  be  recovering  fVom  its  depression  two 
years  since.  We  have,  however,  to  lament  the  removal  of  seve- 
ral valuable  members  from  town,  and  among  them  some  who  have 
been  with  us  from  the  beginning.  The  consolatioA,  however,  is, 
that  they  will  be  of  efficient  service  to  those  clerical  brethren 
under  whose  ministrations  they  have  placed  themselves. 
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From  Noyember  to  April,  both  inclusive,  a  service  has  been 
held  in  the  church  every  Sunday  evening,  which  I  was  enabled  to 
keep  up,  by  the  kind  aid  of  ray  brethren  in  the  neighborhood.  We 
again  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  kindness  of  a  gentleman  in 
New  York,  in  contributing  fif\y  dollars  towards  the  Rector^s  salary, 
and  the  Rector  would  say  that  the  manner  in  which  this  gift  was 
made,  and  the  words  of  confidence  and  approbation  which  accom- 
panied it,  added  to  its  value. 

In  the  increase  of  the  town,  which  is  going  on  quite  rapidly,  we 
are  authorized  to  expect  some  additions  to  our  congregation.

For  the  first  five  months  of  the  past  Conventional  year,  the 
parish  of  St.  Peter's  enjoyed  the  faithful  ministrations  of  its  late 
beloved  and  respected  Rector,  the  Rev.  William  R.  Babcock.  In 
October  last,  the  parish  kindly  gave  him  leave  of  absence  for 
six  months,  with  the  hope,  that  his  health,  impaired  by  diligent 
devotion  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  might  be  restored,  and  his 
ministry  continued  among  them.  But  before  the  above  period 
had  elapsed,  this  hope  had  to  be  abandoned,  and  he  found  it 
necessary  to  tender  the  resignation  of  his  parochial  charge.  This 
was  reluctantly  granted  by  the  parish,  and  he  has  gone  abroad  in 
pursuit  of  health.  Mr.  Babcock's  Rectorship  continued  for  a 
period  of  more  than  five  years  at  Si.  Peter's,  during  which  he 
preached  the  Grospel  in  all  its  simplicity,  and  gave  himself  entirely 
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to  the  duties  of  his  office.  His  ministry  was  attended  with 
unusual  success,  as  the  records  of  the  church  and  the  flourishing 
condition  of  the  parish  show,  and  with  great  acceptance,  as  the 
hearts  of  his  people  testify. 

The  undersigned  was  invited  by  the  proprietors  to  take  charge 
of  the  Parish  of  St.  Peter^s  during  the  contemplated  absence  of 
its  Rector,  of  which  he  accepted,  and  entered  upon  its  duties  in 
October,  1852.  His  connexion  terminated  on  the  last  Sunday  in 
April,  1853.  He  cannot  close  this  report  without  acknowledging 
the  great  pleasure  with  which  he  ministered  to  this  people,  and 
the  cordial  manner  in  which  his  services  were  received  and  sus- 
tained. Of  venerable  St.  Peter^s  may  it  ever  be  said,  ^'  Peace 
.be  within  thy  walls,  and  plenteousness  within  thy  palaces;  for  my 
brethren  and  companions*  sake  I  will  wish  thee  prosperity :  yea, 
because  of  the  house  of  the  Lord  our  God,  I  will  seek  to  do  thee

This  Parish  still  continues  to  maintain  the  even  tenor  of  its  way. 
Since  the  last  Report,  the  interior  of  the  church  has  undergone 
several  alterations.  The  floor  has  been  carpeted  for  the  first 
time.  The  walls  have  been  beautifully  frescoed,  and  the  wood 
work  has  been  newly  grained  in  imitation  of  old  English  oak,  and 
the  pillars  painted  in  imitation  of  Sienna  marble.  The  whole  re* 
fleets  great  credit  upon  Messrs.  John  and  William  Bartol,  of  this 
town,  who  performed  the  work.  The  Parish  have  expended  thus 
far  about  twelve  hundred  dollars,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  before 
another  report  shall  bo  rendered,  the  exterior  of  the  church  may 
be  painted,  and  a  furnace  added,  both  of  which  are  much 
iieooeci.

The  contributions  reported  bear  a  very  small  proportion  to  the 
sums  given  for  Church  objects.  Since  July  last,  at  which  time 
the  Bishop  laid  the  comer  stone,  the  Parish  has  been  enga§ed  in 
the  construction  of  a  church ;  and,  in  addition  to  the  sums  raised 
for  that  purpose,  they  have  otherwise  made  liberal  contributioos 
towards  purchasing  an  organ  and  other  things  convenient  to  the 
reverent  worship  of  God. 

It  is  trusted  that  the  church,  which  is  of  rough  stone,  and  of  the 
pointed  order,  will  be  ready  for  consecration  in  the  summer.

The  seats  of 
the  church  are  all  rented,  and  usually  well  filled. 

The  effect  of  the  establishment  of  Church  Services  inthisplace, 

has  been  very  great  and  salutary,  and  is  very  generally  remarked 

}fj  all  who  are  acquainted  with  the  present  and  past  of  iti  histoiy. 

llie  ezpeptations  which  die  Commissioners  for  Church  Eztensfon 

WW0  taught  to  entertainy  when  their  encouragement  of  this  work 
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was  solicited,  have  been  much  iiu>re  than  fulfilled  in  the  rapid 
growth  of  the  Church,  in  the  better  state  of  morab  to  be  observed, 
in  the  appropriate  keeping  of  the  Sabbath  Day,  in  the  general 
increase  of  religious  sentiment,  in  the  instruction  of  children,  and 
in  the  turning  of  men  to  God. 

The  gentleman  who,  in  the  hand  of  God,  was  the  origiaal 
instrument  of  projecting  and  carrying  forward  this  work,  is  sow 
making  arrangements  for  completing  and  further  fomiahing  and 
fencing  the  church  at  an  additional  expense  of  about  $15(MI»alt8r 
which  it  will  be  ready  for  consecration  so  soon  as  Ae  small 
balance  yet  remaining  on  the  old  debt  can  be  raised,  a  debt, 
which,  during  the  past  year,  has  been  reduced  from  $1400  to  about 
1700.

At  the  commencement  of  the  last  parochial  year,  an  effort  was 
made  to  sustain  services  at  New  Boston  the  whole  time.  Several 
individuals  doubled  the  amount  of  their  former  contributions,  and 
ot  erswho  had  heretofore  given  nothing,  contributed  their  cdd. 

We  also  hoped  for  increased  missionary  aid.  Belying  on 
these  indications,  and  trusting  in  God,  the  Rector  entered  upon 
his  duties,  confining  his  services  to  this  parish,  and  continued  to 
the  middle  of  November.  When,  finding  the  Missionary  Board 
could  allow  us  but  $50,  one  third  of  what  we  had  formerly 
received,  and  some  unfavorable  circumstances  having  operated  to 
prevent  as  large  an  amount  being  raised  in  the  parish  as  was 
hoped,  it  became  evident  the  rector  could  not  be  supported. 

With  the  approbation  of  the  vestry,  he  then  accepted  an  invi- 
tation to  ofiiciate  in  the  diocese  of  New  York,  till  the  ensuing 
Easter.  The  second  Sunday  afler  Easter,  he  returned  to  New 
Boston,  and  resumed  his  former  labors  among  this  neglectied 
population. 

Though  this  parish  presents  many  features  which  must  power- 
fully enlist  the  feelings,  and  call  for  the  prayers,  of  every  true 
follower  of  the  Saviour,  yet  it  is  plain,  that  if  the  blessed  Gospel 
is  still  to  be  preached  in  its  purity  among  these  hills,  and  the 
light  of  salvation  ever  to  disperse  the  darkness  of  infidelity  and 
indifference  which  is  fast  settling  down  upon  them,  it  must  be 
sent  and  sustained  by  the  more  favored  parishes  of  this  diocese. 
Those  who  love  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  and  who  will  give  ac- 
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cording  to  their  means,  and  beyond  their  means,  to  secure  for 
themselves  and  families  the  preaching  of  the  gospel,  are  too  few 
in  number,  and  too  poor  to  pay  the  necessary  support  of  a  Cler* 
gyman,  without  liberal  and  continued  aid  from  abroad.

In  pursuance  of  Canon  YIII^  Section  1, 1892,  the  undersigned 
respectfully  reports : — 

Through  the  Conventional  Year  now  closing,  he  has  officiated 
every  Sunday,  two  excepted.  On  one  of  which  he  was  in  attend- 
ance at  the  funeral  of  the  late,  lamented  Bishop  Henshaw,  in 
Providence,  R.  L  The  other  Sunday  there  waa  no  call  for  his 
services. 

From  December  to  June,  the  undersigned  supplied  vacancies 
occurring  in  the  parishes  of  Boston,  and  the  immediate  vicinity. 

During  the  remaining  portions  of  the  year,  his  labors  have  ex« 
tended  to  more  distant  places  from  his  summer  residence,  at 
Newton,  Lower  Falls ;  and  in  the  discharge  of  gratuitous  mis* 
sionary  services. 

Seven  Sundajrs  have  been  devoted  to  the  vacant  parish  of  St 
Paurs,  Hopkinton.  A  notice  of  the  same  is  contained  in  the 
parochial  report  of  that  feeble  parish  herewith  submitted. 

Early  in  the  summer  of  the  past  year,  the  undersigned  officia- 
ted at  Southborough,  in  the  county  of  Worcester. 

This  was  probably  the  first  service  ever  held  by  a  clergyman 
of  the  Church,  in  that  town. 

Being  originally  settled  by  Congregationalista,  and  ofieriog  no 
peculiar  advantages  for  persons  from  abroad  to  locate  themselves 
here,  no  members  of  the  Churoh  are  known  to  reside  in  South- 
borough,  with  the  exception  of  individual  members  of  one  family, 
who,  during  their  residence  some  few  years  since  in  Boston,  con* 
fbrmed  to  the  Church. 


At  their  iostancef  the  undersigned  celebrated  divine  service  in 
this  town  on  the  thirteenth  Sunday  aAer  Trinity  last  past.  The 
Unitarian  Meeting  House,  long  vacant,  was  kindly  offered  for 
the  occasion.  The  day  being  favorable,  the  congregation  in 
attendance  was  estimated  at  two  hundred  persons.  The  responses 
were  well  sustained,  and  the  sermons  listened  to  as  by  those  who 
had  ears  to  hear. 

After  an  interval  of  some  weeks,  the  undersigned  passed  a 
second  Sunday  in  Southborough.  With  satisfaction  he  learned, 
that  the  impression  seemed  to  prevail  among  several  respectable 
individuals,  that  the  introduction  of  the  Church,  in  their  town, 
would  be  attended  with  the  most  beneficial  results  to  themselves 
and  their  children. 

Seventy  copies  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  beside  a 
variety  of  tracts  upon  the  government,  discipline,  and  worship  of 
the  Church,  have  been  gratuitously  distributed  through  the  town. 

The  present  prospect  is,  a  church  will  soon  be  built  in  South- 
borough;  and  divine  service  sustained  by  a  people,  whose 
eoclesiastical  history,  in  years  past,  demonstrates  that  Episcopacy 
and  the  Liturgy,  through  the  divine  blessing,  are  the  most  effec- 
tual preservatives  from  the  sins  of  heresy  and  schism.

At  present,  I  have  to  report,  that  I  have  been  constantly 
employed  in  my  duties  in  this  Institution,  which  confine  me 
closely.  I  have  still  been  able  to  serve  the  church  in  its  infant 
condition  in  this  State.  During  the  sickness  and  death  of  the 
Rev.  Fiavel  J.  Mines,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  I  supplied  the 
pulpit  of  that  church  alone  more  than  seven  months,  and  attend* 
ed  him  during  all  his  protracted  illness,  weekly  administering  the 
communion  to  him  for  a  long  period.  I  have  often  officiated  for 
Grace  Church,  in  this  city,  and  have  preached  four  times  in 
Stockton  and  Sacramento.  The  Church  advances  slowly  in 
California,  chiefly  for  lack  of  a  Missionary  Bishop.  I  sincerely 
hope  that  want  will  be  supplied  at  the  next  Convention  of  the 
Church  in  the  United  States.  We  have  but  two  Parish  Rectors, 
but  with  a  Missionary  Bishop,  many  churches  might  speedily  be 
established.  A  devoted  Missionary  Bishop  we  want,  and  doubt- 
less, three  years  from  next  autumn,  this  diocese  may  be  received 
into  union  with  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  in  a  highly 
flourishing  condition.  Other  denominations  of  Christians  are 
making  rapid  progress.  Orange  Clark.

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Constitution 


OP   THE 

PROTESTANT    EPISCOPAL     CHURCH 

IN  THE 

COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS, 

AS  AMENDED 

IN   CONVENTION,  JUNE,  1841,  1846,  AND  MAY,  1852. 


ARTICLE   I. 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  General 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

ARTICLE   II. 

There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in 
every  year,  unless  a  different  time  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a 
preceding  Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it.  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention. 
Provided,  always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special 
Convention,  other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such 
Convention. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men. 

The  Bishop  and  the  assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention.  Every  other  clergy- 
16 
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man  of  the  Church  of  whatever  order,  being  a  settled  ministeff 
or  regularly  officiating  in  some  parish  within  this  Commonwealth; 
or  being  a  President,  Professor,  TiMor  or  Instruetor  in  some  Col- 
lege or  Seminary  of  learning,  anid  performing  clerical  fonctions; 
or  being  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public 
institution,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention, 
if  he  have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonieally  resident  withio 
this  State,  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  (period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been 
eanonically  instituted.  Provided,  however,  that  no  clergy  man 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall,  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  healtht  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Every  parish  in  this  Commonwealth,  in  union  with  this  Cod' 
vention,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment, signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  hi» 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro- 
vided, that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  dele* 
gate  unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  which  he 
represents.  The  delegation  from  each  parish  shall  be  entitled  on 
a  division,  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

AETICLfi   iv. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Ccmvention, 
en  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have  laid 
before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the  War* 
dens  and  Vestry,  that  they  have  been  duly  organized  for  the 
space  of  one  year,  and  during  that  time  have  held  regular  public 
services,  and  accede  to  the '  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Church. 

ARTICLE    V. 

The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  ConventioS' 
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But  in  case  of  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall 
elect  a  president  from  among  the  clergy. 

ARTICLE  yi. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  An- 
nual Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  present  on  due  notification, 
and  duly  organized,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the 
ordinary  business  of  the  Convention.  The  clergy  and  lay  dele- 
gates shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except 
when  a  division  is  called  for  by  three  clerical  members,  or  by  the 
lay  delegations  from  three  parishes  represented  in  the  Conven- 
tion ;  in  which  case  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers; three  clergymen  and  three  laymen.  They  shall  keep 
regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.     A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  article, 
except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention ;  nor  unless  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  least  one  annual  meeting 
previous  to  its  adoption. 
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Canon  of  1828, 

AMENDED    IN   THE   CONVENTION   OF    1849. 

Respecting'  Contingent  Expenses. 

It  shall  be  the  duly  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in 
this  State,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as  one 
per  coUum  on  the  salary  of  its  minister ;  and  those  parishes  which 
are  destitute  of  a  clergyman,  and  which  are  represented  by  lay  del- 
egates in  the  Convention,  shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annually, 
or  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the 
same;   and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  certify  in  his 
annual  report  what  parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the 
requisitions  of  this  canon.     The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriation 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  such 
committee  as  shall  be  appointed   by  the  Convention ;  and  the 
following  appropriations  shall  always  be  deemed  proper,  namely: 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Convention; 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  such  clerical  members  of  the 
Convention  as  cannot  afiTord  to  pay  the  same,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  one  year ;   to  pay   the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  clerical    delegates  to  the  General    Triennial 
Convention,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  clerical 
delegate  ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the  Church  in  this  State  to 
the  General  Convention,  such  sums  as  shall  enable  them  to  pay 
the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  Churches  in  this  State  by  each 
General  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof ;  and  to 
pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  this  Convention,  and  such  other 
publications  as  shall  be  published  by  order  of  this  Convention  ; 
and  every  parish  shall  be  entitled  to  five  copies,  at  least,  of  every 
publication  printed  by  order  of  the  Convention. 

But  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from 
the  Contingent  Fund,  unless  the  parish  of  which  he  is  the  minis- 
ter shall  have  paid  its  annual  quota  of  one  per  centum^  or  send  a 
certified  copy  of  a  vole  that  it  is  unable  to  pay  the  same.  Neither 
shall  any  parish,  thus  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  Canon,  receive  more  than  five  copies  of  the  Journal. 
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iSanoti  of  1844. 

Respecting  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

In  every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  a  collection  shall  be  annually 
made  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  Donations  of  the  ProtesUint  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
Commonwealth,  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund  for  the  sup* 
port  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese ;  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
report  annually  to  this  Convention,  the  amount  by  him  received 
from  each  parish.

Of  proceedings  in  the  case  of  a  Minister ^  not  "being  a  Bishop^ 
accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise  of  offences  for  which  he 
may  be  tried. 

Sect.  1.  The  mode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  Minister,  for 
any  offence  for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  General  Convention  or 
of  this  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable  to  be  tried,  shall  be  as 
follows : 

Information  of  his  offence  shall  first  be  given  in  writing  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  which  information,  any  member  of  this 
Church  is  hereby  declared  competent  to  give.  The  Standing 
Committee  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  a  preliminary  consideration 
of  the  case ;  and  in  their  discretion,  if  they  see  fit,  may  make  a 
formal  presentment  of  the  offence  to  the  Bishop. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the 
Bishop,  stating  the  charges  made  against  the  accused,  with  speci* 
fications  as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances ;  and  any  of  the 
specifications  in  said  presentment  may  be  amended  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Judge  Advocate,  as  the  Court  may  order ;  and 
in  case  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  or  in  case  the  Bishop  shall  be 
implicated  in  the  offence,  or  shall  be  related  to  the  accused  by 
coQsanguinity  or  affinity,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  then 
lO* 
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request  the  Bishop  of  some  other  Diocese  to  receive  the  present- 
ment, who,  upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may 
proceed  in  the  case,  and  exercise  the  same  powers  as  belong,  or 
are  granted,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Sect.  2.  Any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop, 
accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  of  any  offence  or  offences 
for  which  he  may  be  tried  as  aforesaid,  may,  for  himself,  request 
the  Standing  Committee  to  institute  such  examination  and  inquiry 
respecting  the  truth  of  the  charges  against  him  ;  and,  in  such 
case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  institute 
such  examination  and  inquiry,  and  to  proceed  in  like  manner,  as 
is  provided  in  section  first  of  the  Canon. 

II. 
Of  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman^  not  being  a  Bishop, 

Sect.  1.  Upon  sUch  presentment  being  made  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  as  is  provided  in  the  foregoing  Canon,  the  Bishop 
shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  cause  a  copy  of  such  presentment  to 
be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  nine  Presbyters 
of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being 
parties  to  the  presentment,  nor  witnesses  in  the  case,  and  shall 
cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall, 
within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop ;  and  if  he  shall  not 
give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  said  thirty  days,  the 
Bishop  shall  then  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall 
form  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sect.  2.  The  Court,  thus  constituted,  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  within  the  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall 
have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place, 
within  the  Diocese,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  ;  and  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meet- 
ing  of  the  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
time  of  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sect.  3.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
said  Court,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  those  who 
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do  attend,  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  or  being  not  less  than 
tluree  in  number,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed,  in  case 
they  shall  see  fit,  to  a  hearing  and  trial  of  the  case  ;  and  their  de- 
cision, if  unanimous,  shall  be  as  binding  as  if  the  whole  Court  had 
been  present ;  but  in  case  their  decision  shall  not  be  unanimous, 
the  Bishop  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  accused^or  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  order  a  new  trial. 

SxcT.  4.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  shall,  in  writing, 
certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  and  state  their  opinion  as  to  the 
sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence,  in  the  manner  hereinaAer 
provided.  And  if  a  clergyman  presented  as  aforesaid,  after 
having  had  due  notice,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the 
Court  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  unless  prevented  by 
sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the 
exercise  of  his  clerical  functions  for  the  term  of  six  months ;  and 
if  during  that  period,  he  shall  not  apply  for  a  trial,  he  shall  then 
be  degraded  from  the  ministry. 

Sect.  5.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respec- 
tively ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths, 
niay«  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses.  If,  on  or  during  the  trial,  the 
accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the 
presentment,  the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evi« 
dence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the 
Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

Sect.  6.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop, 
and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  mate-* 
rial  witnesses  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may 
appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witnesses. 
Such  Commissary  may  be  either  a  clergyman  or  a  layman,  and 
the  party  so  applying,  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  s^ix  days' 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the 
person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  reside  more 
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tlian  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day^s 
notice  shall  be  given  for  everj  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said 
distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness, 
and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissary, 
and  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and 
shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined 
before  such  Commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
aforesaid.  ' 

Sect.  7.  The  Court,  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment, 
distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of 
such  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which, 
in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced ;  and  a  copy  of  such 
decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused ; 
and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical 
sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the 
Court ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any 
sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  and  any  three  or 
more  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may 
in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated 
by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all 
persons  who  may  choose  to  attend ;  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop, 
if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new 
trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  of  Presbyters 
shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  con- 
ducted as  before  mentioned. 

Sect.  8.  All  citations  and  notices  contemplated  in  this  Canon 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Bishop,  and  may  be  served  by  a  summoner 
or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop, 
and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof. 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved 
by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.    A  written  citation  or  notice  de-

Of  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  into  union  with  the  Con-

All  applications  for  the  admission  of  new  parishes  into  union 
with  this  Convention  shall  be  received  and  referred  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee.  And  the  said  Committee  shall  examine  into  the 
circumstances  of  the  party  making  the  application,  to  ascertain 
the  number  of  Episcopalians  resident  in  the  place  where  it  is 
proposed  to  establish  a  new  parish ;  what  resources  they  have 
from  the  establishment  of  a  neighboring  parish  already  in  exis- 
tence ;  what  the  population  of  the  town  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  establish  such  parish  may  amount  to ;  what  may  be  expected 
to  be  its  probable  increase  ;  what  is  the  number,  character,  and 
influence  of  other  Christian  denominations  in  the  same  place ; 
and  what  are  the  resources  in  possession  of  the  applicants, 
whereon  may  be  founded  a  reasonable  expectation  that  they  now 
are,  or  are  likely  to  become,  within  a  reasonable  time,  a  self- 
supporting  parish ;  and  they  shall  make  report  of  the  same  to  the 
next  Convention,  with  their  opinion  thereon.

On  the  mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 

Churchy  from  time  to  time. 

SxcTioN  I.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,  from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is 
hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  present, 
or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  an- 
nual Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is 
no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and  funerals,  and 
of  the  number  of  communicants  in  his  parish  or  Church,  and  of 
all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  same ; 
and  these  parochial  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop 
shall  think  fit,  shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  journals  of  the 
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Convention.  And  every  other  clergyman  not  regularly  settled 
in  any  parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  to  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  his  Diocese,  the  occasional  services  he  may  have 
performed ;  and,  if  he  have  performed  no  such  services,  the 
causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same« 

Rule  I.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address 
the  Chair. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  Pres* 
ident,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  others  de- 
siring to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house,  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall  vote,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  ques- 
tion, or  shall  be  excused  by  the  Convention  for  reasons  assigned. 

Rule  II.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
vention, unless  seconded  by  a  member  not  belonging  to  the  same 
parish  with  the  mover  ;  and  every  motion,  when  required  by  any 
member,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  III.  When  the  report  of  a  committee  is  presented,  it 
shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  deter- 
mined by  the  house ;  and,  if  accompanied  by  resolutions,  the 
question  shall  be  on  adopting  them. 

Rule  IV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Convention,  it  shall 
be  in  order — 

1.  To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

2.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain  ; 

3.  To  commit ; 

4.  To  amend ; 

5.  To  postpone  indefinitely  \ 
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and  a  motion  for  any  one  of  these  proceedings  may  be  considered 
as  having  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  here  named ; 
and  a  question  on  any  of  these  proceedings  shall  be  decided  be- 
fore the  original  motion. 

Rule  V.  An  address  or  communication  from  the  Bishop  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  time. 

Rule  VI.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  ques- 
tion, when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  VII.  The  question  of  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
order ;  and  that,  together  with  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  VIII.  When  votes  by  orders  are  taken,  they  shall  be 
entered  on  the  minutes. 

Rule  IX.  On  all  questions  of  order,  the  President  shall  de- 
cide, subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house. 

Rule  X.  A  question,  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered 
during  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  nor  unless  the  motion  to  reconsider  be  made 
and  seconded  by  members  who  voted  in  the  majority  on  the  ori- 
ginal decision.

Annual  "Ikhhttss  : 

Mt  BnSTBRSN  OF  THE  ClEROY  AND  LaITY  .'  — 

I  again  present  to  you  the  record  of  my  official  acts,  since  we  last 
assembled  in  annual  Convention. 

On  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  June  29  and  30, 1  attended  in  Nenr 
York  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theologioil 
Seminary ;  and,  on  the  latter  of  the  ahove  days,  was  present  at  the 
Oommenoement  of  that  Institution  at  St.  Peter's,  Chelsea. 
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On  the  Seyenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  10, 1  oonfinned  10  in 
the  afternoon  in  St.  Peter's,  Cambridgeport ;  and  afterwards  admin* 
istered  the  same  rite  to  2  sick  members  of  the  pimsh,  at  the  residenoe 
of  each. 

On  Tuesday,  July  12, 1  oonsecrated  to  the  worship  and  servioe  of 
Almighty  God  Trinity  Church,  Pawtuoket  A  numerous  congre- 
gation was  present  on  this  occasion,  besides  many  clergymen  from  the 
ndghboring  Diocese  of  Ehode  Island,  and  one  from  this  Diocese. 
The  completion  of  this  edifice,  after  so  many  years  of  prayer  and 
labor  towards  the  object,  is  a  just  ground  of  satiB&etion  to  us  alL 
It  is  a  substantial  building  of  stone,  and  exceedingly  well  propor- 
iioiied;  and  is  capable  of  seating  about  800  persons.  The  whole 
•OBt  of  Hie  church,  and  of  the  land  upon  which  it  stands,  was  about 
%7JbQ0;  ci  which  $1100  were  contributed  in  Boston  and  other 
pbacQi  and  the  rest  by  the  parishioners  themselyes.  The  interior  is 
mnvhgBA  with  great  propriety;  and  is  also  adorned  by  a  noUe 
eigan,  the  workmanship  of  Mr.  Hook,  of  this  city.  Since  the  coi^ 
secration,  the  Rev.  George  F.  Cushman,  of  Alabama,  who  had  been 
oQaiating  here  for  some  time,  has  returned  to  that  Diocese ;  and  the 
parish  have  chosen  as  Eector  the  Bev.  Julius  S.  Townsend,  from  the 
Diopese  of  Western  New  York,  who  has  been  discharging  his  duties 
4sinoe  last  autumn.  May  the  Lord  bless  the  ministrations  which 
shall  be  dispensed  within  these  walls ;  and  make  Ihem  effectual  to  the 
eilvation  of  thousands  yet  unborn ! 

On  Saturday,  August  13,  accompanied  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Wilt- 
twrger,  I  set  out  for  the  Island  of  Nantucket;  and,  on  the  fdlowing 
4ay,  the  Twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  preadied  in  St  Paul*e  in  that 
place  in  the  morning,  and,  assisted  by  Mr.  Wiltberger,  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon,  after  a  sermon  by  the  same 
leyerend  brother,  I  confirmed  a  parishioner  of  Trinity  Church,  Bos- 
ton, who  fonnerly  resided  on  the  Island;  and  also  examined  the 
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children  of  the  parish  in  the  Cateohism.  These  yoong  perBOU 
exhibited  a  degree  of  proficiency  which  gave  great  gratification  to 
myself,  and  to  all  others  who  were  assembled  on  the  oooamon. 

On  Monday,  Augnst  15, 1  visited  Wood's  Hole ;  and,  the  ohindi 
being  not  then  completed,  I  preached  in  the  eyeningin  the  Academy, 
which  was  used  by  the  parishioners  as  a  temporary  place  of  wonibip. 
On  the  morning  of  the  next  day,  I  met  the  children  of  the  Sonday 
School,  and  examined  them  in  the  Catechism. 

On  Thursday,  September  1, 1  attended,  in  compliance  with  eanoo- 
ical  notice,  a  Court  of  Bishops  at  Camden,  New  Jersey,  aasemblad 
for  the  trial  of  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese,  on  a  Presentment  made 
by  the  Bishops  of  Virginia,  Ohio,  and  Maine.  After  a  fi»rtm^il% 
session,  the  Court  came  to  an  unanimous  decision  to  dismiss  the  Pi^ 
sentment,  and  discharge  the  Bespondent  in  the  case;  this  coane 
being  adopted  upon  several  grounds  deemed  satisfactory  by  tibe 
Court,  and  which  are  known  to  you  all  by  the  published  record  cf 
the  proceedings.  I  trust  that  the  decision  has  been  approved  by  Hie 
great  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  our  souls. 

St  Michael  and  All  Angels,  Thursday,  September  29,  at  an  Orffioa- 
tion  held  in  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Boston,  I  admitted  to  Priests 
Orders  the  Key.  Edmund  B.  Palmer,  Deacon,  Assistant  Minister  of 
Trinity  Church,  Bridgewater,  who  was  received  in  August  last  by 
letters  dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire.  The  Ser- 
mon was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Hiomas  M.  Smith,  D.  D.,  Miloor 
Professor  of  Systematic  Divinity  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of 
Ohio,  and  President  of  Eenyon  College ;  who,  together  with  the 
Bev.  Dr.  Eaton,  and  the  Bev.  Messrs.  Wiltberger,  Randall,  and 
Smithett,  united  with  me  in  the  imposition  of  hands. 

During  the  three  weeks  between  the  5th  and  26th  of  October, 
I  attended  in  New  York  the  Triennial  Meeting  of  the  General  Con* 
vention  of  our  Church ;  and  also  the  meetings  of  the  various  Churoh 
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liBlhaiicms  which  tramnoted  bnsinefis  at  the  same  time  in  that  eity. 
At  one  of  the  two  public  miBBioiiarj  meetings  held  in  the  Chnroh  of  the 
Ascension,  on  oocasion  of  the  reception  of  the  distingmshed  defegates 
of  tiie  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts, 
[  deli?6red,  by  request,  one  of  the  addresses.  The  English  repre* 
MOtalitQB  were,  as  you  all  know,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Spencer,  formerly 
Bishop  of  Madras ;  the  Rev.  John  Sinclair,  Archdeacon  of  Middle* 
Moe;  the  Rev.  Ernest  Hawkins,  Secretary  of  the  Venerable  Society; 
ind  the  Rev.  Mr.  Caswall,  of  the  Diocese  of  Salisbury.  The  com« 
BlittkMi  of  interest  and  feeling  between  the  two  Protestant  Episcopal 
Olnmhes  of  England  and  of  this  country,  shewn  by  the  presence  of 
Vbtm  brethren,  we  must  all  contemplate  with  satisfaction.  Let  us  pray 
UmI  iimay  increase.  And  let  us  likewise  pray,  that  whatever  they 
OHU  do,  either  separately,  or  in  concert,  may  be  always  worthy  of 
Aeir  privileges ;  worthy  of  the  scriptural  doctrines  embodied  in  thmr 
itadaids ;  and  worthy  of  that  Protestant  cause,  to  whose  support 
Amj  SE6  fdedged  by  the  Articles  of  their  fidth,  and  by  the  blood  of 
khflir  asartyred  confessors.

In  the  evening  of  that  day  confirmed  8  in  St.  Stephen's,  Pittsfidi 
On  the  following  day,  Monday,  November  21, 1  examined  the  dol* 
dren  of  this  parish  in  the  Catechism ;  and  in  the  evening  had  tk 
privilege  of  attending  the  anniversary  of  the  Pittsfield  Bible  Soois^, 
which  was  held  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  and  of  delivering  an  addroi 
on  that  occasion. 

On  Tuesday,  November  22,  I  oonfirmed  3  in  the  aftenKNNn  is 
Trinity  Church,  Lenox,  and  catechised  the  children.  I  wsa  greiilj 
pleased,  at  my  present  visit  to  this  parish,  to  perodve  the  renovaled 
and  improved  appearance  of  the  church.  This  has  been  efibetol 
through  the  jealous  exertions  of  the  Rector,  and  of  the  devoted  pa- 
rishioners. The  congregation  also,  you  will  be  glad  to  learn,  hu 
increased  considerably  in  numbers ;  and  the  prospects  of  the  pank, 
through  God's  Uessmg,  are  greatly  brightening.  During  the  sammer 
and  autumn  months,  many  Episcopalian  families  of  the  city  of  New 
York  make  Lenox  their  place  of  residence ;  and,  while  we  are  em- 
bled,  through  the  ministrations  rendered  there,  to  furnish  them  wiA 
the  privileges  of  their  own  Church,  they  in  turn  contribute  generonJj 
and  effectively  to  the  support  of  the  parish.  From  personal  observa- 
tion, I  am  convinced  that  the  aid  so  long  rendered  by  the  Board  of 
Missions  to  this  station  has  been  productive  of  great  blessing.

On  the  First  Sunday  in  Advent,  November  27,  I  preadied  in 
the  morning  in  St.  Paul's,  Otis ;  and  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same 
day  preached  in  St.  Andrew's,  New  Boston. 

On  Wednesday,  December  14, 1  confirmed  12  in  the  evening  in 
St  John's,  MiUville. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  IS,  I  confirmed  18 
m  ihe  aftemoon.in  St.  James's,  Boxbury. 

On  the  evenmg  of  Christmas  Day,  I  confirmed  3  in  Christ  Church, 
Borton;  and  after  the  Confirmation  delivered  an  Address  to  a 
nomeroas  assembly  of  young  men,  members  of  the  Boston  Young 
Meo^  Christian  Association,  on  the  subject  of  their  duties  and 
dangera. 

On  the  evening  of  the  Festival  of  the  Circumcision,  Sunday^ 
January  1,  1854, 1  delivered  an  Address  in  the  Church  of  the 
Hesriah,  Boston,  on  occasion  of  the  Annual  Examination  of  the 
Simdaj  School  of  that  parish. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  15,  I  con* 
ftrmed  9  in  the  same  church  in  the  evening. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  22,  I  oon- 
fnned  4  in  the  afternoon  in  Grace  Church,  Boston. 

On  Septuagesima  Sunday,  February  12, 1  preached  in  the  after* 
Boon  in  Grace  Church,  Medford. 

On  Tuesday,  February  14,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  consecrating,  in 
tte  presence  of  a  large  congregation,  the  Church  of  the  Messiah, 
Wood's  Hole.  This  edifice,  built  after  a  design  furnished  by  the 
Messrs.  Billings,  is  highly  appropriate  and  convenient;  and  was 
greeted  at  the  cost  of  about  $8,600.    Of  tlus  sum  about  one  third 
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was  contribaied  by  friaods  of  oar  Charoh  di»wbere,  wd  tbe  vmi  lij 
the  pariBbioDers  ibemselyea.  The  land  upon  which  the  ohiiieh  elMidi 
was  a  free  gift  from  Joeeph  S.  Fay,  Esq.,  who  resides  io  the  TiUafji 
doriog  a  conaderable  part  of  the  year.  Tq  ibe  geoeromty  of  serenl 
members  of  the  Ohoroh  of  the  Messiah,  Boston,  the  parish,  are  joia 
great  obligations  for  the  famishing  of  the  reading-desk»  pnlfat^  anl 
chancel.  I  know  of  no  undertaking  in  this  Diocese  irtiioh  has  bees 
characterized  by  a  greater  d^ree  of  ^ergy  and  seal,  than  the  buiUmg 
of  this  sanctuary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  ordinances  of  the  gOQML 
May  the  Iiord  bless  the  word  preached,  and  the  word  read,  within 
its  walls,  and  all  the  serviceSi  with  the  signs  of  his,  converting  ani 
sanctifying  grace ! 

In  the  eyening  of  the  day  of  consecration,  a  sermon  was  presAil 
by  the  Eev.  Mr.  Wiltberger ;  and  one  on  the  morning  of  thefoU^f* 
ing  day  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bandall.  Not  long  after  this,  the  |i> 
rishioners  secured  the  services  of  the  Rev.  T.  B.  Flower^  of  th| 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania;  and  he  is  now  residing  with  them  asthflir 
settled  pastor.  ^ 

On  the  evening  of  Monday,  FelMnary  20,  in  the  Sunday  Scjkm) 
Boom  of  St.  John*s,  East  Boston,  after  addresses  by  the  Bev.  MssBSi 
Leeds,  Bardet,  and  Fales,  I  made  a  ooncluding  exhortation  on  ths 
subject  of  missions ;  this  servioe  being  a  Miasionajry  meeting  of  lh# 
Eastern  District  Church  Missionary  Association. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  in  lient,  March  19, 1  confirmed  11  in  tin 
evening  in  St.  Paul's,  Dedham. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  20, 1  confirmed  17  in  th# 
morning  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston ;  making,  with  1  already  men- 
tioned, 18  for  the  year.  I  take  this  Of^rtunity  of  stating,  with 
great  satis&ction,  that  the  new  Sunday  School  Boom  of  TrinilJ

On  Friday,  April  21,  I  confirmed  5  in  the  evening  in  St.  JohnHi, 
Millrille ;  makiiig,-with  the  12  previously  mentioned,  17  as  the  whole 
Bvmbor  fbr  the  year,  I  am  happy  to  state  that  the  same  liberal 
member  of  this  parish,  who  has  already  contribated  so  largely  to< 
wards  the  bnilding  of  the  church,  has  undertaken  to  liquidate  the 
]iidri)tedDeBB  resting  upon  it,  and  to  complete  the  exterior  of  the 
building.  When  this  shall  have  been  effected,  the  consecration,  so 
\qag  deferred,  of  that  beautiful  edifice  will  immediately  take  place. 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  28, 1  preached  in  the 
morning  in  St  Anne's,  Lowell ;  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  34, 
and,  in  conjunction  with  the  Kector,  cateohiced  the  children  of  the 
parilh. 

On  St  Mivrk's  Day,  Tuesday,  April  25, 1  preached  m  the  after* 
neon  in  Christ  Church,  Swansea. 

On  Wednesday,  April  2'6,  in  the  Cbureh  of  the  Ascension,  fUl 
Sifer,  I  catechiied  the  children  in  the  afternoon,  and  confirmed  4  in 
Uw  evenieg. 

On  Thursday,  April  27, 1  confirmed  8  in  the  evening  in  Qraee 
Ckoroh,  New  Bedford. 

On  Friday,  April  28,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon,  and  catechised 
the  duldren,  in  Trinity  Church,  Bridgewater. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  80,  in  St.  Thomas's, 
Taonton,  I  preached  in  the  morning,  and  catechized  the  children ; 
and  confirmed  18  in  the  afternoon. 

On  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  May  2, 1  confirmed  10  in  the  Church 
of  the  Messiah,  Boston ;  making,  with  9  confirmed  in  January  last, 
19  as  the  whple  number  for  thk  year. 

On  Wednesday,  May  8, 1  confirmed  8  in  the  evening  in  St.  Ste 
phenyl,  Lynn. 
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On  Thursday,  May  4, 1  confinned  9  in  tbe  evening  in  St.  Peter^ 
Salem.  Since  the  last  Convention,  the  Rev.  George  Leeds,  ibrmeiiy 
of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  has  been  chosen  the  Bector 
of  this  parish,  which  was  vacant  by  the  resignatitm  of  the  Rev.  W. 
R.  Babcock.  The  latter  clergyman  has  been  transferred,  by  letton 
dimissory,  to  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  and  is  the  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Natchez. 

On  Friday,  May  5, 1  catechized  the  children  in  the  afternoon,  tad 
preached  in  the  evening,  in  St.  Michael's,  Marblehead. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  7,  in  Christ  Chmoh, 
Springfield,  I  confirmed  18  in  the  morning;  and,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Rector,  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  I  preached  in  the 
same  church  in  the  evening. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  I  confirmed  4,  and  catechised 
the  children,  in  Grace  Church,  Chicopee.  I  am  happy  to  say,  thit 
this  Church  has  been  for  some  time  enjoying  the  services  of  the  Rev. 
Bdward  Jessup,  ibrmerly  of  the  Diocese  of  Conneoticat,  and  is  at 
present  in  a  very  encouraging  condition.  An  effort  is  now  being 
made  for  the  removal  of  some  pecuniary  liabilities,  which  retard  the 
prosperity  of  the  parish ;  and,  if  this  shall  prove  sncccssfiil,  I  see 
no  reason  to  doubt  that,  with  faithftd  ministrations,  it  will  ere  loag 
become  self-sustaining. 

On  Tuesday,  May  9,  in  St.  John's,  Northampton,  I  catednsed 
the  children  in  the  afternoon,  and  confirmed  12  in  the  evening. 

On  Wednesday,  May  10, 1  confirmed  2  in  the  afternoon  in  St 
James's,  Greenfield. 

On  Thursday,  May  11, 1  confirmed  18  in  the  evening  in  Christ 
Church,  Andover. 

On  Friday,  May  12,  I  confinned  4  in  the  evening  in  Onoe 
Church,  Lawrence. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  4, 1  pretohed  in  the 


ing,  and  oatecUzed  the  obildren,  in  St.  PiMil's,  Newburyport ;  ai4 
goofirmed  5  ia  the  uune  ehoroh  in  the  evening.  Since  the  IabI 
Convention,  the  Rev.  William  Horton  haa  been  ohoeen  the  Rector  of 
this  parish,  which  had  been  for  some  time  vacant  through  the  ra^ 
■gnation  of  the  fiev,  Edward  A.  Washbom.  The  latter  has  be«i 
reooBtlj  transferred  to  the  Diooese  of  Connecticat,  and  is  the  Bee* 
tor  of  St  John's,  Hartfbrd. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  ooDfirmed  2,  and  oateofaiaed 
the  ehildren,  in  St  James's,  Amesbury, 

With  the  services  of  the  last  mentioned  day  was  terminated  my 
OQwne  of  visitation  for  the  year;  and  I  have  reason  to  bless  the 
Lord  for  that  preserving  mercy  which,  amidst  the  various  jour* 
neya  these  duties  involved,  kept  me  safe  fVom  all  hsnn. 

The  results  of  the  particulars  thus  presented  are  as  follows  :-^  I 
have  confirmed,  during  the  year,  374  persons;  consecrated  2 
pborohes ;  and  ordained  1  Priest 

Several  changes  in  the  Diocese,  other  than  those  which  the  pro- 
ceding  statistics  have  embraced,  remain  to  be  recorded.  The  Bev. 
Jobn  A.  Jerome  has  been  compelled,  by  domestic  circumstances,  to 
xes^  the  parish  of  Christ  Church,  Quinoy ;  and  is  now  usefully  em- 
^oyed  as  an  agent  for  the  American  Sunday  School  Union.  He  haa 
been  succeeded  at  Quincy  by  the  Bev.  Gordon  M.  Bradley,  from  the 
Diooese  of  Western  New  York,  The  Bev.  Edmund  F.  Slafter, 
owing  to  the  state  of  his  health,  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St 
John's,  Jamaica  Plain;  and  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Bev.  Cameron 
F.  McBae,  of  this  Diocese.  Mr.  Slafter  is  now  rendering  occasional 
aasistanoe  to  the  Beotor  of  St  Paul's,  in  this  city.  The  Bev.  San- 
fbrd  J.  Horton  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut ; 
the  Bev.  John  W.  Birehmore  to  Western  New  York ;  the  Bev.  D. 
C.  Maybin  to  Ohio ;  the  Bev.  W.  L.  Childs,  and  the  Bev.  O.  S. 
Presoott,  to  Maryland.    The  latter  clergyman,  before  his  removal 
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from  this  Diocese,  had  giyen  the  certificate  required  by  the  Oomt 
which  tried  him,  and  his  saspeosion  had  accordinglj  ceased.  The 
Bey.  John  E.  Johnson  has  taken  letters  dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of 
Vermont ;  the  Rer.  Patrick  H.  Greenleaf,  having  resigned  the  Bee* 
torship  of  St.  Mark's,  in  this  city,  has  removed  to  the  Diooese  of 
Indiana,  and  his  phu»  at  St.  Mark's  is  at  present  filled  by  the  Bev. 
Mr.  Banry;  the  Bev.  Henry  W.  Woods  has  been  transferred  to 
Pennsylvania ;  and  the  Bev.  Orange  Clark,  D.  D.,  to  Califbmia. 
The  Bev.  Edward  A.  Benoof  has  been  lecmved  firom  Western  New 
York,  and  is  assistbg  the  Bev.  Dr.  Wells  in  St.  Stephen's  Ghapd, 
Boston.  The  Bev.  Moses  B.  Ohase,  Chapl^  in  the  United  States 
Navy,  has  been  ordered  from  Brooklyn,  New  York,  to  Uie  Navy 
Yard  in  this  n^hborhood,  and  is  again  actually,  as  well  as  oaih 
onically,  residbg  in  this  Diocese. 

The  Candidates  for  Orders  are  as  follows : — ^B.  H.  Chase,  Fred- 
erick 0.  Barstow,  J.  S.  Copley  Greene,  Winslow  W.  Sever,  Pelham 
THlliams,  William  H.  Mnnroe,  Charles  H.  Canfield,  and  W.  S.  Peny. 
Total,  8.  The  names  of  Daniel  Taylor,  and  Alfred  A.  Gilbert,  hate 
been  erased  from  the  list  of  Candidates  at  their  own  request.  Mr. 
W.  Stevens  Parker,  another  Candidate,  has,  at  his  own  request,  beeo 
transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

I  cannot  forbear  alluding,  on  this  occasion,  to  a  topic  which  filb 
all  Christian  hearts  with  anxiety ;  and  to  which  the  Bishops  of  our 
Church  have  of  late  made  fluent  and  most  earnest  reference.  You 
will  all  understand  me  as  calling  attention  to  the  inadequate  supply 
of  candidates  for  the  sacred  ministry.  This  is  an  evil  not  confined  to 
our  branch  of  the  Church  of  Gt)d,  but  extending  through  all  Chris- 
tian bodies.  That  many  causes  combine  to  produce  this  scarcity, 
there  can  be  no  doubt.  One  of  these  is  that  love  of  money  whbh 
characterizes  our  age ;  and  which,  as  it  is  "  the  root  of  all  evil,''  so  it 
is  of  that  which  we  are  now  called  to  deplore.    The  prospects  of 
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great  and  rapid  gain,  opening,  in  the  present  circamstanees  of 
eonntrj,  before  the  eje  of  the  jonng,  and  rendered  powerful  by 
Satan  in  attraction  for  their  ardent  minds,  lead  them  off  from  hea* 
Tenly  pursuits ;  and  firom  thoughts  of  entering  an  office  which,  while 
it  18  the  most  exalted  a  human  being  oanfiU,  is  yet  encompassed  with 
poverty  and  priyation.  And  these  inclinations  of  the  youth  of  the 
land  find,  it  is  to  be  feared,  but  too  general  an  encouragement  eyen 
from  professedly  Ohristian  parents  themselyes ;  who,  instead  of  en** 
deaToring  to  turn  the  desires  of  their  sons  towards  the  glories  of  an 
ambassador  of  Christ,  foster  in  them  an  eagerness  after  the  glittering 
priaes  of  this  world's  silver  and  gold.  In  this  state  of  things,  how 
powerful  is  the  voice  witii  which  all  orders  among  Ood*s  people  are 
imnmoned  to  efforts,  for  counteracting  so  alarming  a  danger !  Let 
ptayer  be  continually  offered,  in  private,  and  in  your  &milies,  to  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  "  will  send  forth  laborers  into  his  bar* 
teat."  Let  aid  be  generously  proffered  for  the  education  of  such  as 
desire  this  office,  and  are  spiritually  and  intellectually  qualified  to  fill 
h,  but  have  not  the  means  of  preparation.  And  let  that  noble  oomo 
pany  of  persons  among  us,  the  teachers  in  our  Sunday  Schools,  keep 
an  eye  upon  the  young;  and  improve  the  opportunities  of  influence 
they  posstes,  by  filling  their  minds  with  an  early  sense  of  the  high 
hooor,  the  unequalled  happiness,  and  the  rich  rewardsi  attendant 
vapoia  the  ministry  of  "  the  glorious  gospel  of  the  blessed  God." 

But,  while  referring  to  the  causes  of  this  diminution  in  the  num- 
ber of  candidates  fi>r  the  sacred  office,  I  have  not  yet  adverted  to 
one  which  operates  with  wide-spread  and  most  fatal  efficiency.  I 
aUnde  to  the  insufficient  incomes  of  the  Clergy  as  a  body.  This  is  a 
Bobjeot  upon  which  I  can  speak  for  my  bretiiren,  where  they  could 
not  as  well  speak  for  themselves.  That  they  bear  their  privations 
and  anxieties  with  uniform  cheerfulness  of  heart,  is  a  fact  known  and 
road  of  all  men.    This  serenity  can  only  be  accounted  for  by  aserib- 
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ingitto  the  peace  of  Qt)d  in  their  souk;  and  remirkaU j doeB it 
ftand  in  oontiBst  with  the  diBoonteDt  and  miserj  of  Bianj  a  woiUly 
heart  around  them,  while  Ueet  with  all  the  laeana  and  iqi^plianoai  ef 
earthly  abundance.  Bat,  while  thia  quiet  aubmiflBioB  to  their  lot  ii 
80  duuraoterbtio  of  the  minfetering  fiervants  of  Gt)d,  who  will  pieteod 
to  deny  the  actual  amount  of  suffering  to  which  they  are  ezpoeed  ? 
Who  will  deoy,  that  in  many  iDstancea  they  are  without  the  afaililj^ 
to  meet  some  of  the  indispensable  wants  of  lift  ?  And  who  will 
dispute  the  &ct,  that,  in  addition  to  all  the  other  discomforta  uadv 
which  they  labor,  the  probable  condition  of  their  ftmlHes,  should  tfasy 
be  prematurely  removed  from  the  world,  wei^  upon  them  with  a 
pressure  the  heaviest  of  all  ?  Now  this  is  a  sulyect  to  which  the 
great  body  of  our  people  will  do  well  to  take  heed;  for,  unlen 
eflfectual  and  general  movement  shall  be  made  towards  a  better 
teoanoe  of  those  who  dispense  the  bread  of  life,  there  is  daogerof  a 
atill  &rther  dimmution  of  the  number  of  laborers  in  the  great  vii^ 
yard  of  the  world.  And  are  the  people  prepared  for  this  ?  Ali 
diey  ready  to  meet  the  day,  when  our  sanctuaries  shall  be  olosed,-^ 
when  the  voice  of  the  living  teadbier  shall  be  heard  no  longer^  -adi 
when  all  the  influences  of  God's  appointed  Sabbath  shall  cease  firan 
the  land  ?  I  suppose  not.  Aud  yet  one  can  hardly  hdp  indulg^ 
the  fear,  that  some  such  cataskrophe  as  this,  coming  to  a  short  JMik 
son,  will  be  deemed  necessary  by  Providence^  finr  the  purpose  ef 
acousing  men  to  a  ooDsciousness  of  their  spiritual  privilege  and  to  a 
sense  of  the  obligatioa  imposed  upon  them  to  render  what  is  just  and 
equal  for  their  maiutenance.  Without  the  ministrations  of  the  Gos- 
pel, what  an  image  of  hell  would  this  &llen  world  soon  present!  Aad| 
if  this  be  true, — ^and  if  the  preservation  of  the  land  we  live  in  fton 
these  horrors  of  practical  atheism  be  dependent  upon  a  suffioisot 
provision  for  those  who  minister  in  holy  things,— -it  is  easy  to  sea 
what  an  interest  all  sorts  aud  conditioas  of  men  have  in  the  sulgeat 
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a  it  be  ft  reasonable  subject  of  wonder,  that  many  of  our  young 
Ml,  even  with  strong  desires  after  the  ministry  of  the  word,  are 
npied  to  shrink  back  from  a  determinaticm  involving  the  possibility,  • 
k  gbIj  of  the  most  grinding  poverty,  but  of  inability  to  pay  indebt- 
neas  incurred  for  the  very  necessaries  of  existence  ?  And  would 
ilflo  be  wonderful,  if,  under  such  circumstances,'our  country  should 
NH  b^^  to  experience  that  worst  of  all  £unines,  a  &mine  of  the 
ffid  of  ii£9  ?  I  have  r^ioed  to  perceive  the  manifestation,  in  a  few 
teioeB,  of  an  improved  tone  of  sentiment  on  this  all-important 
Ifjeet.  And  I  commend  the  considerations  which  I  have  just 
Bred  to  your  earnest  reflection.

The  Rev.  George  D.  Wildes,  from  the  Board  of  Mis- 
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sions  to  Seamen,  made  the  following  Report  from  that 
body. 

Boarl^  of  illUdtond  to  Stamtn. 

The  Board  of  Missions  to  Seamen,  appointed  by  the  laat  Con- 
vention, respectfully  beg  leave  to  present  their  annual  Report 

During  the  past  year,  the  Board,  as  the  agent  of  the  Conven- 
tion, has  pursued  the  course  indicated  in  its  instructions  from  that 
source.  The  following  extracts  from  the  report  of  the  faithful  and 
earnest  cliaplain,  will  place  before  the  Convention  the  encoonig- 
ing  aspects  of  the  Mission  during  the  year.  The  missionarj 
states  that  "  the  Mission  has  continued  to  exert  its  benign  inflo* 
ence  in  behalf  of  those  for  whose  benefit  it  was  commenced; 
and  although  the  fruits  have  not  been  so  many  or  so  rich  as 
may  have  been  desirable,  yet  its  course  has  not  been  withoot 
incidents  of  deep,  abiding  interest.'^ 

.  ^^  Many  sailors  have  called  upon  me  during  the  week,  who  ba¥e 
been  conversed  and  prayed  with.  Chelsea  Hospital  has  been 
visited  weekly,  much  to  my  own  profit,  and,  it  is  believed,  to  the 
spiritual  benefit  of  its  inmates.'^  Many  incidents  of  a  deeply 
affecting  character  are  here  touched  upon  by  the  chaplain,  whkdi 
cannot  properly  come  within  the  limits  of  the  report.  ^'  Much  oot* 
of-door  labor,  he  states,  has  been  given,  during  the  past  year,  and 
the  gospel  carried  to  those  who  were  not  disposed  to  come  where 
it  was  preachod.^^  In  October  last,  a  meeting  for  prayer,  exhorta- 
tion and  preaching,  was  commenced  at  a  sailor  boarding-house 
in  Ann  street,  and  continued  weekly ;  this  effort  has  been  crown* 
ed  with  encouraging  success.  Considerable  visitation  among  the 
poor,  has  been  observed ;  and,  in  several  instances,  with  marked 
interest  Five  persons  have  been  confirmed  during  the  year. 
At  the  last  report  there  were  twelve  communicants ;  one  has  ' 
died,  one  withdrawn,  and  thirteen  been  added ;  making  the  present 
number  twenty-three. 

The  morning  congregation  has  increased  materially,  while  the 
evening  has  varied,  with  the  number  of  seamen  in  port,  and  the 
exertions  made  to  invite  them.  The  attendance  at  times  has 
been  very  encouraging. 
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After  a  view  of  the  yearly  statistics,  the  Chaplain,  proceeds 
to  say  that ''  he  feels  that  his  labors  have  been  crowned  with  suc- 
cess ;  that  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  has  owned  his  efforts  for 
the  promotion  of  his  glory  in  the  good  of  souls ;  and  he  feels, 
what  to  him  is  highly  encouraging,  that  he  is  collecting  around 
him  a  praying  people,  who  are  looking  to  God  for  his  blessing  on 
the  exertions  made  for  the  good  of  seamen.'^ 

Were  the  relations  sustained  by  the  Board,  like  those  attaching 
to  ordinary  Missionary  Agencies,  the  record  of  its  stewardship 
would  always  be  a  comparatively  obvious  and  simple  one.  So 
fiur  as  the  enmity  of  the  heart  to  God,  the  evil  that  is  in  the 
world,  and  the  coldness  of  Christian^faith  are  concerned,  the  Board, 
like  all  other  agencies,  must  and  does  encounter  great  difficulties. 
There  are  circumstances  however,  always  attaching  to  efforts 
in  the  cause  of  seamen,  and  others  peculiar  to  our  own  Mis- 
sion, which  still  continue  to  render  their  duties  at  once  arduous 
and  delicate.  The  members  of  the  Board  feel,  that  a  somewhat 
explicit  statement  of  these,  may  at  once  indicate  to  the  Convention 
the  history  of  their  yearly  duties,  and  serve  to  stimulate  the 
Church,  through  its  representatives,  to  more  enlarged  and  decided 
action  in  relation  to  this  most  important  object  of  Christian  ac- 
tiTity. 

The  first  difficulty  which  any  organization  for  the  spiritual 
welfare  of  seamen  encounters  arises  out  of  the  low  estimate  in 
the  Christian  community  of  the  importance  of  the  object.  Chris- 
tian action  in  this  behalf  is  too  much  regarded  as  a  secondary, 
rather  than  a  prime  element,  in  our  duty  to  our  fellow  men.  In 
mn  conventional  action,  even,  the  cause  of  Missions  to  Seamen 
does  not  attain  that  high  position  which  the  Board  feel  it  ought 
to  occupy.  From  their  familiarity  with  the  phases  of  missionary 
action  among  seamen,  and  their  intimate  knowledge  of  the  views 
of  many  who  contribute  in  some  degree  to  the  support  of  our 
Mission,  the  Board  may  be  pardoned  in  the  opinion  that  until  the 
cause  assumes  a  higher  intrinsic  and  relative  estimate  in  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  Christians,  all  efforts  for  the  evangelization 
q(  seamen,  and,  as  a  just  sequence,  of  the  world,  must  be  lament- 
Mj  deficient  in  results.    The  scale-mark  of  suooess  in  this,  as 
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in  every  other  Christian  charity,  will  be  the  level  of  Christian 
a&ctioQs  at  the  source  of  actioD. 

The  Board  would  remind  the  Convention  that  it  is  not  alone  the 
neglected  soul  of  the  seaman  which  demands  this  higher  view  of 
the  relations  of  the  Board ;  nay,  it  is  the  cause  of  a  sinful  woxtd, 
which,  but  for  a  Christianized  commerce,  must  ever  remain  largely 
sinful  and  suffering,  which  calls  for  a  more  elevated,  discriminat* 
ing,  and  enlarged  activity  in  all  Church  efibrts  for  the  cause  of 
seamen. 

The  Board  must  content  itself  in  this,  as  in  other  points  which 
follow,  with  indicating  topics,  which  it  remains  with  the  Conventioii 
to  discuss  and  act  upon.  It  therefore  proceeds  to  another  topic, 
necessarily  consequent  upon  the  preceding,  viz :  The  lack  of 
personal  interest  and  effort,  among  communicants  of  our  church, 
in  furthering  the  interests  of  the  Mission;  Upon  this  point  this 
Board  might  present  a  statement  which  should  lead  to  the  solemn 
inquiry,  whether  personal  activity  in  Christian  duty  to  othen  is 
very  largely  enforced  in  our  churches,  as  an  indispensable  eto* 
ment  in  the  Christian  profession.  We  send  our  thoughts,  our 
prayers  and  our  means  to  the  shores  of  heathenism  ;  nay,  there 
9re  multitudes  of  young  professors  of  Christ's  name,  who»  bat 
for  the  severance  of  home  ties,  and  the  chances  of  the  foreign 
field,  would  readily  go  forth  to  the  work  of  missions.  Does  it 
ever  occur  to  their  pastors  or  themselves,  that  from  the  docks 
of  our  great  commercial  centres,  there  are  lines  extended  to  the 
very  ends  of  the  earth,  almost  telegraphic  in  their  results  ?  Does 
it  ever  occur  to  them  that  the  gospel,  placed  by  their  personal 
efforts  in  the  hand,  and  by  the  ever-working  God's  blessing  in  the 
heart,  of  the  seaman,  at  the  chapel  and  at  the  dock,  will  by  the 
same  blessing  be  repeated  with  living  power  at  the  most  distaat 
shores  ?  The  word  of  sympathy,  the  tract,  not  sent^  but  hoMiM 
to  the  seaman  ;  the  personal  entreaty  of  the  affectionate  Christ 
tian  soul ; — all  these  can  so  strike  the  keys  of  the  seaman's  soul 
as  presently  to  connect  the  earnest  Christian  laymen  at  home 
with  results  inconceivably  interesting  in  the  most  distant  lands. 

Let  there  go  forth  on  the  morning  of  the  Sabbath,  from  each 
of  our  city  churches,  a  band  of  devoted  laymen  auxiliary  to  this 
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Board;  let  such  distribute  themselves  around  our  docks,  and  in 
the  haunts  of  seamen,  during  the  early  hours  of  the  Sabbath  ; 
let  them  bring  with  them  to  the  Chapel  those  who  need  but  the 
efibrt,  to  be  induced  to  come  thither ;  let  this  course  be  persever- 
iogly  and  faithfully  tried,  and  your  Board  will  present  results 
from  year  to  year,  gladdening  to  the  hearts  of  all  true  lovers 
of  the  Redeemer's  cause.  And  yet,  with  hundreds  in  our  churches 
whose  Christian  faith  must  at  some  time  terribly  react,  but  for 
JQsl  such  efforts  of  Christian  love — for  the  spirit  must  do  some- 
thing as  well  as  believe  something,  if  it  would  live, — will  it  be 
believed,  that  the  Missionary,  but  for  the  co-operation  of  one  or 
two  devoted  friends  of  the  cause,  would  be  entirely  alone  in 
this  work  ?  In  a  city,  whose  commerce  is  world-wide  in  its  rela* 
tioiis,  and  whose  marine  is  largely  in  the  hands  of  professing 
Christians  of  our  own  faith,  there  can  hardly  be  found  the  man, 
who  for  a  short  Sabbath  hour  will  go  forth  like  his  Saviour  to  the 
seaside,  and  become  instrumental  in  the  teaching  of  the  gospel 
out  *  of  the  ship '  to  them  that  are  within,  and  to  them,  in  a 
peculiar  relation,  that  are  without.  The  Board  would  respectfully 
and  solemnly  urge  upon  the  Convention  the  need  of  some 
action,  whereby  this  point  may  be  effectually  presented  to  the 
minds  and  consciences  of  professing  Christians  in  our  Church. 

Another  point  which  the  Board  feel  it  incumbent  to  present, 
it  the  need  of  a  more  explicit  and  authorized  declaration  on  the 
part  of  the  Convention,  in  regard  to  the  relation  sustained  by 
the  Mission  in  Ann  street,  to  the  Convention  itself.  The  Board 
would  not  allude  to  this  topic,  were  it  not  convinced  that  much 
misunderstanding  prevails  among  the  ordinary  contributors  to 
the  Mission  in  regard  to  the  identity  of  the  Mission  itself.  Not 
that  the  Mission  is  either  dead,  or  in  a  decline,  but  that  it  is 
erroneously  supposed  to  have  assumed  another  form,' and  thus 
to  distract  the  charitable  views  of  former  patrons. 

The  early  history  of  the  Mission  is  already  well  known  to 
the  Convention  and  its  benefactors.  The  fact,  too,  that  the 
Convention  has  still  a  Mission  under  its  charge  is  equally  well 
known.  The  Board  feel  convinced,  however,  that  the  change  in 
ike  executive  of  the  Mission  is  not  well  known  to  the  contrib- 
3» 
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utoTS  to  the  funds  of  the  Board,  and  that  the  connectioD  of  the 
former  Chaplain  with  another  and  parochial  organization,  not 
recogmxed  by  the  Convention  or  the  Board,  has  led  to  the  belief 
on  the  part  of  many  former  patrons  that  the  Mission  itself  is  trans* 
ferred  to  thieit  organization.  The  Board  is  prepared  to  present 
facts  which  justify  the  inference  that  the.  Mission  is  suffering 
for  the  need  of  an  additional  and  more  explicit  recognition  of  its 
identity  by  the  Convention.  The  Board  is  prepared  to  show  that, 
without  such  action,  results  must  follow  impairing  to  the  useitil- 
ness  of  the  Mission,  by  diversion  of  funds  intended  for  tbs 
Mission  of  this  Board,  and  eventually  leading,  by  distraction  of 
the  minds  of  the  well  disposed,  between  two  objects,  to  the  with- 
drawal of  all  contributions  to  the  cause  of  missions  to  seamen. 
If  the  Board  can  count  upon  such  action  of  the  Convention  as 
has  been  intimated,  it  feels  assured  that  a  new  impulse  will  be 
given  to  the  cause,  and  the  necessity  of  any  other  organization  for 
the  same  object,  in  its  own  vicinity,  be  fully  disproved. 

There  are  other  points  of  importance  which  might  be  pre- 
sented, did  time  permit.  The  Board  feel  convinced,  that,  upon 
the  action  of  the  present  Convention  in  the  foregoing  particulais, 
the  permanent  usefulness  of  the  Mission  must  largely  depend. 
They  wish  to  see  the  Mission  assuming  that  position  in  the  view 
of  the  mercantile  community,  which  it  ought  to  occupy  at  a 
time  when  that  community  is  actively  interested  in  efforts  for  the 
welfare  of  seamen  ;  above  all,  they  wish  it  to  assume  that  impo^ 
tance  in  the  view  of  the  disciples  of  the  blessed  Redeemer, 
which  his  name,  and  love,  and  their  own  duty  to  Him  demand. 
With  a  truly  pious,  devoted  and  self-denying  Chaplain ;  with 
every  facility  for  the  efficient  and  solemn  performance  of  religious 
services ;  with  the  Bible,  the  Prayer  Book,  and  the  Tract,  ac- 
companying the  preached  word  ;  with  these  too,  in  every  needed 
language,  ready  for  the  sinful  and  the  lost,  all  that  the  Board 
needs,  next  to  the  blessing  of  God,  is  the  active  co-operation 
of  the  Convention  and  the  professed  disciples  of  the  Church, 
in  ^'  its  work  and  labor  of  love." 

The  Board  may  be  permitted  to  suggest  to  the  Conveatioo, 
whether  the  simple  election  of  a  Board  of  Missions  to  seamen  fron 
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sar  to  year  embraces  the  whole  duty  devolving  upon  the  Church 
this  Diocese  in  their  behalf.  Will  not  the  Convention  reCom- 
leod  to  the  parishes  of  the  city  and  vicinity  the  course  intimated 
ith  reference  to  personal  efforts  for  the  cause  ?  Will  it  not 
rge  upon  all  parishes,  in  union  with  itself,  the  formation  of 
ixiliaries  to  the  Board,  and  thus  render  its  own  action  com- 
leosurate,  in  a  degree,  with  an  enlarging  commerce  and  the 
Mritual  needs  of  those  employed  in  its  service  ?  Without  some 
stion,  that  which  should  be  foremost  as  a  Missionary  cause, 
ivat  still  linger  and  languish.  Without  it,  the  establishment  of  a 
Uasion,  and  the  annual  election  of  a  Board  of  control,  will  be 
at  a  solemn  counterfeit  of  Christian  sympathy  and  duty.  If 
le  ICssion  is  to  be  a  successful  one,  the  action  of  the  Conven- 
OD,  as  it  seems  to  the  Board,  must  extend  to  the  constant  recog* 
ition  of  the  Mission,  and  the  protection  of  its  own  agencies,  as 
rM  as  the  appointment  of  those  agencies. 

The  Board  humbly  pray  the  action  of  the  Convention  upon  the 
rhole  eubject.    All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Standing  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  8th  Article  of 
the  Constitution,  present  to  the  Convention  the  following  report. 

The  Committee  was  organized  May  30th,  1858,  by  the  choice 
of  the  Rev.  Alexander  H.  Vinton,  D.  D.,  as  President,  and  the 
Bev.

was  also  reported,  last  year,  that  at  ^'  Wood's  Hole,  within 
ncient  township  of  Falmouth,  a  church  was  under  contract, 
i  would  be  completed  in  two  or  three  months."  This  has 
the  fact,  and  we  now  have  to  congratulate  our  friends  in  that 
ty  on  the  possession  of  a  neat  and  substantial  structure,  con- 
led  to  the  service  of  God.    We  were  notified  of  the  election 
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of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Flower,  of  Morgantown,  Penn.,  to  the  rectorahip 
of  the  Church,  under  date  of  April  1 1th,  and  he  has  been  appointed 
our  missionary  from  the  commencement  of  his  labbrs.  There 
seems,  thus  far,  to  have  been  much  good  feeling  in  the  town 
towards  this  new  organization,  and  we  trust  that  every  effort  will 
be  made  to  perpetuate  it  Many  strangers  make  this  sea-shore 
place  a  resort  during  the  Summer  months,  and  not  a  few  of  them 
are  attached  to  our  worship,  doctrines  and  discipline. 

Chicopee  has  been  restored  to  our  list  of  stations,  and  ewerj* 
thing  promises  well  there.  For  some  time  the  Church  was  closed, 
and  there  was  great  danger  of  its  being  sold  under  the  hammer 
to  meet  liabilities.  We  did  not  think  that  it  should  he  suffered 
to  remain  closed,  or  to  pass  into  other  hands,  without  a  vigorous 
effort  for  rescue.  An  appropriation  of  a  hundred  dollars  was 
made  for  tfle  latter  part  of  the  financial  year,  ending  April  1. 
The  friends  of  the  parish,  in  Chicopee  and  Springfield,  made  a 
combined  effort,  and  by  the  blessing  of  a  good  Providence,  eveiy- 
thing  wears  a  promising  aspect. 

To  East  Boston,  our  appropriation  this  year  has  been  large, 
but  not  larger  than  the  circumstances  of  the  case  seemed  to  war- 
rant. We  are  all  familiar  with  the  severe  and  untisual  trials 
which  have  embarrassed  the  growth  of  the  Church  in  that  portiott 
of  our  chief  city.  To  do  anything  efi[ectually,  it  must,  we  thought, 
be  done  liberally  and  vigorously.  The  $400.00  voted,  were 
so  voted  on  condition  of  the  parish  of  St.  John^s  mising  $600.00 
for  the  Rector^s  salary.  This  condition  was  accepted,  and  tka 
services  of  the  Rev.  John  Irwin  were  secured.  "  The  congrega* 
tion,"  writes  the  Rev.  gentleman,  ••  has  increased  to  a  very  con^ 
siderable  degree,^  and  several  persons,  who  previously  took  no 
interest  in  the  affairs  of  our  Church,  have  become  regular  wor- 
shippers with  us.  Our  church  building  has  been  completed, 
and  is  now  in  our  possession,  but  we  do  not  purpose  to  occupy 
it  for  a  short  time,  in  order  to  afford  opportunity  for  some  internal 
decorations,  and  with  the  hope  that  we  shall  speedily  be  able  to 
collect  as  much  as  will  place  us  in  a  position  to  present  it  for 
consecration.^* »  Should  the  present  rate  of  progress  be  sustained, 
we  may  look  for  the  establishment  of  a  vigorous  and  infloential 
parish  in  that  important  and  growing  part  of  the  city. 
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From  Fall  Biv«r,  we  have  good  aod  cbeeriog  accouoU.  Al* 
ibough  a  burge  and  important  loss  has  been  sustained  by  (h^ 
removal  of  several,  and  some  of  them  highly  useful,  families,  the 
work  has  gone  steadily  forward.  The  Rector's  salary  has  beep 
iocrensed  a  hundred  dollars.  A  sufficient  amount  has  been 
mised  to  finish  the  3unday  School  and  Lecture  Boom,  which  is 
Qearly  completed*  and  a  stone  font  has  been  procured.  The 
Sunday  School  Library  has,  moreover,  been  considerably  increaa* 
ed,  and  the  school  numbers  over  a  hundred  scholars,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  nearly  a  hundred. 

From  the  extreme  Western  part  of  the  Dioceste,  the  reports  of 
9or  missionaries  give  evidence  of  steady  and  persevering  labors. 
Ai  the  stations  and  in  the  population  among  which  their  work  is 
to  be  done,  we  cannot  look  for  any  strongly  marked  developments 
from  year  to  year.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  we  feel  the  fullest 
confidence  in  their  devotion  to  the  task  which  they  have  in  hand, 
and  that  their  *'  work  of  faith  aud  labor  of  love,'*  is  highly  appre- 
ciated. 

In  presenting  these  reports  of  our  doings,  from  year  to  year, 
wm  are  almost  invariably  impressed  with  the  idpa  that,  so  far  as 
tangible  results  are  concerned,  we  have  but  a  poor  account  to 
render  of  our  stewardship,  to  the  diocese  whioh  commits  to  our 
duMTge  the  responsible  duty  of  a  Missionary  Board.  And  yet, 
wb^n  ve  look  back  to  1836,  the  period  of  pur  apppintmept  }^ 
this  body,  we  feel  that  our  labor  has  not  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 
Since  that  date  a  few  of  our  stations,  indeed,  have  been  steadily 
on  -our  list,  and  probably  always  will  be,  for  small  aipounfs.  We 
would  not  have  the  light  go  out  in  either  of  thein  for  the  lack 
of  a  few  hundred  dollars.  But,  since  that  date,  we  may  also  see 
that  much  has  been  done  in  other  quarters,  which  tells  of  decided 
spccess.  While  under  the  charge  of  our  missionaries,  churches 
have  been  built,  and  services  have  been  more  or  less  sustained  in 
them,  in  Amesbury,  Chicopee,  Plymouth,  Chelsea,  Springfield, 
Waltbam,  Medford,  Wood's  Hole,  Chariestown,  Lynn,  East  Bos- 
ton, Lawrence,  Millville,  Cambridgeport,  Pawtucket,  Fall  Biver, 
Stpckbridge,  and  Nantucket;  while  rectories  have  been  built  or 
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purchased  in  Nantucket,  Vandensenville  and  Quincjr,  and  ezten* 
tive  repairs  and  improyements  have  been  made  at  aereral  poioto. 
During  this  time  also  several  churches,  now  self-sustaining,  have 
received  important  aid.  When  we  look  at  these  things,  our 
hopes  are  revived,  our  energies  are  re-awakened,  and  we  ibuk 
Grod  and  take  courage.  May  the  great  Head  of  the  Churdk 
inspire  all  who  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  appointed  to  this  re- 
sponsible trust,  with  a  holy  wisdom,  patience,  perseveranoe  and 
faith  which  shall  carry  the  work  steadily  forward  to  the  glory  of 
his  name  and  the  triumph  of  his  cause.

The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
Deceased  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Mas- 
sachusetts, as  required  by  its  by-laws,  presents  the  following 
statement  of  its  doings  for  the  past  year,  to  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese. 

During  the  year  no  public  meeting  has  been  held.  The  funds 
of  the  Society  have  all  been  lately  re-invested  by  a  Committee 


appointed  by  the  Trustees  for  that  purpose,  and  have  been  stead- 
ily increasing.  For  the  details  of  the  investments  and  receipts, 
reference  is  made  to  the  Treasurer's  annual  report,  herewith  pre- 
sented. There  appears  to  be  an  error  in  the  statement  of  the 
total  receipts  of  the  Society  as  made  last  year  to  the  Convention 
by  the  Secretary.  In  that  case,  as  in  other  cases  of  discrepancy 
which  may  have  occurred  between  the  reports  of  the  Secretary 
and  the  Treasurer,  where  the  amount  of  funds  is  mentioned,  the 
report  of  the  Treasurer  should  be  considered  correct. 

Since  their  last  report  was  presented  to  the  Convention,  the 
Society  have  lost  the  valuable  services  of  their  former  Secretary, 
the  Rev.  P.  H.  Greenleaf,  on  acconnt  of  his  removal  from  thb 
Diocese.. 

Before  the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention,  an  effort  had  been 
made  to  increase  the  number  of  Lay  members  of  this  Society ; 
and  it  will  be  recollected  that  that  Convention  voted  that  the  del- 
egations from  the  several  Parishes,  both  Iiay  and  Clerical,  be 
requested 'to  cause  one  or  more  copies  of  the  circular  and  sub- 
scription paper,  prepared  in  behalf  of  the  Society,  to  be  commit- 
ted to  the  hands  of  the  Church  Wardens  in  their  respective 
Parishes,  for  distribution,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  plan  therein 
presented.  The  Society  regret  to  say,  that,  so  far  as  they  are 
aware,  the  vote  was  not  carried  out,  as  but  one  lay  member  has 
been  added  during  the  year. 

Until  the  interest  of  the  laity  is  fully  awakened  to  th^  impor- 
tance of  this  •Society,  its  work  caunot  be  accomplished  with  any 
commensurate  degree  of  success.  If  any  of  the  Delegates  to 
this  Convention  will  help  to  carry  out  its  objects,  they  can  ojbtain 
copies  of  the  circulars  and  subscription  papers,  not  used  the  last 
jear,  by  calling  upon  the  Treasurer.

280.  Contributions:  Communion  alms,  $252.73.  Weekly 
Offerings,  $321.80, — of  which  $100  were  appropriated  in  aid  of  the 
erection  of  new  churches ;  825  to  Diocesan  Missions ;  $35  to 
Foreign  Missions,  and  $33.50  to  the  Society  for  the  relief  of  the 
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Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen.  Ladies*  circle, 
S44.  Collections  in  the  Sunday  School,  986.16,  of  which  $40 
were  devoted  to  the  education  of  two  children  in  Africa.  Other 
collections  for  the  Sunday  School,  870,85.     Total,  0775.54. 

Sunday,  May  14th,  completed  the  tenth  year  of  my  Rector- 
ship of  this  parish.  At  the  commeDcemeut  of  my  ministry  here, 
there  were  Jifty  communicants.  Since  that  time,  four  hundred 
and  seventy  have  been  added  to  the  Communion,  making  a  total 
of  Jive  hundred  and  twenty.  Of  this  number,  36  have  died, 
177  have  removed,  leaving  the  present  number  250. 

256  have  been  baptized,  of  which  34  were  adults  ;  144  have 
been  confirmed  ; — 146  Funerals; — 116  marriages.  The  Sunday 
School  has  increased  from  100  to  247.  Upwards  of  nine  hundred 
difierent  children  and  adults  have  been  instructed  in  the  Sunday 
School.  The  Weekly  Offerings  have  amounted  to  92437.98. 
Tlie  Communion  alms,  81324.31.  Sunday  School  Collections, 
upwards  of  $500.  The  Ladies  have  raised  more  than  a  thousand 
dollars.  A  substantial  Church  edifice  of  stone«and  brick,  capable 
of  seating  a  congregation  of  seven  hundred  persons,  has  been  built 
and  paid  for. 

These  statistics  clearly  indicate  the  abounding  blessing  of  Grod 
vpon  the  parish  and  its  minister,  who  records  with  devout  thank- 
ftdness  to  the  Giver  of  all  Good,  his  grateful  acknowledgments  for 
the  many  tokens  of  afiectionate  regard,  which  from  time  to  time, 
he  has  received  from  the  people  of  his  charge,  and  especially  for 
tiie  very  liberal  increase  of  his  salary  since  Easter. 

In  view  of  what  has  been  accomplished,  in  this  new  parish,  by 
the  Divine  Blessing,  on  the  use  of  appointed  means,  we  may  truly 
«ay : — "  Hitherto  hath  the  Lard  helped  t«."

Baptisms,  (children  34,  adults  13,)  47.  Communicants :  added 
60;  died  or  removed,  19;  present  number,  351.    Confirmed, 
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none ;  the  Church  not  having  been  visited  by  the  Bishop.  Sev- 
eral of  the  Parishioners  have  sought  Confirmation  in  other  Parishes 
of  this  Diocese,  or  in  other  Dioceses ;  but  the  number  of  them 
is  not  eertainly  known  to  the  Rector ;  and  they  are,  doubtless, 
included  in  the  Reports  of  the  Churches  where  they  have  been 
confirmed.  However,  the  greater  part  of  the  candidates  for 
Confirmation  in  this  Parish  await  their  Bishop's  compliance  with 
the  Canon  on  Episcopal  Visitations.  Marriages,  8.  Burials,  29. 
Sunday  School :  One  Superintendent,  (the  Rector ;)  one  lay 
Assistant ;  two  Librarians  ;  21  Teachers ;  127  Scholars.  0&r« 
ings :  on  Sundays,  86331 ;  on  Fasts  and  Feasts,  $1087 ; 
special,  for  the  Poor,  91058;  other  Offerings,  (including  9520; 
the  receipts  of  the  Church  Guild  since  its  organization,)  $615, 
Total,  99091.  Of  these  Offerings,  93501  have  been  appropriated 
to  charitable  uses  within  and  without  the  Diocese.  The  Fund  for 
the  building  of  a  new  Church  has  been  increased,  during  the 
year,  by  the  sum  of  91500.  Its  present  amount  is  about  $30* 
000.  The  course  of  the  Parish  has  been  uninterruptedly  pros* 
perous.  The  number  of  Parishioners,  Communicants  and  Sun- 
day Scholars  has  largely  increased.  The  Daily  service  of 
Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  has  been  sustained,  and  the  atten* 
dance  upon  it  has  improved.  The  Holy  Communion  has  been 
celebrated  on  the  first  Sunday  of  every  month  and  on  every 
Festival.  Sermons  have  been  preached  on  all  Sundays,  Feasts 
and  principal  Fasts,  twice  weekly  during  Lent,  jind  daily  in  Pas- 
sion Week,  excepting  the  evening  of  Maundy-Thursday,  when 
the  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated.  The  Feast  of  the  In- 
nocents was  observed  with  special  commemoration  by  the  chil- 
dren of  the  congregation.  One  hundred  and  fifty  Sermons  have 
been  preached  in  the  Church  during  the  year,  making  an  average 
of  nearly  three  Sermons  a  week.  This  frequency  of  preaching 
is  almost  a  necessary  result  of  the  Daily  service.  A  Church 
Guild  has  been  formed,  includiug,  in  distinct  departments,  men 
and  women  of  the  Parish.  It  numbers,  at  present,  78  members. 
Through  its  agency,  a  Parish  School  has  been  commenced,  and 
is  now  in  successful  operation,  with  two  Teachers  and  fifty  three 
Scholars.  The  Guild  has  acted  most  beneficially  in  systematiring 
and  extending  the  charities  of  the  Parish. 
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Id  looking  back  upon  the  year,  we  have  abundant  cause  for 
gratitude  in  view  of  the  rich  and  peculiar  tokens  of  the  divine 
goodness  to  us.  A  deeper  spirit  of  devotion  appears  among  the 
Parishioners ;  a  more  active  zeal  is  displayed ;  good  works, 
which  are  the  life  of  faith,  are  increased ;  and  a  happy  harmony 
and  unity  mark  our  course  of  quiet  and  healthful  progress.  We 
remain,  as  we  have  ever  stood,  in  the  exact  performance  of  all 
that  the  Church  has  prescribed,  content  with  her  ministrations, 
loving  her  faith,  and  abiding  steadfast  in  her  worship. 

St  Stepheh*s  Chapelf  Boston.

Communion  celebrated  22  times.  Marriages,  41.  Burials,  55. 
Sunday  School,  not  varying  materially  from  last  year.  Amount 
given  for  Church  benevolent  purposes,  81300.00.  Services  of 
the  Church  celebrated  770  times;  Sermons  preached,  191. 

St.  John*s  Church,  East  Boston, 
The  Rev.  John  Irwin,  Rector. 

During  the  nine  months  of  my  incumbency,  30  infants  have 
been  baptized,  6  persons  confirmed,  3  marriages  have  been  sol- 
emnized, and  8  ihdividuals  have  been  buried. 

On  my  arrival  to  take  charge  of  the  parish,  I  found  the  Sunday 
School,  from  various  causes,  scarcely  existing  more  than  in  name. 
The  number  of  scholars  now  in  attendance,  is  49. 

Of  the  communicants  previously  registered,  1  has  lef\  the 
Church,  and  9  have  removed  from  this  parish.  8  Communicants, 
however,  have  been  added,  leaving  a  total  of  46. 

During  tlie  past  nine  months,  826  have  been  contributed  by  the 
pariah,  for  Diocesan  Missions,  88  for  Foreign  Missions,  85.40  for 
aged  and  infirm  Clergymen,  and  S5  for  the  Widows  and  Orphans 
of  Clergymen,  besides  a  collection  of  810.95  towards  the  Special 
BfiflBioD  of  the  Eastern  District  Church  Missionary  Association  ; 
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makinf;  a  total,  contributed  for  missionary  and  kindred  purposes, 
of  855.35.  For  charitable  and  other  objects  connected  with  the 
expenses  of  public  worship,  840.32  have  been  contributed.  To- 
wards the  completion  of  the  new  church,  in  occasional  ofierings, 
860i^ ;  whilst  the  ladies  of  the  sewing  circle  have  realized 
$153.06  from  their  sale  held  in  January  last,  which  sum  is  to  be 
appropriated  to  the  furnisfiing  of  the  church. 

With  respect  to  the  general  prospects  of  the  parish,  I  have  to 
state  that  there  seems  to  be  every  probability  of  ultimate  success. 
The  congregation  has  increased  considerably  since  my  arrival. 
The  church  is  just  completed,  and  will,  as  we  hope,  be  shortly 
consecrated.  I  have  been  able  to  hold,  generally,  a  weekly  ser- 
vice, in  addition  to  the  two  ordinary  Sunday  services,  and  fre- 
quently have  lectured  on  Sunday  evenings.  I  have  found,  on  the 
whole,  a  greater  interest  manifested  in  religious  duties  and  wor- 
ship, and  am  thus  led  to  hope  for  the  Divine  blessing  on  my  ki- 
bors  in  this  place. 

St  Mark^s  Churchy  Boston. 
[No  Report.] 

To  the  Rt.  Rev,  Vie  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts : 

What  single  conception  is  more  fraught  with  spirit-stirring  as- 
sociations, than  the  sea  ?  The  mighty,  heaving,  surging,  measure- 
less, ever-varying,  sea  !  Great,  trackless,  boundless,  highway  of 
the  living  I  Great,  deep,  charnel  house  of  the  dead  I  We  have 
heard  and  read  much  of  the  maid  of  the  sea.  The  naturalist  has 
sought  to  ascertain  her  home  and  habits — the  world  has  run  road 
with  curiosity  to  behold  her  face  and  form.  The  maid  of  the  sea 
18  a  fable.  But  the  man  of  the  sea  is  a  sure  reality ;  an  interest- 
ing reality.  The  maid  of  the  sea  is  a  strange  and  beautiful  im- 
agination ;  but  the  man  of  the  sea  is  a  being  of  substantial  flesh 
and  bones  ;  of  immortal  life !  Oh,  had  we  adequate  interest  for 
his  welfare,  who  enjoy  the  rich  productions  of  other  climes,  which 
his  daring  and  intrepidity  has  procured, — we  should  the  more  sym- 
pathize in  his  troubles,  elevate  his  character,  and  make  him  the 
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proper  representation  of  our  honor,  justice,  humanity,  and  religion. 
Who  are  they  that  go  forth  to  visit  the  world  ?  That  come  to 
the  isles  of  the  sea?  They  are  the  men  of  the  sea.  And  how 
do  they  speak  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  barbarous  isles,  or  the  men 
of  strange  speech,  in  the  far  ends  of  the  earth  ?  By  their  actions. 
By  the  smile  of  kindness,  or  the  frown  of  anger ;  by  their  virtues, 
or  their  vices  ;  by  their  prayers,  or  their  curses.  Mighty  for  evil, 
or  for  good,  is,  and  ever  must  be,  the  influence  of  the  man  of  the 
sea,  on  the  savage,  semi-barbarous,  and  unevangelized  nations. 
And  it  is  this,  which  makes  him  an  object  of  such  interest  to  the 
philanthropist,  and  the  Christian.  Was  it  not  this  which  prompt- 
ed to  the  appointment  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  Seamen  ?  Has 
It  not  been  this,  which  has  urged  them  on  in  their  labors,  and  the 
friends  of  this  Mission  in  their  donations  ?  And  is  it  not  this, 
which,  by  the  grace  of  God,  has  nerved  and  encouraged  your  Chap- 
lain in  his  self-denying  but  interesting  duties  ? 

The  Episcopal  Mission  for  Seamen  has,  during  the  past  year, 
continued  to  exert  its  benign  influence  in  behalf  of  those,  for 
whose  benefit  it  was  commenced  ;  and  although  the  fruits  have 
not  been  so  many,  and  so  rich,  as  may  have  been  desired,  it  has 
not  been  without  incidents  of  deep  and  abiding  interest. 

Among  these  was  the  baptism  and  confirmation  of  a  young  man 
who  had  remembered  the  instruction  given  at  the  chapel,  and  re- 
turned, resolved  to  make  a  public  profession  of  his  faith  in  Christ, 
the  first  opportunity  on  reaching  land.  He  has  done  so,  and  is 
now  a  communicant.  In  March,  he  left  this  port,  the  first  mate 
of  a  large  ship,  on  his  way  to  Europe.  A  letter  has  been  re- 
ceived from  him,  dated  at  Havana,  of  which  the  following  is  an 
extract :  **  We  arrived  here  ten  days  after  leaving  Boston,  and 
bad  rather  a  pleasant  passage.  I  must  acknowledge  I  have  never 
felt  happier  or  more  contented.  I  enjoy  perfect  health,  for  which 
I  trust  I  feel  thankful ;  and  if  I  obtain  grace  to  follow  your  kind 
directions,  and  remember  your  fatherly  admonitions,  contained  in 
jour  afiectionate  letter  given  me  the  last  Sunday  evening,  I  hope 
I  shall  always  have  the  peace  of  mind  and  contentment  which  I 
now  possess.  I  devote  as  much  of  my  time  as  I  can  get,  to  the 
reading  of  the  Prayers,  the  daily  PiMlms,  the  New  Testament, 
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during  week  days,  praying  for  grace  and  blessing  to  strengthen 
and  guide  me  ;  and  I  trust  I  do  so  in  the  true  spirit  of  faith  in 
our  Saviour  alone,  conscious  of  my  own  incapability,  and  unwor- 
thiness  of  doing  so  myself.  On  Sundays  I  feel  a  spirit  of  happi- 
ness, whilst  reading  the  Morning  and  Evening  service,  with  the 
Lessons  appointed  for  the  day,  in  knowing  that  you,  sir,  and  your 
family,  the  only  persons  from  whom  I  have  received  kindness 
since  I  left  niy  own  mother,  are  engaged  in  the  same  devotions." 

Many  sailors  have  called  on  me  at  the  chapel  during  the  week, 
who  have  been  conversed  and  prayed  with.  Some  have  left  ap* 
parently  much  solemnized  ;  and  some  have  expressed  the  deter- 
mination not  to  neglect  their  souls,  but  attend  to  the  one  thing 
needful. 

Chelsea  Hospital  has  been  visited  weekly,  much  to  my  own 
profit,  and,  it  is  believed,  to  the  spiritual  benefit  of  its  inmates. 
One  man  asked  for  a  pious  book,  saying  that  "  he  had  resolved 
to  mend  his  ways.^'  Another,  quite  siok,  said  he  had  been  so 
wicked,  he  felt  afraid  to  go /to  God,  and  ask  him  to  do  anything 
for  him,  and  feared  there  was  no  mercy  for  him.  The  freeness 
and  fulness  of  salvation  was  opened  up  to  him.  Another,  while 
conversed  with,  gave  evident  signs  of  deep  feeling,  while  the  tears 
coursed  their  way  down  his  weather-beaten  face ;  his  language 
was,  ''*'  what  must  I  do  to  be  saved  ?^*  He  was  pointed  to  the  Sa- 
viour. 

Much  out-door  labor  among  sailors,  has  been  given  the  past 
year,  and  the  gospel  carried  to  those  who  were  not  disposed  to 
come  where  it  was  preached. 

In  October  last,  a  meeting  for  prayer,  exhortation,  and  preach- 
ing, was  commenced  at  a  sailor  boarding  house  in  Ann  street, 
and  continued  weekly ;  this  effort  has  been  crowned  with  en- 
«cou  raging  success. 

Considerable  visitation  among  the  poor  has  been  observed;  in 
several  instances  with  marked  interest.  One  woman,  it  is  be- 
lieved, on  a  sick,  and  perhaps  dying  bed,  has  received  the  truth 
in  the  love  of  it,  taken  the  Saviour  for  her  portion,  and«  resolved  to 
be  a  disciple  of  the  meek  and  lowly  Jesus.  She  has  received 
both  ordinances  of  the  Church. 
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Besides  the  confirmation  mentioned  above,  four  others  were 
confirmed  by  the  Bishop,  on  Thursday  evening  of  Passion  Week ; 
a  fiAh  would  have  been,  but  for  sickness. 

It  was  reported  last  year,  that  there  were  12  Communicants  at- 
tached to  the  Chapel ;  one  has  died,  one  withdrawn,  and  13  have 
been  added,  making  now  the  whole  number  23. 

The  morning  congregation  has  increased,  and  is  becoming 
more  permanent  In  the  evening  it  lias  varied  according  to  the 
number  of  Seamen  in  port,  and  the  exertions  made  to  invite  them 
in.    The  attendance,  at  times,  has  been  very  encoura^ng. 

The  statistics  have  been  as  follows  : — Baptisms,  adults,  8. 
Funerals,  5.  Marriages,  5.  Distributed,  Bibles  :  English,  71 ; 
Portuguese,  4.  Testaments:  English,  34;  German,  2;  Portu- 
guese, 59 ;  Swedish,  1 ;  Italian,  1.  Total,  Testaments,  97 ; 
Volumes,  107.  Total,  books,  363.  Pamphlets,  621.  Pages  of 
Tracts,  English,  22,947  ;  Foreign,  4,499.  Religious  and  Tem- 
perance Papers,  812.  Articles  of  clothing,  222  pieces.  Through 
the  kindness  of  several  friends  of  the  Mission,  175  Temperance 
Haps  have  been  distributed,  and  several  needy  sailors  and  other 
poor,  have  been  assisted,  to  the  amount  of  837.26. 

In  concluding  this  ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Mission,  your 
Chaplain  desires  to  thank  God  for  the  good  accomplished.  He 
feels  that  his  labors  have  been  crowned  .  with  success ;  that  the 
Oreat  Head  of  the  Church  has  owned  his  efibrts  for  the  promotion 
of  His  Glory  in  the  good  of  souls  ;  and  he  feels,  what  to  him  is 
highly  encouraging,  that  he  is  collecting  around  him  a  praying 
people,  who  are  looking  to  God  for  His  blessing  on  the  exertions 
made  for  the  good  of  Seamen.     To  God  be  all  the  glory.     Amen.

Free  Church  of  St.  Mary  for  Sailors. 

[Not  in  Union  with  the  Convention.] 

The  Rev.  John  P.  Robinson,  Rector. 

Baptisms,  infants,  28.  Communicants,  72.  Marriages,  4*  Fu- 
nerals, 23. 

Public  services  have  been  held  in  the  church  every  Sunday 
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morning  and  evening,  and  on  the  mornings  of  Ash  Wednesday 
and  Good  Friday.  Thursday  of  every  week  has  been  appro- 
priated, as  usual,  to  the  Marine  Hospital,  Chelsea.  OtHer  occa- 
sional visits,  for  funerals,  have  been  made. 

A  large  number  of  shipwrecked  seamen  and  their  families 
have  been  relieved,  according  to  our  ability.  Two  hundred  and 
forty-five  dollars  have  passed  through  the  offertory  for  charitable 
purposes;  of  this  sum,  fifly  dollars  were  from  a  devoted  friend  of 
the  sailor  in  Boston,  thirty  from  Cambridge,  twenty-five  from 
New  Hanttshire,  ninety-seven  from  Capt.  R.  B.  Forbes.  Of  the 
sum  from  Capt.  Forbes,  seventy-two  dollars  were,  by  his  direc- 
tion, divided  among  three  seamen  in  the  Hospital ;  fifty-two  of  it 
to  Mr.  Anderson,  whose  leg  was  badly  fractured  at  the  time  of 
the  wreck  of  the  steamer  San  Francisco,  he  then  being  at  the 
wheel ;  and  ten  dollars  to  each  of  the  seamen  wrecked  on  Marsh- 
field  beach,  last  December,  when  their  feet  and  hands  were  frozen. 
Twenty-five  dollars  from  the  late  Miss  Green,  to  purchase  Prayer 
Books ;  fifteen  from  the  same,  for  the  sick ;  and  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  from  Miss  Townsend.  Various  kind  friends  have  sent 
us  material  for  manufacture— one  firm,  a  valuable  piece  of  heavy 
cloth,  27  1-2  yards,  for  pea-jackets ;  another,  flannel  and  cotton 
cloth ;  while  a  number  of  ladies  have  busily  plied  their  needles, 
making  up  garments  for  the  naked  and  destitute. 

The  Ladies'  Benevolent  Society  of  St.  John's  Church,  Charles- 
town,  have  remembered  us,  in  a  valuable  package  of  flannel  shirts 
and  drawers,  part  of  which  were  at  once  appropriated  to  the  sur- 
vivors of  the  Orin  St.  John,  taken  from  the  wreck  on  the  tenth 
day,  after  eating  a  portion  of  the  flesh  of  a  shipmate,  to  prolong 
their  lives. 

A  liberal  donation  has  been  received  from  our  old  friends  of 
the  Ladies'  Dorcas  Society  of  St.  James's  Church,  Roxbury. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-six  articles  of  clothing  have  been 
given  to  shipwrecked  and  destitute  seamen,  and  other  needy  per- 
sons.    These  include  coats,  pants,  shirts,  drawers,  stockings,  6rc. 

To  seamen  going  to  sea,  have  been  given,  432  Bibles,  407 
Testaments,  307  Prayer-books,  730  other  volumes,  and  many 
thousand  pages  of  tracts. 
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Of  the  Bibles,  280  were  English,  25  Swedish,  17  Danish,  15 
German,  40  Spanish,  48  Portuguese,  5  French,  and  7  Italian. 

Testaments,  206  English,  19  Swedish,  15  Danish,  10  German, 
116  Spanish,  87  Portuguese,  5  French,  and  9  Italian. 

How  widely  may  the  pure  Word  of  God  be,  in  this  unostenta- 
tious way,  introduced  among  the  common  people  of  many  coun- 
tries, where  the  civil  or  ecclesiastical  authorities  dare  to  forbid  its 
study.  May  the  blessing  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  gave  this  precious 
volume  to  mankind,  attend  and  bless  the  seed  thus  sown,  and 
make  it  fruitful  in  many  hearts,  to  their  eternal  welfare. 

The  attendance  of  the  Seamen,  for  a  portion  of  the  year,  has 
not  been  as  large  as  the  preceding  year,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  • 
Seamen* in  port.    For  the  last  two  months,  we  have  had  a  much 
larger  attendance. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts : 

The  undersigned  respectfully  reports  that  since  the  last  Con- 
vention he  has  continued  to  officiate  regularly  as  Chaplain  of  the 
House  of  Correction.  He  has  preached  twice  every  Sunday  to 
a  congregation  of  prisoners  exceding  five  hundred  in  number, 
who  listen  with  marked  attention  and  apparent  interest  to  the 
saving  truths  of  the  Gospel.  A  portion  of  each  day  during  the 
week  is  occupied  in  personal  interviews  with  them,  following  up 
the  instructions  which  they  receive  on  the  Sabbath,  and  impart- 
ing such  counsel  and  admonitions  as  their  cases  require. 

The  number  committed  to  this  Institution  exceeds  one  thousand 
a  year.  These  are  all  under  the  care  of  the  Chaplain  w)io 
acts  as  their  religious  instructor  and  spiritual  adviser.  It  is  a 
field  which  affords  great  opportunities  for  usefulness  to  one  who 
is  willing  to  relinquish  the  pleasant  associations  of  a  regular  parish 
Church,  to  mingle  with  criminals  and  devote  himself  to  the  work 
of  reforming  and  saving  the  wretched  and  the  lost.

Services  have  been  held  every  Sunday,  without  intermission, 
during  the  past  year.  By  the  kind  assistance  of  my  clerical 
brethren  in  Boston  and  vicinity,  I  have  been  enabled  to  have  a 
third  service  on  Sunday,  for  nearly  six  months  of  that  time. 

There  have  been  quite  a  number  of  persons  added  to  the  Parish 
during  the  past  year;  but  so  many  of  the  parishioners  have  re- 
moved from  town  during  that  period,  that  our  increase  in  numberB 
has  not  been  great. 

Only  four  heads  of  families  remain  of  those  who  were  with  m 
twelve  years  since.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  our  fotun 
increase  in  numbers  will  be  of  a  more  permanent  character  tfaaa 
it  has  been  hitherto,  and  that  ere  long,  the  present  Church  build- 
ing may  be  entirely  filled.

In  returning  to  a  sphere  in  which  he  passed  his  diaeonate-^for 
the  greater  part  at  least— -doing  service  in  the  absence  of  its  much 
vahed  Rector,  he  has  been  painfully  impressed  with  the  spoils  of 
tiBW,  as  well  in  this,  as  in  other  places.  In  the  harmony,  pro«> 
perity,  and  continued  spiritual  life  of  this  ancient  Church,  there  is 
much  to  awaken  his  deepest  gratitude.  The  promptness  and  lib* 
eraKty  with  which  the  appeal  of  want  is  uniformly  responded  to 
by  the  congregation,  is  exceedingly  cheering ;  while  a  constant 
and  thoughtful  attention  to  the  means  of  grace,  gives  promise  of 
good.  The  number  reported  as  having  been  confirmed,  is  part  of 
a  much  larger  number,  preparing  to  renew  their  baptismal  vowa.

The  undersigned  has  officiated  in  this  vacant  Parish,  from 
June  to  December  of  last  year,  in  all,  nine  Sundays ;  and  on  three 
secular  days  also  has  the  Church  been  opened  for  Divine  service, 
including  duty  performed  during  the  winter  season. 

On  these  several  occasions,  the  attendance  on  public  worship, 
as  to  numbers,  has  greatly  exceeded  that  of  either  of  the  Ust  three 
preceding  years. 

In  connection  with  the  nine  infants  above  reported  as  baptized, 
the  office  for  "  the  Churching  of  Women^'  has  been  performed  on 
four  several  occasions. 

The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord^s  Supper  has  been  celebrated  three 
times  during  the  past  season.  On  one  of  these  occasions,  that 
divine  ordinance  was  administered  to  twenty-one  recipients;  a 
larger  number,  it  is  believed,  than  ever  before,  on  one  oocasioo, 
has  knelt  around  the  chancel  of  this  neglected  Church. 

The  amount  above  reported  as  contributed  for  our  General 
Board  of  Missions,  was  received  at  the  Ofiertory,  on  the  last  very 
Interesting  and  solemn  sacramental  occasion  at  this  Church. 

The  repairs  referred  to  as  contemplated,  in  last  year's  report 
from  this  Parish,  have  been  commeni^ed.  The  stone  foundation 
of  the  Church  has  been  in  part  relaid,  and  pointed  with  cement ; 
die  window  frames  repaired,  and  in  part  newly  glazed. 

A  quantity  of  wood  has  been  cut  from  the  glebe,  during  the 
past  winter,  and  is  no^  ready  for  market.  From  this  source,  to- 
gether with  the  amount  to  be  received  from  rent,  of  that  portion 
of  the  land  which  is  cleared,  a  sufficient  sum  ($250)  U  it  haped^ 
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will  be  tealized  towards  shingling  the  roof»  and  seouring  the  same 
with  lead,  from  the  rain ;  thus  saving  the  building  from  prema- 
ture decay,  and  contributing  to  the  comfort  and  health  of  those 
who  now,  or  may  hereaAer,  worship  within  these  consecrated 
walls. 

Much  cause  is  there,  on  a  review  of  the  last  three  years*  itin- 
erant ministry,  exercised  by  the  undersigned  in  this,  then  forsaken 
and  desolate  Parish,  to  thank  God,  for  the  blessing  which  has  in 
some  humble  degree  attended  his  labors ;  while  he  takes  courage 
on  resuming  his  services  again,  from  June  to  November  of  the 
present  year«  (D«  Y.)  in  this  feeble  Church.

Very 
lately  a  Parochial  Missionary  Association  has  been  formed,  which 
we  hope  will  help  to  increase  an  interest  in  Missions,  and  add  to 
the  amount  which  we  may  cast  into  the  treasury  of  the  Lord.  A 
missionary  meeting  is  held  on  the  first  Sunday  evening  of  every 
month.

As  the  Parish  Register,  delivered  to  the  present  Incumbent, 
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contained  no  list  of  Communicants,  or  Parishioners,  the  Bector  is 
unable  to  report  accurately,  the  additions,  removals,  or  preaeat 
number  of  Communicants.  He  estimates  that  there  have  been, 
a4lded,  25 ;  died,  3  ;  present  number,  about  60.  The  Sunday 
School  still  remains  in  a  depressed  condition.  Scholars,  30 ;  Teacb^ 
ers,  6.  It  is  hoped  that  the  School  will  increase  with  the  increase 
of  the  Parish. 

The  present  aspect  of  the  Parish  is  full  of  encouragement 
Many  new  families  have  been  added  in  the  past  year,  and  es- 
pecially during  the  present  Spring.  The  congregations  are  large 
and  increasing,  and  it  is  impossible  to  supply  the  demand  fcst 
(avorable  sittings.  Although  the  rite  of  Confirmation  has  been 
so  lately  administered  ;  yet,  already  there  are  several  Candidates 
**  ready  and  desirous  to  be  confirmed.''  The  Rector  cannot  close 
his  report  without  an  expression  of  gratitude  to  his  warm- 
hearted  Parishioners.  By  their  unnumbered  acts  of  kindness,  by 
their  many  valuable  presents,  by  their  hearty  co-operation 
in  every  good  work,  and  by  the  increase  of  his  salary, — 
they  have  filled  his  heart  with  joy,  so  that  he  can  truly  say,  like 
one  of  old,  '*  The  lines  are  fallen  to  me  in  pleasant  places,  yea ! 
I  have  a  goodly  heritage.'^

The  Rector  reports  for  the  past  year,  5  Baptisms ;  3  persons 
Confirmed  ;  Communicants,  52,  of  whom  about  half  have  been 
added  during  the  year ;  1  Marriage  ;  7  Burials  ;  and  81.603.41, 
as  the  amount  of  the  monthly  and  other  offerings  of  the  Church 
in  aid  of  objects  of  Christian  benevolence. 

The  Parish  is  receiving  an  encouraging  increase,  notwithstand- 
ing the  temporary  inability  of  the  Rector  to  perform  his  duties. 
During  the  continuance  of  that  inability,  the  great  kindness  of 
several  clerical  brethren,  more  especially  of  the  Rev.  G.  D. 
Wildes,  prevented  any  interruption  of  the  regular  weekly  minis- 
trations ;  and  the  Rector  feels  that  this  public  acknowledgement  is 
lees  than  what  he  owes  to  the  generous  sympathy,  and  the  bro- 
therly aid,  which  it  has  been  his  privilege  to  receive. 
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Since  Chnstmu  Dny,  he  has  been  able  to  preach,  aa  usual, 
every  Sunday ;  the  offices  of  Worship  being  conducled  by  Mr.

The  present  incumbent  took  charge  of  the  Parish,  December 
18, 1853,  and  the  above  statistics  exhibit  the  changes  which  have 
occurred  during  the  intervening  time  to  the  present  date.    His 
predecessor,  the  Rev.  Q.  F.  Cushman,  resigned  October  1, 1859» 
and  from  that  time  to  December  18th,  the  Parish  was  kindly 
favored  with  the  services  of  neighboring  and  visiting  clergy.   The 
report  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cushman,  as  far  as  1  can  draw  it  from  the 
data  furnished  by  the  Parish  Register,  is  as  follows,  viz :  Bap« 
tisms,   infants,  10.     Marriages,  4.     Burials,   7.     Collection  on 
day  of  Consecration,  $13.89.     The  short  time  that  1  have  been 
here  prevents  so  full  a  statement  as  I  could  wish  of  the  pecuniary 
condition  of  the  Parilsh.     The  present  beautiful  edifice  was  conse- 
crated July  12,  1853,  though  the  tower  is  not  yet  completed,  and 
for  this  purpose,  together  with  a  bell  and  suitable  fence,  dec.,  for 
the  church  and  grounds,  some  $2000  are  still  needed.     As  is  too 
often  the  case  in  such  matters,  the  burden  of  nearly  all  this  work  of 
love  and  godly  service,  has  fallen  very  heavily  upon  a  faithfal 
few.     They  are  far  from  desponding,  though  the  struggle  to  bear 
up  against  determined  opposition  in  various  quarters,  from  those 
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who  should  bid  us  God  speed,  together  with  sustaining  serviaes, 
and  the  much  yet  to  be  expended  before  all  will  be  finished  and 
placed  on  a  permanent  foundation,  would  depress  hearts  of 
weaker  faith  and  resolution. 

The  Organ,  a  beautiful  instrument,  built  expressly  for  the 
Church  by  the  Messrs.  Hook,  of  Boston,  and  costing  $1500, 
was  paid  for  by  subscriptions  obtained  through  unyielding  perse- 
rerance;  ,and  the  choir  which  have  been  trained  up  about 
it  as  a  nucleus,  are  excelled  by  few  in  the  the  country  for  their 
hearty  zeal,  and  superior  skill  in  sustaining  this  important  part  of 
the  worship  of  Almighty  God.  The  Font  was  the  gif\  of  Charles 
H.  Russell,  Esq.,  of  New  York,  through  the  kind  solicitation  of 
Mrs.  A.  B.  Rawson,  his  sister,  and  a  worthy  communicant  of  the 
Parish.  The  Service  Books  for  the  Desk,  Altar  and  Pulpit,  six 
in  number,  of  beautiful  red  Turkey  binding,  three  of  them  flexi- 
ble, and  stamped  with  the  name  of  the  Church,  were  by  Ladies' 
special  subscription.  But,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  all  this  has 
not  been  accomplished  with  a  worldly  pride,  and  the  enterprise  of 
mere  earthly  motives.  The  Holy  Spirit  has  I  trust  been  at  woilc 
in  the  minds  and  consciences  of  those  who  worship  and  listen  in  this 
sacred  dwelling-place  of  the  Most  High,  from  Sunday  to  Sunday, 
and  on  the  Holy  Days  and  Seasons  of  the  Church.  We  have  evi- 
dent tokens  of  the  Lord's  presence  amongst  us,  in  the  attentive 
solemnity  of  our  public  services,  and  the  anxious  interest  mani- 
fest on  the  part  of  many  precious  souls,  for  their  own  personal 
salvation.  We  are  sorry  that  the  burden  of  recent  building  and 
deficient  finances,  forces  us  to  ask  for  the  continuance  of  the 
assistance  hitherto  granted  us  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  and 
hope  soon  to  be,  not  only  self  sustaining,  but  to  make  far  more 
than  a  full  return  for  the  help  which  we  have  received.

On  the  1st  of  February,  the  original  Sewing  Circle  was  remod- 
elled on  a  Missionary  basis,  incorporating  the  principle  of 
•*  Systematic  Beneficence."  The  result  thus  far,  as  compared 
with  last  year,  is  most  gratifying.  A  system  of  weekly  oflferings 
in  the  Sunday  School,  has  also  been  commenced  upon  the  same 
principle,  and  the  results,  during  the  year  of  its  operation,  are 
equally  encouraging.  The  amount,  contributed  by  an  average 
attendance  of  about  thirty-five  scholars,  most  of  them  children  of 
poor  parents,  being  853.  Monthly  collections  have  been  intro- 
duced in  the  Parish,  the  total  for  all  objects,  being  8302.33. 

Various  old  claims  against  the  parish,  which  had  long  operated 
as  a  clog  to  our  progress,  have  been  swept  off,  the  holders  making 
a  liberal  reduction,  and  a  sal  ry  of  $500  pledged  to  the  Rector. 

The  "Parish  Visitor,"  and  the  Foreign  Department  of  the 
**  Spirit  of  Missions,"  are  distributed  in  the  congregation,  besides  a 
Missionary  periodical,  and  a  paper,  in  the  Sunday  School.  The 
interest  of  the  children  in  their  School,  and  in  the  subject  of  Mis- 
sions, is  good  and  growing.  Much  of  this  is  owing  to  their 
excellent  and  devoted  Superintendent. 
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An  entirely  new  and  choice  Library  has  been  procured  for 
the  Sunday  School,  during  the  year.  Various  improvements 
have  been  made  in  the  Sunday  School  room,  Missionary  Maps 
procured,  ^.,  &c. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  quite  a  number  of  the  communicants 
are  in  the  habit  of  absenting  themselves  from  the  Lord^s  Supper 
habitually,  so  that  our  average  attendance  is  not  above  45  or  50.

During  the  year  now  closing,  this  Parish  by  the  blessing  of 
God  has  continued  steadily  to  flourish.

By  the  offices  of  the  Church  the  people  are 
taught  how  to  worship ;  by  her  precepts  how  to  live,  and  by  her 
teachings  how  to  die.  In  the  last  day,  many  we  believe  will  rise 
up  and  bless  those  who  have  been  instrumental  in  bringing  to 
their  notice  and  enjoyment,  the  religious  advantages  conferred  in 
the  establishment  of  this  Parish. 

The  debt  which  was  upon  the  Church  building  has  been 
assumed  by  the  same  gentleman  to  whom  the  Parish  was  already 
so  much  indebted.  In  addition  to  this,  he  has  also  assumed  the 
cost  of  completing  the  building  and  fencing  the  grounds ;  all  to 
be  done  in  accordance  with  the  original  plan  of  Mr.  Upjoho. 
This  work  is  already  commenced,  and  (D.  V.)  the  Church  will 
be  ready  for  consecration  early  in  July. 

We  have  an  interesting  Sunday  School  of  about  thirty-five 
scholars.  During  most  of  the  year  I  have  held  a  third  service  in 
an  adjoining  neighborhood.

The  Rector  cannot  conclude  this  Report,  without  alluding  to 
the  heavy  affliction  the  parish  has  sustained  this  past  year,  in  the 
loss  of  Wm.  W.  Lee,  Esq.  He  died  in  the  vigor  of  his  age  on 
Thursday,  February  23d,  1854.  Mr.  Lee  was  one  of  tf^e  found- 
ers of  this  Parish,  and  for  many  years  a  Warden  of  the  Church,  and 
he  has  left  behind  him  lasting  tokens  of  the  zeal  and  fidelity  with 
which  he  executed  every  trust  Provideniially  committed  to  him.

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It  is  now  about  three  years  since  this  Parish  was  led  without  a 
Rector,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  weeks  during  which  lay- 
reading  was  maintained,  the  Church  has  remained  closed,-  up  to 
quite  a  recent  period.  Last  summer  a  few  zealous  individuals 
resolved  upon  making  an  attempt  at  re-opening  the  deserted 
Sanctuary,  and  gathering  such  as  there  might  be  together  within 
its  fold.  In  this  they  were  nobly  seconded  by  the  Rector  of 
Christ  Church,  Springfield,  to  whom,  as  the  nearest  resident 
clergyman  of  our  Church,  they  very  naturally  resorted  for  coun- 
sel and  encouragement.  That  gentleman  entered  at  once  warml][ 
into  their  plans,  and  promised  to  aid  them  with  the  alms  of  his 
own  congregation,  which  promise  has  been  abundantly  fulfilled. 
Accordingly,  on  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  the  services  were 
resumed  and  have  continued  without  interruption.  With  how 
much  of  encouragement  for  the  past,  and  of  promise  for  the 
future,  the  above  statistics,  covering  a  period  of  only  six  months, 
will  shew.  The  attempt  was  commenced  under  some  uncer- 
tainty ;  for  apart  from  the  generous  assistance  of  our  neighbors 
at  Springfield,  we  were  sure  of  nothing  outside  ourselves.  It  is 
pleasant,  however,  to  be  able  to  state  that  an  appropriation  for  the 
half-year  was  subsequently  voted  by  the  Diocesan  Missionary 
Board,  which  it  is  to  be  hoped  will  be  renewed  for  another  year. 
Certainly  there  is  too  much  here  to  be  thrown  away,- and  there 
can  be  no  doubt  that,  with  a  little  fostering  care,  under  God's 
blessing,  this  will  soon  be  added  to  the  list  of  permanent  and 
self-supporting  parishes. 

Perhaps  it  should  be  added  that  the  present  congregation  is 
largely  made  up  of  families  and  individuals  who  have  had  no  con- 
nection with  the  Parish  in  its  former  days.  Thus,  out  of  thirty- 
four  families  now  registered,  only  ten  were  ever  on  the  list 
before.  And  only  seven  of  the  old  communicants,  (but  one  male,) 
are  included  among  those  now  reported.

During  our  last  conventional  year  I  have  baptized  one  infrnt, 
and  preached  only  four  times. 

My  health  durmg  the  year  has  been  very  poor  indeed,  so  that 
it  has  not  been  possible  for  me  to  render  any  official  service  to 
the  Church.  For  the  greater  part  of  the  time  I  have  been  a  great 
sufferer  from  a  severe  chronic  rheumatism ;  and  this,  attended 
with  a  wearing  bronchial  cough,  has  reduced  me  to  such  a  state 
of  extreme  weakness,  and  almost  entire  helplessness,  that  no  one, 
I  presume,  who  visited  me  during  the  cold  weather,  expected  I 
could  survive  the  severity  of  the  winter  months.  But  contrary  to 
all  expectations,  I  continue  **  till  this  present,^  and  still  survive 
the  pale  nations  of  the  dead.  I  have  now  been  confined  to  my 
chamber  over  seven  months,  and  though  somewhat  improved  m 
my  general  health,  I  am  still  a  poor  feeble  invalid.  I  am  still 
*^  shut  up,  and  cannnot  come  forth,^*  but  I  cannot  but  hope,  that 
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when  the  seasoa  advances,  and  becomes  steadily  settled  and 
warm,  I  may  be  able  once  more  to  risit  the  House  of  God,  and 
derive  comfort  and  refreshment  from  its  holy  ordinances ;  and 
once  more  be  able  to  move  around  among  my  kindred  and  friends, 
and  enjoy  the  sweets  of  that  social  intercourse  of  which  I  have 
been  so  long  deprived ;  but  the  future  I  leave  with  God,  and 
would  say  with  the  most  entire  submission,  '^  not  my  wUl,  but 
thine  be  done.'*  I  have  already  proved  too  much  of  His  sup- 
porting care  and  kindness  to  distrust,  for  a  single  moment.  His 
infinite  love  and  goodness,  for  the  time  to  come.  My  only  pre- 
vailing desire  at  present  is»  so  to  do  or  suffer  the  will  of  God 
during  the  rest  of  my  earthly  pilgrimage,  that  I  may  be  fully  and 
truly  prepared  to  meet  my  Holy  Saviour  in  peace  at  the  solemn 
hour  of  His  coming.

In  rendering  to  you  a  report  of  myself  and  my  labors,  I  can  only 
say  that  I  continued  in  my  office  of  Superintendent  of  the  U.  S. 
Ukrine  Hospital  until  the  first  of  September  last,  since  which 
time  I  have  had  charge  of  Grace  Church  in  this  city,  supplying 
for  the  Rev.  J.  L.  Ver  Mehr,  who  has  established  a  Female  School 
at  Sonora,  about  40  miles  firom  the  city.  Within  a  few  days,  our 
Bishop  has  taken  the  Rectorship  of  Grace  Church,  Mr.  Ver  Mehr 
having  resigned  ;  and  I  am  endeavoring  to  make  myself  useful  to 
the  Church,  under  the  direction  of  the  Missionary  Bishop.  The 
Church  in  this  land  of  sin  and  gold,  has  a  most  unpropitious  soli.

It  would 
be  pleasant  to  see  our  friends  at  the  east,  but  here  we  can  be 
tnore  useful  to  the  cause  of  Christ ;  and  we  shall  endeavor  to  con- 
tent ourselves  till  God  shall  call  us  home.

In  pursuance  of  Canon  XII.  Sec.  1. 1853,  the  undersigned  re- 
spectfully reports :  — 

That  he  has  celebrated  Divine  serrice,  administered  the  Holy 
Sacraments,  and  preached  the  Grospel,  uniformly  on  Sundays,  be- 
side officiating  on  most  of  the  Fasts  and  Festivals  of  the  Church 
throughout  the  conventional  year,  now  closing.  He  has  also  per- 
formed the  several  offices  of  the  Church,  as  occasion  required,  on 
secular  days  of  the  week;  and  in  connection  with  the  same, 
attended  to  a  considerable  amount  of  parochial,  and  other  pro* 
fessional  duties. 

The  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  has  heen  administered  by 
him,  or  he  has  assisted  in  the  celebration  of  that  Divine  ordlnanoe, 
on  seventeen  different  occasions. 

Holy  Baptism,  he  has  administered  as  follows  :•— at  HdpUft- 
ton,  infants,  9 ;  Bridgewater,  infant,  1 ;  Boston,  infant,  1 ;  New- 
ton Lower  Falls,  infknt,  1 ;  Natick,  infant,  1 ;  total,  18.  Tbe 
office  commonly  called  the  ** Churching  of  Women,"  he  has  per- 
formed on  four  occasions.  One  couple  he  ha3  united  in  the  holy 
estate  of  matrimony,  and  attended  five  funerals. 

The  undersigned  has  officiated  in  St.  Faults  Church,  Hopkintom 
nine  Sundays,  and  on  three  other  occasions  of  public  worship. 
For  a  more  particular  account  of  the  services  performed,  and  duties 
discharged  in  that  feeble  parish,  reference  is  here  made  to  tbe 
parochial  report  of  the  same,  herewith  submitted. 

For  three  years  last  past,  the  undersigned  has  officiated  in 
Hopkinton,  at  stated  intervak ;  and  with  devout  gratitude  to  Him, 
who  alone  giveth  the  increase,  he  is  enabled  to  report  to  his 
Diocesan,  some  degree  of  progress  in  the  labors  voluntarily 
assumed  by  him,  in  this  desolate  portion  of  the  Lord's  vineyard. 

It  may  be  well  to  state  that  many  of  the  persons  now  eomposing 
the  small  congregation  in  Hopkinton,  are  emigrants ;  educated 
in  the  bosom  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland ;  unac- 
customed to  our  parochial  organization ;  and  while  they  look  to 
the  Church  here,  as  in  their  native  land,  for  religious  instructioD 
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and  clerical  aid,  are  not  accustomed  to  contribute  of  tneir  dob- 
aluicey  (if  tbey  have  any,)  toward  the  support  of  public  worship. 
Hence,  by  rendering  the  sittings  in  the  Church  free,  a  greater 
extent  of  good  is  effected,  than  under  the  usual  method  of  pew 
noting. 

By  occasionally  calling  at  the  dwellings  of  these  persons,  some 
have  been  induced  to  attend  Church,  at  least  occasionally,  who 
in>uld  not,  probably,  otherwise  have  done  so ;  while  others,  it  is 
believed,  have  been  kept  within  the  fold,  notwithstanding  the 
efibrts  of  popish  emissaries,  to  draw  them  and  their  children  along 
thecorrupt  and  superstitious  ways  of  the  two  thousand,  estimated, 
Boman  Catholics,  dwelling  in  Hopkinton,  where  they  have  a  large 
Haas-bouse,  and  flourishing  Parish. 

The  work  which  the  undersigned  has  here  undertaken,  he  is 
encouraged  to  prosecute  the  present  season,  as  he  has  done  for 
three  years  successively ;  being  well  persuaded  that  an  itinerant 
BBinistry  is  likely  to  produce  the  greatest  amount  of  ultimate 
benefit  to  the  Church,  not  only  in  Hopkinton,  but  in  the  towns 
adjacent,  where  there  are  residing  scattered  members  of  onr 
communion,  who  only  need  to  be  sought  out,  and  thereby  induced 
to  attend  public  worship  in  Hopkinton,  when  St.  PftuPs  is  opened 
tar  divine  worship. 

At  Southborough,  four  miles  distant  from  the  former  place, 
the  undersigned  has  also  officiated,  in  the  deserted  Unitarian 
meeting  house  in  that  town,  by  the  performance  of  Morning  and 
Evening  Prayer,  and  preaching  the  Word,  once  a  month,  during 
the  summer  season,  to  respectable  congregations,  who  sustain 
their  part  in  the  responsive  portions  of  the  liturgy,  in  a  manner 
most  creditable  to  themselves,  and  cheering  to  him  who  conducts 
their  devotions. 

Here  we  have  friends  who  will  never  feel  content  with  their 
lot,  nor  cease  their  efibrts,  till  they  have  in  their  midst  a  temple 
consecrated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God,  according  to  the 
order  of  the  Church  which  they  love  and  reverence.  ^ 

The  undersigned  would  gladly  have  devoted  more  of  his  time, 
daring  the  past  year,  in  laboring  to  advance  the  interests  of 
religion,  and  the  Church,  in  this  too  much  neglected  portion  of 
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the  Diocese,  bed  not  his  private  pecuniary  resoorces  rendered  it 
incumbent  on  him  to  supply  such  other  Oburches  as  oalled  on  Urn 
for  clerical  aid ;  who,  being  both  able  and  willing  to  remiuMrate 
him  for  services  rendered  them,  have  indirectly  contributed,  ia 
some  small  degree,  towards  enabling  him  to  prosecute  the  woik 
he  has  thus  taken  in  hand,  and  of  which  the  above  is  a  brief,  but 
truthful  account. 

Before  closing  this  portion  of  his  report  to  the  Bt  Bev.  the 
Bishop  of  Massachusetts,  the  undersigned  gratefully  acknowledges 
having  received  a  donation  of  five  dollars,  from  a  pariabioiier  of 
Christ  Church,  Cambridge,  which  has  been  applied  towards  the 
purchase  of  Prayer  Books,  of  which  there  is  great  need  in  Hop- 
kinton.

ABTICLS  I. 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  Greneral 
Constitation  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

▲STICLB  fl« 

There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Con- 
monwealth,  at  JBoston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in 
erery  year,  unless  a  different  time  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a 
preceding  Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention. 
Provided,  always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special 
Convention,  other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such 
Convention. 

ABTfCLE   III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymea  and  Lay* 
Mea. 

The  Bishop  and  the  assistant  Bishop,  when  there  ia  one,  shall 
iMfa  a  aeat  and  a  vote  ia  the  Cenveation.    Every  other  dkurgy-

man  of  the  Church  of  whatever  order,  being  a  settled  minister, 
or  regularly  officiating  in  some  parish  within  this  Commonwealth; 
or  being  a  President,  Professor,  Tutor  or  Instructor  in  some  Col- 
lege or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions ; 
or  being  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  army  or 
na?y  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public 
institution,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention, 
if  he  have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within 
this  State,  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been 
canonically  instituted.  Provided,  however,  that  no  clergyman 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall,  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  di\ested  of  such  privilege. 

Eveiy  parish  in  this  Commonwealth,  in  union  with  this  Con- 
vention shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment,  signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro- 
vided, that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  dele- 
gate unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  which  he 
represents.  The  delegation  from  each  parish  shall  be  entitled  on 
a  division,  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

ARTICLE    IT. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  jnto  union  with  this  Convention, 
on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  snail  have  laid 
before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the  War« 
dens  and  Vestry,  that  they  have  been  duly  organized  for  the 
space  of  one  year,  and  during  that  time  have  held  regular  public 
services,  and  accede  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Church. 

ARTICLE   v. 

The  Bishq)  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Conventioiw 
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But  in  case  of  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall 
elect  a  president  from  among  the  clergy. 

ARTICLE   YI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  An- 
nual Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

ARTICLE  YIl. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  present  on  due  notification, 
and  duly  organized,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the 
ordinary  business  of  the  Convention.  *  The  clergy  and  lay  dele- 
gates shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except 
when  a  division  is  called  for  by  three  clerical  members,  or  by  the 
lay  delegations  from  three  parishes  represented  in  the  Conven- 
tion ;  in  which  case  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

• 

There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem-* 
bers;  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen.  They  shall  keep 
regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.    A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  article, 
except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention ;  nor  unless  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  least  one  annual  meeting 
previous  to  its  adoption.

AMENDED  IN  THE  CONTENTION  OP   1849. 

Respecting  Contingent  Expenses. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  perish  in  this  State,  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in 
this  State,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as  am 
per  centum  on  the  salary  of  its  minister;  and  those  parishes  which 
are  destitute  of  a  clergyman,  and  which  are  represented  by  lay  del« 
egates  in  the  Convention,  shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annually, 
or  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the 
same;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  certify  inhii 
annual  report  what  parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the 
requisitions  of  this  canon*  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriatioii 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  sucb 
committee  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention ;  and  the 
following  appropriations  shall  always  be  deemed  proper,  namely : 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Convention ; 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  such  clerical  members  of  the 
Convention  as  cannot  afibrd  to  pay  the  same,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  one .  year ;  to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Triennial 
Convention,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  clerical 
delegate  ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the  Church  in  this  State  to 
the  General  Convention,  such  sums  as  shall  enable  them  to  pay 
the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  Churches  in  this  State  by  each 
Greneral  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof;  and  to 
pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  this  Convention,  and  such  other 
publications  as  shall  be  published  by  order  of  this  Convention  ; 
and  every  parish  shall  be  entitled  to  five  copies,  at  least,  of  every 
publication  printed  by  order  of  the  Convention. 

But  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from 
the  Contingent  Fund,  unless  the  parish  of  which  he  is  the  minis- 
er  shall  have  paid  its  annual  quota  of  one  per  cenlttm^  or  send  a 
certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  it  is  unable  to  pay  the  same.  Neither 
shall  any  parish,  thus  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  Canon,  receive  more  than  five  copies  of  the  JeunuiL 
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itanon  ot  1844. 

Respecting  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

In  every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  a  collection  shall  be  annually 
made  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  Donations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
Commonwealth,  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese ;  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
report  annually  to  this  Convention,  the  amount  by  him  received 
from  each  parish. 

(tanonn  ot  1846, 

AMENDED   IN   THE   CONVENTION    OF    1852. 

I. 

Of  proceedings  in  the  case  of  a  Minister ^  not  being  a  Bishop^ 

accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise  of  offences  for  which  he 

may  be  tried. 

Sect.  1.  The  mode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  Minister,  for 
any  offence  for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  General  Convention  or 
of  this  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable  to  be  tried,  shall  be  as 
follows : 

Information  of  his  offence  shall  first  be  given  in  writing  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  which  information,  any  member  of  this 
Church  is  hereby  declared  competent  to  give.  The  Standing 
Committee  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  a  preliminary  consideration 
of  the  case ;  and  in  their  discretion,  if  they  see  fit,  may  make  a 
formal  presentment  of  the  offence  to  the  Bishop. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the 
Bishop,  stating  the  charges  made  against  the  accused,  with  speci- 
fications as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances ;  and  any  of  the 
specifications  in  said  presentment  may  be  amended  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Judge  Advocate,  as  the  Court  may  order ;  and 
in  case  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  or  in  case  the  Bishop  shall  be 
implicated  in  the  offence,  or  shall  be  related  to  the  accused  by 

consanguiniiy  or  afHnity,    the  Standing  Committee  shall  then

request  the  Bishop  of  some  other  Diocese  to  receive  the  present- 
ment, who,  upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may 
proceed  in  the  case,  and  exercise  the  same  powers  as  belong,  or 
are  granted,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Sect.  2.  Any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop, 
accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  of  any  offence  or  ofiences 
for  which  he  may  be  tried  as  aforesaid,  may,  for  himself,  request 
the  Standing  Committee  to  institute  such  examination  and  inquiry 
respecting  the  truth  of  the  charges  against  him  ;  and,  in  such 
case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  institute 
such  examination  and  inquiry,  and  to  proceed  in  like  manner,  as 
is  provided  in  section  first  of  the  Canon. 

II. 
Of  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman,  not  "being  a  Bishop* 

Sect.  1.  Upon  such  presentment  being  made  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  as  is  provided  in  the  foregoing  Canon,  the  Bishop 
shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  cause  a  copy  of  such  presentment  to 
be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  nine  Presbyters 
of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being 
parties  to  the  presentment,  nor  witnesses  in  the  case,  and  shall 
cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall, 
within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop  ;  and  if  he  shall  not 
give  such  notification  lo  the  Bishop  within  said  thirty  days,  the 
Bishop  shaU  then  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall 
form  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sect.  2.  The  Court,  thus  constituted,  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  within  the  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall 
have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place, 
within  the  Diocese,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  ;  and  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
time  of  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sect*  3.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
C(>urt,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend^  those  wbo 
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do  attend,  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  or  being  not  less  than 
three  in  number,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed,  in  case 
they  shall  see  fit,  to  a  hearing  and  trial  of  the  case  ;  and  their  de- 
cision, if  unanimous,  shall  be  as  binding  as  if  the  whole  Court  had 
been  present ;  but  in  case  their  decision  shall  not  be  unanimous, 
the  Bishop  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  accused, or  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  order  a  new  trial. 

Sect.  4.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  ol 
the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  shall,  in  writing, 
certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  and  state  their  opinion  as  to  the 
sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided.  And  if  a  clergyman  presented  as  aforesaid,  aAer 
having  had  due  notice,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the 
Court  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  unless  prevented  by 
sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the 
exercise  of  his  clerical  functions  for  the  term  of  six  months ;  and 
if  during  that  period,  he  shall  not  apply  for  a  trial,  he  shall  then 
be  degraded  from  the  ministry. 

Sbct.  5.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respec- 
liyely  ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths, 
may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses.  If,  on  or  during  the  trial,  the 
accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the 
presentment,  the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evi- 
dence, and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the 
Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

Sect.  6.  Upon  tlie  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop, 
and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  mate* 
rial  witnesses  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may 
appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witnesses. 
Such  Commissary  may  be  either  a  clergyman  or  a  layman,  and 
the  party  so  applying,  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  nr  days' 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the 
person  on  whom  the  notk;e  shall  be  served,  shall  reside  more 
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than  forty  miles  from  ihe  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day^s 
notice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said 
distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness, 
and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissary, 
and  enclosed  under  his  ^al,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and 
shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined 
before  such  Commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

Sect.  7.  The  Court,  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment, 
distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of 
such  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which, 
in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced ;  and  a  copy  of  such 
decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused; 
and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical 
sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the 
Court ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any 
sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  and  any  three  or 
more  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may 
in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated 
by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all 
persons  who  may  choose  to  attend  ;  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop, 
if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new 
trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  of  Presbyters 
shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  con* 
ducted  as  before  mentioned. 

Sect.  8.  All  citations  and  notices  contemplated  in  this  Canon 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Bishop,  and  may  be  served  by  a  summoner 
or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop, 
and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof. 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved 
by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.    A  written  citation  or  notice  de- 
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livered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  citation  or  notice. 

Sect.  9.  Advocates  or  Proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both 
sides,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  parlies,  provided  they  are  clergymen 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  or  laymen  who  have  been 
communicants  of  some  parish  of  the  same,  at  least  two  years  be- 
fore the  time  of  trial.

Of  Communicants, 

Whenever  the  Bishop  shall  institute  an  inquiry  on  the  subject 
of  repelling  a  person  from  the  Holy  Communion,  according  to 
the  rubrics  and  the  canons  of  the  General  Convention,  he  shall 
summon  a  council  of  two  presbyters  and  two  laymen,  of  which 
he  shall  be  president,  to  decide  upon  the  case. 

(Eanon  of  1847, 

AS  AMENDED  IN  THE  GONYENTION  OF  1848. 

Of  Elections, 

The  deputies  to  the  General  Convention  from  this  Diocese  shall 
be  chosen  at  the  meeting  of  this  Convention  holden  in  each  year 
of  the  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  ;  who  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  meeting  of  this  Convention,  next  preceding 
the  stated  iheeting  of  the  General  Convention,  on  the  third  year 
next  aAer  their  election,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their 
place. 

Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  delegation  shall  be  filled  at  the 
next  ensuing  meeting  of  this  Convention ;  and  appointments  for 
the  interval  may  be  made  by  the  Standing  Committee,  at  a  meet- 
ing specially  convened  for  that  purpose.

Of  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  into  union  with  the  Con- 

vention. 

All  applications  for  the  admission  of  new  parishes  into  union 
with  this  Convention  shall  be  received  and  referred  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee.  And  the  said  Committee  shall  examine  into  the 
/circumstances  of  the  party  making  the  application,  to  ascertain 
the  number  of  Episcopalians  resident  in  the  place  where  it  is 
proposed  to  establish  a  new  parish  ;  what  resources  they  have 
from  the  establishment  of  a  neighboring  parish  already  in  exis- 
tence ;  what  the  population  of  the  town  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  establish  such  parish  may  amount  to  ;  what  may  be  expected 
to  be  its  probable  increase  ;  what  is  the  number,  character,  and 
influence  of  other  Christian  denominations  in  the  same  place ; 
and  what  are  the  resources  in  possession  of  the  applicants, 
whereon  may  be  founded  a  reasonable  expectation  that  they  now 
are,  or  are  likely  to  become,  within  a  reasonable  time,  a  self- 
supporting  parish  ;  and  they  shall  make  report  of  the  same  to  the 
next  Convention,  with  their  opinion  thereon. 

Qtunon  of  tl)e  (Rtnttal  (iironbrntfon  of  1835. 

On  the  mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  tlie  state  of  iher 

Church,,  from  lime  to  time. 

Section  I.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  th 
Church,  from  time  to  lime,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is 
hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  present^ 
or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  an- 
nual Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  i* 
no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and  funerals,  and 
of  the  number  of  communicants  in  his  parish  or  Church,  and  of 
all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  same; 
and  these  parochial  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop 
shall  think  fit,  shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  journals  of  the 
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Conyention.  And  every  other  clergyman  not  regularly  settled 
in  any  parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  to  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  his  Diocese,  the  occasional  services  he  may  have 
performed ;  and,  if  he  have  performed  no  such  services,  the 
causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same. 

UHlen  of  ®ttrer« 

Rule  I.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address 
the  Chair. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  Pres- 
ident, confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  others  de- 
siring to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house,  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall  vote,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  ques- 
tion, or  shall  be  excused  by  the  Convention  for  reasons  assigned. 

Rule  II.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
vention, unless  seconded  by  a  member  not  belonging  to  the  same 
parish  with  the  mover ;  and  every  motion,  when  required  by  any 
member,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  III.  When  the  report  of  a  committee  is  presented,  it 
shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  deter- 
mined by  the  house ;  and,  if  accompanied  by  resolutions,  the 
question  shall  be  on  adopting  them. 

Rule  IV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Convention,  it  shall 
be  in  order — 

1.  To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

2.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain  ; 

3.  To  commit ; 

4.  To  amend ; 

5.  To  postpone  indefinitely  ; 
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and  a  motion  for  any  one  of  these  proceedings  may  be  consideied 
as  having  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  here  named ; 
and  a  question  on  any  of  these  proceedings  ^hali  be  deci^ied  be- 
fore the  original  motion. 

Rule  V.  An  address  or  communication  from  the  Bishop  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  time. 

Rule  VI.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  ques- 
tion, when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  Vll.  The  question  of  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
order ;  and  that,  together  with  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  VIII.  When  votes  by  orders  are  taken,  they  shall  be 
entered  on  the  minutes. 

Rule  IX.  On  all  questions  of  order,  the  President  shall  de- 
cide, subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house. 

Rule  X.  A  question,  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered 
during  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  nor  unless  the  motion  to  reconsider  be  made 
and  seconded  by  members  who  voted  in  the  majority  on  the  ori- 
ginal decision.

Rev.  the 
Bishop,  with  several  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates, 
met  in  Trinity  Church,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Shaw, 
Rector  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Lanesborough.  The  Ante- 
Communion  Service  was  read  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  in 
the  Epistle,  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Oeorge  Burgess,  D.  D.,  Bish- 
op of  the  Diocese  of  Maine. 

The  annual  Convention  Sermon  was  delivered  by  the 
Rev.  Samuel  B.  Babcock,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Dedham,  from  the  text,  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  v.  38,  If  this 
counsel  or  this  work  be  of  men,  it  wUl  come  to  nought. 

After  which,  at  the  Offertory,  which  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
Henry  Burroughs,  Jr.,  a  collection  was  made  in  aid  of 
the  funds  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese.  The  Holy 
Conmiunion  was  then  administered  to  the  clergy,  and  to 
a  large  number  of  the  Laity,  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the 
Bt«  Rev.  George  Burgess,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Maine.

Annual  3,5brc05 : 

HY  BRETHREN  OF  THE  CLERGT  AlU)  LATTT  : 

I  now  present  to  you,  as  it  is  incumbent  upon  me,  the  statement  of 
my  official  acts,  daring  the  eight  months  that  have  elapsed  since  the 
adjournment  of  our  last  Convention. 

On  Ascension  Day,  May  25,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Trinity 
Church,  Boston,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev.  William  B. 
Colbum,  Deacon,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Otis.  The  Sermon  on  this 
occasion  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's, 
Boston ;  who,  together  with  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Baury,  Wiltberger, 
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Banooghs,  Kandiill,  Smithett,  and  Jessap,  united  with  me  in  the  im- 
position of  hands. 

On  Tuesday,  June  13,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Oraoe  Church, 
Boston,  I  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  Mr.  Benjamin  H.  Chase,  a 
Candidate  for  Orders  of  this  Diocese.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by 
the  Bev.  John  B.  Eichmond,  Kector  of  St.  Michael's,  Marblehead. 
Mr.  Chase,  since  his  ordination,  has  been  officiating  as  the  Minister  of 
St.  John's,  Wilkinsonville,  the  charge  of  which  had,  not  long  before 
that  time,  been  relinquished  by  the  Bev.  D.  L.  B.  Goodwin,  who  is 
now  residing  in  the  Diocese  of  Bhode  Island.  Mr.  Goodwin's  long 
and  most  faithM  services  in  Wilkinsonville  demand  my  own  puUio 
aoknowledgment  on  this  occasion  ;  and  have  not,  I  trust,  been  un- 
marked by  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy.  I  feel  the  cessation  of  his 
labors  among  us  to  be  a  great  loss ;  and  still  indulge  the  hope  that 
some  opening  may  occur,  whereby  we  may  continue  to  be  benefited  by 
his  scriptural  ministrations,  and  by  the  example  of  his  consistent  life. 

On  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  June  28  and  29, 1  attended  the  An- 
nual Meeting  in  New  York  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theologi- 
cal Seminary. 

On  Friday,  July  14,  the  Bishop  of  Virginia,  at  my  request,  admit- 
ted to  Deacon's  Orders,  in  Christ  Church,  Alexandria,  Mr.  William 
G<dvin  Brown,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of  this  Diocese,  and  a  Student 
of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Virginia.  Mr.  Brown  has  been  since 
transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Missouri,  and  is  the  Minister  of  St. 
George's,  St  Louis. 

On  Wednesday,  September  6,  in  St.  Paul's,  Nantucket,  I  read 
prayers  in  the  morning,  and  the  Bev.  Mr.  Wiltberger,  by  whom  I 
was  accompanied  to  the  island,  preached,  and  baptized  an  adult ;  and 
I  oonfirmed  1  in  the  afternoon. 

On  the  Thirteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  10, 1  preached 
in  the  morning  in  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Wood's  Hole.    To  my 
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great  disappointment,  no  other  service  was  praotioable  on  aoconnt  of  a 
violent  tempest  of  wind  and  rain,  which  raged  daring  the  whole  of  the 
day  and  evening.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Wiltberger  preached  in  the  Acade- 
my on  the{)reoeding  Friday  evening. 

On  Taesday  and  Wednesday,  October  8  and  4, 1  attended,  in  Si. 
John's  Chnroh,  Hartford,  Connecticut,  the  Annual  Meetmg  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  of  our  Church. 

On  the  evening  of  Thursday,  October  5,  I  confirmed  4  in  Christ 
Church,  Springfield. 

On  the  Seventeenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  8, 1  ooDfirmed 
4  in  the  morning  in  Christ  Church,  Clappville  ;  and 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  5  in  All  Saints',  Wor- 
cester. 

On  Tuesday,  October  10, 1  preached  in  the  morning  in  St.  J6bik% 
Ashfield ;  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  2  in  the  same  church,  and 
catechized  the  children  of  the  parish. 

On  Thursday,  October  12, 1  preached  in  the  morning  in  St  Luke^^ 
Lanesborough  ;  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  2,  and  catechisnd  the 
children. 

On  Friday,  October  18,  in  St.  Stephen's,  Pittsfield,  I  catechiaed 
the  children  in  the  afternoon,  and  addressed  the  parents,  teachers,  and 
others  who  were  assembled ;  and  confirmed  5  persons  in  the  evening. 
I  have  to  state,  and  do  so  with  great  pleasure,  that  the  members  of  the 
congregation  are  taking  active  measures  for  the  building  of  a  parson- 
age. This  is  another  important  step  in  the  progress  which  this  parish 
has  made  within  the  last  few  years. 

On  the  Eighteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  15,  I  preached 
in  the  morning,  and  catechized  the  children,  in  St.  Paul's,  Stock- 
bridge.  I  am  happy  to  state,  that  the  parishioners  of  St.  Paul's  have 
added  a  tower  to  their  church,  and  also  made  several  improvements 
in  the  interior  of  the  edifice.  It  is  now  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
churches  in  the  Diocese. 
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In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  Trinity  Chnrch, 
Lenox. 

On  Wednesday,  October  18,  being  the  Festival  of  St.Lnke  the 
Evangelist,  I  had  the  satisfaction  of  assisting  at  the  consecration  of 
the  Bev.  Henry  W.  Lee,  D.  D.,  Kector  of  St.  Lnke's,  Bochester,  as 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Iowa ;  and  also  preached  the  Sermon.  This 
interesting  and  impressive  service  took  place  within  the  walls  of  that 
ohnroh,  where,  for  the  seven  previous  years,  Dr.  Lee  had  so  faithfnlly 
proclaimed  the  everlasting  Oospel.  Until  the  dose  of  the  year  1847, 
he  had  been  the  Hector,  since  his  ordination,  of  Christ  Chnrch, 
Springfield,  in  this  Diocese ;  and  this  circumstance,  in  addition  to  the 
vast  importance  of  that  field  of  labor  of  which  he  is  now  the  oonstitn- 
ted  overseer,  will,  lam  sure,  give  him  a  place  in  your  best  wishes,  and 
yooraffoctionate  and  fervent  prayers.  May  the  Lord  ^ve  him  grace 
to  be  "  faithful  unto  death,"  that  so  he  may  at  last,  when  his  warfiure 
18  ended,  receive  the  "  crown  of  life !" 

On  Tuesday,  October  24, 1  preached  in  the  morning,  and  cate- 
chized the  children,  in  Trinity  Church,  Yandeusenville ;  and  after- 
wards confirmed,  at  her  residence,  a  sick  member  of  the  parish. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Bov.  Mr. 
Parvin,  I  catechized  the  children  in  St.  James's  Church,  Great  Bar- 
rington  ;  and  in  the  evening  confirmed  6  persons.  The  vacancy  in 
this  parish,  created  by  the  rengnation  of  the  Bev.  John  Woart,  was 
tanporarily  supplied  for  several  months  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Byrne, 
from  the  Island  of  Jamaica. 

On  Thursday,  October  26, 1  confirmed  2  in  the  afternoon,  and  cate- 
chised the  children,  in  St.  Paul's,  Otis. 

On  Friday,  October  27,  I  preached  in  the  aft^emoon  in  St.  An- 
drew's, New  Boston. 

On  Tuesday,  October  81, 1  confirmed  2  in  the  afternoon  in  St.

John'0,  Wflkinsonvilley  and  also  oateohized  the  children ;  and  after- 
wards confirmed  a  sick  person  at  a  private  house. 

In  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  November  7,  in  Christ  Chorcfa,  Wal- 
tham,  after  addresses  bj  the  Eev.  Messrs.  Horton,  Irwin,  and 
Wiltberger,  and  the  Bev.  Dr.  Vinton,  I  delivered  the  condading  ad- 
dress on  the  subject  of  Missions ;  this  being  one  of  the  meetings  of 
the  Eastern  District  Church  Missionary  Association. 

On  the  Twenty-second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  12,  Icon- 
firmed  10  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  Mary's,  Newton,  Lower  Falls,  and 
also  catechised  the  children. 

On  Wednesday,  November  22, 1  was  present,  in  Trinity  Church, 
New  York,  at  the  consecration  of  the  Bev.  Horatio  Potter,  D.  D.,  as 
Provisional  Bishop  of  ih&t  Diocese ;  and  took  part  in  the  services  of 
that  solemn  and  interesting  occasion.  Let  our  prayers  ascend  to  Al- 
mighty God,  that  he  who  has  thus,  in  Divine  Providence,  been  placed 
in  charge  of  that  important  portion  of  the  Lord's  Vineyard,  firom  the 
oversight  of  which  his  predecessor,  Bishop  Wainwright,  was  so  soon 
removed  to  the  eternal  world,  may  be  endued  with  power  from  on 
high  for  the  discharge  of  his  jnomentous  trust. 

On  the  evening  of  the  First  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  3, 1  con- 
firmed 3  in  Christ  Church,  Quiocy. 

On  Wednesday,  December  6,  in  Grace  Church,  Providence,  Bhode 
Island,  I  assisted  at  the  Consecration  of  the  Bev.  Thomas  M.  Clark, 
D.  D.,  Bector  of  Christ  Church,  Hartford,  Connecticut,  and  formerly 
Assistant  Minister  of  Trinity  Church  in  this  city,  to  the  Episcopate 
of  the  Diocese  of  Bhode  Island.  May  the  Groat  Head  of  the  Church 
fit  him  for  all  his  work  ;  and  make  him,  and  all  of  us  who  have  been 
called  to  succeed  the  sainted  Griswold,  to  be  what  that  man  of  God 
so  pre-eminently  was,  *^  in  doctrine  showing  uncorruptness,  gravity, 
sincerity,  sound  speech  that  cannot  be  condemned  I"  These  inspired 
words,  as  an  accurate  description  of  your  late  venerated  Diocesan's 
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preaching  and  principles,  I  caused  to  be  engraven,  as  part  of  hia 
epitaph,  upon  the  mural  tablet  to  his  memory  which  adorns  these 
walls.  May  the  ambassadors  of  Christ  of  all  degrees,  in  these  time- 
serving days,  aim  at  the  same  exalted  mark  ;  and  He  whom  they 
serve  shall  honor  them  with  the  same  reward,  in  the  day  when  they 
shall  give  account  of  their  stewardship. 

On  the  following  day,  December  7, 1  had  the  great  gratifioatioii 
of  oonsecrating  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God  St  John's  Church, 
Millville.  This  occasion  was  one  of  great  joy  to  my  own  heart,  and 
to  the  hearts  of  many  others.  Four  years  had  elapeed,  since  this 
beaatiful  and  substantial  stone  edifice  was  first  opened  for  publio 
worship ;  but,  inasmuch  as  the  debt  remaining  upon  it  had  not  been 
eanoelled,  it  could  not  be  solemnly  dedicated  to  the  Lord.  I(  pleased 
God,  however,  to  put  it  into  the  heart  of  one  generous-hearted  mem- 
ber of  the  parish  to  remove  this  difficulty  out  of  the  way.  The 
person  to  whom  I  allude,  —  Edward  S.  Hall,  Esq.,  — liquidated  the 
indebtedness ;  and,  in  addition  to  this,  at  his  own  expense  enclosed 
{he  church  with  a  strong  stone  waU,  beautified  the  grounds,  and 
eompleted  the  bell-turret.  The  whole  cost  of  the  building,  as  thus 
finished,  has  been  about  $10,000 ;  of  which  $6000  have  been  con- 
tributed by  the  munificent  individual  above-mentioned.  I  am  well 
a;ware  that  this  public  record  of  his  Christian  liberality  vrill  be 
nnweloome  to  himself;  but  I  feel  constrained,  nevertheless,  by  a 
•ense  of  the  beneficial  effect  of  such  examples  upon  others,  thus 
openly  to  speak  of  the  blessings  conferred  by  him  upon  the  plaoe 
where  he  resides,  and  upon  the  Diocese  of  which  he  is  a  member. 
Hay  the  Lord  reward  him  by  an  abundant  measure  of  the  peace 
of  God  in  his  own  soul,  through  humble  dependence  upon  the  merits 
of  Christ  Jesus ;  and  also  by  permitting  him  to  witness  the  results 
of  his  bounty,  in  souls  converted  and  saved  through  the  ministry  of 
Ae  word  within  those  walls !    In  the  services  of  this  occasion,  I 
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had  die  pleasure  of  being  aided  by  die  Aflsistant  Bishop  of  Comieo- 
tacut ;  and  several  of  die  clergy  of  our  own  Diocese,  as  well  as  from 
die  Dioceses  of  Conneodcat  and  Bhode  Island,  were  present  at  the 
solemnities  of  the  day.  The  church  bears  evident  marks  of  the  skill 
of  Mr.  Upjohn,  its  architect ;  and  I  would  also  mendon,  that,  not 
long  before  the  day  of  consecration,  an  organ  of  supericur  quality,  of 
Sir.  Hook's  manufacture,  was  placed  widiin  this  beautiful  sanctuaiy, 
and  two  bells  were  raised  to  their  appropriate  spot  in  the  turret 
constructed  for  that  purpose. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  mentioning  that  die  Bev.  Mr.  Bioe, 
under  whose  ministry  this  parish  has  gready  flourished,  has  reengDei 
it,  and  become  the  Bector  of  Grace  Church,  New  Bedford.  Hie 
latter  parish  had  just  before  become  vacant  by  the  resignation  of 
the  Bev.  Mr.  Homer,  who  has  ronoved  to  the  Diocese  of  Weston 
New  York. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  10, 1  confirmed  9 
in  the  afternoon  in  St.  James's,  Bozbury. 

On  Wednesday  Evening,  December  18,  at  the  same  churdi,  I 
delivered  an  Address  at  one  of  the  meetings  of  the  Southern  Distriet 
Church  MiEBionary  Association,  after  addresses  by  the  Bev.  K  A. 
Strong,  Agent  of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  the  Bev.  Edward  L.  Drown,  Bector  of  St 
Mary's,  Dorchester. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  17, 1  delivered  a 
sermon  in  the  evening  at  the  Tremont  Temple  in  this  city,  before 
the  Boston  Young  Men's  Christian  Association;  being  one  of  a 
course  preached  on  Sunday  evenings  by  various  ministers  of  the 
Gospel.  This  useful  Institution,  composed  of  young  men  sympa- 
thizing with  each  other,  though  attached  to  difflsrent  communions, 
in  the  great  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  faith  "  once  delivered  to 
the  saints,"  is  fulfilling  with  great  success,  by  the  Divine  UaeiDg, 
the  purposes  for  which  it  was  formed. 
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On  the  Fourth  Sundaj  in  Advent,  Deeember  24, 1  oonfirmed  6 
in  -the  afternoon  in  St.  Peter's,  Cambridgeport,  indnding  1  ftom 
Christ  Ohnrch,  Cambridge,  and  oateohized  the  diildren ;  and  after- 
wards confirmed  a  rick  parisluoner  at  her  own  rendenoe. 

On  the  evening  of  St  John  the  Evangelist's  Day,  Wednesday, 
Deeember  27, 1  attended  the  Annnal  Examination  <^  the  Sunday 
Sekod  of  Christ  Church,  Boston.  On  this  interesting  occasion, 
whieh  took  pkoe  in  the  church,  I  catechised  the  diildren ;  whose 
readincBS  in  answering  showed  the  thoroughness  with  which  they 
had  been  instructed.  I  afterwards  addressed  to  them  a  few  re- 
marks ;  and  also  delivered  an  address  to  the  teachers  and  parents 
tt  ihB  children. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  Sunday  after  Christmas  Day,  December 
81, 1  confirmed  14  in  St.  John's,  Jamaica  Plain. 

In  the  eveniug  of  the  same  day,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending, 
in  company  with  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Boston,  the  Annual 
Examination  of  the  Sunday  School  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah, 
in  this  city.  Dr.  Yinton  addressed  the  congregation  on  this  highly 
intefcsting  occasion ;  and  I  made  a  brief  exhortation  to  the  teadiers, 
standing  before  me  in  front  of  the  chanod  rails.  My  reverend 
brethren,  one  of  the  most  momentous  parts  of  our  office,  as  ministers 
of  the  everlasting  gospel,  is  that  which  consists  in  the  training  of  the 
young.  In  the  present  day  more  especially,  is  this  department  of 
oar  labors  supremely  important.  Our  only  safety  is  to  be  ibund  in 
pre-occupying  the  minds  of  dhiildren  with  scriptural  truth,  and  thus 
fixrtifying  them  against  the  abounding  scepticism  wiiich  will  assail 
them  in  their  advancing  yean. 

In  the  evening  of  the  first  Sunday  after  the  E^phany,  January 
7y  1855, 1  confirmed  8  in  Qraoe  Church,  Boston. 

It  will  be  borne  in  mind,  that,  owing  to  the  early  period  at  which 
ilie  i^resent  Convention  meets,  the  number  of  persons  reported  as 
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haviog  been  confirmed  must  of  ooorse  be  small ;  as,  in  plaoe  of  a 
Visitation  of  the  whole  Diocese,  opportonity  has  been  afforded  only 
for  yisiting  a  portion  of  the  Western  parishes,  and  a  few  elsewhere 
situated,  —  while  all  the  citj  churches,  with  one  exoq>tion,  and  the 
entire  Eastern  and  Southern  districts  of  Massachusetts,  have  been 
necessarily  omitted.  During  the  interval  between  the  last  and  the 
present  Convention,  I  have  confirmed  85  persons;  consecrated  1 
church;  and  ordained  1  Priest,  and  2  Deacons.  I  have  also  to 
state,  that  a  Parish  has  been  organized  in  the  town  of  Sandwidi, 
by  the  name  of  St.  John's ;  being  the  result  of  occasional  ministo- 
tions  kindly  rendered  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Flower,  of  Wood's  Hde. 

The  Candidates  for  Orders  of  the  Diocese  are  the  following :  -^^ 
Frederick  0.  Barstow,  J.  S.  Copley  Greene,  Winslow  W.  Sever, 
William  H.  Munroe,  Charles  H.  Canfield,  William  S.  Perry,  Edward 
Cowley,  Francis  W.  Hilliard,  and  Lucius  W.  Bancroft  —  Total,  9. 
Mr.  Pelham  Williams,  on  the  list  of  candidates  presented  to  the  last 
Convention,  has,  at  his  own  request,  been  transferred  to  the  Diooeie 
of  Maine. 

The  following  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  Diocese,  in  additaon 
to  those  already  mentioned :  —  The  Bev.  Henry  S.  Attwater  has 
removed,  with  letters  dimissory,  to  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut ;  the 
Bev.  Benjamin  B.  Babbitt  has  been  transferred  to  Bhode  Island; 
and  the  Bev.  John  A.  Jerome  to  New  Jersey.  The  Bev.  Philip 
Tocque,  Deacon,  was  in  August  last  received  from  Bhode  Island; 
and  was  immediately  afterwards  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Nova 
Scotia.  The  Bev.  Edmund  B.  Palmer  has  relinquished  his  situation 
as  Assistant  Minister  of  Trinity  Church,  Bridgewater.  The  Bev. 
Alfired  L.  Baury,  who  has  taken  an  active  and  laudable  interest  in 
the  concerns  of  St.  Paul's,  Hopkinton,  has  lately  been  chosen  Bector 
of  the  parish.  The  Bev.  T.  W.  Snow  has,  I  regret  to  say,  by  an 
indisposition  which  requires  a  protracted  rest  from  duty,  been  com- 
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pelled  to  lesigQ  the  Kectorehip  of  Si.  Thomas's,  Taanton.  And  the 
Boy.  John  Cotton  Smith,  I  am  happy  to  state,  has,  by  (jod's  bless* 
ing,  reoovered  his  health,  and  is  now  again  discharging  his  dudes  as 
Assistant  Minister  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston. 

I  am  called  to  announce  the  fact,  of  which  you  are  already  aware, 
thai,  since  we  last  assembled  together,  one  of  Qod's  ministering 
servants  in  this  Diocese  has  been  called  to  his  eternal  rest.  On 
the  11th  of  last  month,  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Austin,  Rector  of  St. 
James's,  Amedbnry,  expired  after  a  short  illness.  Our  esteemed 
brother,  at  the  time  when  he  was  attacked  with  the  disease  whidi 
proved  &tal,  was  in  the  diligent  and  successful  prosecution  of  his 
work,  in  the  parish  which  is  now 'deprived  of  his  services;  and  a 
Uesdng  had  evidently  aooompanied  his  ministry.  And  his  end  was 
peace.  It  is  the  testimony  given  me  by  one  of  the  neighboring 
clergy,  who  aflEectionately  and  frequently  attended  him  during  his 
illness,  that  "  his  reliance  upon  our  Redeemer  was  firm  and  entire.'' 
This  bang  the  &ct,  we  have  nothing  on  his  own  account  to  lament, 
in  the  departure  of  him  who,  at  an  early  period  of  life,  has  been 
thus  summoned  away.  He  has  exchanged  the  field  of  conflict 'for 
the  orown  of  life :  but,  in  the  event  which  is  now  recorded,  let  tB 
hear  the  voice  of  our  Master  saying  to  us,  "Be  ye  also  ready ! " 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  say,  that  the  endeavor  to  remove 
the  pecuniary  embarrassments  of  Grace  Church,  Chicopee,  whioh, 
at  the  last  Oonvmtion,  I  stated  as  bebg  in  progress,  was  completelj 
flnooessfnl ;  and  that  parish  is  now  enjoying  prosperity.  I  have  to 
tiumk  those  benevolent  persons  who,  by  their  contributions,  accent 
pljshed  this  result ;  and  we  are  under  deep  obligations,  above  all,  to 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Jessup,  the  Rector,  through  whose  seal  and  personal 
labor  these  subscriptions  were  obtained. 

Some  months  since,  St.  John*s  Church,  East  Boston,  was  opened 
ibr  divine  service.    Its  consecration,  however,  owing  to  the  indebted- 
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noBB  which  still  roBts  upon  it,  hat  not  yet  taken  plaoe.  Tlie  liabffitj, 
nnce  the  last  CoDvention,  has  beea  oonsidenUj  redneed,  and  what 
zemains  to  be  disdiarged  is  not  large  in  amount  I  trnrt  that  die 
congregation  will  be  aided  in  the  aooompUriunent  of  00  dmiTiHe  an 
object 

I  have  great  satisfiiction  in  reooidbg,  that  Trinity  Chmdi, 
Boston,  the  edifice  in  which  we  axe  now  aoMmbled,  has  at  leiD^^ 
through  the  wise  liberality  of  the  pariah,  been  famished  with 
lights.  The  jadicious  and  finished  manner  in  iriiidi  this 
has  been  ezecated,  requires  my  warm  thanks  to  the  Vestry.  Oppoi^ 
tunity  ^rill  now  be  afforded  for  opening  this  spacious  building  fir 
such  occasional  evening  services,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  den- 
aUe.  I  also  take  this  occasion  for  mentiooing,  that  the  new  Sondaj 
Sohool  Boom  of  the  parish  has  been  furnished  with  its  proper  ssati; 
and  in  the  wall  at  one  end  has  been  inserted  the  ancient  dook, 
which,  in  bygone  years,  occupied  a  {dace  in  front  of  the  oign 
gallery  of  the  old  Church  erected  in  oolonial  timeSi  and  whiok 
gave  pkoe  to  the  present  sanctuary. 

I  made  a  few  observations,  in  my  Address  to  ike  OoavanliaB  of 
1849,  in  regard  to  the  great  importance  of  increadng  the  £^[H0oopal 
Fund  of  this  Diocese.  I  beg  to  bring  the  same  topic  again  beftn 
your  attendon ;  and,  having,  through  God's  goodness,  no  private 
interest  in  the  measure,  I  can  urge  it  the  more  freely.  The  mif^ 
arguments  in  &v(nr  of  our  making  provisbn,  as  a  Diocese,  fiff  die 
maintenance  of  the  Episcopate,  are  so  obvious  as  to  need  no  enone- 
ration  at  this  time.  With  the  hope,  therefore,  that  my  brethren  of 
the  Clergy  and  Laity  may  be  led,  by  these  few  suggestions,  to  take 
some  steps  in  a  matter  with  which  the  welfioe  of  the  Diooese  is  SQ 
intimately  connected,  I  will  only  commttid  the  solgeet  to  yov  sen- 
deliberation. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  before  domng  this  brief  AddresSv  I  feeb 
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as  always  on  similar  occasions,  a  strong  desire  to  say  a  word  or  two 
whidi  may  animate  yoa  to  new  devotedness  in  doing  the  work  of  the 
Lord.  And  what  can  I  say  to  those  of  yon  who  minister  in  holy 
things,  more  fitting  than  these  words  of  the  great  apostle  of  the 
Gentiles  ? — '*  Preach  the  word ;  be  instant  in  season,  out  of  season ; 
reprove,  rebnke,  exhort,  with  all  long-suffering  and  doctrine."  What 
can  I  speak  to  the  people  of  Ood,  better  than  this  fervent  wish  of  the 
same  apostle  ?  —  "  The  very  God  of  peace  sanctify  you  wholly ;  and 
I  pray  God  your  whole  spirit,  and  soul,  and  body,  be  preserved 
blameless  unto  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ."  We  are 
dwelling  in  the  midst  of  an  ungodly,  careless,  and  impenitent  world. 
Let  us,  the  ambassadors  of  Christ,  so  set  forth  the  oounsel  of  GUxl,  — 
and  let  those  who  call  themselves  Christians  so  detach  themselves 
from  the  world,  and  adorn  the  doctrine  of  God  our  Saviour,  —  that 
we  may  both  together  be  instrumental  in  winning  souls  to  the  Be- 
deemer's  kingdom  hereafter,  and  to  that  spiritual  mind,  in  this 
world,  which  "is  life  and  peace! " 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  re- 
lates to  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  be  referred  to  a 
Committee  of  three,  to  report  to  this  Convention  to-morrow. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Hon.  Edward  A.  Newton,  Mr. 
James  S.  Amory,  and  Mr.  G.  M.  Dexter,  as  that  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Rev.  George  Packard,  from  the  Committee  on 
Qualifications,  made  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Qualifications  respectfully  report 
that  the  List  of  Clergy  read  by  the  Secretary  is  correct, 
and  that  the  name  of  the  Rev.  E.  B.  Palmer  be  added 
thereto.  That  the  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates,  whose 
names  have  been  taken  by  the  Secretary  are  valid,  and 
said  Delegates  are  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention. 
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The  Delegate  from  the  Parish  of  St  James's,  Greenfield, 
having  lost  his  certificate  of  appointment,  the  Committee 
received  evidence  of  the  contents  and  truth  of  the  original 
certificate,  a  copy  of  which,  satisfactorily  attested,  was  re- 
ceived in  lieu  of  the  lost  paper,  and  the  Delegate  is  report- 
ed as  entitled  to  his  seat. 

The  certificate  from  St  Paul's  Church,  Newburyport, 
is  informal,  it  appearing  thereby,  that  the  Delegates  were 
chosen  at  a  Parish  Meeting  held  April  17, 1854,  "  to  repre- 
sent that  Church  as  Lay  Delegates  in  any  Convention  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  which  may  be  holden 'during  the  ensu- 
ing year."  The  Delegates  so  chosen  have  served  und^ 
said  choice  in  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  held  in  May 
last ;  and  the  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  by  a  strict 
construction,  their  power  as  Delegates  does  not  extend  to 
another  annual  Convention.  But  as  misapprehension  has 
arisen  from  the  change  of  the  time  of  holding  the  annual 
Convention,  and  the  Parish  having,  by  calling  no  other 
meeting,  obviously  regarded  this  choice  of  Delegates  as 
embracing  the  present  Convention,  the  Conmiittee  recom- 
mend that  they  be  admitted  to  seats  in  this  Convention. 

Two  Certificates  of  the  election  of  separate  Delegations 
from  Christ  Church,  Boston,  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Committee,  upon  which  the  respective  parties  desire  to  be 
heard,  and  the  Committee  have  the  same  under  consider- 
ation. George  Packarb* 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Palmer  ad- 
mitted to  his  seat. 

On  motion. 

Resolved,  That  the  recommendation  contained  in  the 
foregoing  report  in  reference  to  the  delegation  from  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Newburyport,  be  adopted,  and  the  dele- 
gates admitted  to  seats. 
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The  Rev.  George  D.  Wildes,  from  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions to  Seamen,  made  the  annual  Report  of  that  Body  ; 
the  statistics  therein  contained  will  be  found  in  the  report 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wiltberger,  in  the  Appendix. 

The  Rev.  Alexander  H.  Vinton,  from  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, presented  a  report  in  reference  to  the  case  of  the 
Church  of  St.  Mary  for  Seamen,  stating  that  they  had  con- 
sidered the  application  as  prescribed  by  the  Canon  of 
1852,  and  are  nnanimonsly  of  opinion  that  the  said  Church 
is  essentially  and  only  that  of  a  missionary  Parish,  and 
should  be  so  regarded  in  its  application  for  union  Mrith 
this  Convention. 

Which  report  was,  oq  motion. 

Laid  upon  the  table,  to  be  made  the  order  of  the  day 
for  to-morrow,  at  11  o'clock. 

The  Rev.  Alexander  H.  Vinton,  D.  D.  presented  the 
following  Canon : 

CANON   OF    MISSIONARY    PARISHES. 

Missionary  Parishes  established  for  the  benefit  of  a  par- 
ticular class  or  particular  classes  of  persons,  whether  the 
same  be  duly  organized,  or  be  under  the  direction  of  any 
missionary  Board,  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this 
Convention. 

Provided,  that  no  such  parish  shall  be  entitled  to  send 
delegates  to  the  Convention,  so  long  as  it  shall  retain  its 
particular  missionary  character. 

This  Canon  is  nol^to  be  regarded  as  repugnant  to  the 
last  Section  of  Article  3,  of  the  Constitution,  such  article 
having  special  reference  to  ordinary  Parishes. 

Which  Canon  was,  on  motion,  adopted. 

On  motion, 

Hesolvedf  That  the  election  of  the  officers  of  the  Con- 
vention be  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow  at  10 
o'clock. 
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On  motion, 

Resolvedj  That  this  Convention  adjourn  to  9  o'clock 
to-morrow  morning. 
Adjourned. 

Thursday  Mornings  9  o^  clock. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment 

Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Jessup, 
Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Chicopee. 

The  roll  having  been  called,  some  members  not  present 
yesterday  appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  Session  were  read,  amended 
and  approved. 

The  Rev.  George  M.  Randall,  from  the  standing  Com- 
mittee, made  the  following  annual  Report  of  that  Body  : 

Eeport  of  tl)e  Sitanbing  Committtt. 

The  Standing  Committee  present  to  the  Convention  the  follow- 
ing Report  of  their  doings,  as  required  by  the  eighth  article  of 
the  Constitution. 

The  Committee  was  duly  organized  on  the  29th  day  of  Ifay, 
A.  D.,  1854,  by  the  choice  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  H.  YiotoD, 
D.  D.,  President,  and  the  Rev.  George  M.  Randall,  Secretary. 

Eleven  meetings  of  the  Committee  have  been  holden  since 
their  appointment. 

The  Committee  have  signed  the  Canonical  Testimonials,  giving 
their  assent  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  Henry  W.  Lee,  D.D., 
Bishop-elect  of  Iowa ;  the  Rev.  Horatio  Potter,  D.  D.,  Proviuonal 
Bishop-elect  of  New  York ;  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Clark,  D.D., 
Bishop-elect  of  Rhode  Island. 

They  have  signed  the  Canonical  Certificates  in  favor  of  Wil- 
liam C.  Brown  (late  a  minister  of  the  Baptist  denomination,) 
Edward  Cowley,  Francis  W.  Hilliard,  and  Lucius  W.  Bancroft, 
applying  to  become  candidates  for  Holy  Orders ;  and  of  Benjamin 
H.  Chase  and  William  C.  Brown,  applying  to  be  admitted  to 
Deacon's  Orders. 
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Tbey  have  approved  the  bill  of  James  B.  Dow  for  printing  the 
Jotimals  of  the  Dioceaan  Convention. 

The  Committee  have  acted  as  a  council  of  advice  to  the  Bishop 

of  the  Diocese  on  two  occasions.

Foraamuch  as  it  bath  pleased  Almighty  God,  in  His 
wiae  providence,  to  take  out  of  this  world  the  soul  of  our 
deceased  brother,  Bev.  Benjamin  Austin,  late  Rectcar  of 
St  Jamea's  Church,  Amesbury,  therefore, 

Setohveiy  That  in  his  decease  the  Church  has  sustained 
the  lose  of  one,  who,  by  diligence  in  his  studies,  and  by 
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devotednew  to  the  duties  of  the  pastoral  office,  was,  aoder 
God,  ''  an  able  minister  of  the  New  Teslameot;"  and  by 
bis  truly  Christian  spirit,  was  growing  in  favor  with  God 
and  man. 

Resolved^  That  this  bereavement  solemnly  rmninds  as, 
how  soon  and  how  suddenly  we  may  be  called  from  the 
jGeld  of  our  labors  to  the  scene  of  our  reward,  and  calls  ns 
to  renewed  and  increased  diligence  and  fidelity,  in  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  belonging  to  us  as  ambaflsadors  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

Jlesolvedf  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  be  re- 
quested  to  send  a  copy  of  these  resolves  to  the  family  and 
kindred  of  our  departed  brother,  expressing  our  sympathy 
with  them  in  this  their  painful  bereavement.

The  Rev.  Emery  M.  Porter  made  the  following  report 
.£rom  the  Committee  on  New  Parishes : 

The  Committee  on  the  admission  of  New  Parishes  would 
respectfully  report,  that  but  one  application  of  this  nature 
has  been  referred  to  them,  viz.,  that  of  St.  John^s  Church, 
in  the  town  of  Sandwich  and  county  of  Barnstable. 

This  application  states  that  a  Parish  was  duly  organiz- 
ed) and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  were 
acceded  to  ;  and  the  Parish  now  petitions  to  be  admitted 
into  union  with  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts.  The  appli- 
cation is  signed  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  the  Parish. 
Thus  far  Article  Fourth  of  the  Constitution  is  compUed 
with.  This  Article,  however,  provides  that  a  Parish  seek- 
ing admission  into  union  with  this  Convention  must  have 
laid  before  the  Convention  written  evidence  that  it  has 
been  duly  organized  for  the  space  of  one  yeoTj  and  during 
that  time  has  held  regular  public  services.  The  Parish' of 
St.  John's  Church  states  in  its  application  that  it  was  organ- 
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ized  in  December,  1854.     It  therefore  cannot  be  admitted 
at  the  present  Convention.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  rrfenred  so  much  of  the 
Btthop's  Address  as  relates  to  the  increase  of  the  Epis* 
«Qpal  Fnad  of  the  Diocese,  have  attended  to  the  dotj 
assigned  them,  and  beg  leave  to  report* 

In  tin  jndg^nent  of  the  Committee,  the  snbject  is  one 
cf  the  highest  importance  to  the  weU-being  of  the  Chnreh 
Sn  this  Diocese.  The  time  most  eoroe  when  the  whole, 
or  nearly  the  whole,  time  of  the  Bishop  ought  to  be,  and 
must  be  devoted,  among  na,  to  the  exdnsive  duties  of  the 
JSpiseopale.  The  Church  cannot  be  expected  to  prosper 
JB  the  highest  degree,  either  in  respect  lo  extent  or  cImt- 
smer,  without  this  undivided  service.  At  present,  we 
oannot  have  it,  becaase  we  have  not  tiie  adequate  roeana 
Amt  a  Bishop's  support,  iadependently  of  parochial  service ; 
and  because  we  have  voinntarily  entered  into  an  engage- 
mad  with  onr  present  Diocesan,  whieh  we  have  neither 
tfcie  right  nor  the  inelinatkMi  to  disturb.  But  it  is  believed 
that  the  sentiment  is  nearly  universal  throughout  the  Bio- 
oeae,  that  a  sinuilar  arrangement  can  never  be  consented 
ta  Sot  the  fotme.  The  double  duty,  if  fully  performed, 
is  too  arduous  lor  any  man,  and  should  not  be  required 
of  any. 

Being  content,  then,  with  our  present  situation,  and 
having  bdore  os  time,  as  we  humbly  hope,  for  accumu* 
lating  a  fend,  in  addition  to  what  we  now  possess,  ttat 
will  be  adequate  for  a  Bishop's  support,  if  a  sufficient 
nmonnt,  small  in  itself,  be  now  contributed  and  allowed 
to  increase,— the  Connnittee  propose,  that  an  effort  be^ 
made,  as  soon  as  is  thought  advisable,  to  raise  the  sum 
of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  at  the  least,  to  be  placed  out 
at  interest  under  the  management  of  the  "  Trustees  of 
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Donations  to  the  Protestant  Cpiscopal  Cburcb/'  and 
allowed  to  accamalate  until  it  reaches  tha  sum  of  Forty 
Thousand  Dollars^  or  quadruples.  If  the  rate  of  laleiest 
at  which  the  proposed  capital  shall  -  be  oompomided, 
should  be  equal  to  six  per  cent  aonually,  the  desired 
amount  will  be  reached  within  the  period  of  twenty-fife 
years,  or,  if  at  the  rate  of  five  per  oent«,  in  about  the 
space  of  thirty  years.  Until  then,  unless  the  fiond  be 
sooner  increased  by  an  additional  ccmtribotioii  to  Hs 
capital,  we  must  patiently  wait,  and  make  the  best  of 
the  condition  in  which  we  shall  find  ourselves. 

We  therefore  recommend,  that  a  Committee  of  six 
members  of  the  Church,  four  from  the  city  and  two  from 
the  country  parishes,  be  appointed  by  this  ConventioBi 
to  carry  the  foregoing  views  into  exeoution,  with  power

On  the  16th  of  July  laat,  we  oecupied,  f<Hr  the  fint  tune,  our 
new  chnroh,  the  lervicea  hating  been  preriomfy  bisld  in  the 
baaeoient  Siix^  that  date,  we  have  been  slowly  botaleadily 
pfogre«ing.  A  coniiiderable  noinber  of  the  pewa  bare  been  let, 
and  drat  an  air  of  permanency  given  to  the  congregMion.  There 
haa  been  abo  an  increaae  of  pereotw  who  attend  Dhrine  lenriee, 
and  who,  by  Gh>d*a  bleanng,  maybe  led  to  cast  in  tbeir  lot  with  us. 

On  the  whole,  notwithstanding  aome  drawbacks,  the  Sector  is 
disposed  to  **  thank  God  and  take  courage}**  and  although  tioM 
alone,  in  his  view,  will  enable  the  Church  to  behold  in  this  local- 
ity one  of  her  strong  and  settled  parishes,  yet  even  at  the  present, 
there  are  such  unquestionable  signs  of  progress  and  sueoeas,  that 
he  believes  there  is  much  ground  for  gratitude  and  much  hope  in 
renewed  exertion.

GiMTunisvr-It  is  often  said  of  the  Missionary  enterpriae,  that 
its  field  is  the  woitd.  If  the  scope  of  our  operations  is  not  so 
large,  it  b,  at  least,  as  wide  as  the  sImu    It  is  not  merely  to  alle- 
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Tbte  the  harddiipi  of  the  Mubr^s  lot«  though  that  is  one,  aQd  a 
yery  importaoi  item  of  its  design,  but  it  is  also  to  reach  beyond 
this,  and  secure  his  highest  interests.  The  olaims  of  the  sailor 
comniend  themselves  to  every  feeling  of  humanity*  and  prudence, 
.asd  Ohristiaft  policy.  The  converted  sailor  is  not  only  a  redeem- 
^  men,  but  he  is  also  an  eflScient  laborer*  We  have  long  heard 
of  the  sailorVi  evil  influence  on  the  heathen  mind^but  let  him  be 
animated  by  the  spirit  of  the  gospel,  and  there  is  perhaps  no  class 
of  men  who  can  wield  so  efficient  an  influence,  and  one  more 
adapted  to  the  peculiar  stale  of  uncivilised  nations. 

The  relationships  of  the  sailor  give  him  impressive  claims  up- 
on Qur  sympathies  and  Christian  exertions.  Sb  is  connected  whh 
otheis  00  land— rfather,  mother,  sister  are  linked  with  his  desti|iy» 
and  whatever  aflbcts  him  for  good  or  evil,  reaches  over  and 
tonohes  many  other  hearts. 

Their  destitution  is  ^dso  a  claim  that  deserves  our  ardent  leal. 
JKo'dass  has  been  more  neglected ;  and  although  the  day  of  syin- 
pathy  and  exertion  for  the  sailor  has  more  than  dawned,  yet 
bow  inadequate  still  to  his  deep  wants. 

To  meet  in  some  measure  these  various  claims,  the  Episcopal 
Mission  for  Seamen  has,  during  the  past  eight  months,  pursued 
in  noiseless  but  steady  course ;  all  the  results  are  known  only  to 
Him  who  knoweth  the  secrets  of  all  hearts,  and  who  will  bring 
every  work  into  judgment.  It  is  interesting  to  see  men  of  various 
nations  sitting  side  by  side  in  the  house  of  Ood,  and  listening  with 
deep  interest  to  the  messages  of  mercy. 

..  Weekly  visits  to  the  sick  and  dying  at  Ohelsea  Hospital  have 
been  continued,  and  their  spiritual  wants  cared  for.  Blany  of 
thorn  have  died,  and  some,  it  is  believed,  been  benefited  for  eter- 
nity. In  the  case  of  foreigners  who  do  not  understand  the  English 
language,  it  is  distressing  to  see  them  dying  without  being  able  to 
administer  the  oooaoiations  of  religion,  and  point  them  to  a 
Saviour.  ... 

A  meeting  for  religious  services  in  a  private  house  has  been  in 
operation  part  of  the  time,  and  would  have  been  for  a  longer  peri- 
od, but  for  the  want  of  a  suitable  place  in  which  to  meet 
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The  momiog  ooagregatkm  of  the  «lMpel,.diiraig  the  warn 
weather,  has  been  larger  than  hefofe.  In  the  evaaiog  it  has  ai 
times  beea  quite  large.  Those  eaameDfraieiit;  havealwaje  bes^ 
orderlj  and  attentive)  an4  shown  omch  intetest  in  tii*  use  of  Ihs 
Prayer  Book  \  and  we  cannot  bat  hope  that  they  will  eiuny  wiA 
them  on  the  dark  wateie  the  words  of  eternal  trath  heard  aiid  m^ 
eeived  at  the  chapel,  and  tkai  tnnh  will  be  made  eftotod  in  thsir 
Salyatibn.

Prom  June  to  November,  A.  D.  1854, 1  have  officiated  in  this 
feeble  parish  one  Sunday  in  each  month.  The  attendance  on 
public  worship,  together  with  the  church-like  appearance  of  the 
congregation,  encourages  the  belief  that  we  have  not  run  in  vain, 
neither  labored  in  vain. 

The  roof  of  the  church  has  been  shingled,  since  the  last  Conven- 
tion assembled,  and  such  other  repairs  effected,  as  to  preserve  the 
edifice  from  more  than  ordinary  decay.  Internally,  the  plaster- 
ing, for  years  in  a  dilapidated  state,  has  been  renewed  ;  shades 
affixed  to  the  windows,  6ec.,  6ec.,  all  which  render  the  appearance 
of  this  sanctuary  more  peat  and  comfortable  than  was  formerly 
the  case. 

The  expenses  incurred  in  effecting  these  repairs  have  been  de- 
frayed, without  calling  on  any  man  for  aid ;  and  the  workmen 
promptly  paid. 

The  glebe,  consisting  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  acres, 
is  under  lease,  at  fiAy  dollars  per  annum.  While  the  land  is  so 
well  tilled  by  the  lessee,  that  we  may  reasonably  expect  to  real- 
ise a  larger  rental  at  the  expiration  of  the  existing  contract. 

The  distance  of  my  residence  from  this  parish,  more  especially 
my  engagements  at  St.  Mark^s  Church,  Boston,  have  prevented 
me  from  bestowing  that  time  and  attention  to  this  missionary 
field,  which  its  brightening  prospects  seemed  to  require,  and 
such  as  was  bestowed  upon  it  the  three  preceding  years ;  during 
which  more  frequent  appointments  for  services  in  Hopkinton,and 
parts  adjacent,  were  made,  than  during  the  past  season. 

Could  the  like  encouragement  be  extended  by  the  Board  of 
Missions  to  this  Church,  as  is  to  other  feeble  parishes  in  Bfassa* 
chusetts,  such  pecuniary  aid  would  doubtless  be  productive  of 
great  good,  and  redound  to  the  credit  of  the  DioceM.

In  the  Report  for  1854,  it  was  stated  that  ^^sinee  the  enlai^e- 
ment  of  the  present  church  was  abandoned  as  impracticable,  we 
have  all  felt  that  at  no  distant  day  the  enterprise  of  erecting  a 
new  one  must  be  entered  opon.'*  During  the  last  Summer,  a  par- 
ish meeting  was  held  to  consider  the  subject.  Committees  were 
chosen  to  solicit  subscriptions  and  to  report  on  the  available  loca- 
tions.   The  sum  of  between  thirty  and  thirty-one  thousand  dplhis 
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bam  been  subscribed;  the  whole  amount  proposed  being  thirty-fiTe 
thousand.  The  difficulty  of  securing  a  satisfactory  site,  together 
with  the  financial  pressure  which  has  been  severely  felt  in  all 
islasses  of  our  community,  have  united  to  bring  the  matter  to  a 
temporary  stand.  I  regard  it,  however,  as  merely  temporary, 
and  look  upon  the  new  church,  the  object  of  my  earnest  prayers 
and  labors,  as  a  promised  reality. 

As  there  has  been  no  Episcopal  visitation  since  my  last  report, 
there  has  been  no  Confirmation.  A  class,  I  trust,  will  be  ready 
when  the  usual  period  for  the  administration  of  that  rite  comes 
lound* 

The  large  number  of  Baptisms  heretofore  reported  does  not  ap- 
pear above,  as  the  principal  time  for  the  administration  of  Baptism 
has  generally  been  at  the  seasons  of  Easter  and  Whitsuntide. 

During  the  month  of  October  last,  I  tendered  to  the  Vestry  my 
resignation  of  St  Thomas's,  to  take  effect  the  last  of  the  coming 
April.  It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  I  have  taken  this  step.  A 
residence  of  eleven  years,  and  a  rectorship  of  eight,  have  greatly 
attached  me  to  my  people.  For  more  than  three  of  the  last  years 
of  this  period,  I  have  suffered  seriously  and  increasingly  from  an 
affection  of  the  throat,  which  has  often  incapacitated  me  for  duty, 
and  rendered  frequent  clerical  assistance  necessary.  Entire  rest, 
and  that  too  for  an  indefinite  time,  is  my  only  chance  for  restora* 
tion.  I  will  only  add  that  the  unvar3ring  kindness  and  steady  co- 
operation which  I  have  received  from  those  under  my  charge 
will  ever  be  held  in  most  grateful  remembrance.  May  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church  carry  forward  his  work  among  them  moie 
and  more  to  their  highest  good  and  to  his  highest  glory  !

This  Church  being  at  this  time  without  a  Bector,  we  are  una- 
ble to  make  any  report  in  regard  to  baptisms  or  in  regard  to 
iiione3r8  collected  in  this  parish. 

The  parish  has  been  without  a  Bector  since  early  in  October, 
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and  will  remain  without  one  until  the  first  of  Febraary,  when  the 
Bev.  Spencer  M.  Rice,  Rector*elect,  is  expected  to  enter  upon 
his  duties. 

The  parish  is  now  considerably  depressed,  and  both  in  its  spir- 
itual and  temporal  condition  it  has  languished ;  and  unfortunately 
at  this  very  juncture  it  is  obliged  to  raise  a  considerable  sum  for 
the  repair  of  the  church.

The  above  report  includes  only  the  doings  for  the  past  eight 
and  a  half  months.  According  to  the  annual  report  of  the  Rec- 
tor, recently  presented  to  the  parish,  the  total  amount  of  collec- 
tions for  the  year  1854,  was  $722.57.  Of  this  amount,  our  Sunday 
School  contributed  980.53 — a  very  large  sum  compared  with  the 
small  number  of  scholars.  Most  gladly  do  I  bear  witness  to  the 
zealous  and  cheerful  alacrity  with  which  this  little  band  has  ever 
responded  to  my  efibrts  to  lead  them  on  in  well-doing. 

91»000  also  has  been  subscribed,  in  addition  to  $1,000  raised 
abroad  ;  and  the  contemplated  improvements  in  our  church,  men- 
tioned in  my  last  report  to  the  Bishop,  are  to  be  commenced  im- 
mediately. 
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These  contribulioos  have  not  come  from  the  wealthy-— our  par- 
ish  is  made  up  of  few  families^  and  those  chiefly  in  very  moderate 
circumstances.  Since  this  people  has  been  committed  to  my 
charge,  it  has  been  my  constant  effort  to  impress  upon  them  a 
deep  conviction  of  their  Christian  responsibilities.  As  followers 
of  Him  who  came  to  seek  and  save  the  lost,  I  have  urged  upon 
them,  as  their  bounden  duty,  and  their  highest  privilege,  the  dis- 
pensing of  Gk)spel  blessings  to  the  spiritually  destitute.  It  is  with 
humble  gratitude  to  Him,  in  whose  hand  are  the  hearts  of  the  child- 
ren of  men,  that  I  record  the  success  which  has  attended  my 
efforts.  From  giving  little  or  nothing  for  this  work,  they  are  now, 
in  proportion  to  their  means,  doing  very  largely  for  the  extension 
of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom. 

Far  from  being  impoverished  by  what  they  have  thus  far  done, 
they  have  realized  the  sure  promises  of  our  gracious  God — in  wa- 
tering others,  they  have  been  watered  themselves.

I  took  charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  as  its  first  Rector, 
with  but  two  communicants,  in  April  last.  This  is  a  new  and  un- 
tried field  for  the  Church,  with  many  obstacles  in  the  way.  The 
Lord  through  his  divine  blessing  has  prospered  the  efforts  of  his 
servant  in  building  up  his  Church.  The  efficient  aid  of  three  of 
our  brethren,  in  holding  a  series  of  Divine  Services  in  October  last, 
has  had  a  most  happy  effect  upon  the  Church  and  Community. 
Things  present  quite  an  encouraging  aspect,  and  we  are  in  hopes 
of  gathering  in  a  few  more  who  are  contemplating  union  with  our 
communion. 

The  amount  for  Missions  may  seem  large  for  a  small  Mission* 
ary  station  ;  the  secret  of  that  is,  that  the  Rector  organized  a 
Missionary  Society  embracing  nearly  all  the  citizens  of  the  vilhige, 
and  raised  the  amount  by  mites. 

AAer  officiating  a  short  time  at  Wood's  Hole,  my  attention  wa^ 
directed  to  Sandwich,  a  Village  twenty*two  miles  distant    At  their 
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request  I  gave  them  a  third  service  at  night,  once  in  four  weeks. 
After  laboring  a  short  time  I  found  the  field  so  promising,  that  T 
organized  a  parish  by  the  name  of  St.  JohnV  They  leased  a  hall 
for  $100  per  annum,  and  at  the  time  of  their  organization  raised 
$150  more  to  fit  it  up.  We  now  have  a  very  convenient  place  to 
celebrate  Divine  Worship,  with  a  very  good  congregation.  I  have 
baptized  eleven  children,  and  eight  more  await  my  next  visit.  This 
enterprise  reaches  a  much  neglected  population,  that  has  not  yet. 
been  reached  by  the  existing  Churches  there.  One  man  who  ha4 
not  been  in  a  place  of  worship  for  twenty  years  is  an  attendant  of 
our  services.  I  have  not  the  least  doubt,  that  by  the  Divine  bles9* 
ing,  and  some  aid  from  our  richer  brethren,  they  will  have  a 
church  edifice  and  become  a  self-supporting  parish  in  much  short* 
er  time  than  some  one  the  list  of  Missionary  parishes.

After  my  resignation  of  the  rectorship  of  St.  James's  Church, 
Great  Barrington,  which  took  effect  last  Easter,  I  officiated  in  that 
parish,  and  in  others  in  Massachusetts,  New  York,  and  Connecti- 
cut, constantly  until  the  middle  of  November,  when  I  left  Massa- 
chusetts for  this  State. 

On  my  way  hither,  I  preached  one  Sunday  in  three  churches  in 
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the  city  of  BufTalo,  W.  N.  Y.,  and  once  on   board  the  Steamer 
"  Crystal  Palace,"  on  the  Mississippi  river. 

reached  this  city  on  Monday,  December  4th.  Bishop  Polk, 
who  now  resides  here,  and  the  other  clergy  of  New  Orleans,  re- 
ceived me  very  kindly.  I  had  corresponded  with  the  Bishop,  and 
with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Goodrich,  upon  the  subject  of  a  temporary,  and 
possibly  a  permanent  residence  in  Louisiana. 

On  Sunday,  December  10th,  I  preached  in  St.  PauPs  Church, 
and  also  on  Christmas  Day.  This  Church  is  one  of  the  finest 
gothic  buildings  I  have  seen  anywhere.  It  has  recently  been 
erected  by  a  parish  of  which  the  Rev.  Charles  Goodrich,  who  is 
one  of  the  most  useful  and  beloved  clergymen  in  thi9  part  of  the 
country,  has  had  charge  for  a  number  of  years.  Every  other 
Sunday  since  my  arrival,  I  have  officiated  in  St.  Luke^s  Church, 
in  which  parish  I  expect  to  continue  my  services  whilst  I  remain 
here. 

During  the  last  year  of  my  residence  in  Great  Barrington,  I  had 
a  number  of  young  ladies  in  my  family  from  different  places  to 
be  educated  under  my  direction.  This  I  found  agreeable  ;  I  had 
many  inducements  held  out  to  me  to  continue  and  increase  the 
size  of  my  school,  and  also  ofiTers  of  such  aid  as  I  might  require 
for  the  enlargement  of  my  buildings,  with  the  view  of  establishing 
an  institution  of  a  strictly  family  character  in  that  delightful  vil- 
lage. I,  however,  felt  that,  notwithstanding  my  deep  interest  in 
education,  and  the  gratifying  encouragement  which  I  had  received 
in  the  infancy  of  the  undertaking,  that  the  Church  had  claims  upon 
me  in  the  more  exclusive  exercise  of  my  ministry,  which  I  could 
not  consistently  yield. 

The  parish  at  Barrington  was  a  pleasant  one  to  me ;  I  have 
much  to  reflect  upon  with  gratitude  as  I  recur  to  my  ministry  in 
St.  Jameses.  The  continued  kindness  of  the  officers  of  the  Church 
and  of  the  people  of  the  village  generally,  after  my  resignation, 
and  their  attention  to  me  and  to  my  family  when  we  were  about 
to  leave  them,  cannot  be  forgotten.  It  has  relieved  me  of  anxiety 
that  the  parish  has  lately  received  the  services  of  another  rector. 
During  the  Summer  they  were  supplied  by  different  clergymen, 
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though  I  attended  to  such  parochial  duties  as  could  be  properly 
expected  of  me,  preaching  occasionally  in  the  neighborhood  on 
Sunday  evening. 

My  health,  I  am  happy  to  say,  is  perfectly  good.  For  the  pres- 
ent I  shall  continue  my  canonical  connexion  with  the  Diocese  of 
Massachusetts.

On  July  7th,  1853, 1  received  a  call  from  the  Wardens  and! 
Vestry  of  Trinity  Church,  Bridgewater  ;  on  September  15thy  I 
verbally  accepted  that  call.  On  September  29th,  I  was  elevated 
to  the  priesthood,  and  from  that  time  up  to  the  present  moment 
(one  year  and  three  months)  have  exercised  the  several  functions 
of  that  office  in  the  house  of  our  God ; — solemnized  1  marriage ; 
baptized  26  ;  administered  our  most  holy  Communion  on  15  reg- 
ular and  stated  occasions  ;  officiated  at  7  funerals  ;  and  preached 
137  sermons.  On  last  Sunday,  January  7th,  all  of  my  Sunday 
School  Scholars  and  their  Teachers,  when  they  came  to  under- 
stand that  I  was  about  to  leave  them,  came  to  me,  and  expressed 
an  earnest  wish  to  be  baptized ;  so  earnest,  that  I  had  not  the 
heart  to  refuse  them,  though  I  was  obliged  to  compel  some  of  them 
to  wait  a  little  longer,  trusting  that  God,  in  his  own  good  time, 
will  ^^  turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  children,  and  the  dis- 
obedient to  the  wisdom  of  the  just,  to  make  ready  a  people  prepar- 
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ed  for  the  Liord ;  ^'  therefore,  I  baptized  only  14,  four  of  whom 
were  teachers.  Od  Monday  and  Tuesday  as  I  visited  the  mem- 
bers of  the  parish  to  bid  them  farewell,  the  mothers  brought  me 
their  little  babes,  requesting  me  to  baptize  them  before  I  leA. 

And  others  earnestly  entreated  me  not  to  leave  them  forever, 
but  to  come  and  visit  them,  until  all  of  them  were  ^'  received  into 
the  Congregation  of  Christ^s  flock  ;^'  and  I  promised  to  try  to  be 
there  when  you  make  your  next  annual  visitation. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Eaton,  in  his  report  to  the  Convention  of  1852, 
stated  that  the  *^  Wardens  and  Vestry  were  endeavoring  to  ob- 
tain the  services  of  a  resident  Rector,  who  it  is  hoped  may  be 
enabled  by  the  divine  blessing,  to  strengthen  the  things  that  re- 
main and  are  ready  to  die.'^ 

As  the  result  of  my  labors  in  that  parish,  for  the  brief  space  of 
one  year  and  three  months  since  that  hope  was  expressed,  the 
above  gives  but  a  faint  idea  ;  for  when  the  charge  of  the  congre- 
gation was  committed  to  my  care,  it  was  reduced,  in  point  of 
numbers  to  the  senior  and  junior  wardens  and  their  families.  The 
latter  has  since  removed  out  of  town.  Besides  them  there  were 
two  or  three  others.  But  now  there  is  a  regular  attending  Con- 
gregation of  some  sixty  fold,  and  a  Sunday  School  of  some  fifty 
members. 

The  three  past  Sundays  I  held  evening  services ;  and  on  the 
first  evening,  though  the  night  was  dark  and  the  roads  muddy,  I 
counted  an  hundred  and  fifty  present ;  but  on  the  next  Sunday,  a 
clear  moonlight  evening,  the  church  was  full,  numbering  upwards 
of  three  hundred.  Last  Sunday,  through  rain  and  mud,  there 
were  present  an  hundred  and  seventy-five.  Thus  with  the  Divine 
blessing,  I  have  strengthened  the  things  that  remain  and  were 
ready  to  die. 

Besides  the  four  who  were  baptized  on  Sunday,  there  are  some 
eight  or  ten  others  desirous  of  the  holy  rite  of  Confirmation.

COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS, 

IN  CONVENTION,  JUNE,  1841,  184ft,  AND  MAY,  185t. 


ABTICLB  I. 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  General 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

ARTICLE  rr. 
There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Churoh  in  this  Com* 
iilonweahh,  at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in 
every  year,  unless  a  diiTerent  time  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a 
preceding  Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
zequest  it«  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Stand- 
ing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention. 
Provided,  always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special 
Convention,  other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such 
Convention. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men. 

The  Bishop  and  the  assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention.    Every  other  clergy- 
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man  of  the  Church  of  whatever  order,  heiog  a  settled  miDister, 
or  regularly  officiating  io  some  parish  within  this  CommoDwealth ; 
or  being  a  President,  Professor,  Tutor  or  Instructor  in  some  Col- 
lege or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions ; 
or  being  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public 
institution,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention, 
if  he  have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within 
this  State,  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been 
canonically  instituted.  Provided,  however,  that  no  clergyman 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall,  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Every  parish  in  this  Commonwealth,  in  union  with  this  Con^ 
vention,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint* 
ment,  signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro* 
vided,  that  uo  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  dele- 
gate unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper,  in  the  parish  which  he 
represents.  The  delegation  from  each  parish  shall  be  entitled  on 
a  division,  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

ABTICLB   iv. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention, 
on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have  laid 
before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the  War- 
dens and  Vestry,  that  they  have  been  duly  organized  for  the 
space  of  one  year,  and  during  that  time  have  held  regular  public 
services,  <  and  accede  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Church. 

ARTICLE    y. 

The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convention.

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But  in  case  of  faoaney,  or  aeeesMrj'  abtonoe,  tho  meniben  sMI 
dect  a  prestdont  froni  among  the  clergy. 

ikJBTlCLB  YI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  An* 
Dual  Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

The  oiembers  of  the  X>)nveption  present  on  due  notificatloiit 
tod  duly  or^nia^ed,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the 
Mdinary  business  cf  the  Convention.  The  clergy  and  lay  dele- 
ipHes  shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  a9  such,  except 
when  a  division  is  called  for  by  three  clerical  members,  or  by  the 
lay  delegations  from  three  parishes  represented  in  the  Coovea* 
tMNDt ;  in  which  caae  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  neees- 
saiy  to  cany  any  measure.  All  electioas  shall  be  by  ballott 
UlAtass  Qtherwiae  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ARXICLB  VIII. 

There  shalt  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers; three  clergymen  and  three  laymen.  They  shal!  keep 
kegular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.    A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  article, 
except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention ;  nor  unless  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  least  one  annual  meeting 
previous  to  its  adoption.

AMENDED  IN   THE   CONVENTION  OF    1849. 

Respecting  ConlingefU  Expenses. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  aAer  the  first 
day  of  January^  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in 
this  State,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as  one 
per  centum  on  the  salary  of  its  minister ;  and  those  parishes  which 
are  destitute  of  a  clergyman,  and  which  are  represented  by  lay  del- 
egates in  the  Convention,  shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annually, 
or  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the 
same ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  certify  in  his 
annual  report  what  parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the 
requisitions  of  this  canon.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  Qf  the  Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriation 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  such 
committee  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention ;  and  the 
fbltowing  appropriations  shall  always  be  deemed  proper,  namely : 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Convention ; 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  sueh  clerical  members  of  the 
Convention  as  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  same,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  one  year ;  to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Triennial 
Convention,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  clerical 
delegate  ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the  Church  in  this  State  to 
the  General  Convention,  such  sums  as  shall  enable  them  to  pay 
the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  Churches  in  this  State  by  each 
General  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof;  and  to 
pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  this  Convention,  and  such  other 
publications  as  shall  be  published  by  order  of  this  Convention ; 
and  every  parish  shall  be  entitled  to  five  copies,  at  least,  of  every 
publication  printed  by  order  of  the  Convemion. 

But  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from 
the  Contingent  Fund,  unless  the  parish  of  which  he  ia  the  minis- 
ter shall  have  paid  its  annual  quota  of  one  per  centum^  or  send  a 
certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  it  is  unable  to  pay  the  same.  Neither 
shall  any  parish,  thus  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  Canon,  receive  more  than  five  copies  of  the  Journal. 
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CaitOtl  Of  1844. 

Respecting  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

In  every  parish  io  this  Diocese,  a  collection  shall  be  annually 
made  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  Donations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
Commonwealth,  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese ;  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
report  annually  to  this  Convention,  the  amount  by  him  received 
from  each  parish.

AMBlfDID  IN  THB  CONVBNTION   OF   1852. 

I. 

Of  proceedings  in  the  case  of  a  Minister^  not  being  a  Bishop^ 

accused  hy  public  rumor  or  othemnse  of  offences  for  which  he 

may  le  tried, 

Sbct.  1.  The  mode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  Minister,  for 
any  offence  for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  General  Convention  or 
of  this  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable  to  be  tried,  shall  be  as 
follows : 

Information  of  his  offence  shdll  first  be  given  in  writing  to  the 
Standing  Commiuee,  which  information,  any  member  of  this 
Church  is  hereby  declared  competent  to  give.  The  Standing 
Committee  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  a  preliminary  consideration 
of  the  case ;  and  in  their  discretion,  if  they  see  fit,  may  make  a 
formal  presentment  of  the  offence  to  the  Bishop. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the 
Bishop,  stating  the  charges  made  against  the  accused,  with  speci- 
fications as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances ;  and  any  of  the 
specifications  in  said  presentment  may  be  amended  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Judge  Advocate,  as  the  Court  may  order ;  and 
in  case  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  or  in  case  the  Bishop  shall  be 
implicated  in  the  offence,  or  shall  be  related  to  the  accused  by 
consanguinity  or  afiinity,    the  Standing  Committee  shall  then 
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request  the  Bishop  of  some  other  Diocese  to  receive  the  present- 
ment, who,  upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may 
proceed  in  the  case,  and  exercise  the  same  powers  as  belong,  or 
are  granted,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

SflOT.  2.  Any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop, 
accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  of  any  offence  or  offences 
for  which  he  may  be  tried  as  aforesaid,  may,  for  himself,  request 
the  Standing  Committee  to  institute  such  examination  and  inquiry 
respecting  the  truth  of  the  charges  against  him ;  and,  in  such 
case,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  institute 
such  examination  and  inquiry,  and  to  proceed  in  like  manner,  as 
is  prorided  in  section  first  of  the  Canon. 

n. 

Of  the  trial  of  a  Clerg%man^  not  being  a  Bishop. 

SscT.  1.  Upon  such  presentment  being  made  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  as  is  provided  in  the  foregoing  Canon,  the  Bishop 
shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  cause  a  copy  of  such  presentment  to 
be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  nine  Presbyters 
of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  the. Convention,  and  not  being 
parties  to  the  presentment,  nor  witnesses  in  the  case,  and  shall 
cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall, 
within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop ;  and  if  he  shall  not 
give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  said  thirty  days,  the 
Bishop  shall  then  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall 
form  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

SacT.  2*  The  Court,  thus  constituted,  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  within  the  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall 
have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place, 
within  the  Diocese,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary ;  and  the  Bishop 
skaU  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meet* 
ing  of  ihe  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
time  of  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sict.  9.  If,  at  the  time  appmnted  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
said  Court,  the  whole  number  of  five,  shall  not  attend^  those  whsr 
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do  attend,  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  or  being  not  less  than 
three  in  number,  they  shall  have  the  ri^^t  to  proceed,  in  case 
they  shall  see  fit,  to  a  hearing  and  trial  of  the  case  ;  and  their  de- 
cision, if  unanimous,  shall  be  as  binding  as  if  the  whole  Court  had 
been  present ;  but  in  case  their  decision  shall  not  be  unanirooos, 
the  Bishop  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  accused,or  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  order  a  new  trial. 

SiCT.  4.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  tmth  of 
the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  shall,  in  writing, 
certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  and  state  their  opinion  as  to  the 
SMitence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  oi 
the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided.  And  if  a  clergyman  presented  as  aforesaid,  after 
having  had  due  notice,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the 
Court  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  unless  prevented  by 
sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the 
exercise  of  his  derioal  functions  for  the  term  of  six  months ;  and 
if  during  that  period,  he  shall  not  apply  for  a  trial,  he  shall  then 
be  degraded  from  the  ministry. 

Sbct.  5.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witneesee  respee- 
tively ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths, 
may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses.  If,  on  or  during  the  trial,  the 
accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the 
presentment,  the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evi- 
dence, and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the 
Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

Sbct.  6.  'Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop, 
and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  mate* 
rial  witnesses  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may 
appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witnesses. 
Such  Commissary  may  be  either  a  clergyman  or  a  layman,  and 
the  party  so  applying,  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  ti*  days* 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the 
person  on  whom  the  notice  shallbe  served,  shall  reaide  more 
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than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examiDation,an  additional  day^B 
notice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said 
distance.  Add  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness, 
and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissary, 
and  enclosed  under  his  seat,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and 
shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined 
before  such  Commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

Sbct.  7.  The  Court,  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment, 
distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of 
SQch  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  whi^h, 
in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced ;  and  a  copy  of  such 
decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused ; 
and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical 
sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the 
Court ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any 
sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  and  any  three  or 
more  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may 
in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated 
by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all 
persons  who  may  choose  to  attend ;  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop, 
if  he  shall  be  satbfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new 
trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  of  Presbyters 
shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  con- 
ducted as  before  mentioned. 

Sbct.  8.  All  citations  and  notices  contemplated  in  this  Canon 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Bishop,  and  may  be  served  by  a  summoner 
or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop, 
and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof* 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved 
by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.    A  written  citation  or  notice  de* 
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Uvered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  hU  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  citation  or  notice. 

Sbot.  9.  '  Advocates  or  Proctors  shall  ,be  allowed  on  both 
^des,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  parties,  provided  they  are  clergymea 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  or  laymen  who  have  been 
oommunicanta  of  some  pariah  of  the  same,  at  leaat  two  yean  be- 
fore the  time  of  trial.

Of  OommunieanU* 

Whenever^the  Bishop  shall  institute  an  inquiry  on  the  subject 
of  repelling  a  person  from  the  Holy  Communion,  according  to 
HA  rubrics  and  the  canons  of  the  General  Convention,  he  sball 
summon  a  council  of  two  presbyters  and  two  laymen,  of  which 
hQ  ahaU  be  president,  to  decide  upon  the  case.

Of  Electums: 

The  deputies  to  iSnt  (Seneral  Convention  firom  this  Diooesesbill 
he  chosen  at  the  meeting  of  this  Convention  hdden  in  each  year 
of  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Qeneral  CoDvendon ;  who  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  meeting  of  this  Convention,  next  preceding 
the  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  on  the  third  year 
next  after  their  election,  and  until  others  shall  he  chosen  in  their 
^ee. 

Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  delegation  shall  be  filled  at  the 
next  ensuing  meeting  of  this  Convention;  and  appointments  for 
tiie  interval  may  be  made  by  the  Standing  Comnittee,  at  a  neel- 
ing  specially  convened  for  that  piirpossw 
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Of  ike  Admission  of  New  Parishes  into  union  with  ike  Cm- 

tention. 

All  applicatiooa  for  the  admission  of  new  parishes  into  union 
with  this  Convention  shall  be  received  and  referred  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee.  And  the  said  Committee  shall  examine  into  the 
circumstances  of  the  party  making  the  application,  to  ascertain 
the  number  of  Episcopalians  resident  in  the  place  where  it  is 
proposed  to  establish  a  new  parish;  what  resources  they  have 
from  the  establishment  of  a  neighboring  parish  already  in  exis- 
tence ;  what  the  population  of  the  town  in  which  it  is  proposed 
lo  establish  such  parish  may  amount  to ;  what  may  be  expected 
to  be  its  probable  increase ;  what  is  the  number,  chaxacter,  and 
influence  of  other  Christian  denominations  in  the  same  plaee ; 
and  what  are  the  resources  in  possession  of  the  applicants, 
whereon  may  be  founded  a  reasonable  expectation  that  they  notr 
are,  or  are  likely  to  beoome,  within  a  reasonable  time,  a  self- 
supporting  parish ;  and  they  shall  make  report  of  the  same  to  the 
next  Convention,  with  their  opinion  thereon* 

SZTBACT  FHOM  THE 

Canon  of  Qe  <Sfenetal  eantmitfoti  of  ib&s. 

Of  the  mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 

Churchy  from  time  to  time, 

SscTioN  I.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,  from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it 
is  hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church,  or,  if  the 
Parish  be  vacant,  the  Wardens,  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be 
delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  annual  Conventioot 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  t^ 
the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the.  number  of 
baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and  funerals,  and  of  the 
number  of  communicants  in  his  parish  or  Church,  also,  the  stale 
and  condition  of  the  Sunday  Scboole  in  his  Panril««lso  of  the 
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amount  of  the  communion  alms,  the  contributions  for  Missiooi, 
diocesan,  domestic,  and  foreign,  for  parochial  schools,  for  Church 
purposes  in  genera],  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw 
light  on  the  state  of  the  same.  And  every  other  Clergyman  not 
regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the 
occasional  services  he  may  have  performed ;  and,  if  he  have 
performed  no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have 
prevented  the  same.  And  these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them 
as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  the  Convention, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  thereof. 

Kitlefi  of  OtVet« 

Bulb  L  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  addresi 
the  Chair. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  Pres* 
ident,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  others  de- 
siring to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house,  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall  vote,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  ques- 
tion, or  shall  be  excused  by  the  Convention  for  reasons  assigned. 

RuLB  II.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
yention,  unless  seconded  by  a  member  not  belonging  to  the  same 
parish  with  the  mover ;  and  every  motion,  when  required  by  any 
member,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

Bulb  III.  When  the  report  of  a  committee  is  presented,  it 
shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  deter- 
mined by  the  house ;  and,  if  accompanied  by  resolutions,  the 
question  shall  be  on  adopting  them. 
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Bulk  IV.  When  a  question  is  l>efore  the  Convention,  it  shall 
be  in  order — 

1.  To  lay  on  the  table ; 

2.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain  ; 
8.  To  commit ; 

4.  To  amend ; 

5.  To  postpone  indefinitely ; 

and  a  motion  for  any  one  of  these  proceedings  may  be  considered 
as  having  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  hete  named ; 
and  a  question  on  any  of  these  proceedings  shall  be  decided  be* 
fore  the  original  motion. 

RuLB  V.  An  address  or  communication  from  the  Bishop  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  time. 

Bulk  VI.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  qu«s«i> 
tion,  when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Bulb  VII.  The  question  of  adjournment  shall  always  be  u^ 
order;  and  that,  together  with  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

Bulb  VIIL  When  votes  by  orders  are  taken,  they  shall  be 
entered  on  the  minutes. 

Bulb  IX.  On  all  questions  of  order,  the  President  shall  de« 
cide,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house. 

Bulb  X.  A  question,  being  decided,  shall  not  be  leeonsidered 
during  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  nor  unless  the  motion  to  reconsider  be  made 
and  seconded  by  members  who  voted  in  the  majority  on  the  ori- 
ginal decision.
